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ACTION   OF   THE   GENEEAL   ASSEMBLY,  1862. 


The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  respectfully  report  that  the 
Minutes  of  the  Board,  and  of  its  Executive  Committee,  have 
not  been  put  into  their  hands.  They  have  carefully  examined 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  and  recommend  to  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  that 

1.  It  approve  the  Report,  and  direct  the  same  to  be  pub- 
lished by  the  Board. 

2.  The  Assembly  gratefully  acknowledge  the  signal  tokens 
of  divine  goodness  to  the  Board,  in  enabling  it  to  pass  with 
safety  the  trying  changes  of  the  past  year;  and  especially  in 
enabling  it  to  reduce  its  indebtedness,  which  in  November  last 
was  $28,000,  to  less  than  $5000,  and  greatly  to  reduce  the 
office  expenses;  whilst  at  the  same  time  adding  one  hundred 
and  twenty-one  new  names  to  the  list  of  missionaries  in  com- 
mission a  year  ago,  and  paying  all  the  missionaries,  as  far  as 
they  had  reported,  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Verily  God 
has  granted  to  his  people,  in  these  troublous  times,  the  heart  to 
devise  liberal  things,  and  blessed  be  his  holy  name ! 

3.  The  Assembly  also  notice,  with  gratitude  to  God,  the 
spirit  of  self-denial,  on  the  part  of  our  missionaries,  enabling 
them  to  submit  patiently  to  the  inconveniences  arising  from 


delay  in  the  payments  due  them,  and  to  the  reduction  of  their 
salaries. 

4.  That  the  Assembly  how  humbly  to  the  will  of  the  great 
Ruler  of  nations,  in  those  calamities  which  he  has  permitted  to 
visit  the  land,  whereby  missionary  labour  has  been  interrupted, 
missionaries,  in  some  instances,  driven  from  the  field,  and  the 
work  of  years  destroyed ;  and  bewail  the  sins  and  unfaithful- 
ness which  have  provoked  them ;  but  in  the  fear  and  strength 
of  the  Lord,  will  go  forward  and  endeavour  to  repair  the 
waste  places,  and  build  up  the  walls  which  have  been  thrown 
down. 

5.  The  Assembly  take  sincere  pleasure  in  noticing  the  sub- 
stantial aid  which  ladies  of  our  churches  have  rendered  to  this 
cause,  by  articles  of  clothing  furnished  to  missionary  families. 
The  aggregate  value  of  these  donations  during  the  past  year 
was  over  $16,000,  and  was  in  addition  to  the  salaries  of  the 
missionaries  among  whom  they  were  distributed. 

6.  In  view  of  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the 
field  of  the  Executive  Committee  located  at  Louisville,  as 
referred  to  in  the  Report,  the  Assembly  hereby  direct  the  dis- 
continuance of  said  Committee,  and  further  direct  the  discon- 
tinuance of  Advisory  Committees  wherever  they  exist,  and  the 
Board  hereafter  to  conduct,  throughout  the  entire  field,  its 
work  as  formerly,  through  the  Presbyteries. 

7.  The  Assembly  solemnly  call  the  attention  of  the  Church 
to  the  greatness  of  the  work  in  which,  by  the  command  of  her 
ascended  Lord,  she  is  engaged,  and  the  increased  proportions 
it  is  destined  very  soon  to  assume,  by  the  return  of  prosperity 
to  the  nation,  and  greater  stability  of  our  civil  institutions, 
which  we  now,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  confidently  expect — a 
work  which,  in  addition  to  assisting  young  or  feeble  churches 
already  established,  is  no  less  than  to  supply  with  the  stated 
means  of  grace  the  teeming  millions  who  are  to  fill  up  the  vast 
territories  of  the  continent.  To  accomplish  this  great  work, 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  has  been  constituted ;  and  this 
General  Assembly  would  devoutly  commend  it  to  the  prayers 
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and  patronage  of  all  our  people,  and  especially  invite  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  every  pastor  and  session,  in  providing 
the  material  aid  which  the  exigencies  of  the  cause  demands. 

8.  The  Assembly  earnestly  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
greater  number  of  itinerating  missionaries,  for  new  and  sparsely 
settled  regions,  to  explore  and  advise  as  to  the  most  favourable 
localities  for  permanent  congregations ;  and  also  recommend 
the  Presbyteries  to  take  measures  for  establishing  and  sustain- 
ing an  itinerancy  for  the  feebler  missionary  churches  and  more 
destitute  portions  within  their  bounds. 

9.  The  Assembly  enjoin  it  upon  the  Board,  hereafter  to 
regard  the  order  of  a  former  Assembly,  to  send  up  its  minutes 
for  examination. 


SIXTIETH  ANNUAL   REPORT 


OP   THE 


BOARD   OF   DOMESTIC   MISSIONS. 


FROM  MARCH  1,  1861,  TO  MARCH  1,  1862. 


We  are  Ccalled  to  record,  as  we  close  another  year  of  missionary 
labours,  the  departure  of  members  of  this  Board,  who  were  the 
steadfast  friends  of  missions  to  the  destitute,  and  have,  we 
doubt  not,  gone  to  the  recompense  of  reward: — Rev.  Allan  D. 
Campbell,  D.  D.,  an  earnest  friend  of  the  cause,  and  himself 
long  on  the  outposts,  in  the  state  of  his  adoption,  where  he  dis- 
charged his  early  ministry;  llev.  George  McNeill,  representing 
a  southern  part  of  the  field ;  Rev.  Lewis  Cheeseman,  D.  D.,  for 
a  season  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  Philadelphia; 
and  lastly,  Alexander  W.  Mitchell,  M.  D.,  a  long  and  tried 
friend  of  the  Board,  a  punctual  attendant  for  years  on  the 
meetings  of  the  Committee,  a  liberal  contributor,  and  identified 
with  its  early  and  painful  trials — he  was  permitted  to  live  to 
see  it  emerge  from  these  troubles,  and  find  itself  entrenched  in 
the  affections  of  the  people  of  our  church.  We  are  admonished 
by  these  providences,  as  well  as  assured  by  the  mercies  with 
which  the  year  has  been  crowded,  to  do  with  all  our  might  what 
our  hands  find  to  do,  to  make  our  land  Immanuel's  land,  and 
the  joy  of  many  generations. 

The  Board,  at  its  annual  meeting  in  June,  proceeded  to 
execute  the  direction  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  and  passing 
by  those  in  office,  elected  Rev.  Thomas  L.  Janeway,  D.  D., 
Corresponding  Secretary,  who  entered  on  the  duties  of  the 
office  July  1,  1861.  In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  say,  that 
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the  senior  Secretary,  Dr.  Musgrave,  had,  a  year  previously, 
given  notice  of  his  intention  of  declining  another  election,  and  of 
retiring  from  ofiBce  on  account  of  impaired  eyesight.  Dr.  Mus- 
grave, for  upwards  of  eight  years,  had  conducted  the  affairs  of 
the  Board  with  success,  energy,  and  skill.  The  difficulties 
which  encompassed  the  Board  at  t"he  inauguration  of  the  pre- 
sent Secretary,  were  greatly  embarrassing,  and  for  a  time 
alarming.  Fifteen  thousand  dollars  had  been  borrowed  at 
bank,  to  pay  the  accrued  salaries  of  the  missionaries,  and  yet 
more  than  ten  thousand  dollars  remained  due  them.  The 
uncertainty  of  the  money  market  was  extreme ;  the  credit  of 
individuals  and  of  corporations  shaken;  the  movements  of  the 
rebellion  unchecked;  and  it  should  be  recorded  here,  to  the 
kindness  and  courtesy  of  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  Bank  of 
Philadelphia,  that  they  indulged  us  by  frequent  renewals  of  our 
notes,  to  their  full  amount;  and  by  so  doing,  permitted  all  our 
receipts  to  pass  to  the  relief  of  our  suffering  missionaries — and 
yet  they  did  suffer.  For  months  the  treasury  was  more  than  a 
quarter  in  arrears  to  them  all.  They  bore  it  patiently,  and  at 
last  God  sent  relief.  A  mistaken  expansion  in  previous  years, 
more  than  the  stringency  of  the  money  market,  had  produced 
these  results.  The  balance  carried  over  in  former  years  had 
enabled  the  Board  to  be  as  punctual  in  its  payments  in  months 
of  liwht  as  in  those  of  heavier  receipts.  These  were  absorbed. 
Obligations  beyond  the  power  of  the  Board  were  incurred;  and 
the  money  crisis  in  the  early  winter  of  1860-61,  consequent  on 
the  political  convulsions  of  the  country,  revealed  the  danger  of 
the  treasury.  The  increase  had  been  both  in  the  number  and 
in  the  salaries  of  the  missionaries.  Inflation  was  succeeded  by 
collapse.* 

This  was  the  state  of  things  after  the  meeting  of  the  last 
Assembly,  and  through  the  summer  the  receipts  were  meagre, 
and  the  debts  increasing.  God,  in  mercy,  sent  relief.  When 
his  people  knew  the  nature  of  the  disaster,  contributions  flowed 
in,  and  the  swelling  tide  soon  floated  the  stranding  vessel.  In 
November,  1861,  the  debt  had  increased  to  twenty-eight  thou-

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sayid  dollars.  In  January  following,  we  had,  in  a  measure, 
overcome  this;  and  in  February  all  the  missionaries  Avho  had 
reported  were  paid  in  full ;  and  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year, 
March  1,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  that  every  mission- 
ary, whose  report  had  been  received,  was  relieved,  and  the 
bank  debt  reduced  below  five  thousand  dollars.  We  accept  it 
as  a  token  of  divine  favour,  and  a  pleasing  evidence  of  the 
deep  hold  the  Board  has  on  the  hearts  of  the  members  of  our 
Church.  It  is  true,  that  retrenchment  was  required.  It  was 
evident,  that  if  we  would  escape  from  this  indebtedness,  the 
amount  granted  heretofore  to  the  missionaries  must  be  reduced. 
To  this  conviction  the  Board  came  with  painful  reluctance. 
They  knew  the  salaries  were  none  too  large,  and  that  the 
toiling  labourer  was  worthy  of  his  hire.  But  there  was  no 
alternative;  and  the  reduction  was  made  impartially.  In 
many  cases,  Presbyteries  knowing  our  embarrassments,  antici- 
pated our  action,  and  themselves  made  the  needed  reduction. 
To  have  maintained  the  former  rates,  and  yet  overcome  the 
debt,  would  have  required  an  increase  of  contributions  beyond 
all  reasonable  hope.  By  such  a  course — by  avoiding  expansion 
in  the  occupancy  of  new  fields,  the  Board  has  reached,  through 
divine  mercy,  a  condition  which  assures  us,  ere  long,  of  days  of 
brighter  promise  and  healthful  enlargement.  Although  the 
Assembly  was  advised,  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  of  the  incom- 
ing difficulties,  it  is  thought  best  to  make  these  explicit  state- 
ments, that  the  whole  case  may  be  spread  before  the  churches. 
In  presenting  the  results  of  the  year,  we  shall,  in  main, 
adhere  to  the  arrangement  of  former  reports,  and  thus  enable 
the  Assembly  more  readily  to  make  the  comparison  with 
former  years. 

Of  Missions. — Details. 

The  number  in  commission  March  1,  1861,  was  518,  to 
which  have  been  added  to  March  1,  1862,  121,  making  the 
whole  number  639. 

The  number  of  churches  and  missionary  stations  in  whole  or 
in  part  supplied  (as  far  as  reported)  by  those  in  commission, 
is  803. 
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Eighteen  churches  are  reported  as  having  organized  during 
the  year. 

The  number  of  admissions  on  examination  is  1782,  and  on 
certificate  1035;  making  a  total  of  2817. 

The  whole  number  in  communion  with  churches  connected 
thus  with  the  Board,  is  20,409. 

Sabbath-schools  number  347;  their  teachers  2813;  and 
17,778  scholars. 

The  number  of  baptisms  reported  is  2458. 

As  almost  one-half  in  commission  have  not  reported,  the 
returns  above  are  manifestly  inadequate,  and  do  not  express 
the  facts. 

Appropriations. 

The  amount  promised  to  the  missionaries  from  March  1, 
1861,  to  March  1,  1862,  has  been,  at  the  office  in  Philadelphia, 
$60,163.06;  and  at  Louisville,  $7737.50;  at  the  office  of 
South-western  Committee  at  New  Orleans,  to  the  end  of  the 
monthly  reports  in  June  3,  1861,  $4900;  a  total  of  $72,800.56. 
This  shows  a  very  material  decrease  on  previous  years,  caused, 
in  part,  by  the  embarrassments  of  our  Board,  and  in  part  by 
the  disturbance  of  the  country,  convulsed  in  so  large  a  portion 
of  the  field  once  covered  by  the  Board,  by  civil  war. 

Receipts. 

The  entire  amount  of  moneys  received  from  all  sources 
during  the  fiscal  year,  was  $85,332.62. 

The  amount  paid  at  the  treasury  in  Philadelphia,  including 
the  Presbyterial  treasuries,  as  far  as  we  are  advised,  was 
$86,406,06;  at  the  office  at  Louisville,  $3472.05;  and  at  New 
Orleans,  $10,648.12;  a  sum  total  of  payments  during  the  year 
of  $100,526.23;  leaving  balances  in  the  treasury  at  Philadel- 
phia of  $14.83;  and  at  Louisville,  $104.11.  The  missionaries, 
as  already  stated,  were  paid  in  full,  as  far  as  they  had  reported, 
to  March  1,  1862;  but  our  reports  are  constantly  coming 
in,  and  therefore  appropriations  maturing.  All  the  receipts  on 
which  we  can  reasonably  depend  for  the  ensuing  six  months, 
will,  we  fear,  be  more  than  absorbed. 
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The  a2:;f];rogatc  receipts  in  the  fichl  covered  by  the  Commit- 
tees at  Philadelphia  and  Louisville,  during  the  year,  have  been 
less,  as  compared  with  those  in  the  same  field  of  the  year 
before,  $9148.93.  There  has  been  a  decrease  in  legacies,  in 
Philadelphia,  (where  only  any  legacies  have  been  reported, 
except  one  of  $25  at  Louisville)  of  $7470.01;  an  increase  of 
miscellaneous  and  individual  donations  of  $6771.04.  The 
increase  from  the  churches,  at  the  office  in  Philadelphia,  was 
$3739.92.  The  decrease  at  Louisville,  from  the  same  source, 
was  $12,189.88. 

The  Board  regret  to  state,  that  in  a  very  few  instances 
were  they  permitted  to  establish  new  missions.  It  seemed  to 
be  a  principle  of  simple  justice  to  secure  the  unpaid  missiona- 
ries their  appropriations,  and  to  continue  them  in  their  fields, 
before  we  ventured  on  new  obligations.  We  declined  no  re- 
newals, when  asked  for  by  the  Presbyteries,'  except  in  a  few 
cases,  for  causes  unconnected  with  the  state  of  our  funds.  It 
was  painful  to  receive  and  to  turn  away  new  applications, 
some  of  them,  apparently,  of  utmost  promise.  Men  qualified 
were  presented,  and  we  were  compelled,  through  inadequate 
means,  to  wait  for  brighter  days.  War  has  driven  some  of  our 
missionaries  from  their  fields,  and  fears  are  entertained  that,  in 
some  cases,  the  reconstruction  of  churches  will  be  required. 
The  work  of  years  of  missionary  labour,  as  far  as  man  can  see, 
is  swept  away  as  by  a  mountain  storm. 

We  have  continued,  as  formerly,  to  employ  a  number  of 
missionaries  among  the  foreign  population.  Two  have  laboured 
among  the  French,  one  among  the  Belgians,  one  among  the 
Welsh,  and  thirty-two  among  the  Germans.  We  regret  to  say 
that  the  results  are  not  so  cheering  as  we  could  desire,  nor  the 
future  so  flattering.  Hindrances  are  in  the  way,  and,  so  far, 
we  are  not  able  to  specify  their  causes.  Itinerant  labour,  to  a 
diminished  extent,  has  been  employed.  Many  of  our  missiona- 
ries perform,  in  adjoining  territory,  this  service,  and  carry  the 
gospel  to  regions  beyond  their  fixed  and  assigned  fields.  The 
wonderful  expansion  of  our  country  in  the  opening  of  the  new 
territories  which  stretch  towards  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and 
the  rapidity  with  which  those  territories  fill  with  a  teeming 
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population,  admonish  us  of  our  duty  as  a  Church,  to  return 
more  and  more  to  the  favourite  method  of  our  forefathers,  and 
send  out  men  to  expatiate  over  large  districts,  and  carry  the 
gospel  round  these  expanded  circuits. 

CLOTHING. 

The  ladies  of  our  churches  have  shown  an  increased  activity 
in  furnishing  boxes  of  clothing  to  those  who  needed.  Many  a 
heart  has  been  made  glad,  and  never  have  these  gifts  been  so 
opportune,  as  during  this  past  year  of  trial  and  retrenchment. 
Given,  as  they  always  are,  as  a  special  donation — never  claimed 
or  considered  as  part  of  their  salaries — these  gifts  have  a  pecu- 
liar value;  and  bringing,  too,  the  recipients  in  connection  with 
the  donor,  enhance,  we  believe,  the  zeal  of  our  people  for 
Domestic  Missions,  and  increase,  instead  of  lessen,  the 
aggregate  contributions  of  the  churches.  The  aggregate  value 
of  these  boxes  was  $16,004.07;  and  of  this,  $15,453.56  was 
received  at  the  office  in  Philadelphia,  and  the  remainder, 
$550.51,  at  Louisville.  Statements  published  from  time  to 
time  in  the  Home  and  Foreign  Record^  bear  testimony  to  the 
importance  of  this  department  of  our  work,  and  will,  we  think, 
increase  the  interest  therein. 

"EXECUTIVE   AND    ADVISORY   COMMITTEES. 
"division  of  the  field  between  the  committees. 

"  The  Board  carries  on  its  operations  through  two  Executive 
Committees,  and  two  Advisory  Committees — the  two  former 
located  at  Philadelphia  and  Louisville,  and  the  two  latter  at 
New  Orleans  and  San  Francisco.  Between  these  Committees 
the  territory  of  the  Church  is  unequally  divided;  each  Com- 
mittee having,  according  to  the  division  made  by  the  Board, 
its  own  assigned  field  and  limit. 

"  The  field  of  the  Executive  Committee,  located  in  Philadel- 
phia, embraces  the  Synods  of  Albany,  Buffalo,  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Pittsburg,  Allegheny,  Wheel- 
ing, Ohio;  the  Presbyteries  of  Logansport,  Lake,  and  Fort 
Wayne,  in  the  Synod  of  Northern  Indiana;  the  Presbytery  of 
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Chicago,  in  the  Synod  of  Chicago;  the  Synod  of  "Wisconsin; 
the  Presby tery  of  St.  Paul,  in  the  Synod  of  Iowa ;  the  Presby- 
tery of  Omaha,  in  the  Synod  of  Southern  Iowa ;  the  Presbytery 
of  Highland,  in  the  Synod  of  Upper  Missouri;  the  Synods  of 
Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia — cover- 
ing twenty  entire  States  and  six  Territories,  and  parts  of  three 
other  States ;  and  having,  according  to  the  Minutes  of  the  last 
General  Assembly,  1716  ministers,  2087  churches,  and  209,486 
communicants.  The  number  of  missionaries  under  the  care  of 
the  Board,  in  this  field,  and,  consequently,  connected  with  the 
Committee  in  Philadelphia,  the  past  year,  has  been  422. 

"  Tlie  field  of  the  Executive  Committee,  located  in  Louisville, 
Kentucki/,  embraces  the  Synods  of  Cincinnati,  Indiana;  the 
Presbyteries  of  Crawfordsville  and  Muncie,  in  the  Synod  of 
Northern  Indiana;  the  Synods  of  Illinois,  Chicago,  (except 
the  Presbytery  of  Chicago,)  Iowa  (except  the  Presbytery  of 
St.  Paul,)  Southern  Iowa  (except  the  Presbytery  of  Omaha,) 
Upper  Missouri  (except  the  Presbytery  of  Highland,)  Missouri, 
Kentucky,  Nashville,  and  Memphis  (except  the  Presbyteries  of 
Chickasaw  and  North  Mississippi) — covering  four  entire  States, 
and  parts  of  four  other  States ;  and  having,  according  to  the 
Minutes  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  643  ministers,  1006 
churches,  and  62,133  communicants.  The  number  of  mission- 
aries under  the  care  of  the  Board,  in  this  field,  and  conse- 
quently connected  with  the  Committee  in  Louisville,  the  past 
year,  has  been  283. 

"  The  field  of  the  South-western  Advisory  Committee,  located 
in  Neio  Orleans,  Louisiana,  embraces  the  Synods  of  Alabama, 
Mississippi,  Arkansas,  and  Texas ;  and  the  Presbyteries  of 
Chickasaw  and  North  Mississippi  in  the  Synod  of  Memphis — 
covering  four  entire  States,  and  part  of  one  other;  and  having, 
according  to  the  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  251 
ministers,  411  churches,  and  20,038  communicants.  The 
number  of  missionaries  under  the  care  of  the  Board  in  this 
field,  and  consequently  connected  with  the  Committee  in  New 
Orleans,  the  past  year,  has  been  72. 

"  The  field  of  the  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Pacific  Coast, 
located  at  San  Francisco,  California,  embraces  the  Synod  of 
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Pacific — covering  two  entire  States,  and  one  Territory:  and 
having,  according  to  the  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Assembly, 
24  ministers,  19  churches,  and  1003  communicants.  The  num- 
ber of  missionaries  under  the  care  of  the  Board  in  this  field, 
the  past  year,  has  been  20." 

Such  were  the  divisions  of  the  missionary  work  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  last  Assembly.  In  July,  1861,  the  Committee  at 
Louisville,  for  reasons  assigned  at  length,  requested  the  Board 
to  relieve  them  of  all  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  river, 
together  with  the  Presbyteries  in  Iowa,  which  were  in  their 
field ;  and  asking  to  retain  the  States  of  Tennessee,  Kentucky 
and  Missouri.  The  Board,  in  view  of  the  interests  of  the  cause, 
and  not  feeling  called  upon  to  admit  the  validity  of  all  their 
assigned  reasons,  yielded  to  the  request,  and  transferred  the  care 
of  this  large  field  to  the  Ofiice  at  Philadelphia.  Staggering  as 
they  Avere  with  an  oppressive  indebtedness,  and  increasing  in 
fearful  proportions,  yet  trusting  in  their  covenant  God,  and 
believing  in  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  meet  all  liabilities 
thrown  upon  her  in  providence,  they  cheerfully  assumed  the 
service,  paid  as  rapidly  as  their  incoming  receipts  permitted,  all 
the  arrears  of  salaries  due  the  missionaries  in  the  transferred 
field,  and  proceeded  to  renew  the  commission,  which  had  expired. 
Civil  war  and  commotion  cut  off  the  Presbyteries  in  Tennessee 
from  the  Committee  at  Louisville;  and  the  disturbed  state  of 
the  country  and  the  war  in  Kentucky  paralyzed  the  efforts  of 
the  Western  Committee,  and,  as  far  as  reports  transmitted  to 
the  Board  seemed  to  indicate,  they  virtually  ceased  all  action 
in  the  appointment  of  missionaries  at  the  close  of  summer. 
The  respected  Synod  of  that  State,  at  its  fall  meeting,  as  we 
are  informed,  directed  all  collections  for  missionary  purposes 
to  be  retained  and  expended  in  their  own  bounds.  The 
missionaries  of  Missouri  were  thus  left  to  themselves  and 
fulfilled  their  commissions  as  far  as  the  war  permitted.  In 
February  last  the  Synod  of  Missouri,  by  its  Committee, 
applied  (the  Western  Committee  at  Louisville  assenting) 
to  be  attached  to  the  Office  at  Philadelphia.  The  Board 
consented  to  the  transfer,  and  the  missionaries,  as  far  as  the 
amounts    known  were  ascertained,  were  paid  the  arrears  of 
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their  salaries;  and  though  not  requested  by  any  official  action 
of  the  Synod  of  Upper  Missouri,  we  assumed  the  payment  of 
their  missionaries  also.  These  changes  have  produced  an 
anomalous  condition,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  General 
Assembly  is  respectfully  invited.  The  Committee  at  Louisville, 
in  their  annual  report,  say,  "this,"  (i.  e.  these  changes),  "has 
left  us  without  money,  and,  to  a  great  extent,  without  a  field 
to  operate  in,  and  the  Committee,  as  a  consequence,  declined 
to  grant  any  further  commissions,  leaving  it  to  the  General 
Assembly,  which  brought  them  into  being,  to  decide  whether 
they  should  exist  any  longer."  In  view  of  the  whole  subject 
and  the  known  wishes  of  a  large  part  of  the  "Western  field,  and 
believing  that  the  efficiency  of  the  missionary  work. will  be 
increased,  the  Board  at  its  stated  meeting  in  March  last 
unanimously  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  and  in  view  of  all  the 
changes  which  have  occurred,  and  assenting  to  the  position  of 
the  Western  Committee,  as  found  in  their  Annual  Report,  it  is 
expedient  that  the  Western  Executive  Committee  should  be 
discontinued." 

The  Board  think  that  the  interests  of  the  cause  require  such 
a  course,  and  a  return  to  the  former  and  normal  status  of  the 
missionary  work,  and  the  placing  of  the  entire  field  under  the 
care  of  a  single  committee.  The  financial  changes  and  the 
probable  improved  condition  of  the  currency,  involved  in  the 
late  action  of  Government,  are  additional  reasons.  The  neces- 
sity of  two  co-ordinate  committees  has  long  been  questioned 
by  the  best  friends  of  the  cause ;  and  now  the  voluntary  or 
enforced  surrender  of  so  much  of  the  field,  and  the  consequent 
restriction  of  action,  may  well  afford  the  opportunity  of  such 
changes  as  may  remove  the  difficulties  which  have  been  long 
felt  in  the  working  of  the  Board,  and  thus  subserve  the  mighty 
interests  committed  to  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions.  It  is 
hoped,  therefore,  that  the  Assembly,  yielding  to  the  view  sub- 
mitted by  the  Western  Committee,  and  the  unanimous  desire 
of  your  Board,  will  decree  the  discontinuance  of  the  said 
Committee. 

While,  for  many  years,  the  receipts  at  Louisville  were  highly 
creditable,  the  following  table  will  exhibit  the  fiscal  operations 
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for  the  last  ten  years,  and  afford  such  information  as  may  give 
an  intelligent  view  of  the  subject ;

SOUTH-WESTERN  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE. 

For  obvious  reasons,  we  have  received  very  scanty  returns 
from  that  Committee,  and  only  during  the  first  three  months  of 
the  fiscal  year.  What  is  the  state  of  matters  there,  we  have 
no  means  of  knowing.  The  subject,  it  is  presumed,  in  some 
form  or  other,  will  come  before  the  Assembly ;  and  we  leave  it 
to  their  wisdom  to  advise  the  Board  as  to  its  future  course. 

ADVISORY  COMMITTEE   OF   THE   PACIFIC  COAST. 

Their  reports  are  chiefly  confined  to  the  recommendation  of 
missionaries  in  their  extended  fields,  and  giving  such  informa- 
tion as  may  be  of  use  in  appointing  them.  It  is  submitted  that 
doubt  may  be  well  entertained  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  plan. 
Cannot  Presbyteries  there,  as  in  other  fields,  correspond  directly 
with  the  office  at  Philadelphia  on  all  subjects  connected  with 
missions  ?  Time  is  lost  in  correspondence  passing  from  Upper 
Oregon,  or  Washington  Territory  to  San  Francisco;  and 
Buch  delays  are  found  to  work  disadvantageously  to  missiona- 
ries. It  is  true,  the  erection  is  of  late  date,  and  not  much 
opportunity  has  been  afforded  to  see  the  working  of  the  system. 
But  experience  has  convinced  the  Board  that  the  promised 
results  are  not  likely  to  be  realized  in   the   erection  of  this 

*  Since  July  1,  1861,  the  Committee  at  Philadelphia  have  commissioned  and 
paid  all  the  missionaries  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Iowa,  who  were  for- 
merly under  the  care  of  the  Western  Committee  at  LouisYille. 
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Committee ;  and  their  judgment  is  distinct,  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  cause  will  be  promoted  by  dispensing  -with 
the  Committee,  and  returning  to  the  normal  condition  of  Pres- 
bjterial  supervision. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  superintendent  of  these  missions,  Rev. 
James  Woods,  retired  from  the  service.  Rev.  Dr.  Happersctt 
was  chosen  as  his  successor  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June. 
When  he  declined  the  appointment,  the  Board  did  not  feel  at 
liberty,  in  the  exhausted  state  of  their  treasury,  and  in  view  of 
the  lightness  of  the  probable  receipts  on  that  coast — the  whole, 
with  the  exception  of  a  very  few  churches,  being  purely  mis- 
sionary, and  therefore  aid-receiving — to  incur  so  heavy  an 
expense  as  would  be  involved  in  the  salary  and  travelling 
expenses  of  such  an  officer.  Many,  it  may  be  said,  of  our 
wisest  ministers  doubt  whether  such  offices  quadrate  with  our 
system,  and  whether  they  do  not  invade  the  province  of  Pres- 
bytery, and  introduce  a  feature  at  variance  with  the  whole 
tradition  of  our  Church.  The  Board  have  adopted  no  principle 
on  this  subject,  except  feeling  justified,  in  existing  circum- 
stances, with  a  depleted  treasury,  to  decline  all  such  appoint- 
ments. 

OUR  PROGRESS. 

Our  Church,  from  its  infancy,  has  acknowledged  the  duty  of 
sending  the  gospel  to  the  destitute.  The  feeble  band  which 
constituted  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia  in  1705,  believed  it 
was  a  duty,  and  in  their  measure  met  it.  The  Synods  of  New 
York  and  Philadelphia  never  lost  sight  of  the  privilege,  and 
gave  commandment  to  make  collections  in  all  the  churches  for 
this  purpose.  The  General  Assembly,  on  its  organization, 
considered  itself  a  Missionary  Society,  and  the  care  of  missions 
an  honourable  part  of  its  proceedings.  The  gratifying  increase 
of  the  work,  and  the  accumulation  of  their  other  business, 
suggested  the  necessity,  in  1802,  of  a  Standing  Committee  of 
Missions,  to  whom  the  whole  matter  was  assigned,  until  the 
desire  of  yet  more  efficiency  developed  the  idea  of  a  Board, 
which  continueth  to  this  day.  In  1828,  the  organization  was 
60  far  changed,  and  new  and  enlarged  powers  added,  as  the 
grander  necessities  of  the  land  and  the  Church  required.    New 
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life  was  infused,  and  greater  earnestness  secured.  Through 
the  stormy  periods  which  culminated  in  the  disruption  of  the 
Church,  and  the  heated  controversies  which  involved  the  duty 
of  the  Church  to  conduct  her  own  missions,  so  stoutly  denied 
by  many,  and  as  conscientiously  affirmed  by  others,  the  Board 
held  on  its  steady  course,  winning  its  way  to  the  confidence 
and  aJGfection  of  the  people  of  God.  In  the  year  of  its  re-organ- 
ization, 1828,  it  numbered  but  31  missionaries,  and  depended 
on  a  scanty  income,  of  $2,400.  In  1840,  two  years  after  the 
division,  and  when  the  lines  were  fairly  and  finally  drawn 
between  the  two  bodies,  we  rejoiced  in  sending  forth  250  men ; 
and  the  income  of  the  former  days  of  small  things  increased 
to  $40,734.  In  1860-61,  the  corps  of  missionary  preachers 
had  become  797,  the  receipts  $113,393,  and  the  expenditure 
$135,866.75. 

It  now  became  manifest  that  the  expansion  was  excessive, 
and  was  not  sustained  by  the  increased  contributions  of  the 
churches.  While  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  show,  in  the  last 
decade  of  years,  an  almost  uniform  increase  of  receipts,  on 
which  an  expansion  could  be  based — yet  an  inspection  of  the 
books  reveals  a  limit  to  this  enlargement,  inducing  the 
controlling  influence  of  prudence.  Gladly  would  the  Board 
listen  to  the  Church,  pointing  mournfully  to  the  vast  fields, 
yet  the  action  of  the  Church  in  her  contributions  is  more 
commanding  and  imperative.  The  stream  cannot  rise  higher 
than  the  fountain.  The  world's  history  is  filled  with  instances 
of  heroic  courage,  more  manifest  in  cautious  movements,  and 
more  safe,  than  in  the  more  startling  advance  involving  greater 
risk.  The  expansion  proved  unhappy.  It  devolved  a  heavy 
debt  on  the  Board,  in  the  financial  crisis  of  great  fearfulness 
and  great  anxiety  which  fell  upon  the  country.  It  compelled 
retrenchment  in  the  salaries  of  the  missionaries,  and  raised  a 
barrier  against  enlargement  and  the  assumption  of  new  fields. 
Mournfully  and  sadly  the  Board  were  compelled  to  turn  away 
from  fields  of  great  promise,  and  decline  commissions  to  worthy 
men  who  were  willing  to  occupy  them ;  and  while  through  the 
great  mercy  of  our  God  we  were  enabled  to  renew  commissions 
to  all  who  applied,  it  narrowed  the  work,  and  for  the  first  time 
since  1828,  we  were  compelled  to  report  a  sensible  decrease  in 
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receipts,  ami  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  field  of  our 
operations.  The  alternative  was  either  wreck  or  retrenchment, 
and  the  results  have  justified  the  wisdom  of  our  policy,  and  we 
are  permitted  to  report  that  on  the  1st  of  March  all  reported 
lahour  was  paid  in  full,  and  the  indebtedness  which,  in 
November  1861,  was  $28,000,  reduced  to  $4900.  We  trust 
that  in  the  eyes  of  the  Assembly  and  of  the  Church,  wo  shall 
be  justified  in  the  manner  in  which  we  have  met  our  weighty 
trust.* 

OUR  WORK. 

The  work  which  is  committed  to  the  Board,  contemplates  two 
distinct  and  important  objects. 

I.  To  assist  feeble  churches,  in  regions  already  covered  by 
the  institutions  of  the  gospel,  in  sustaining  their  pastors  or 
stated  supplies,  until  in  no  great  length  of  time  they  may  ripen 
into  spiritual  manhood  and  not  require  continued  aid.  The 
necessity  arises  from  the  sparseness  of  the  population,  the 
comparative  poverty  of  the  people,  and  the  ever  varying 
changes  which  pass  over  its  face.  The  Board  has  done  what 
it  could  for  them,  and  heeded  the  applications  of  Presbyteries, 
and  yet  in  view  of  the  danger  of  increasing  the  demands  of 
this  kind  upon  the  funds  of  the  Board,  the  Assembly  has,  in 
repeated  instances,  urged  on  Presbyteries  "the  union  of  small 
and  contiguous  congregations  in  the  support  of  one  pastor, 
which  separately  are  unable  of  themselves  to  sustain  a  minister, 
with  a  view  to  the  more  efficient  support  of  the  ordinances  of 
God' among  them,  and  with  less  expense  to  the  missionary 
fund."  Nor  is  this  the  only  reason.  The  enforced  confinement 
of  an  educated  man,  even  though  sanctified  in  part,  to  a  narrow 
sphere,  where  growth  is  impossible,  will  dwarf  his  energies  and 
take  away  the  stimulus  which  all  men  feel — that  of  an  enlarging 
field,  demanding  more  of  exertion  and  yielding  the  recompense 
of  an  appropriate  reward.  Man  must  trade  to  the  best  of  his 
ability,  with  whatever  talent  a  blessed  Master,  in  his  sovereign 
will,  has  bestowed ;  and  yet  men  there  are,  who  have  received 

*  It  may  be  proper  to  say,  that  the  expenses  in  the  Office  at  Philadelphia 
have  been  reduced  upwards  of  $0000,  and  that  the  sternest  economy  rules 
there. 
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aid  for  fifteen  and  twenty  years  in  the  older  States,  and  yet 
seem  as  unable  to  walk  alone  as  in  former  times.  The  evil  is 
manifest. 

II.  The  second  and  the  great  object  assigned  to  the  Board 
has  mightier  proportions  and  vaster  importance.  It  is  the 
aggressive  and  more  purely  missionary  work  of  the  Church 
■which  sends  the  gospel  to  the  destitute:  which,  starting  from 
Jerusalem,  goes  forth  to  the  provinces  of  the  empire  and 
sustains  almost  in  whole,  the  preacher  as  he  lays  the  foundation 
which  no  other  man  has  laid;  to  gather  new  churches  in  the 
waste  places  of  our  wonderful  land;  "to  preach  the  gospel  in  the 
regions  heyond"  in  obedience  to  the  command  of  our  dear 
departed  Lord,  "  Go^  preach  my  gospel  to  every  creature.'' 

The  increase  of  our  population  is  unprecedented  in  the 
history  of  nations.  In  a  single  decade,  900,000  were  added 
to  the  State  of  Illinois,  with  its  already  vast  population.  In 
the  same  period,  Wisconsin  bounded  from  305,391  to  775,878. 
Such  are  instances  of  almost  fabulous  increase.  Ten — even 
twenty  per  cent,  of  annual  increase  is  the  measure  of  many  of 
these  Western  States.  The  line  of  emigration  is  as  the  march 
of  an  army.  Towns  and  villages  spring  up  with  a  rapidity 
which  renders  maps  soon  obsolete,  and  requires  such  frequent 
revision  of  our  ordinary  geographies.  A  desert  blooms  into 
life;  the  wilderness  and  prairies  of  a  few  years  since  teem  with 
an  increasing  population,  needing  the  joys  and  comfort  of  the 
holy  gospel.  Much  land  remains  to  be  possessed.  The  tier  of 
territories  falling  behind  Kansas  and  Arkansas  presents  objects 
of  deep  anxiety,  and  supplies  new  motives  for  vaster  effort. 
The  stretch  of  territory  between  the  parallels  of  32°  and  50° 
north  latitude,  and  80°  and  120°  west  longitude,  is  the  field 
on  this  side  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  ;  and  while  it  is  true 
that  part  of  this  extended  and  imperial  domain  is  desert,  yet  it 
is  also  true  that  there  are  large  tracts  admirably  fitted  for  pas- 
turage, and  of  marvellous  salubrity,  and  therefore  destined  to 
maintain  a  large  population.  It  has  been  the  grief  of  the 
Board,  the  last  year,  that  it  has  been  unable  to  do  more  for 
these  fields,  and  thus  send  forth  her  missionaries  in  the  front 
rank  of  this  great  army  of  occupation.  It  is  not  unlikely  that 
the  closing  war  will  stimulate  this  emigration,  and  precipitate 
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larger  masses  than  ever  on  the  States  and  territories  which 
spread  beyond  the  great  river  of  tlie  West.  Emerging  from 
this  war,  as  we  trust  our  country  will,  with  a  government  more 
firmly  established — like  the  oak,  strengthened  by  the  very 
storms  which  have  howled  through  its  branches — with  lessons 
of  self-reliance  tauglit  us  by  the  selfishness  of  the  European 
world — stimulated  to  produce,  on  a  soil  of  such  marvellous 
fertility,  all  we  need  of  sustenance  and  comfort  too — we  will 
enter,  by  the  grace  of  God,  on  a  career,  which,  if  not  hindered 
by  our  sins,  will  be  grander  than  that  which  any  other  country 
has  ever  realized.  The  thirty  millions,  ere  long,  will  be  sixty 
millions ;  and  imagination  staggers  at  the  posssible  develop- 
ment of  our  country. 

SYSTEMATIC   BENEVOLENCE. 

Our  church  has  seemed  to  settle  her  policy  on  this  subject, 
and,  with  proper  qualifications,  it  is  the  true  one.  Our  Pres- 
byteries seem  to  recognise  and  approve  it.  Our  church  organ- 
ization chimes  in  with  a  harmonious  Avorking  of  the  system. 
Our  arrangements  are  complete  ;  the  machinery  is  entire.  But 
no  machinery,  however  perfect,  can  work  without  the  intelligent 
supervision  of  the  manager.  There  is  no  magic,  as  some  seem 
to  imagine,  in  the  idea  of  systematic  beneficence.  It  has  no 
inherent  life  and  self-moving  power,  like  the  wheels  in  the 
prophet's  vision.  It  is  only  successful  when  ministers,  elders, 
and  members  unite  in  the  work — when  all  have  the  privilege  of 
giving  as  the  Lord  has  prospered  each.  The  object  must  be 
presented  and  intelligently  perceived  by  the  people  if  we  would 
evoke  their  sympathies  and  command  their  contributions.  Our 
people  must  be  instructed  as  to  the  commanding  position  of  the 
different  schemes,  and  their  relative  importance.  The  map  of 
our  country  must  be  spread  before  them,  with  its  countless 
destitutions ;  the  statistics  of  population  and  its  character  are 
to  be  unfolded.  We  dare  not  count  too  much  upon  the  know- 
ledge, nor  calculate  too  much  upon  the  piety  of  our  people. 
And  who  can  give  this  instruction  but  their  pastor  ?  who  give 
the  details? — not  agents — the  policy  of  the  Church  has  dismissed 
them.      It  is  the  great  duty  of  the  minister,  as  he  disciples 
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all  people.    In  the  hands  of  an  earnest  and  energetic  ministry 
wonders  might  be  accomplished.     If  urged,  in  its  due  propor- 
tion to  other  duties,  it  might  cover  the  land  with  churches  and 
a  living  ministry.     We  have  faith  in  God's  Church  and  God's 
ordained  means.      It  were  distrust  in   His  wisdom  to  speak 
otherwise.      But  the  trumpet  must  give   no  uncertain  sound 
when  the  sacramental  host  is  summoned  to  the  conflict.     The 
principle  of  Christian  beneficence  is  to  be  recognised.     It  must 
carry  the  cause  to  every  individual  member.     None  are  to  be 
passed,  for  none  are  to  come  empty  before  the  Lord.    It  evokes 
the  power  of  the  church  for  good,  and  enables  her  to  obey 
her  Lord's  last  command.     It  increases  her  piety  in  the  very 
effort   to  do   good.     He  that  watereth  shall  he  watered.     The 
reflex  influence  of  benevolent  action  shall  fall  in  gentle  showers 
on  his  soul.     It  brings  the  church  and  the  world  into  connec- 
tion, and  bids  her  do  in  the  name  of  Christ.    Instead  of  scanty 
contributions,  there  will  be  abundant  treasures  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord.    And  finally,  the  Board  of  Missions,  instead  of  hesi- 
tating steps  and  cautious  movements,  will  march  onward,  seize 
and  occupy  important  posts,  and,  with  the  expansion  of  our 
mighty  population,  keep  equal  step.     The  missionaries  would 
be   assured  of  their  support,"  and  devise  more  liberal  things, 
as  they  give  themselves  wholly  to  the  work,  unhampered  by 
doubts  of  competent  sustentation.    Missionaries  of  the  Church, 
sent  forth  in  her  name,  and  sustained  by  her  ready  and  cheer- 
ful efforts,  they  would  find  pleasure  in  their  heavenly  work, 
and  joy  in  the  service  of  a  blessed  Master.    In  many  instances 
this  year  we  are  permitted  to  record,  churches  have  increased 
their  contributions.     Of  the  increase  of  contributing  churches, 
of  which  we  have  been  wont  to  report,  we  cannot  speak  intelli- 
gently, inasmuch  as  intercourse  has  been  suspended,  and  the 
fortunes  of  war  have  laid  absolute  bar  on  the  action  of  many. 
Some,  perhaps,  have  chosen  not  to  report ;   and  the  action  of 
churches  in  several   States  seemed  to  recognise  ecclesiastical 
separation.      But,   casting  off  this  fact,   the  number   of  non- 
contributing  churches  is  sadly  large.     All  might  do  something. 
The  humblest  church  on  the  verge  of  civilization  has  the  privi- 
lege of  sending  its  scanty  offerings  to  mingle  with  the  munifi- 
cent gifts  of  metropolitan  churches. 
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And  yet  fidelity  to  the  Master  and  to  the  success  of  his 
cause  requires  the  Board  to  say,  that  thus  far  the  system 
has  achieved  no  great  results.  The  number  of  contributing 
churches  is  fearfully  small,  and  the  amounts  collected  in 
many  sadly  meagre.  There  is  some  defect  in  the  system, 
and  it  may  well  claim  the  time  and  solemn  attention  of  a 
missionary  Church,  as  ours  is,  to  inquire  wherein  the  defect 
lies.  The  policy  seems  to  ignore  agencies  as  of  old  conducted. 
They  may  and  probably  had  their  defects,  but  the  substituted 
plan  has  not  replenished  our  treasury,  as  its  ardent  and 
eloquent  advocates  seemed  to  predict.  There  has  not  been 
such  an  increase  of  funds  as  was  commensurate  with  the 
augmenting  resources  of  our  people  and  the  multiplication  of 
our  numbers.  It  is  in  vain  to  depend  on  any  machinery,  how- 
ever perfect.  It  is  not,  and  it  cannot  be  self-moving.  The 
Board  speak  with  great  deference  to  the  expressed  views  of 
past  Assemblies,  yet  they  feel  that  a  modest  statement  of  their 
impressions,  on  a  subject  of  such  immense  importance,  cannot 
be  improper  ;  and  when  they  view  from  their  stand-point  the 
grand  necessities  of  the  land,  and  the  inadequate  means  with 
which  to  overtake  these  wants,  they  feel  justified  in  urging  on 
the  solemn  attention  of  the  Assembly  this  whole  matter,  as 
worthy  of  their  best  wisdom,  and  demanding  their  most  solemn 
heed. 

NEED  OF  FUNDS. 
"With  all  the  comfort  we  are  permitted  to  feel  in  over- 
coming so  much  of  our  indebtedness,  and  relieving  our 
brethren  in  the  field  in  their  need,  and  though  in  view  of 
the  financial  difficulties  of  the  country  and  the  troubles  in- 
duced by  rebellion,  the  comparison,  in  the  field  covered  by 
the  Committee  at  Philadelphia  and  Louisville,  with  the  year 
previous,  exhibits  so  light  a  deficit,  yet  there  has  been  a 
decline.  It  is  true  our  legacies  are  less  by  $7470.01.  It 
is  manifest,  the  impression  cannot  be  made  too  earnestly 
upon  the  heart  of  the  Church,  that  reliance  on  legacies  is 
too  uncertain  to  form  basis  of  sober  calculation.  It  is  upon 
the  steady  inflowing  of  the  benefactions  of  God's  people  that 
we  most  depend.  The  summer  storm  may  swell  our  rivers, 
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but  the  infiltration  of  a  thousand  springs  from  rocky  ter- 
races in  wilderness  and  mountain  solitudes,  makes  the  stream 
which  flows  in  beauty  and  grandeur  to  the  ocean. 

And  now,  when  absolutely  without  a  balance,  yea,  with  a 
liability  little  less  than  $5000  on  the  treasury,  our  need  is 
more  urgent.  This  exhausted  treasury  must  be  replenished, 
that  obligations  to  missionaries  constantly  falling  due  may  be 
promptly  met.  A  debt  promptly  paid  is  twice  paid.  It  ought 
to  be  mentioned  here,  that  while  the  inability  of  the  Board 
prevented  payment  for  three  months  and  more  after  the  salaries 
became  due,  the  missionaries  in  general  endured  it  with  real 
heroism,  and  their  correspondence  revealed  a  piety  worthy  of 
the  better  days  of  Christianity.  They  yielded  with  Christian 
gracefulness  to  the  sad  necessity,  and  bore  with  uncomplaining 
submission  the  burdens  imposed.  Beside,  there  are  fields  white 
to  the  harvest;  fields  of  unwonted  promise  opening  before  us. 
To  enter  upon  these,  the  Board  seeks  the  aid  and  vigorous 
co-operation  of  ministers  and  churches.  These  appeals  become 
increasingly  eloquent.  The  frontier  stretches  of  our  country; 
the  great  Pacific  coast,  where  a  nation  has  been  born  in  a  day; 
California,  Oregon,  Washington — "the  whole  land  of  Havilah, 
where  there  is  gold,"  are  asking  for  men  to  preach  the  gospel. 
There  are  places  in  California  and  Oregon  to  which  it  is 
immensely  important  speedily  to  send  faithful  men.  The  swell  of 
the  tide  presses  on  the  Mormon,  and  Utah  ere  long  will  receive 
the  gospel.  We  have  but  one  man  in  Colorado,  and  not  one  in 
New  Mexico.  These  things  ought  not  so  to  be.  The  Board  is 
powerless  unless  the  churches  sustain  her. 

And  has  our  Church  no  ability  to  cope  with  these  tremendous 
necessities  ?  With  more  than  200,000  communicants  in  the 
States,  which  have  kept  their  loyalty,  and  amid  the  prosperity 
which  has  been  showered  on  these  States,  is  it  asking  too  much 
to  hope  for  an  annual  income  of  $200,000  ?  It  is  perfectly 
within  the  power  of  the  Church  to  do  this,  and  not  diminish 
aught  of  what  is  required  by  the  other  Boards.  It  depends  on 
the  ministry  to  instruct  and  stimulate  to  healthful  action  the 
charities  of  the  Church.  Fearfulness  in  pressing  these  claims 
is  most  mistaken  policy,  for  it  robs  the  Church  of  the  greater 
blessing  in  giving  above  receiving.     Could  our  members  awake 
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to  the  necessities  of  the  case,  and  look  with  tearful  eye  over 
these  abounding  desolations,  we  should,  in  some  measure, 
awake  to  our  responsibilities,  and  do  more  for  Christ's  crown 
and  covenant. 

RELATION  TO  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

An  inspection  of  the  map  of  North  America  will  reveal 
significantly  the  will  of  God.  Placed,  as  no  other  country  is, 
midway  between  two  oceans ;  washed,  on  one  side,  by  the  hoarse 
waves  of  the  Atlantic,  and,  on  the  other,  feeling  the  swell  of 
those  sounding  billows  which  traverse  the  great  Pacific,  we 
stand  fronting  the  world.  On  us  the  eyes  of  all  nations  rest 
with  difi"erent  emotions.  The  civil  war,  which  troubles  us, 
threatened  at  one  time  to  involve  the  world.  The  Sultan  on 
the  shores  of  the  distant  Bosphorus  expressed  his  anxiety  at 
the  result,  and  the  consequent  peril  to  the  peace  of  Europe. 
The  rise  and  progress  of  this  great  empire  has  startled  the 
nations.  We  are  a  city  set,  not  on  a  hill,  but  on  a  continent ; 
a  spectacle  to  angels  and  to  men ;  a  Church  throned  in  the 
midst  of  oceans.  Our  influence  commercially  is  all-reaching. 
To  close  our  ports,  even  some  of  them,  sends  dismay  through 
the  workshops  of  the  old  world.  A  political  eclipse  here 
threatens  all  nations,  and  with  fear  of  change,  perplexes 
monarchs.  The  evangelizing  of  the  people;  the  success  of  a 
Church  reposing  on  the  voluntary  and  unenforced  support  of 
its  people ;  providing  at  the  same  time,  in  the  outburst  of  its 
charity,  for  destitute  fields,  without  State  enactment  and  aid,  is 
a  phenomenon  not  known  since  the  early  periods  of  the  gospel. 
And  if  that  gospel,  starting  in  an  obscure  part  of  the  Roman 
Empire,  was  soon  felt  in  all  the  imperial  provinces,  and  in  the 
capital  and  household  of  the  Caesar  himself,  how  much  more 
will  this  land  speak  from  its  two  shores  to  enthralled  nations ! 
All  eyes  are  upon  us.  A  thousand  influences,  like  the  light 
which  streams  from  the  Eastern  sky  on  some  auspicious  summer 
morn  till  the  heavens  are  ablaze  with  the  ascended  glory,  will 
shoot  eastward  and  westward  and  southward.  The  hopes  of 
the  world  in  a  vast  degree  depend  on  the  success  of  the  gospel 
here.  "  Their  line  will  go  forth  into  all  the  earth,  and  their 
words  to  the  end  of  the  world."     The  success  of  Home  Missions 
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is  essential  to  that  of  Foreign.  It  is  the  leaven  which  a  woman 
took  and  hid  in  three  measures  of  meal  till  all  was  leavened. 
This  is  no  tribute  to  natural  vanity — we  speak  the  words  of 
truth  and  soberness.  It  is  a  devout  and  solemn  recognition 
of  the  wondrous  arrangement  of  God's  providence,  and  an 
impressive  call  to  the  American  Church  to  be  alive  to  the 
responsibility  rolled  upon  her.  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions 
are  but  one — the  different  bureaus  by  which  the  convenience  of 
the  Church  operates  in  the  performance  of  her  loved  duty. 
They  cannot  clash  ;  they  are  only  different  divisions  of  one  grand 
army,  to  whom  Christ  has  entrusted  the  conquest  of  the  world 
to  Himself.  Let  us  realize,  then,  the  solemnity  of  our  position 
— the  honour  imposed.  The  field  is  the  world — the  missionary 
abroad  and  the  labourer  at  home — on  prairie  or  in  jungle,  are 
doing  one  and  the  self-same  work.  Both  are  sent  forth.  The 
Church  sends  forth  her  obedient  sons — for  how  can  they  preach 
except  they  be  sent  ?  And  the  feet  of  him  who  published  glad 
tidings ;  that  bringeth  good  tidings  of  good ;  that  publisheth 
salvation ;  that  saith  unto  Zion — thy  God  reigneth — are  alike 
beautiful,  whether  treading  the  prairie  of  the  West,  or  walking 
on  the  mountains  of  distant  heathenism.  How  magnificent  is 
the  work ;  how  glorious  the  service  !  At  the  feet  of  our  Church 
God  has  laid  a  land  to  be  occupied,  a  work  to  be  done,  beyond 
any  ever  given  to  any  Church,  however  favoured.  May  our 
Church  awake  to  the  august  grandeur  of  our  situation,  and  find 
in  these  considerations  new  motives  to  urge  with  unstinted 
measure  the  great  work  of  Domestic  Missions,  knowing  that  in 
so  doing  she  may  save  not  only  our  own  people,  but  hasten  the 
return  of  the  world  to  her  long  lost  allegiance. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  close  a  year  of  trial  and  of  mercy.  Its  early  half  was 
gloomy  enough ;  the  terrors  of  a  large  debt  made  us  afraid ; 
the  known  wants  of  the  missionaries,  waiting  for  their  scanty 
remuneration,  found  us  powerless  to  relieve  them.  The  fearful 
uncertainty  of  all  money  matters  in  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
the  hopeless  condition  of  the  currency  in  the  Western  States ; 
war — civil  war — was  upon  us ;  evil  men  rose  in  rebellion,  and 
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threatened  to  destroy  both  Church  and  State ;  the  fount  ins  of 
the  great  deep  of  public  credit  were  broken  up.  "But  God 
was  in  the  midst  of  us,  and  He  arose  for  our  help,  and  that 
right  early."  The  appeals  of  the  office  met  with  generous 
response.  Some  of  the  smaller  churches  actually  doubled^their- 
contributions.  Never,  in  its  history,  has  the  Board  received 
such  gratifying  assurances  of  the  deep  hold  it  has  on  the  affec- 
tion of  our  churches.  There  were  difficulties — other  and  painful 
difficulties;  the  confidence  of  the  Church  was  momentarily 
withheld ;  but  her  true  heart  returned  to  her  old  love. 

The  amount  of  blessed  influence  of  one  year  of  missionary 
work  upon  the  land  cannot  be  estimated.  The  rain  which  falls 
in  gentle  showers  is  beyond  all  value.  The  drops  which  nestle 
in  the  bosom  of  the  unfolding  flower,  or  percolate  the  earth 
which  sustains  that  flower,  perform,  in  God's  wondrous  plan, 
their  secret  but  effective  mission.  The  influences  of  missionary 
work  are  oft  as  unseen  and  as  mighty.  Only  eternity  can  fully 
disclose  the  secret,  silent,  but  mighty  power  of  one  single  mis- 
sionary church.  Combine  these  influences,  multiply  by  the 
number  of  missionaries,  and  the  aggregate  is  beyond  all  human 
arithmetic.  Shall  these  influences  cease?  Shall  the  rain  not 
fall,  nor  the  dew  from  heaven  ?  0  no !  no !  The  cause  is 
dear  to  our  ascended  Lord ;  it  is  his  work — sanctified  by  his 
blessed  example,  and  we  are  treading  in  his  steps ;  and  while 
our  land  is  passing  through  the  fires,  kindled,  we  trust,  in  God, 
not  to  destroy,  but  to  purify,  we  are  urged  by  motives  fearful 
as  they  are  novel  in  our  country,  to  press  forward  our  great 
work.  It  is  God's,  and  in  time  of  trial  we  dare  not  falter. 
Our  country,  more  than  ever,  needs  godly  ministers  and 
churches  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  As  a  free  people,  our 
existence  depends,  under  God,  on  the  successes  of  the  mission- 
ary work.  Alike  safe  from  foreign  assaults,  and  secure  here- 
after from  rebellion,  will  our  people  be,  if  they  feel  the  power 
of  that  gospel  sent  to  save.  The  work  grows  upon  our  hands. 
The  cry,  Come  over  and  help  us,  is  the  plaintive  utterance  of 
our  kindred  who  lay  the  foundation  of  empire  in  the  West. 
Those  who  have  gone  forth  from  our  midst,  carrying  with  them 
the  sweet  memories  of  Sabbath  bells,  and  the  joy  of  the  sanc- 
tuaries where  their  fathers  worshipped,  ask  that  these  blessings 
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be  renewed  in  their  far-oflf  homes.  Let  us  not  be  unfaithful  to 
these,  our  neighbours  and  brethren — bone  of  our  bone,  and 
flesh  of  our  flesh.  Let  us  share  their  burden ;  let  us  fulfil  their 
hope.  Then  shall  we  hear  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  as  of  old  he 
said  to  his  servants,  the  prophets — Thy  people  shall  be  all 

RIGHTEOUS ;  THEY  SHALL  INHERIT  THE  LAND  FOR  EVER,  THE 
BRANCH  OF  MY  PLANTING,  THE  WORK  OF  MY  HANDS,  THAT  I 
MAY   BE    GLORIFIED.

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SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE   WESTERN   EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE    OF    THE   BOARD    OF 
DOMESTIC  MISSIONS,  MARCH  1,  1802. 

As  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  closes  to  day,  I  sit 
down  to  give  you  a  shojt  account  of  the  action  of  the  Western  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year  our  Committee  had  nearly  the  whole  West  under  its  charge.  This  con- 
tinued to  be  the  case  until  our  meeting,  on  the  2l8t  of  June,  when  we 
petitioned  the  Board  to  so  change  the  fields  of  the  two  Committees  as  to 
transfer  to  the  Committee  at  Philadelphia  the  Synods  of  Cincinnati, 
Indiana,  Northern  Indiana,  Illinois,  Chicago,  and  Iowa,  which  had  pre- 
viously been  under  our  charge.  This  left  us,  as  our  field  of  operations, 
the  Synods  of  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Upper  Missouri,  Nashville,  and  Mem- 
phis, which  we  proposed  to  make  self-sustaining.  This  we  felt  confident 
we  would  be  able  to  do  under  ordinarii  circumstances.  Your  Board  con- 
sented to  this  arrangement  of  the  field,  and  made  the  transfer  in  July. 
In  a  few  weeks  after  the  change  had  been  made,  the  civil  war,  which  had 
previously  been  confined  to  other  parts  of  the  country,  was  transferred  to 
our  field.  The  mails  were  cut  off  in  a  large  part  of  it.  IMany  of  the 
churches  were  broken  up,  and  their  ministers  compelled  to  leave  for  more 
quiet  regions.  The  Synods  of  Nashville  and  Memphis  dibsulved  their 
connection  with  the  General  Assembly,  and,  as  a  consequence,  ceased  to 
operate  through  its  Boards.  The  money  affairs  of  this  portion  of  the 
country  were  so  thoroughly  deranged  that  it  was  almost  impossible  to  make 
collections  for  any  object,  much  more  for  a  purely  benevolent  one.  It  was 
impracticable  to  receive  or  disburse  funds  through  the  mails  in  a  large 
portion  of  our  territory.  Having  been  notified  by  the  Board  that  it  would 
be  expected  that  we  should  make  our  field  self  sustaining,*  according  to  our 
proposition  when  the  division  was  made,  though  our  circumstances  had 
been  entirely  changed,  we  ceased  to  extend  our  operations  about  the  last 
of  August,  feeling  confident  that  unless  we  could  obtain  money  from  the 
more  favoured  portions  of  the  country,  we  would  be  unable  to  meet  the 


*  The  Committee  at  Louisville  .entirely  misconceived  the  meaning  of  the 
Board.  Having  paid  in  six  months  as  much,  within  $.3000,  to  the  Western  Com- 
mittee as  in  the  whole  year  bd'ore,  when  no  diminution  of  their  field  bad 
occurred,  the  Board  simply  urged  that  the  Committee  at  Louisville  should  put 
forth  strenuous  efforts  to  collect  what  was  required  for  the  field  which  they 
claimed  as  their  own,  and  which,  at  their  8])ecial  reouest,  had  beon  accorded 
them.  The  Board  finally  jiaid  the  Missouri  missionaries,  and  resolved  to  meet 
the  unsettled  claims  of  those  in  Kentucky  when  they  should  be  presented. 
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engagements  already  entered  into,  much  more  to  fulfil  any  new  ones  which 
we  might  make.  The  Synod  of  Kentucky,  at  its  meeting  in  October, 
recommended  to  its  Presbyteries,  without  affecting  their  relations  to  the 
Board,  for  the  present  to  retain  and  expend  at  home  all  the  money  raised 
in  their  own  bounds.  The  Synod  of  Missouri  appointed  a  Committee 
to  correspond  with  our  Committee,  and  ascertain  the  prospect  of  obtaining, 
through  us,  aid  from  the  general  fund  to  maintain  their  missionaries. 
Being  unable  to  give  them  assurances  of  the  assistance  which  they  asked, 
they  requested  to  be  transferred  to  the  Committee  at  Philadelphia,  which 
has  been  done.  This  has  left  us  without  money,  and,  to  a  great  extent, 
without  a  field  to  operate  in ;  and  the  Committee,  as  a  consequence, 
declined  to  grant  any  further  commissions,  leaving  it  to  the  General 
Assembly,  which  brought  them  into  being,  to  decide  whether  they  shall 
exist  any  longer. 

During  the  year  we  have  commissioned  forty-nine  missionaries,  whose 
names  and  fields  of  labour  have  already  been  transmitted  to  you.  There 
have  been  paid  into  our  treasury  $3,570.10  of  which  $3,472  05  have  been 
paid  out  to  missionaries,  leaving  the  treasury  nearly  exhausted.  There 
is  still  due  to  missionaries  in  Kentucky,  for  labour  already  reported  to  us, 
on  their  old  commissions,  $933.90.  Some  of  our  missionaries  have  left 
their  fields,  and  gone  we  know  not  where.  To  the  above  debt  is  to  be 
added  the  expenses  of  the  Committee  for  the  entire  year,  which  have  not 
yet  been  paid.  They  amount  to  $000  more.  I  am  aware  that  this  is  a 
very  sad  showing  of  an  entire  year's  work  for  so  great  and  noble  a  cause 
as  that  of  Domestic  Missions.  My  heart  bleeds  at  the  thought  that  we 
have  done  so  little,  and  more  especially  that  we  have  the  prospect  of  doing 
even  less  whilst  the  present  unsettled  state  of  the  country  continues.  My 
earnest  prayer  is,  that  the  country  may  soon  be  Idessed  again  with  the 
reign  of  peace,  and  that  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  may  once  more 
pursue  its  great  and  glorious  work  without  let  or  molestation  from  wars  or 
rumours  of  wars.

BEaUESTS. 


The  General  Assembly  which  met  in  1840,  authorized  their  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  to  apply  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  for  an 
Act  of  Incorporation:  this  application  was  made,  and  a  Charter  obtained, 
and  the  Board  have  now  an  incorporated  Board  of  Trustees,  entitled, 
"  The  Trustees  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missio7is  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America."  To  this 
body  all  legacies  or  bequests  for  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  should 
now  be  given. 

The  State  laws  differ  so  much  that  no  one  form  will  answer  in  all  the 
States,  but  in  every  case  it  is  essential  to  give  the  right  corporate  name. 
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NOTICE  TO  APPLICANTS  FOR  MISSIONARY  AID. 

Applicants  for  missionaries  and  missionary  aid,  are  respectfully  and  earnestly 
requested  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  following  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Board: 

Rile  1.  Regular  form  in  xohich  applications  are  to  come  up  to  the  Board,  as  often 

as  made. 

Applications  to  the  Board  for  Missionary  appointments  and  pecuniary  aid,  and 
also  for  the  re-appointment  of  Missionaries,  should  always  be  made  in  writing  by 
the  Ruling  Elders  of  the  church,  through  the  Presbytery,  or  the  Corresponding 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  to  wliich  the  church  applying  for  assist- 
ance belongs — accompanied  with  a  recommendation  from  said  Presbytery  or  Com- 
mittee, of  the  Missionary  to  be  appointed,  and  a  specification  of  the  amount  of  aid 
indispensably  necessary. 

If  there  be  no  Corresponding  Executive  Committee  in  the  Presbytery,  the 
application  must  be  fully  sanctioned  by  two  neighbouring  ministers,  connected 
with  the  Presbytery  to  which  the  church  belongs. 

BuLE  2.     Of  the  Board  in  relation  to  renewing,  dating,  and  ante-dating  Commis- 
sions.    Passed,  March  10<A,  1851. 

In  consequence  of  the  constantly  repeated  applications  of  Presbyteries  to  ante- 
date commissions,  some  for  three,  others  for  six,  and  some  even  for  twelve 
months,  and  without  any  apparent  reason,  other  thau  want  of  attention  and 
prompt  action  on  the  part  of  Presbyteries  and  Committees  of  Presbyteries  on 
Missions,  thereby  embarrassing  the  business  of  the  Board,  and  depriving  the 
Board  of  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  expenses  of  our  Missions,  for  which  pro- 
vision must  be  made  weekly,  therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Presbyteries  and  Committees  of  Presbyteries  on  Missions 
be  respectfully  requested  to  have  commissions  of  their  missionaries  renewed 
before  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service,  if  practicable  to  do  so;  and  in  all 
cases  to  state  definitely  the  time  when  they  tvish  the  Commission  to  be  dated. 

2.  Resolved,  That  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May,  1851,  the  Board  will  ante- 
date no  commission  beyond  two  months  from  the  time  of  the  reception  of  the  appli- 
cation at  the  Mission  Rooms. 

3.  Rules  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  the  careful  examination  of  applicants: — to 
information  required  of  Presbyteries  by  the  Board  to  assist  it  in  its  action : — 
and  to  churches  able  to  support  the  gospel  for  themselves. 

"  On  motion, 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  the  Board  be  directed  to  examine  care- 
fully into  the  propriety  and  justice  of  every  aj)]>lication  for  new  commissions,  or 
for  renewal  of  old  ones;  and  whenever  the  sums  a2:)plied  for  may  be  reduced, 
that  the  reduction  may  be  made. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Presbyteries  be  requested  to  state  the  amount  raised  by 
the  churches  or  congregations  forming  missionary  fields,  in  support  of  their  pas- 
tors or  missionaries,  when  they  apply  for  commissions  from  the  Board  for  them, 
in  order  to  enable  the  Board  to  act  more  intelligently  on  the  applications. 

3.  Resolved,  That  before  a  Presbytery  entertain  the  application  of  any  organ- 
ized church  or  missionary  field,  it  be  requested  to  inquire  whether  said  church 
or  field  has  any  reasonable  prospect  of  becoming  self-sustaining;  and  whether 
said  church  or  field  may  not  properly  and  profitably  be  united  with  some  con- 
tiguous church  or  churches,  and  the  labour  of  a  missionary,  and  the  expense  ot 
his  support,  be  saved  to  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

4.  Resolved,  That  all  churches  which  have  been  long  upon  the  Board,  and  are 
able  to  support  the  gospel  of  themselves,  have  their  api)roprialions  reduced; 
and  that  they  be  discontinued  by  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that  the 
Missionary  funds  of  the  Church  may  be  husbanded,  and  more  liberally  and 
extensively  applied  to  fields  that  are  purely  missionary,  and  in  which  the 
Church  may  expand  and  grow."

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IMPORTANT   NOTICE   TO    PRESBYTERIES   AND   CHURCHES 
APPLYING  FOR  AID. 

It  has  always  been  regarded  as  the  duty  of  churches  applying  for  aid,  to 
inform  the  Board,  through  the  Presbyteries  by  which  their  applications  are 
recommended,  of  the  amount  of  salary  they  promise  to  pay  to  their  pastors,  or 
stated  supplies,  in  order  that  the  Presbyteries  and  the  Board  may  be  able  the 
better  to  judge  whether  the  amount  of  aid  asked  for  is  reasonable  and  necessary. 
From  some  cause  or  other,  this  salutary  custom  has  gradually  fallen  into  disuse, 
at  least  so  far  as  the  Board  is  informed,  and  the  information  so  obviously  neces- 
sary is  very  generally  withheld.  In  order  to  obtain  this  needed  information  in 
future,  the  Board  adopted  unanimously  the  following  resolution,  viz. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  be,  and  they  hereby 
are  instructed  to  defer  acting  upon  applications  for  missionary  aid,  until  they 
ascertain,  if  practicable,  what  amount  of  salary  the  churches  applying  for 
assistance  from  the  Board  have  promised,  or  are  willing  to  jsromise  to  their 
ministers." 

In  view  of  this  resolution  of  the  Board,  we  respectfully  request  all  the 
churches  desiring  aid,  to  inform  their  respective  Presbyteries  of  the  amount  of 
salary  they  have  promised,  or  are  willing  to  promise  their  ministers;  and  we 
also  respectfully  request  all  the  Presbyteries,  and  Presbyterial  Committees  on 
Missions,  to  furnish  this  information  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board 
when  applications  for  aid  are  recommended.  This  will  prevent  delay  and 
trouble,  as  the  Executive  Committee,  under  the  instruction  of  the  Board,  will 
of  course  defer  acting  upon  all  applications  until  they  obtain,  if  practicable,  the 
information  required. 

This  rule  is  so  obviously  proper,  and  indeed  indispensable  to  the  judicious 
disbursement  of  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Church,  that  we  confidently  trust 
it  will  be  cheerfully  complied  with  by  all  the  parties  interested. 


CLOTHING. 

Boxes  of  Clothing  for  Missionaries. — For  the  information  of  those  who  may 
wish  to  furnish  clothing,  or  other  articles,  for  the  comfort  of  our  missionaries 
and  their  families,  we  publish  the  following: 

Boxes  of  clothing,  when  sent  directly  to  the  oflSce  of  the  Board,  without  any 
particular  designation,  will  be  forwarded  to  such  missionaries  as  are  known  to 
be  the  most  needy;  and  the  missionaries,  to  whom  a  box  from  any  congregation 
or  association  is  sent,  will  be  requested  to  write  to  the  donors,  acknowledging 
the  receipt. 

We  ask  particular  attention  to  the  following  directions  for  forwarding  boxes. 

1.  In  every  box  that  is  sent,  put  a  list  of  all  the  articles,  with  an  estimated 
value  of  each  article;  put  on  the  same  paper  the  name  of  the  individual,  congre- 
gation, or  association,  from  whom  the  box  comes;  also  the  address  of  the  person 
to  whom  a  letter  of  acknowledgment  is  to  be  sent.    Let  this  paper  be  put  in  the 
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box,  where  it  will  readily  be  seen  on  tbe  box  being  opened.  A  copy  of  this 
list,  with  a  letter,  should  also  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Board,  in  which  letter 
information  should  be  given  of  the  time  when  the  box  was  sent,  and  by  what 
conveyance,  and  any  other  things  connected  with  the  donation  which  it  may 
be  desirable  should  be  known  at  the  oflSce. 

Clothing  Distributed  Gratuitously. — Boxes  of  clothing  form  no  part  of  a  mis- 
sionary's regular  appropriation.  The  Board,  therefore,  need  the  same  amount  of 
funds  to  meet  their  engagements,  as  if  no  boxes  were  forwarded.  It  is  very 
important  this  should  not  be  overlooked.  These  boxes  are  of  great  value  to  the 
missionaries,  and  they  need  all  that  is  sent  to  them ;  but  we  should  be  careful 
not  to  suffer  these  acts  of  kindness  to  lessen  our  pecuniary  donations  to  the  cause. 
The  cause  cannot  admit  of  this  without  loss,  and  serious  loss.  Thus  far  there 
has  been  no  pecuniary  loss,  but  rather  a  gain,  by  the  interest  which  has  been 
excited  in  the  preparation  of  these  boxes.  We  fondly  hope  it  will  continue  to 
be  so,  and  that  the  interest  in  this  cause  will  continue  to  increase,  until  our 
whole  land  is  supplied  with  gospel  privileges. 

Contents  of  Boxes. — As  to  what  is  to  be  put  into  these  boxes,  we  are  willing  to 
leave  the  matter  to  the  judgment  of  our  good  ladies,  who  so  well  know  what  is 
wanted  in  a  family.  Scarcely  any  article  in  common  use  will  come  amiss. 
Knives  and  forks,  spoons,  scissors,  thread,  yarn,  silk,  needles,  pins,  tape,  but- 
tons, etc.,  etc.,  in  addition  to  articles  of  substantial  wearing  apparel,  will  be 
thankfully  received.  Flannel,  muslins,  calicoes,  etc.,  not  made  up,  are  very 
acceptable.    Garden  seeds,  medicines,  etc. 


PRINCIPLES    UPON   WHICH    THE   WORK    OF    DOMESTIC    MISSIONS 
IS   CONDUCTED   BY   THE   GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

Re.'iolved,  That  the  Assembly  would  re-affirm  all  the  principles  upon  which  it 
has  heretofore  carried  on  its  Domestic  Missions — principles  which  have  been 
exhibited  in  a  review  of  all  the  published  minutes,  acts,  and  doings  of  the 
Church  in  her  highest  judicatories,  from  the  beginning,  and  which  are  drawn 
up  and  set  forth  in  order,  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions, 
May,  1852. 

Jtc-iohed,  That  the  great  work  undertaken  for  so  long  a  time  by  the  Assembly, 
is  the  expansion  and  full  establishment  of  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  by  his  own  Spirit  and  power,  over  all  our  vast  country.  And  it  is 
purely  a  missionary  work — missionary  in  this  respect,  that  ministers  are  sent 
out  by  the  Assembly,  and  means  furnished  for  their  support,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  while  they  are  preaching  the  gospel,  and  gathering  and  establishing 
churches.  So  soon  as  individual  churches,  or  groups  of  churches,  are  estab- 
lished, and  are  able  to  support  all  the  institutions  ot  the  gospel  for  themselves, 
they  are  no  longer  missionary  in  character,  but  immediately  cease  their  con- 
nection with  the  Board,  and  fall  into  line  with  the  great  body  of  self-sustaining 
and  contributing  churches,  and  go  to  add  to  the  solid  material  and  power  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Now,  the  principles  upon  which  the  General  Assembly 
conducts  its  Domestic  Missionary  work,  are  these:  Ist.  It  is,  in  the  sense  defined, 
a  mi.HHionary  work.  2d.  The  funds  contributed  for  it  are  missionary  funds. 
3d.  The  men  employed  in  preaching  the  gospel  are,  in  their  fields,  missionary 
men.  4th.  All  the  churches  and  fields  aided  and  supplied,  are  missionary  churches 
and  yields.  5th.  The  funds  sup[)lied  are  funds  for  temporary  assistance,  and  not 
for  entire  nor  permanent  support.  The  people  aided  are  to  help  themselves,  be  it 
ever  so  little,  from  the  beginning,  and  are  to  go  on  to  independence.  6th.  The 
grand  end  and  aim  of  the  Assembly  is  to  eslablvih  self-sustaining  churches  and 
yields,  as  fast  and  as  far  as  possible,  and  so  to  increase  the  solid  material 
and  power  of  the  Church,  and  accumulate  strength  to  go  forward  expanding. 
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7th.  Ministers  and  means  are  to  be  distributed  according  to  the  relative  impor- 
tance and  promise  of  different  fields,  and  in  view  of  the  necessities  of  the  whole 
yield,  that  there  may  be  equality,  and  no  partiality.  8th.  The  Assembly  con- 
ducts this  work  through  a  Committee,  or  Board,  responsible  to  itself  alone,  under 
its  advice  and  control;  and  which  Board  is  required  to  exercise  its  sound  dis- 
cretion and  judgment  in  deciding  upon,  and  in  conducting  the  business  entrusted 
to  it.  9th.  No  debt  to  be  incurred  in  carrying  forward  the  missionary  work.  The 
Assembly  always  acted  upon  this  just  and  only  safe  principle,  and  a  principle 
which  has  always  been  adhered  to  by  our  Church;  and  in  the  Assembly  of  1803, 
the  following  resolution  was  passed:  "That  there  ought  to  be  no  anticipation  of 
the  funds  in  future;  or,  in  other  words,  that  appropriations  ought  not  to  be 
made  in  any  year  beyond  the  amount  which  the  funds  arising  in  that  year  will 
be  sufficient  to  satisfy."  Page  208.  10th.  And  finally,  agents  for  visiting  the 
churches,  and  collecting  funds  for  the  work,  may  be  employed  by  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  "Board  be  directed  to  go  forward  and  conduct  the  work 
entrusted  to  its  care  on  these  principles,  as  heretofore,  and  that  they  be  com- 
mended to  the  attention  and  observance  of  all  Presbyteries  and  churches,  in 
their  applications  for  aid;  and  that  the  Board  be  also  instructed  to  pay,  as  here- 
tofore, due  regard  to  the  recommendations  of  Presbyteries.  That  all  pastors 
and  stated  supplies  be  requested  to  take  pains  to  circulate  the  Report,  when 
published,  and  difiuse  more  information  on  the  subject  of  Domestic  Missions 
among  their  people. — Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly,  held  at  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  May  26,  1852,  p.  215. 


ACTION  OF  THE   GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  ON  DISCRETIONARY 
POWERS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

Os  Applicants. — In  answer  to  the  questions  propounded  by  the  Presbyteries 
of  Union  and  French  Broad,  the  Assembly  would  say,  that  though  they  do  not 
recognise  in  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  the  authority  to  sit  in  judgment 
upon  the  orthodoxy  or  morality  of  any  minister  who  is  in  good  standing  in  his 
own  Presbytery;  yet,  from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  they  must  exercise  their 
own  sound  discretion  upon  the  expediency  or  inexpediency  of  appointing,  or 
withholding  any  appointment,  from  any  applicant,  holding  themselves  amena- 
ble to  the  General  Assembly  for  all  their  official  acts. — Minutes,  1830,  p.  16. 

Ok  the  Distribution  of  Funds. — Overture  No.  13,  a  memorial  from  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Logansport,  desiring  the  Assembly  to  say  whether  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  has  the  power  to  reduce  the  amounts  recommended  to  be 
given  in  aid  to  any  churches,  under  the  care  of  any  Presbytery,  without  con- 
sulting such  Presbytery;  and  if  so,  whether  the  Board  has  not  an  equal  right  to 
take  away  the  whole  amount  so  recommended  in  any  case.    It  was 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Assembly  expects  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  to 
pay  great  respect  to  the  advice  of  the  Presbyteries,  touching  missionaries 
labouring  within  their  bounds,  yet,  in  the  distribution  of  its  funds,  the  action  of 
the  Board  must  be  controlled  by  the  state  of  its  treasury,  and  the  relative  impor- 
tance of  the  various  missionary  fields  under  its  care. — Minutes,  1852,  p.  221. 

Feeble  Churches  to  be  Combined. — Resolved,  That  each  Presbytery  in  our 
communion  be  recommended  to  discourage  the  sundering  of  feeble  churches  now 
united  in  support  of  the  gospel,  and  generally  to  combine  together  such  feeble 
churches  in  appropriate  fields  of  labour,  that  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
may  be  relieved  from  the  need  of  a  large  allowance  in  such  cases,  and,  where 
practicable,  from  the  need  of  any  allowance  in  aid  of  ministerial  support. — 
Minutes,  1846,  p.  206. 
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CHAHTER  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come: 

Know  te,  That  whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America  have  a  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  composed  of 
ministers  and  laymen,  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  the  design  of  which 
is  to  afford  aid  to  feeble  Presbyterian  churches  in  the  sup23ort  of  pastors,  to  form 
new  churches,  and  to  supply  destitute  settlements  with  the  stated  ministry  and 
gospel  ordinances;  and  whereas,  the  aforesaid  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
labours  under  serious  disadvantages  as  to  receiving  donations  and  bequests,  and 
as  to  the  management  of  funds  entrusted  to  them  for  the  purpose  designated  in 
their  Constitution,  and  in  accordance  with  the  benevolent  intentions  of  those 
from  whom  such  bequests  and  donations  are  received; 

Therefore,  William  Brown,  "William  Nassau,  Sen.,  Matthew  Newkirk,  Solomon 
Allen,  Alexander  Symington,  Ashbel  Green,  Cornelius  C.  Cuylcr,  William  A. 
McDowell,  and  Thomas  Hoge,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  constituted  and 
declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  which  shall  henceforth  be  known 
by  the  name  of  "The  Trustees  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  of  tlie  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,"  and  as 
such,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  all 
courts  of  record  and  elsewhere;  and  to  purchase  and  receive,  take  and  hold,  to 
them  and  their  successors  for  ever,  lauds,  tenements,  hereditaments,  money, 
goods,  and  chattels,  and  all  kinds  of  estate  which  may  be  devised,  bequeathed, 
or  given  to  them,  and  the  same  to  sell,  alien,  demise,  and  convey;  also  to  make 
a  common  Seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  to 
make  such  rules,  by-laws,  and  ordinances,  as  may  be  needful  for  tlie  govern- 
ment of  the  said  corporation,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State:  Provided  always,  that  the  clear 
yearly  value  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  held  by  the  said  corporation  shall 
not  at  any  time  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

The  Trustees  above  named  shall  hold  their  offices  one  year  from  the  date  of 
their  incorporation,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified  to  take  their 
places,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  aforesaid  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  at  such 
times,  and  in  such  way  and  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  said  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  provided 
not  more  than  one-third  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  removed  in  any  one  year. 

The  Trustees  hereby  incorporated,  and  their  successors,  shall,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  said  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  have  full  power  to  manage  the 
funds  and  property  committed  to  their  care,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  most 
advantageous,  not  being  contrary  to  law.*

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BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  submit  to  the  General 
Assembly  this  their  Forty-third  Annual  Report.  The  inter- 
ests entrusted  to  the  care  of  the  Board  are  embraced  in  two 
departments,  viz.  The  Department  of  Ministerial  Education, 
and  the  Department  of  Schools,  Academies,  and  Colleges. 
The  Report  exhibits  the  operations  of  the  Board  in  both  these 
Departments. 


CANDIDATES. 

The  annexed  table  exhibits  the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  the  department  of  candidates  for  the  ministry:

The  aggregate  number  of  candidates  this  year  is  one  hundred 
and  thirty  below  that  of  last  year.  Whilst  this  decrease  is  deeply 
to  be  regretted,  arresting,  as  it  must  in  a  short  time,  the  progress 
of  our  Church  in  all  her  departments  of  evangelical  effort,  both  at 
home  and  abroad,  it  is,  nevertheless,  easily  accounted  for. 

The  first  cause  the  Board  would  specify  as  contributing  to  this 
result,  is  the  apprehension  which  began  to  prevail,  toward  the  close 
of  the  summer  months,  that  the  income  of  the  several  Boards  would 
be  greatly  diminished  by  the  gloomy  aspect  of  our  national  affairs. 
The  accessions  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  year,  from  the 
Northern  States  alone,  exceeded  that  of  the  corresponding  period 
of  the  most  prosperous  year  in  the  history  of  the  operations  of  the 
Board,  from  the  entire  Church,  and  seemed  to  warrant  the  expec- 
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tation  of  an  unusually  large  increase.  This  expectation  the  Board 
believe  Avould  have  been  realized,  had  it  not  been  for  the  rise  and 
prevalence  of  the  opinion,  that  the  resources  of  our  ecclesiastical 
institutions  must  be  seriously  affected  by  the  general  prostration  of 
business. 

The  operation  of  this  cause  is  not  mentioned  ■with  any  intention 
of  reflecting  upon  the  young  men  who  have  been  deterred  thereby 
from  entering  upon  a  course  of  study.  The  Board  would  be  far 
from  censuring  those  who  have  postponed  their  entrance  upon  the 
ministerial  curriculum  under  the  influence  of  such  an  apprehension. 
On  the  contrary,  they  regard  the  hesitancy  which  has  arrested  the 
tide  of  accession  as  a  tribute  to  the  high  moral  character  of  the 
youth  of  our  Church,  who,  though  earnest  and  eager  for  the  labours 
of  the  harvest,  are  nevertheless  too  noble-minded  to  incur  debt 
without  a  reasonable  prospect  of  paying  it. 

In  accounting  for  this  decrease  in  the  number  of  candidates 
received  during  the  year,  the  Board  cannot  omit  to  notice  a  fact 
which  goes  farther,  perhaps,  than  any  other,  to  account  for  the 
diminution.  It  ought  to  be  borne  in  mind,  in  comparing  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Board  during  the  year  now  closed,  with  the  operations 
of  former  years,  that  on  the  present  occasion  they  are  unable,  in 
consequence  of  the  state  of  the  country,  to  inform  the  Assembly  of 
the  number  of  candidates  received  by  a  large  number  of  Presby- 
teries in  the  South  and  South-west.  Hitherto  the  Annual  Report 
covered  the  entire  field  occupied  by  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States;  but  the  Report  now  submitted  is  necessarily 
restricted  to  a  portion  of  this  field.  As  the  number  of  netv  can- 
didates received  by  Presbyteries  not  represented  in  these  statis- 
tics, but  hitherto  reported  annually  through  the  Board  to  the 
Assembly,  amounted,  on  an  average,  to  one-fourth  of  the  whole 
number  of  neiv  candidates,  it  is  obvious  that  the  absence  of  any 
account  of  their  operations  in  this  department,  must  seriously  affect 
the  aggregate  increase,  and  that  if  the  statistics  of  this  portio»  of 
the  Church  Avere  now  available,  the  real  decrease  would  be  much 
less  than  the  apparent. 

In  addition  to  the  causes  already  mentioned,  there  is  another, 
whose  wide-reaching  influence  it  was  not  to  be  expected  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Board  could  escape.  The  class  from  which  the  ministry 
is  recruited,  representing,  as  it  does,  the  intelligence,  piety,  and 
patriotism  of  the  rising  generation,  was  very  likely  to  be  alive  to 
the  dangers  and  claims  of  the  nation  in  her  great  historic  crisis. 
Under  the  magic  power  and  impulse  of  their  country's  peril,  many 
young  men  of  this  class  have  turned  aside  for  a  while  from  the 
prosecution  of  a  cherished  purpose,  who  will  yet,  if  spared  amid 
the  dangers  of  the  battle-field,  enrol  themselves  as  standard-bearers 
in  the  army  of  Christ.  In  the  meantime,  however,  and  until  the 
restoration  of  peace,  this  cause  must  operate  to  the  diminution  of 
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tte  number  of  young  men  seeking  admission  as  candidates  for  the 
ministrj. 

Of  the  causes  now  recited  as  contributing  to  this  decrease  in  the 
number  of  candidates  received  daring  the  year  just  closed,  there  is 
but  one  over  whose  continuance  and  operation  the  Assembly  can  be 
expected  to  exercise  much  influence.  This  cause,  Avhich  is  doubtless 
the  most  potent  for  evil  of  the  Avhole,  is  the  failure  of  the  churches 
to  furnish  the  Board  with  the  means  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
meet  promptly  the  claims  of  the  candidates  under  their  care,  as 
those  claims  become  due;  and  the  Board  would  respectfully  and 
earnestly  invoke  the  Assembly  to  take  into  consideration  the  whole 
plan  of  Systematic  Beneficence,  and  adopt  some  measure  which  may 
secure  from  all  the  churches  an  annual  collection  for  the  sustentation 
of  the  interest  they  represent. 

The  Board  would  earnestly  solicit  the  attention  of  the  Assembly 
to  the  following  statistics,  and  the  inferences  they  warrant  in  re- 
spect to  the  increase  of  the  ministry,  as  compared  with  the  increase 
of  the  membership  of  our  Church,  within  a  period  of  ten  years :

After  making  all  proper  allowance  for  the  imperfection  of  the 
Presbyterial  Reports  which  furnish  the  basis  of  the  foregoing  table, 
it  must  be  admitted  that  the  increase  of  our  ministry  has  not  kept 
pace  with  the  increase  of  our  membership  during  the  past  ten  years. 
It  may  be  difficult  to  ascertain  the  precise  extent  of  this  decrease, 
but  there  can  bo  no  doubt  of  the  fact,  that  the  increase  in  our  minis- 
terial supply  has  come  short  of  our  denominational  progress.  The 
measure  of  this  decrease  during  the  period  embraced  in  the  pre- 
ceding table,  as  indicated  by  the  statistics,  is  at  least  five  per 
centum!  So  large  a  decrease,  within  so  short  a  period,  in  the 
number  of  those  contemplating  an  entrance  upon  the  ministry,  is 
sufficient  to  awaken  serious  apprehension  in  the  minds  of  all  lovers 
of  our  Zion.  If  the  Presbyterian  Church  cannot  make  ministerial 
provision  to  meet  the  demands  of  her  own  increase,  it  is  manifest 
that  her  progress  is  at  an  end,  even  as  regards  the  vineyard  she 
now  cultivates. 
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The  field  to  wliicli  our  Churcli  is  commissioned,  however,  is  not  to 
be  measured  by  the  present  boundaries  of  her  vineyard.  Placed, 
as  she  is,  among  the  foremost  of  the  evangelical  denominations,  in 
a  land  whose  annual  increase  equals  the  population  of  some  of  the 
minor  States  of  Europe,  she  must  not  close  her  eyes  to  the  respon- 
sibilities of  her  position,  or  the  obligations  under  which  she  is  laid 
by  her  high  commission  and  the  mercies  of  God,  to  furnish  her 
quota  of  labourers  to  this  mighty,  widening  harvest  field.  Nor 
will  the  Presbyterian  Church  be  content  to  regard  herself  as  a 
debtor  to  America  alone.  Spurning  the  boundaries  of  past  achieve- 
ments, she  has  recognised  the  full  import  of  her  commission,  and 
gone  forth  to  claim  the  heathen  for  the  inheritance  of  her  Lord,  and 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  his  possession.  From  these 
high  places  of  the  field  of  conflict  she  cannot  retire.  She  cannot 
turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  Macedonian  cry  now  uttered  by  the  teeming 
millions  of  China.  She  cannot,  she  will  not,  turn  away  from  India, 
now  consecrated  by  the  blood  of  her  martyred  sons.  Holding  in 
her  hand  the  title-deed  of  her  Master  to  an  inheritance  coterminous 
with  the  habitable  world,  she  has  embarked  on  an  embassy  in  which 
she  may  not  falter  until  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  shall  have 
become  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ. 

This  high  resolve  she  cannot  execute  without  men.  Her  part  in 
the  embassy  of  reconciliation  she  cannot  perform  without  ambassa- 
dors. It  is,  therefore,  with  sorrow  the  Board  inform  the  Assembly, 
in  their  present  Report,  of  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  young  men 
who  have  sought  admission,  during  the  past  year,  to  the  labours  of 
the  harvest.  The  Board  cannot  but  feel,  that  the  prosperity  of  the 
department  over  which  they  have  been  appointed  to  watch,  is  an 
index  to  the  present  and  prospective  prosperity  of  the  Church. 
Other  things  being  equal,  our  capacity  as  a  Church  to  supply  with 
shepherds  the  flock  already  gathered,  and  to  gather,  on  the  fields  of 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions,  the  wandering  sheep  which,  though 
given  to  Christ  in  covenant,  and  purchased  by  his  blood,  are  yet 
without  the  fold,  will  be  as  our  ministerial  increase.  Is  there  a 
believer  in  the  power  and  faithfulness  of  God,  who  can  doubt,  that  if 
the  number  of  our  missionaries  at  home  and  abroad  were  doubled, 
or  trebled,  the  annual  results  of  their  labours  would  be  proportion- 
ally multiplied  ?  The  interests  at  stake,  therefore,  are  fundamental 
interests;  and  the  Board  would  invoke  for  them,  in  this  trying 
period  of  their  history,  the  most  earnest  attention  of  the  Assembly. 
It  behooves  the  Church  to  inquire,  whether  the  claims  of  a  perishing 
world,  and  the  duties  embraced  in  the  great  commission,  have  been 
pressed  with  sufficient  power  and  prominence  upon  the  attention  of 
the  parents  and  youth  of  our  Church.  The  present  is  no  time  for 
retrogression  in  this  great  fundamental  agency.  When  Christ  is 
shaking  all  nations,  and  knocking  for  admission — when  he  is  break- 
ing in  pieces  the  gates  of  brass,  and  cutting  in  sunder  the  bars  of 
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iron,  for  the  redemption  of  his  Israel,  and  beckoning,  as  he  enters, 
to  his  servants  to  follow,  is  it  a  time  for  his  Church  to  withhold  her 
sons  from  the  sacrifice,  or  to  keep  back  the  means  necessary  to  their 
equipment  for  the  work  to  which  the  Master  is  calling  them  with  a 
voice  loud  and  deep  as  the  sound  of  many  waters?  Is  it  not  rather 
a  time  when  the  Bride  ought  to  awake,  and,  responding  to  the 
spirit  and  providence  of  the  Bridegroom,  invite  all  nations  to  come 
and  take  the  water  of  life  freely?

THE  OFFICE. 

During  the  year  now  closed,  the  operations  of  the  Board  have 
been  conducted  upon  the  most  economic  principles.  The  pros- 
pective decrease  in  their  income,  indicated  by  the  national  troubles, 
and  the  almost  universal  prostration  of  business,  which  prevailed  at 
the  time  of  their  annual  meeting  for  organization,  led  the  Board  to 
reduce,  as  low  as  possible,  the  expenses  of  the  office.  At  that  meet- 
ing, therefore,  after  electing  the  Rev.  William  Chester,  D.  D.,  to 
the  office  of  Corresponding  Secretary,  as  successor  to  Dr.  Van 
Rensselaer,  the  Board,  concurring  in  the  advice  of  the  last  Assem- 
bly, did  not  appoint  an  additional  Corresponding  Secretary.  To 
supply  the  amount  of  service  required  in  the  office,  the  Rev.  Robert 
Watts  was  elected  Assistant. 

Whilst  the  Board  have  deferred  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Assembly, 
and,  consequently,  have  not  employed  any  paid  agents,  they  are 
nevertheless  persuaded  that  there  is  great  need  of  reformation,  at 
least  in  the  working  of  the  plan  of  Systematic  Beneficence.  In  so 
far  as  their  relations  to  the  churches  would  warrant,  the  Board  have 
endeavoured  to  keep  the  brethren  informed  of  the  extent  of  their 
operations  in  both  the  departments  of  their  labours,  and  of  their  trials 
and  embarrassments,  and  have  endeavoured  to  stir  up  their  pure 
minds  by  way  of  remembrance.  The  results  are  exhibited  in  the 
Treasurer's  Report;  and  whilst  there  is  evidence  of  great  faithful- 
ness and  unwonted  liberality,  on  the  part  both  of  churches  and  indi- 
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viduals,  for  which  the  Board  feel  called  upon  to  express  their 
gratitude,  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  great  reluctance  they  make  record 
of  the  fact,  that  a  very  large  number  of  churches  have  taken  up  no 
collections  for  the  objects  of  this  Board  during  the  past  year.

The  causes  which  have  operated  to  the  dimi 
of  candidates,  have  also  affected,  to  a  very  gi 

gate  amount  of  funds.  In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the 
Assembly,  the  Board  have  hitherto  embraced  in  their  Annual  Re- 
ports, the  operations,  both  in  candidates  and  funds,  of  several  Pres- 
byteries "which  prefer  to  retain  their  own  organizations,  and  con- 
trol directly  the  education  of  their  own  candidates."  A  very  large 
number  of  these  have  not  corresponded  with  the  office  during  thd* 
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year,  and  the  present  fiscal  report  gives  no  account  of  their  fiscal 
operations.  In  addition  to  this,  there  are  many  churclics  which 
have  been  prevented  by  the  state  of  the  country  from  taking  col- 
lections on  behalf  of  the  Board,  or  communicating  the  fruits  of 
that  benevolence  which  has,  doubtless,  in  many  instances  abounded 
even  amid  the  poverty  and  distress  incident  to  war. 

Yet,  after  making  all  due  allowance  for  the  operation  of  these 
causes  over  which  the  Assembly  cannot  be  expected  to  exercise  any 
control,  there  is  a  diminution  in  the  amount  of  the  income  of  the 
Board  which  is  well  fitted  to  awaken  anxiety  in  the  minds  of  those 
who  are  to  assume  the  responsibilities  and  encounter  the  toils  of 
this  department  of  the  Master's  service  for  another  year.  As  the 
Treasurer's  account  testifies,  the  Board  must  cross  the  threshold  of 
a  new  fiscal  year  largely  in  debt.  This  is  a  sad  fact,  and  claims 
the  earnest  attention  of  the  friends  of  the  ministry  of  reconciliation. 
If  the  Board  have  been  embarrassed  throughout  the  operations  of 
the  past  year,  notwithstanding  the  fact,  that  they  began  the  year 
with  a  small  balance  on  hand,  what  can  they  expect  but  embarrass- 
ment and  financial  restraint,  now  that  they  are  compelled  to  face 
the  same  difficulties  under  the  pressure  of  a  debt?  The  Board 
would  not  forget  that  the  unparalleled  national  distress  has  been 
the  chief  cause  of  these  painful  results,  but  as  no  distress  can  sepa- 
rate the  people  of  Christ  from  his  love,  so  they  are  persuaded,  that 
no  distress  will  prevent  his  people  from  manifesting  their  love  to- 
ward him  in  acts  of  beneficence  toward  his  servants  and  his  cause. 
Nakedness,  famine,  peril,  sword,  may,  and  will  deprive  many  a 
child  of  God  of  the  ability  to  attain  to  the  former  measure  of  libe- 
rality, but  if  the  widoiv,  who  had  only  the  two  mites,  found  no 
material  of  excuse  in  her  abject  poverty,  there  must,  after  all,  be 
comparatively  few  whom  even  the  present  war  has  furnished  with  a 
scriptural  reason  for  withholding  their  hand  from  casting  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Lord. 

Nevertheless,  the  Board  would  not  despond.  They  have  confi- 
dence in  the  people  of  God,  and  are  not  afraid  to  put  their  trust  in 
him,  in  whose  hands  are  the  springs  of  wealth  and  the  hearts  of  all 
men.  They  are  persuaded  that  he  will  call  no  young  man  to  the 
ministry,  and  then  cast  him  upon  the  cold  charities  of  an  unsympa- 
thizing  world.  Whom  he  calls  into  the  kingdom  of  his  grace,  he 
justifies,  and  will  eventually  glorify;  and  whom  he  calls  to  the 
office  of  an  ambassador,  he  will  sustain  by  the  cooperation  of  his 
providence  and  grace.  The  Board  would,  therefore,  take  encour- 
ment  from  every  additional  demand  which  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest 
may  make  upon  their  treasury,  on  behalf  of  those  whom  he  has 
called  into  the  field.  They  would  regard  the  lists  of  accessions  to  the 
roll  of  ambassadors  sent  in  by  the  Presbyteries,  as  so  many  proofs 
that  it  is  the  design  of  the  Head  of  the  Church  to  deliver  them  out 
of  their  present  embarrassment,  and  to  sustain  them  amidst  the 
labours  of  another  year. 
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1.  SCHOOLS. 

It  might  have  been  expected,  that  this  department  of  the  work 
entrusted  to  the  Board  should  not  only  suffer  equally  with  the  other 
departments  under  their  care,  but  that  this,  of  all  others,  should  be 
most  seriously  affected  by  the  curtailment  of  income,  incident  to  the 
national  distress.  This  apprehension,  the  Board  are  sorry  to  say, 
has  been  sadly  and  fully  realized.  Whether  the  churches  were  so 
fully  persuaded  of  the  inability  of  the  Board  to  respond  to  applica- 
tions of  this  class,  or  whether  their  zeal  on  behalf  of  the  religious 
instruction  of  the  youth  of  our  Church,  during  the  initial  steps 
of  their  education,  has  become  cold,  the  fact  is,  that  there  have 
been  but  few  applications  for  assistance  in  comparison  of  for- 
mer years.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  waning  of  interest  on  this 
important  subject  is  not  so  great  as  this  fact  would  seem  to  imply, 
or  that  if  the  Church  have  fallen  from  her  historic  position  in 
reference  to  parochial  schools,  she  will  be  won  back  by  her  watch- 
men to  the  old  paths  in  which  the  Presbyterian  Church  has  trod  for 
centuries,  and  in  which  she  has  achieved  her  greatest  triumphs. 
The  Board  would  cherish  the  persuasion  that  the  abatement  of 
interest  evinced  by  the  statistics  of  this  department  for  the  year,-  is 
more  apparent  than  real,  and  that  the  Church,  though  embarrassed 
by  the  calamities  which  have  fallen  as  a  blight  upon  all  enterprises, 
both  civil  and  religious,  still  stands  by  her  historic  motto,  "The 
School  and  the  Kirk." 

The  Board,  however,  would  make  record  of  their  thankfulness, 
that,  through  the  beneficence  of  some  churches,  whose  liberality  has 
abounded  even  in  these  days  of  darkness,  they  have  been  enabled 
to  do  something  in  this  department.  The  following  reports  will 
show,  that  several  of  these  well-springs  of  Christian  knowledge  have 
been  kept  open  through  another  year. 

GERMAN    PAROCHIAL     SCHOOL,    OF     MISSIONARY    CHURCH,    MADISON 
CORNER,  MONTGOMERY  STREET,  NEW  YORK  CITY. 

The  school  was  established  in  May,  1853,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Presbyterian  Board  of  Education,  and  is  under  the  authority  of  the  session  of  the 
Church.  The  teachers  are  members  of  the  Church.  The  schoolrooms  are  the  base- 
ments of  the  church  edifice,  and  are  furnished  with  the  necessary  materials  and 
utensils. 

The  Board  of  Education  had  very  liberally  given  to  our  school,  until  May,  1861, 
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yearly  $200.  This  has  enabled  us  to  do  something  to  the  poor  children  around  us. 
Indeed,  the  success  -of  our  church,  if  not  its  very  existence,  in  the  future,  depends 
upon  the  maintenance  of  our  school.  It  is  so,  because  the  schools  which  are  around 
us,  established  by  infidels,  would  absorb  our  youth.  The  lamented  Dr.  Van  Rensse- 
laer, under  whose  patronage  our  school  was  ushered  into  existence,  acknowledged 
its  importance.  Therefore  we,  a  poor  congregation,  have  sacrificed  much  during  the 
last  year,  because  we  did  not  receive  the  help  necessary  to  maintain  our  school. 
The  undersigned  gave  to  the  teachers  their  dinner  during  the  whole  year,  in  order 
that  they  might  not  starve.  The  $50  sent  us  yesterday  was  a  great  relief  to  us,  and 
we  feel  very  thankful  for  it.  We  were  very  sorry,  indeed,  because  we  could  not 
stand  the  sacrifices,  coming  from  some  single  families,  longer,  and  feared  the  school 
might  be  brought  to  a  stand  because  the  Hoard  could  not  furnish  the  promised  aid. 
But  now  we  are  strengthened  in  our  faith  and  hope,  having  seen  that  the  Board 
resume  their  gift. 

The  number  of  scholars  during  the  year  was  125;  the  regular  attendance, 
according  to  the  lists  of  scholars,  averaged  9G.  The  parents  of  the  children  are, 
almost  without  exception,  poor,  so  that  we  have  to  clothe  some  children,  and  give 
them  shoes,  and  books,  and  copybooks.  The  school  is  divided  into  two  classes;  the 
first  consisting  of  the  more  advanced  scholars,  the  second  of  beginners. 

Our  first  teacher  is  a  very  well  educated  schoolmaster,  coming  from  the  seminary 
for  schoolmasters  in»Mouns,  Rhenish  Prussia;  the  other  is  a  good  helper  too. 

The  branches  which  are  taught  are  Bible  histories  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments, the  Shorter  Catechism,  and  Bible  verses,  Reading  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Men- 
tal and  Practical,  Geography  somewhat,  and  other  branches,  and  Singing. 

One  hindrance  is,  that  the  number  of  scholars  is  changed  so  often  by  the  moving 
of  families  to  the  country,  and  some  children  are  sent  to  work  for  their  own  support, 
and  for  the  support  of  their  families.  During  the  year  we  lost  ten  of  our  scholars 
by  death. 

Great  good  has  been  accomplished  already  by  our  eflForts,  to  the  glory  of  the  Lord, 
among  our  German  population. 

We  ask,  dear  brethren,  your  favour  for  our  Parochial  school,  and  the  assistance  of 
your  prayers  and  support.

PAROCHIAL  SCHOOL,  FRIENDSVILLE,  ILLINOIS. 

The  parochial  school  under  the  care  of  the  sessions  of  Wabash  and  Friendsville 
churches  has  just  closed  its  second  session  for  1861-62,  and,  at  your  kind  suggestion, 
we  forward  to  you  a  sketch  of  what  has  been  done.  During  the  year  there  have  been 
30  in  attendance.  Of  these  18  are  hopefully  pious,  and  8  have  been  added  to  this 
church  during  the  last  session. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  the  existence  of  this  school.  The  war  has  affected 
us  severely.  Our  more  advanced  scholars  were  chiefly  young  men,  and  at 
the  first  call  for  soldiers  they  went  into  the  army.  This  has  somewhat  reduced  the 
grade  of  studies,  and  diminishefl  the  general  interest  and  enthusiasm.  But  still,  we 
have  been  permitted  so  to  see  the  temporal  and  spiritual  advantages  of  this  school, 
as  to  dissipate  all  doubts  in  our  minds  of  its  supreme  utility.  We  cannot  do  without 
it  now.  It  has  given  an  impulse  to  our  long-neglected  youth,  and  infused  new  views 
and  generous  aspirations.  The  very  presence  of  such  a  school  is  working  a  silent, 
wholesome  revolution  in  this  whole  country-side  in  behalf  of  education.  "Some 
mock,"  but  still  the  pioneer  prejudices  are  giving  way.  A  spirit  of  inquiry  is  be- 
ginning to  awake,  and  better  days  seem  dawning. 

But  what,  far  above  all  other  considerations,  cheers  us,  is  the  persuasion  that  God 
has  set  the  seal  of  his  approval  upon  this  enterprise.  Each  year,  in  connection  with 
the  "Day  of  Prayer,"  we  have  enjoyed  a  season  of  revival  in  the  school.  This  year 
every  pvpil  then  in  attendance,  above  fourteen  years  of  age,  gave  pleasing  evidence 
of  their  living  interest  ^in  the  Saviour.  Eight  of  these  have  connected  with  the 
Friendsville  church. 
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I  have  to  inform  you,  sir,  with  great  regret,  that  we  have  felt  constrained  to 
close  the  school  with  an  unfinished  year  for  lack  of  funds.  The  draft  upon  these 
churches,  to  sustain  it  without  help  from  the  Church  at  large,  was  too  severe.  We 
look  forward,  however,  to  September,  with  the  humble  hope  that  the  circnmatances 
may  be  more  auspicious. 

And  trusting  to  that  gracious  Providence  that  has  given  us  such  tokens  of  His 
favour  that  we  cannot  doubt  His  will,  we  will  lay  our  hands  in  the  hand  of  our 
merciful  Master,  and  go  on,  though  the  way  before  us  be  dark  to  human  sight.

2.  ACADEMIES. 

The  experience  of  the  Board  in  this  department  is  confirmatory 
of  the  Avisdom  of  the  Assembly  in  giving  such  prominence  to  acade- 
mic culture.  Every  year  furnishes  fresh  proof  of  the  importance  of 
the  academy  in  our  educational  system.  There  is  a  growing  con- 
viction of  the  necessity  of  a  more  thorough  system  of  training  in 
our  primary  and  intermediate  schools.  This  conviction  is  shared, 
not  only  by  Presbyteries  and  faculties  of  colleges,  but  also  by 
teachers  and  principals  of  schools  and  academies.  The  increasing 
thoroughness  of  our  colleges,  the  progress  of  the  sciences,  the 
demands  of  an  age  in  advance  of  all  others  in  the  general  diffusion 
of  knowledge,  have  conspired  to  render  this  persuasion  all  but 
universal.  The  prevailing  sentiment  is,  that  the  academy  must  be 
elevated,  so  as  to  furnish  a  thorough  preparation  for  entering  upon 
the  collegiate  curriculum. 

The  Board  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report  great  progress  in 
regard  to  this  subject,  not  only  in  sentiment,  but  also  in  the  actual 
elevation  of  the  academic  standard;  and  they  hail  with  gratitude 
and  delight  the  numerous  proofs,  furnished  by  our  Colleges  and 
Seminaries,  of  the  beneficial  effects  of  this  elevation  of  the  standard, 
upon  the  candidates  who  are  now  in  course  of  preparation. 

There  is  still  evidence,  however,  that  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment, especially  in  the  theological  instructions  communicated  at 
many  of  these  institutions.  There  is  great  danger  arising  from  the 
temptation  to  popularize  our  academies,  that  our  Presbyterianism 
may  suffer  loss.  The  position  of  these  institutions  in  our  educa- 
tional system  is  such  as  to  render  it  a  matter  of  the  very  first 
importance,  that  they  should  be  thoroughly  pervaded  with  the 
leaven  of  Presbyterianism.  It  is  most  desirable  that  the  Presbyte- 
rian ministry  should  have  their  early  training  in  Presbyterian 
academies,  under  the  care  of  Presbyterian  teachers.  The  Board 
would  not  be  understood  as  condemning  or  discountenancing  acade- 
mies not  under  Presbyterial  control.  An  institution  may  be  essen- 
tially Presbyterian,  and  yet  not  be  governed  by  a  Synod  or 
Presbytery;  and  the  Board  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  a  number 
of  institutions  which,  although  not  formally  and  directly  subject  to 
church  authority,  are  nevertheless  nurseries  of  the  faith  and  polity 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
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The  number  of  Presbyterial  Academies  under  the  care  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  is  fifty-eight.

GENESEO  ACADEMY.

Rev.  and  Dear  Brother — I  send  a  brief  account  of  our  Institution  for  the  past 
year.  To  us  it  has  been  eventful.  Its  commencement  witnessed  the  success  of  the 
endowment  and  building  subscription  to  the  amount  oi  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which 
sum  was  necessary  to  render  any  of  the  subscriptions  binding.  Nor  would  it  be 
proper  here  to  omit  to  notice  the  generous  donation  of  the  Board,  which,  humanly 
speaking,  alone  enabled  us  to  reach  this  point.  The  importance  and  efficiency  of 
the  work  of  the  Board  in  its  relation  to  our  schools  and  academies  is  thus  illus- 
trated. By  the  judicious  appropriation,  at  the  right  time,  of  a  few  hundreds,  many 
more  thousands  have  been  secured  permanently  to  the  cause  of  Christian  education. 

Of  the  fifteen  thousand  dollars  raised,  five  thousand  have  been  expended  in  erect- 
ing a  new  and  beautiful  edifice,  equal  to  any  similar  building  in  the  State.  The 
remaining  ten  thousand  are  a  permanent  endowment.  The  following  resolutions  of 
the  Synod  at  its  fall  meeting  in  Bath,  are  expressive  of  our  deep  feeling  of  grati- 
tude. 

"  The  Synod  takes  this  occasion  to  express  their  gratitude  to  God  for  his  kind 
providence  and  favour  towards  this  Institution  hitherto,  and  especially  during  the 
past  year,  in  which,  by  his  blessing,  the  proposed  Endowment  Fund  has  been  com- 
pleted to  over  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  the  projected  improvements  on  the  build- 
ings and  grounds  have  been  commenced  and  vigorously  prosecuted  to  a  speedy  com- 
pletion, thereby  securing  the  prospect  of  more  extended  and  permanent  influence 
in  the  fields  of  religious  science  and  literature. 

"  We  also  deem  it  but  just,  in  this  connection,  to  tender  our  thanks,  in  particular, 
to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Chester  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  F.  De  W.  Ward, 
and  to  those  in  general  who  assisted  them,  for  their  earnest  and  unpaid  labours  in 
bringing  the  endowment  fund  so  far  towards  its  full  completion." 

The  Narrative  says:  "Among  all  the  favourable  indications  of  God's  providence, 
the  Synod  finds  reason  to  rejoice  in  nothing  more  than  in  the  past  and  prospective 
prosperity  of  her  cherished  institution,  Geneseo  Academy." 

In  my  report  to  the  Synod  I  mentioned  that  "During  the  year  the  students  have, 
in  nearly  all  cases,  exhibited  a  diligence  in  the  pursuit  of  their  studies,  and  a 
cheerful  obedience  to  the  rules  of  the  Institution  which  is  commendable  in  them, 
and  exceedingly  gratifying  to  their  teacliers,  lightening  their  labours,  and  making 

the  relation  between  them  very  pleasant As  a  result  of  the  efforts  put 

forth  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the  students,  we  are  not  able  to  report  evidences 
of  the  special  presence  of  the  Spirit  to  the  extent  we  most  earnestly  desire ;  but 
with  devout  thankfulness  we  record  the  manifestations  of  his  power  and  presence 
in  quickening  the  Christian  graces  of  some  who  profess  the  love  of  Christ,  in  pro- 
ducing in  the  minds  of  many  of  the  pupils  deep  conviction  of  sin,  and,  as  we  hum- 
bly hope,  in  bringing  seven  of  these  to  the  feet  of  .lesus  " 

In  the  term  just  closing,  we,  in  common  with  the  churches,  have  experienced  the 
unfavourable  influence  on  religious  feeling  of  the  present  intense  political  excite- 
ment. Yet  we  have  pleasing  evidence  that  the  Spirit  is  present  with  us,  gently 
opening  the  hearts  of  some  of  our  dear  youth.  This  has  been  more  manifest  since 
the  "Day  of  Special  Prayer."  Four  of  our  number  are  rejoicing  in  the  hope  of 
having  now  become  Christ's.  Others  are  aff"ected — some  deeply.  Two  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  of  young  ladies  have  expressed  to  me  their  desire  to  become  missionaries, 
their  feelings  being  especially  directed  to  Northern  India.  The  health  of  one,  how- 
ever, will  prevent  the  immediate  realization  of  her  desire.  Truly,  dear  brethren, 
we  have  reason  to  take  courage.  What  better  return  can  an  institution  make  to 
the  Church,  than  being  instrumental  in  bringing  her  children  to  the  Redeemer; 
under  God  fitting  them  for  usefulness  in  her  work? 
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It  may  not  be  out  of  plnce  here  to  say  a  few  words  with  reference  to  financial 
abilities  of  Synodical  and  Presbyterial  Schools;  the  more  especially  as  I  think  there 
exist  misapprehensions  on  this  subject.  It  is  often  asked,  "Why  is  not  your  school 
self-sustaining?"  In  answer  to  this  question,  I  would  say  that  a  leading  cause  of 
embarrassment  is,  such  schools  are  often  started  with  very  limited  equipments.  On 
account  of  straitened  finances,  old  buildings,  greatly  out  of  repair  and  destitute  of 
modern  appliances,  are  selected  in  the  hope  that  a  little  money  will  make  tlion  answer. 
Results  show  that  usually  parents  prefer  the  elegance  of  schools  of  modern  struc- 
ture, with  well-appointed  appliances,  to  the  more  homely,  shabby  structure,  and 
plainer,  possibly  nearly  worn  out  furniture  of  the  Presbyterial  school,  be  the 
instruction  of  the  school  intellectually  and  religiously  ever  so  superior.  An  indi- 
vidual without  capital  cannot  carry  on  successfully  a  permanent  school.  Why 
should  Synod  or  Presbytery  expect  to  do  this?  A  large  amount  of  the  funds  raised 
for  educational  institutions  should  be  regarded  in  a  business  view,  not  as  so  much 
given  away,  but  as  capital  held  by  the  Synod.  Give  to  a  Synodical  school  capital 
proportioned  to  the  extent  of  the  work  it  is  expected  to  accomplish,  and  under 
favourable  circumstances  it  will  be  self-sustaining. 

If  a  Synod  establishes  a  school,  assuming  its  entire  control,  teaching  its  own 
views  and  doctrines  to  the  exclusion  of  the  peculiar  views  of  others,  a  portion  of  the 
patronage  which  the  institution  would  otherwise  enjoy  will  be  cut  off,  nor  will  the 
Synod's  influence  be  able  to  compensate  for  this  loss,  unless  its  school,  in  its  exterior 
appointments,  equals  the  better  class  of  private  and  public  schools  by  which  it  is 
surrounded.  A  well-appointed  Synodical  school,  in  a  wealthy  and  flourishing 
Synod,  can  be  self-sustaining;  but  this  must  not  be  expected  in  a  feeble  Synod, 
scattered  over  a  wide  area  of  territory,  well  supplied  with  public  and  private  schools. 
In  this  case,  the  privilege  of  educating  our  children  in  a  Christian  school,  where 
the  doctrines  we  love  will  be  taught  them,  can  be  had  only  at  an  extra  expense. 
But  does  not  the  advantage  gained  far  more  than  compensate  for  the  extra  money 
expended?  Is  the  Church  unwilling  to  give  this?  No;  not  when  she  understands 
the  necessity.  A  warm-hearted  Christian  does  not  wish  to  give  to  sustain  an  insti- 
tution which  he  thinks  ought  to  sustain  itself.  But  let  the  Church  bear  in  mind 
these  two  facts:  1st.  That  a  Synodical  school,  like  any  other,  to  be  successful,  must 
have  a  capital  proportioned  to  its  work ;  and  2d.  An  extra  benefit  almost  always 
necessitates  an  extra  cost.  The  simple  question  is.  Will  a  Christian  Presbyterial 
education  for  our  children  compensate  the  extra  cost?

THE  MILLER  ACADEMY. 


Washington,  Ohio. 


This  Institution  is  located  at  Washington,  Ohio,  midway  between  Wheeling  and 
Zanesville.  It  is  of  easy  access  by  the  National  Road  and  by  the  Central  Ohio 
Railroad. 

The  town  contains  a  population  of  one  thousand  inhabitants,  and  is  surrounded 
by  a  hilly  and  healthful  country. 

This  Academy  is  furnished  with  a  handsome  building,  libraries,  literary  societies, 
and  competent  teachers.  * 

Thorough  instruction  is  combined  with  paternal  government  and  wholesome  reli- 
gious influence. 

The  studies  include  a  complete  classical  course  so  far  as  to  the  Junior  class  in 
the  best  colleges,  and  all  the  English  branches  needed  to  fit  young  men  for  business 
and  for  teaching. 

The  Scriptures  are  read  and  explained  each  morning  at  prayers,  and  a  portion  of 
the  Westminster  Catechism  is  recited  every  Monday.  The  conduct  of  the  students 
has  been  excellent;  but  no  special  visit  of  the  presence  and  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
has  been  enjoyed  during  the  year.  The  prospect  for  the  summer  session  is  begin- 
ning to  brighten.  We  expect  an  increase  over  the  winter  term,  but  cannot  hope  for 
a  large  attendance  until  the  close  of  the  war.

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ELDERS  RIDGE  ACADEMY,  PA. 

This  Academy,  though  not  now  under  Presbyterial  control,  is  nevertheless,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  a  Presbyterian  institution.  Dr.  Donaldson,  the  Principal, 
informs  the  Board  that  the  Institution  is  still  in  operation,  and  that  the  average 
attendance  has  been  about  eighty,  the  lowest  number  at  any  one  time  being  forty- 
five.  "We  have,"  continues  the  Principal,  "been  blessed  with  no  special  reviving 
influences,  nor  have  we  been  left  without  evidence  of  God's  willingness  to  be  gra- 
cious, in  the  way  of  occasional  conversions  among  our  dear  youth.  During  the  pre- 
sent session,  three  students  have  become  aWve  to  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  and  one,  a  dear  son  of  my  own,  'is  not,  for  God  took  him.'"  The  Board 
rejoice  that  this  fountain  of  pure  learning  continues  to  refresh  and  invigorate  youth- 
ful minds,  and  that  God,  though  he  has  afflicted,  has  approved  the  labours  of  his 
servants  in  establishing  the  work  of  their  hands. 

WITHERSPOON  INSTITUTE,  BUTLER,  PA. 

I  send  you  the  following  report  in  brief  of  the  Witherspoon  Institute. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Presbytery  of  Allegheny  at  Concord,  October  17th,  1848,  the 
subject  of  founding  a  Presbyterial  Academy  was  first  presented  by  the  Rev.  L.  F. 
Leake,  a  member  of  the  Presbytery.  The  next  winter,  a  convention  was  called, 
which  met  in  Butler,  February  6th,  1849,  when  it  was 

^^  Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  establish  an  Academy  within  the  bounds  of 
the  congregation  of  Butler,  on  the  plan  proposed  by  the  General  Assembly,  to  be 
under  the  care  and  control  of  the  Presbytery  of  Allegheny." 

This  convention  resolved,  also,  to  endeavour  to  raise  $5000  as  the  commencement 
of  a  fund  for  the  permanent  endowment  of  the  Institution.  The  members  of  the 
convention  subscribed  $1240  on  the  spot.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Presbytery, 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  draft  a  charter,  and  that  committee  reported,  and  a 
charter  was  decreed  by  the  Court  on  the  14th  December,  1849,  when  the  school 
took  the  title  of  the  Witherspoon  Institute. 

On  the  10th  of  April,.  1850,  the  Presbytery  elected  the  Rev.  Loyal  Young  as 
Principal  of  the  school,  and  Mr.  David  Hall  as  Assistant ;  and  the  school  went  into 
operation  May  13th,  1850,  in  the  lecture-rooom  of  the  Presbyterian  church, 
Butler. 

The  next  year  the  Trustees  erected  a  large  and  commodious  building,  and  pur- 
chased philosophical  apparatus,  physiological  charts,  &c.  In  January,  1852,  the 
Rev.  Loyal  Young  having  resigned  his  office  as  Principal  of  the  school,  the  Rev. 
Martin  Ryerson  took  charge  of  it.  His  health  failing,  after  a  service  of  ten 
months,  he  left  the  Institution,  and  the  Rev.  Loyal  Young  again  took  charge  of  it, 
assisted  by  J.  R.  Coulter,  A.  B.,  and  Miss  J.  S.  Hunt,  who  gave  instruction  to  a 
class  of  young  ladies.  Mr.  Coulter  was  afterward  appointed  Principal,  and  he  held 
the  office  two  years,  being  assisted  in  the  female  department  by  Miss  Carpenter. 
Mr.  Coulter  resigning,  the  Rev.  John  Smalley  was  appointed  Principal,  and  he  was 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Smalley.  He  held  the  office  till  April,  1858,  when  being  called  to 
labour  in  the  West,  the  Rev.  James  S.  Boyd  was  chosen  Principal,  who  continues  to 
the  present  time,  Mrs.  Boyd  assisting  in  the  female  department. 

The  average  attendance  upon  the  school  since  the  first  year,  has  been  more  than 
one  hundred  scholars.  Many  young  men  have  gone  from  this  Institution  to  fill 
important  places  in  the  service  of  the  Church  and  of  the  country.  Some  have  be- 
come teachers.  Some  have  become  prominent  in  the  legal  profession.  Some  have 
become  able  physicians;  and  a  goodly  number  have  become  ambassadors  of  Christ. 
During  the  last  year  two  of  the  scholars  have  died  in  the  triumphs  of  faith,  one  of 
them  preparing  for  the  holy  ministry.  The  call  of  our  country  for  soldiers  has  had 
its  eifect  upon  the  Institution,  by  inducing  some  to  exchange  the  peaceful  life  of  a 
student  for  the  warring  life  of  a  soldier.  But  the  students  of  Witherspoon  are  not 
to  be  chided  for  lack  oi patriotism. 

The  students  from  a  distance  are  mostly  from  the  rural  districts,  and  hitherto 
have  been,  almost  without  exception,  well-behaved,  diligent,  and  easily  governed. 
It  has  not  been  necessary  to  resort  to  that  severe  discipline  which  teachers  are  some- 
times compelled  to  employ.  A  healthy  moral  tone  pervades  the  community  in  which 
the  Institution  is  located,  and  the  students  in  general  seem  to  partake  of  the  same;

whilst,  at  the  same  time,  the  method  of  discipline,  and  the  plan  and  scope  of  in- 
struction tends  to  secure  temporal  advantage  and  spiritual  good.  Since  it  is  con- 
sidered that  a  sanctified  literature  is  the  only  one  that  -will  secure  the  permanent  wel- 
fare of  society,  Presbyterian  parents  especially  cannot  do  better  than  to  patronize 
institutions  which  are  under  the  supervision  of  their  own  Church.  The  present 
teachers  will  make  faithful  endeavours  to  train  their  pupils  physically,  mentally,  and 
morally ;  and  with  the  blessing  of  God,  hope  to  be  the  means  of  doing  much  lasting 
good.

VERMILLION  INSTITUTE. 

Vermillion  Institute,  under  the  care  of  the  Presbyteries  of  Richland  and  Wooster,  > 
is  located  at  Hayesville,  Ohio.  There  are  two  departments,  male  and  female. 
There  have  been,  during  the  last  two  sessions,  110  young  ladies,  and  220  young  men, 
in  attendance,  making  a  total  of  330.  The  aggregate  for  the  next  two  sessions,  or 
the  academical  year,  will,  from  present  prospects,  it  is  believed,  be  greater  than  it 
has  been  at  any  time  heretofore.  A  new  building  has  been  erected  within  the  year 
for  the  female  department,  with  accommodations  for  sixty  pupils.  In  this  building 
the  Principal  resides,  and  the  young  ladies  board  in  his  family.  The  young  men 
have  a  separate  boarding-house.  About  one-fourth  of  the  students  are  professedly 
pious,  and  of  these  about  twenty-five  are  preparing  for  the  work  of  preaching  the 
gospel.  All  the  students  are  required  to  attend  church  twice  on  the  Lord's  day,  and 
prayers  in  the  chapel  every  morning.  They  are  also  required  to  attend,  unless 
specially  excused,  a 'Bible  exercise,  which  is  conducted  by  the  Principal,  each 
Wednesday  evening.  On  these  occasions  an  opportunity  is  afforded  to  any  student 
to  raise  difficulties,  to  start  objections,  or  to  ask  questions  on  the  subject  under  con- 
sideration, and  a  deep  and  general  interest  is  not  uncommonly  awakened  in  the 
great  truths  of  the  word  of  God.  On  Thursday  evenings  is  a  general  prayer-meeting, 
and  on  Saturday  evenings  another  prayer-meeting,  conducted  wholly  by  the  stu- 
dents themselves.  At  this  from  fifty  to  seventy-five  ordinarily  attend.  The  Greek 
Testament  is  read  once  a  week  by  all  the  Greek  classes,  and  the  French  and  German 
Bible  are  read  every  day  as  class-books  by  such  as  study  those  languages.  The 
blessing  of  God  has  been  earnestly  sought  from  time  to  time  by  those  engaged  in  the 
management  of  this  institution,  and  by  that  blessing  it  has  gradually  been  elevated 
to  its  present  prosperous  state.

HIGHLAND   UNIVERSITY. 

This  is  the  chartered  name  of  a  young  institution  of  learning  in  the  northeast 
corner  of  Kansas.  It  is  under  the  direction  of  nine  Trustees,  who  are  elected  by  the 
Presbytery,  and  by  the  terms  of  its  charter  it  is  secured  for  ever  to  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

The  property  consists  of  a  square  of  about  seven  acres  of  ground  in  the  village  of 
Highland,  with  about  one  hundred  lots  scattered  promiscuously  over  the  village. 
The  building  is  of  brick,  forty  by  sixty  feet,  two  storeys  high,  and  containing  seven 
large  rooms,  and  a  commodious  entrance-hall,  furnishing  ample  accommodations  for 
one  hundred  and  twenty  scholars.  It  has  also  a  philosophical  apparatus  worth 
between  six  and  seven  hundred  dollars;  and  the  institution  is  out  of  debt. 

Through  the  favour  of  a  kind  Providence,  we  have  been  able  to  keep  up  our 
school,  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  record,  that  even  under  the  general  paralysis 
that,  in  consequence  of  the  rebellion,  has  spread  over  our  social  and  literary 
interests  in  this  region,  our  institution  has  rather  grown  than  diminished.  When 
the  rebellion  broke  out,  our  number  in  school  did  not  exceed  forty.  The  last  term. 
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■which  closed  two  weeks  ago,  we  had  over  sixty,  and  from  inquiries  and  arrange- 
ments already  made  for  the  future,  we  believe,  the  coming  term,  we  will  have  more. 

We  are  so  much  upon  the  line  which  now  divides  the  contending  parties  of  our 
country,  that  nearly  all  the  schools  are  broken  up.  The  best  institutions  in 
Missouri  have  suffered  severely,  some  of  them  to  annihilation;  and  neighbourhoods 
are  so  divided  they  cannot  unite  in  common  schools.  An  attempt,  as  is  generally 
known,  was  made  in  this  State  to  divert  the  entire  educational  fund  to  war  purposes. 
Schools  were  broken  up,  and  education  neglected.  This  has  worked  rather  to  our 
advantage  than  otherwise.  A  number  of  our  students  the  past  term  have  been  from 
Missouri,  and  arrangements  are  made  for  more  the  coming  term. 

Our  school  year  is  divided  into  three  terms  of  thirteen  weeks  each,  leaving  a  long 
vacation  in  the  warm  months  of  July  and  August  and  part  of  September.  The  last 
term  of  the  present  year  commences  on  next  Tuesday,  the  22d  inst.  For  this  term 
we  have  employed  three  teachers,  one  male  and  two  female.  For  the  present  we 
have  to  keep  a  mixed  school;  and  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  inaugurate  a 
strictly  primary  department.  Some  of  the  scholars  are  small,  and  some  of  the 
larger  are  not  much  advanced.  In  this  department  there  will  be  a  number  of  children 
belonging  to  very  poor  persons.  Not  a  few  very  poor  families,  refugees  from 
Missouri  and  southern  Kansas,  living  on  the  track  and  vicinity  of  Price's  army,  have 
found  their  way  to  our  quiet  neighbourhood.  They  have  nothing  but  what  they 
could  bring  in  a  hasty  flight,  after  being  stripped  of  their  crops,  and  most  of  their 
cattle  and  horses.  For  such  we  are  extremely  anxious  to  provide  the  means  for 
schooling,  and  we  must  still  look  to  our  kind  Board,  and  ask  for  some  aid  in  this 
humane  and  important  work. 

At  such  a  time  as  this,  no  one  may  venture  to  predict  what  the  future  may  develope. 
But  the  storm  is  evidently  moving  southward  from  us,  and  the  troubled  waters  here 
are  growing  more  quiet;  and  although  many  desolations  have  been  wrought,  and 
many  hopes  and  plans  utterly  crushed,  our  little  institution  still  survives.  We 
think  that,  under  God,  our  school  has  been  planted  at  the  right  time.  The  storm 
will  but  give  strength  and  direction  to  its  roots,  and  if  our  friends  will  stand 
by  us  in  our  infancy  and  times  of  trial,  we  have,  with  the  favour  of  a  kind  Provi- 
dence, nothing  to  fear,  and  fear  nothing. 

God  has  heretofore  enabled  and  disposed  the  Board  of  Education  and  some  benevo- 
lent individuals  to  give  us  help,  and  we  shall  still  venture  to  look  to  the  same  in 
the  future.  This  growing  country  must  be  provided  with  the  means  of  education, 
and  it  ought  to  be  possessed  largely  by  our  Church;  and  a  few  such  agencies  as  we 
propose  to  set  up,  would  be  powerful  in  the  accomplishment  of  these  objects. 

That  God  may  bless  and  direct  these  great  interests,  our  Board  will  ever  and 
earnestly  pray.

3.  COLLEGES. 

The  troubles  incident  to  the  present  civil  commotions,  have 
wrought  great  evil  to  several  institutions  of  this  class,  which,  on 
former  occasions,  have  had  a  place  in  the  Reports  of  the  Board. 
"With  many  of  them  the  Board  have  been  unable  to  communicate 
during  the  current  fiscal  year.  In  some  of  them  the  course  of 
instruction  has  been  temporarily  suspended,  and  in  others  the  attend- 
ance has  been  so  seriously  aJQfected  as  greatly  to  discourage  both 
professors  and  students.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Board  are  happy 
to  be  able  to  report,  that  some  of  these  institutions  have  enjoyed 
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unwonted  prosperity.  God  has  vouchsafed,  in  a  few  instances,  an 
unusual  outpouring  of  his  Holy  Spirit,  which  has  issued  in  a  large 
increase  of  the  church,  and  has  encouraged  those  who  have  been  the 
honoured  instruments  in  the  work,  to  hope  for  a  large  increase  of 
the  ministry.  The  God  of  Abraham  hath  remembered  his  covenant, 
and  hath  recognised  the  institutions  of  learning  founded  by  his 
people,  in  the  outpouring  of  his  Spirit  upon  their  seed.

The  following  special  reports  will  inform  the  Assembly  of  the 
operations  and  condition  of  some  of  these  institutions  during  the 
past  year. 


HANOVER  COLLEGE,  INDIANA. 

My  last  annual  report  was  written  in  the  midst  of  a  revival  of  religion,  and 
before  its  fruits  were  all  gathered  in.  Eighteen  students  made  a  public  profession 
of  religion  prior  to  the  close  of  the  College  year.  The  present  year,  though  less 
productive  of  conversions,  has  not  been  entirely  fruitless.  In  connection  with  the 
Concert  of  Prayer  for  Colleges  on  the  last  Thursday  of  February,  a  decided  increase 
of  religious  interest  was  manifest  among  the  students.  Since  that  time  the  daily 
prayer-meeting  has  been  more  largely  attended ;  the  pious  students  have  been  more 
earnest  in  prayer  and  exhortation,  and  several  non-professors  have  been  hopefully 
converted. 

The  number  of  students  on  our  roll  for  the  current  year  is  96;  nearly  60  of  whom 
are  professors  of  religion,  and  one-half  of  these  are  candidates  for  the  gospel  minis- 
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try.  It  may  be  stated  also,  that  in  addition  to  this  number,  about  20  of  our  under- 
graduates are  in  the  army,  and  that  some  ten  or  twelve  more,  who  were  prepared  to 
enter  College,  would  have  been  here,  except  for  the  call  of  their  country  to  enlist  as 
soldiers.     These  two  additions  would  have  increased  our  number  to  over  120. 

Death  has  invaded  our  ranks,  and  removed  a  promising  young  man  from  our 
midst;  and  two  of  those  who  went  into  the  army  have  been  called  away — one  by 
disease  in  the  camp,  and  the  other  by  a  fatal  shaft  in  the  battle-field.  They  were 
all  members  of  the  church,  and  were  considering  the  question  of  becoming  preachers 
of  the  gospel.  The  second  one  alluded  to  (James  Walker)  was  under  the  care  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  College  is  gradually  improving.  Since  my  connec- 
tion with  the  College,  the  Rev.  William  A.  Holliday,  of  Indianapolis,  has  made  a 
donation  in  real  estate,  valued  at  $100,000;  and  iSIrs.  Mary  Ann  Richardson,  of 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  has  assigned  to  this  College  her  deceased  husband's  donation 
to  the  New  Albany  Theological  Seminary,  which,  by  an  amicable  arrangement  with 
the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  North-West,  will  yield  to  Hanover 
College,  it  is  hoped,  (it  is  in  real  estate)  $10,000  more.  These  donations,  when 
made  available  by  sale,  and  added  to  our  College  funds,  will  increase  the  endowment 
to  an  amount  which  is  adequate,  if  the  whole  were  made  available,  to  sustain  the 
Institution.  But  they  cannot,  at  present,  be  converted  into  available  funds,  except 
at  a  ruinous  sacrifice;  and  not  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  amount  previously  secured, 
is  in  the  same  condition.  Hence  it  requires  much  faith  on  the  part  of  the  Professors 
to  continue  their  labours  amidst  pressing  pecuniary  embarrassments,  in  hope  of 
more  prosperous  times  hereafter.  But  they  have  not  forgotten  the  inspired  record, 
containing  the  experience  of  one  of  God[s  ancient  people,  and  a  virtual  promise  to 
all  believers,  ^^  Jehovahjireh'" — the  Lord  loill  provide.

WASHINGTON  COLLEGE,  PENNSYLNANIA. 

In  reviewing  the  past  Collegiate  year,  we  find  reasons  both  for  encouragement 
and  discouragement : 

1.  The  number  of  students  is  encouraging.  Our  numbers,  at  this  College,  have 
been  gradually  increasing  for  several  years  past ;  and  though  the  war  has  taken 
away  some,  and  kept  others  from  entering,  the  number  of  students  from  abroad  is 
greater  at  present  than  during  the  preceding  year. 

2.  A  large  proportion  of  those  matriculated  during  the  year,  are  professors  of 
religion.  Most  of  these  are  candidates  for  the  ministry.  The  College  is  thus 
rapidly  assuming  importance  as  a  source  of  supply  to  the  ministry.  This  is  also 
encouraging. 

3.  The  moral  and  religious  condition  of  the  College  has,  in  general,  been  favoura- 
ble. Notwithstanding  the  excitements  of  the  times,  the  students'  weekly  prayer- 
meeting  has  been  well  attended.  Class  prayer-meetings  have  also  been  kept  up 
in  most  of  the  classes.  Religious  instruction,  in  connection  with  recitations  in  the 
Bible  and  in  our  Church  standards,  has  been  given  as  usual,  and  a  pleasant  state  of 
religious  feeling  has  pervaded  the  Institution  during  most  of  the  year.  We  have 
not  been  permitted,  however,  to  enjoy  any  special  work  of  grace,  as  in  some  former 
years ;  only  three  or  four  conversions  have  taken  place  during  the  year  among  our 
students. 

4.  The  ^/lawcza^  condition  of  the  College  is  discouraging;  and  is  the  only  ground 
to  serious  discouragement  which  we  have  to  report.  If  the  Church  desires  and 
expects  this  College  to  continue  to  live  and  prosper,  pecuniary  relief  is  essential.  On 
this  subject,  however,  I  believe  you  are  fully  informed.

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CARROLL  COLLEGE,  WISCONSIN. 

Since  my  last  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  in  reference  to  our  educational 
enterprise  in  Wisconsin,  amid  the  agitations  to  which  our  communities,  east  and 
■west,  have  been  subject,  very  little  has  transpired  affecting  its  prospects  either 
way.  At  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  instruction,  there  were  a  few  pressing 
liabilities  that  we  hoped  to  meet  before  the  close  of  the  year,  and  in  a  few 
months  resume  the  course  of  instruction  on  a  safer  basis.  Immediately  following 
the  suspension,  came  the  crushing  derangement  of  the  currency  of  the  country;  and 
on  the  heels  of  this,  the  war  panic,  that  still  presses  severely  upon  all  classes  of  our 
people,  and  renders  it  extremely  difficult  to  gather  round  an  enterprise  like  ours,  for 
the  time  being,  any  special  interest  among  the  masses.  Notwithstanding  these 
adverse  circumstances,  through  the  generosity  of  a  portion  of  the  Trustees  and  citi- 
zens of  our  own  and  adjoining  towns,  we  have  been  enabled  to  liqiiidate  the  claims 
that  were  more  immediately  pressing,  and  the  residue  are  so  adjusted  as  to  give  us 
no  immediate  solicitude,  as  the  Institution  has  resources  that  will  in  all  likelihood 
be  available  to  meet  them  ere  their  urgency  can  interfere  with  our  contemplated 
progress. 

Measures  are  in  progress,  with  good  hopes  of  successful  issues,  in  the  course  of 
the  ensuing  six  months,  for  re-opening  the  Institution  and  resuming  the  instruction 
on  a  paying  basis,  and  we  entertain  still  strong  hopes  that,  notwithstanding  her 
temporary  reverses,  Carroll  College  will  yet  realize  the  expectations  of  those  gen- 
erous friends  of  Christian  education  whose  sympathies  have  been  so  warmly  enlisted 
in  laying  its  foundations.

THE  ASHMUN  INSTITUTE. 

During  the  past  year  this  college  has  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  its  way,  edu- 
cating, in  theology  and  general  literature,  a  portion  of  the  Ethiopian  race. 

As  some  of  the  students  had  little  preparatory  training,  the  Principal  has  paid 
special  attention  to  the  elementary  department.  Every  student  is  carefully  in- 
structed in  English  grammar,  including  composition;  in  sacred,  ecclesiastical,  and 
general  history;  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  Shorter  Catechism.  Such  as  seem 
qualified,  pursue  their  studies  in  science,  languages,  sermonizing,  &c.  Most  of  the 
students  have  been  attentive,  and  these  have  made  respectable  progress.  There  has 
been  manifest  improvement  in  general  conduct,  especially  in  punctuality,  regularity, 
temper,  and  good  order.  In  these  respects,  as  also  in  health  and  cheerfulness,  we 
believe  that  there  has  been  as  fair  a  proportion  of  enjoyment  as  in  any  other  college 
in  the  country. 

The  financial  pressure  has  obliged  some  to  leave,  and  the  few  that  remain,  only 
nine,  to  endure  privations.  But  they  have  borne  such  trials  with  a  fortitude  cheer- 
ing to  their  benefactors. 

Of  the  students  that  left  during  the  year,  two  have  become  teachers,  one  in  a 
neighbouring  State,  another  in  Africa;  two  went  to  the  army;  one  to  be  stated 
supply  in  a  Baptist  city  congregation;  and  another  to  pursue  his  studies  at  a  New- 
school  Presbyterian  Seminary.  For  the  places  thus  left  many  of  our  sable  brethren 
have  eagerly  sought,  but  our  poverty  has  obliged  us  to  exclude  all  additional  can- 
didates, except  two. 

Communications  from  the  alumni  of  our  Institute,  especially  from  the  three  cleri- 
cal missionaries  in  Africa,  have  caused  us  to  thank  God,  and  take  courage.  The 
good  health  which  God  has  granted  them,  while  so  many  white  missionaries  have 
suffered  sorely,  confirms  the  principle  that  God  has  adapted  the  Ethiopian  constitu- 
tion to  the  African  climate.  Of  course  Christians  should  labour  to  qualify  many  of 
them  for  evangelizing  and  elevating  their  race.     This  has  been  long  taught  in  our 
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Church,  as  appears  from  the  Minutes  of  our  supreme  and  subordinate  courts  since 
before  the  era  of  our  National  Independence.  Our  college  is  an  exponent  of  the 
sentiments  expressed  by  our  fathers  in  1787  and  1774.  The  whole  utterance  of  1787, 
as  recorded  in  Baird's  Digest,  pp.  806,  807,  deserves  marked  attention  at  this  time, 
especially  the  Overture,  "That  the  Synod  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia  recommend 
in  the  warmest  terms,  to  every  member  of  their  body,  and  to  all  the  churches  and 
families  under  their  care,  to  do  every  thing  in  their  power  consistent  with  the  rights 
of  civil  society,  to  promote  the  abolition  of  slavery,  and  the  instruction  of  negroes, 
whether  bond  ov  free."  In  active,  judicious,  and  enlightened  eflForts  to  elevate  the 
sons  of  Ham,  our  Church  has  long  been  in  advance  of  some  other  bodies,  which  more 
prominently  parade  their  zeal.  Yet,  in  having  only  one  college  for  the  millions  of 
Hamites,  here  and  elsewhere,  whose  call  to  come  over  and  help  them  we  distinctly 
acknowledge,  and  in  leaving  that  college  so  poorly  supported,  are  we  not  "verily 
guilty  concerning  our"  brethren.  We  have  seen  the  anguish  of  their  souls;  we  have 
mourned  for  the  distress  brought  upon  us  and  our  country,  for  the  wrongs  inflicted 
upon  them,  and  upon  us,  by  their  ignorance  and  degradation.  Piety,  philanthropy, 
and  patriotism,  cry  concerning  them,  "Educate,  Educate,  Educate!"  Unenlight- 
ened, they  are  neither  fit  for  being  citizens  at  home,  nor  colonists  abroad.  From 
being  a  perplexity  and  a  curse,  they  may  be  elevated  into  another  golden  empire, 
blessed,  and  diffusing  bliss  over  the  world,  by  the  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  attend- 
ing a  high  Christian  education.  To  aid  in  this  effort,  the  Ashmun  Institute  invites 
the  friends  of  America,  of  Africa,  and  of  Man.

STATISTICS   OF   OUR   EDUCATIONAL   INSTITUTIONS. 

The  following  table  is  an  attempt,  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  to 
present  to  the  Assembly,  at  one  view,  the  wealth,  and  the  poverty 
of  our  educational  institutions.  The  table  is  far  from  being  perfect. 
Out  of  seventy-nine  institutions,  only  twenty-six  have  responded  to 
the  inquiries  of  the  Board.  In  several  instances,  the  parties  inter- 
rogated have  been  unable  to  give  information,  under  all  the  heads, 
through  the  loss  of  records,  or  from  other  causes.  It  is  the  hope  of 
the  Board,  that  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  this  table  may  be  per- 
fected, and  extended,  so  as  to  embrace  all  the  institutions  of  our 
Church,  whether  academic,  collegiate,  or  theological. 

The  following  is  the  grand  total  invested  in  twenty-six  of  the 
seventy-nine  institutions  of  the  Church:

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CONCLUSION. 

In  entering  upon  another  fiscal  year,  the  Board  feel,  more  than 
ever,  the  necessity  of  walking  by  faith,  and  not  by  sight.  Were 
they  to  look  simply  at  the  things  which  are  seen,  they  might  well  be 
deterred  from  encountering,  for  another  year,  the  anxieties  and 
difficulties  incident  to  their  stewardship,  in  these  days  of  universal 
tribulation.  But  from  their  lot  they  cannot  shrink.  Looking 
beyond  the  things  which  are  seen  and  temporal — from  an  exhausted 
treasury  on  earth  to  an  inexhaustible  treasury  in  heaven,  they 
would  thank  God  for  the  hope  thus  inspired,  and  gird  up  their  loins 
for  the  labours  of  another  year.  Remembering  the  command  of 
Him  who  has  sent  his  Church  into  the  World,  to  carry  the  gospel 
to  every  creature,  they  dare  not  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  his  call  when,  in 
his  providence  and  grace,  he  makes  a  draft  upon  their  resources 
for  the  sustentation  and  equipment  of  any  of  his  servants  whom  he 
may  indicate  as  a  herald  of  his  salvation.  And  though  at  present 
clouds  are  around  the  pathway  by  which  he  is  leading  the  Board, 
yet  they  dare  not  withdraw  their  hand  from  the  guidance  of  Him 
whose  friendly  crook  has  directed  them  safely  through  all  the  perils 
of  their  past  history.  They  defer  to  the  wisdom,  and  bow  to  the 
decision  of  the  Assembly,  and  will  promptly  address  themselves  to 
the  execution  of  any  policy  which  the  brethren,  in  the  name  of  the 
Master,  may  inaugurate ;  but  they  could  not  venture  to  refuse,  upon 
their  own  responsibility,  to  aid  in  the  education  of  any  young  man 
recommended  to  them  by  a  Presbytery,  as  one  called  to  be  an 
ambassador  of  Christ,  or  resolve  to  lower  the  already  low  standard 
of  appropriation.  They  cannot  expect  the  presence  of  Him  to 
whom  has  been  given  all  power  in  heaven  and  earth,  except  in  the 
performance  of  duty,  and  in  the  diligent  endeavour  to  prepare  men 
for  the  discharge  of  the  great  commission.  They  are  persuaded 
that  there  is  no  necessity  for  either  refusal  or  reduction  of  the 
wonted  measure  of  aid.  It  is  their  conviction,  that  it  can  never  be 
either  necessary,  or  safe  for  the  Church  of  Christ  to  refuse  to  edu- 
cate, at  her  own  cost,  any  young  man  whom  the  Holy  Ghost  may 
call  to  preach  the  gospel.  Occupying  this  ground  for  the  past  thir- 
ty-five years,  our  beloved  Zion  has  prospered  beyond  her  most 
enlarged  expectations,  and  it  is  the  prayer  of  the  Board  that  the 
Church  may  be  enabled  to  maintain  her  high  historic  position,  even 
amid  the  throes  of  our  country's  struggles. 

With  gratitude  to  God,  and  with  undiminished  confidence  in  his 
Church,  the  Board  make  these  statements,  not  doubting  that  the 
Assembly  will  give  them  a  candid  and  patient  consideration.     They 
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would  not  desire  to  relieve  themselves  of  any  responsibility  devolved 
upon  them  in  the  providence  of  God.  But  the  Board  regard  them- 
selves as  the  mere  agents  of  the  Church.  That  Church  expresses 
her  opinions  through  the  General  Assembly.  If  the  Assembly 
sees  anything  in  the  operations  of  the  Board  which  may,  in 
their  judgment,  require  modification,  in  view  of  the  present  emer- 
gency, any  instructions  to  that  effect  will,  of  course,  be  sacredly 
regarded. 


APPENDIX. 


ACTION    OF  ^HE   GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  ON   THE   REPOET 
OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION,  FOR  1862. 

May  20,  1862. — The  order  of  the  day,  viz.,  the  business  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, was  taken  up.  The  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  having  examined  said  Report,  together  with  the  minutes  and  accounts 
of  the  Board,  submits  the  following  statement  and  resolutions: 

1.  That  the  Board  has  been  enabled  to  pay  all  the  appropriations  due  to  its 
beneficiaries  during  the  year,  though  not  without  delay  in  some  instances,  nor  with- 
out incurring  debt. 

2.  That  both  the  delay  and  the  indebtedness  incurred  arose  from  the  failure  of 
the  churches  generally  to  carry  out  efficiently  the  plan  of  Systematic  Beneficence 
recommended  by  previous  General  Assemblies.  Many  of  the  churches  contributed 
less  than  usual,  and  very  many  nothing,  to  the  Board  of  Education  during  the  year 
just  closed.  Hence  the  Board  was  under  the  necessity  of  ending  the  fiscal  year  with 
a  debt  of  something  over  $4000.  A  supplementary  statement,  however,  shows  that 
this  debt  has  recently  been  reduced  to  something  less  than  $1000. 

3.  That  a  surprising  fact  is  brought  to  light  in  the  Board's  Report,  viz.,  that 
instead  of  too  great  an  increase,  as  apprehended  by  some,  there  has  been  an  actual 
decrease  of  the  Ministry,  as  compared  with  the  membership  of  our  Church,  of  at 
least  five  per  centum,  within  the  last  ten  years. 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Education,  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  last 
General  Assembly,  have  furnished  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  for  the  use  of  this 
Assembly,  of  "  A  Proposed  Draft  of  a  Constitution  for  the  General  Assembly's 
Board  of  Education." 

In  view  of  these  and  other  facts  brought  to  light  in  the  Report  of  this  Board,  the 
following  resolutions  are  submitted,  and  were  adopted,  viz. 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Assembly  approve  of  the  management  of  the  important  inte- 
rests entrusted  to  the  Board  of  Education,  as  evincing  a  highly  commendable  degree 
of  efficiency,  wisdom,  and  economy,  under  the  trying  exigencies  of  the  year  just 
closed ;  and  that  their  Report  be  printed  and  circulated  under  their  direction. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Assembly  has  reason  for  thanksgiving  to  God,  for  the 
measure  of  blessing  bestowed  upon  the  work  of  the  Board  in  all  that  portion  of  the 
Church  to  which  it  has  had  access  during  the  past  year. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  Assembly  deeply  deplore  the  failure  of  so  many  of  our 
churches  to  contribute  anything  to  this  Board  during  the  year,  and  do  earnestly 
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repeat  the  injunction  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  upon  all  their  churches,  to  con- 
tribute to  this  and  also  to  the  other  Boards  of  the  Church,  at  least  once  a  year. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Presbyteries  be  renewcdly  and  most  solemnly  enjoined  to 
exercise  increased  care  and  caution  in  recommending  candidates  for  the  Ministry  to 
the  care  of  the  Board;  and  also  to  seek  out  such,  within  their  respective  bounds, 
as  may  be  really  worthy,  and  may  stand  in  need  of  aid,  while  preparing  for  the 
ministerial  work. 

Resolved,  5.  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Assembly,  though  the  retrenchment  of 
all  unnecessary  expenses  is  urgently  required,  it  is  inexpedient  to  reduce  the 
amounts  of  the  annual  appropriations  to  individual  beneficiaries.  The  Assembly  is 
of  the  opinion,  however,  that  much  wholesome  retrenchment  might  be  effected  by  a 
more  rigid  application,  on  the  part  of  Presbyteries,  instructors  in  Academies,  Col- 
leges, and  Theological  Seminaries,  of  the  excellent  Rules  of  the  Board  respecting 
the  qualification  of  candidates.  In  some  respects,  such  as  farther  advancement  in 
scholarship,  a  longer  probation  as  to  personal  piety,  and  a  higher  grade  of  intel- 
lectual endowment,  still  more  might  properly  and  advantageously  be  required  for 
admission  by  the  Board.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  in  the  practical  application 
of  the  Rules  of  the  Board,  (though  the  Board  itself,  so  far  as  known  to  your  Commit- 
tee, is  careful,  faithful,  and  resolute  in  the  discharge  of  duty),  there  is,  on  the  part 
of  the  Presbyteries,  much  laxness ;  much  want  of  that  scrupulous  attention  and 
faithful  firmness  which  the  nature  of  this  important  interest  so  imperatively  de- 
mands; and  all  Presbyteries  are  hereby  solemnly  enjoined  to  give  diligent  attention 
to  the  discharge  of  their  whole  duty  in  this  matter.  Such  a  discharge  of  duty,  it  is 
also  believed,  would  lead  to  the  withdrawing  of  quite  a  number  of  candidates  here- 
tofore recommended  by  the  Presbyteries  to  the  care  of  the  Board,  and  now  receiving 
aid  from  the  funds  of  the  Church,  in  some  cases  to  the  scandal  of  religion,  and  in 
many  cases  to  the  great  prejudice  of  the  Education  cause. 

Resolved,  6.  That  the  Assembly  rejoices  in  the  measure  of  success  aflForded  to  the 
Schools,  Academies,  and  Colleges,  connected  with  our  Sessions,  Presbyteries,  and 
Synods;  and  do  again  urge  the  solemn  duty  of  securing  the  religious  education  of 
the  children  of  the  Church,  by  establishing  and  adequately  supporting  suitable 
Church  Institutions,  within  their  respective  bounds,  as  far  as  practicable. 

Resolved,  7.  That  the  last  Thursday  of  February  next  be  observed  throughout  our 
bounds  as  a  day  of  fervent  prayer  for  children  and  youth,  especially  the  baptized 
children  and  youth  of  the  Church,  and  those  collected  in  Schools  and  Colleges,  with 
particular  reference  to  an  increased  supply  of  labourers  in  the  vineyard  of  the 
Lord;    and  that  a  collection  be  taken  up  on  that  day  for  the  College  Fund. 

Resolved,  8.  That  the  proposed  Draft  of  a  Constitution,  presented  by  the  Board  of 
Education  to  this  General  Assembly,  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  three,  to 
examine  and  report  the  same,  with  such  modifications  or  suggestions  as  to  them 
may  seem  proper,  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Resolved,  9.  That  the  Board  of  Education  is  hereby  directed  to  meet  for  the 
transaction  of  such  business  as  may  claim  their  attention,  on  Friday,  the  23d  inst., 
at  half-past  five  P.  M.,  in  this  Hall. 

In  accordance  with  the  eighth  Resolution,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Charles  Hodge,  M.  W. 
Jacobus,  and  Cyrus  Dickson,  were  appointed.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

Pinisleriitl  (^duration. 

The  special  attention  of  Presbyteries,  Teachers,  and  Candidates,  is  called  to 
these  rules,  which  refer  to  the  department  of  Ministerial  Education,  inasmuch  as 
difficulties  and  delays,  both  in  the  reception  and  quarterly  payments  of  students, 
as  well  as  other  inconveniences,  sometimes  occur  through  inattention  to  them. 

I.    ON    THE    RECEPTION    OF    CANDIDATES. 

Akt.  1.  Every  person  looking  forward  to  the  ministry,  is  required  to  present  the 
testimonials  of  a  Presbytery  before  he  can  be  assisted  by  the  Board. 

Art.  2.  If  any  young  man  wishes  to  avail  himself  of  the  aid  of  the  Board,  he 
should  make  known  his  desire  to  his  pastor,  or  some  member  of  the  Presbytery 
to  which  he  naturally  belongs,  who,  if  he  approves  of  it,  shall  make  application  to 
the  Presbytery  for  his  examination. 

Art.  3.  The  examination  shall  be  on  his  personal  and  experimental  piety,  on 
his  motives  for  seeking  the  holy  office  of  the  ministry,  on  his  attachment  to  the 
standards  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  relation  to  his  general  habits,  his  pru- 
dence, his  studies,  his  talents,  his  gifts  for  public  speaking,  his  disposition  to  do 
all  in  his  power  to  maintain  himself,  and  his  willingness  to  observe  the  rules  of 
the  Board. 

Art.  4.  An  Education  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Presbytery,  may  examine 
and  recommend  applicants  during  the  interval  of  the  meetings  of  the  Presbytery ; 
and  the  appointment  of  such  a  Committee  has  been  found  by  many  Presbyteries 
highly  expedient,  not  only  to  meet  exigencies  that  may  arise,  but  especially  for  the 
purpose  of  corresponding  with,  and  watching  over  the  education  of  students. 

Art.  5.  If  the  examination  be  sustained,  a  detailed  report  shall  be  made  to  the 
Board  by  the  Stated  Clerk,  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  of  the 
Presbytery,  of  the  name  of  the  applicant,  his  age,  residence,  church-membership, 
stage  of  education,  place  of  his  studies,  need  of  aid,  to  whom  appropriations  to  b6 
sent,  and  whatever  else  may  seem  proper.

Art.  6.  No  person  shall  be  received  by  the  Board  unless  he  has  been  a  member 
in  good  and  regular  standing  in  some  Presbyterian  church  at  least  six  months : 
and  in  addition  to  giving  good  evidence  of  his  capacity  for  the  acquisition  of 
knowledge,  he  must  have  spent  at  least  three  months  in  the  study  of  the  Latin 
language. 
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Akt.  7.  Applicants  ■will  be  received  under  the  care  of  the  Board  at  any  of  its 
regular  monthly  meetings;  and,  as  a  universal  principle,  the  Board  will  refuse  to 
receive  no  one  ■who  has  been  regularly  recommended  by  a  Presbytery  in  conformity 
to  these  rules. 

Art.  8.  When  a  student,  ■who  has  been  pursuing,  under  the  care  of  the  Board, 
his  studies  preparatory  to  the  ministry,  shall  be  ready  to  enter  the  theological 
seminar}',  he  must  submit  to  an  examination  by  his  Presbytery  on  all  the  points 
required  by  the  Form  of  Government.  And  if  such  examination  be  sustained,  he 
shall  thenceforth,  and  not  till  then,  be  considered  officially  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry. 

Previously  to  entering  upon  theological  studies,  all  young  men  who  have  the 
ministry  in  view  shall  be  regarded  simply  as  students  on  probation,  under  the  gene- 
ral watch  and  patronage  of  the  Presbyteries. 

[The  Board  would  respectfully  say,  that  the  recommendation  of  a  young  man 
is  so  solemn  an  event  to  himself,  and  involves  so  deeply  the  character  of  the  Church 
and  the  success  of  the  cause  of  Education,  that  it  demands  the  most  serious  and 
deliberate  consideration,  and  if  the  application  be  of  doubtful  expediency,  it  should 
be  postponed  till  a  full  and  satisfactory  trial  can  be  made.] 

II.    ox    SCHOLARSHIPS    AND    APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  Board  act  upon  the  principle  that  the  Church  is  bound  to  make  provision 
for  the  education  of  such  of  her  sons  as  are  called  of  God  to  the  work  of  the 
ministry,  and  are  in  circumstances  to  require  her  aid;  and  also,  that  those  who 
receive  her  aid  shall,  at  stated  intervals,  prove  themselves  entitled  to  it.  The 
Board  desire  to  rest  this  relation  between  the  Church  and  her  sons  on  the  ground  of 
mutual  obligation  and  responsibility. 

Art.  1.  The  appropriations  of  the  Board  are  made  under  the  form  of  scholar- 
ships, with  the  purpose  of  bearing  witness,  on  behalf  of  the  Church,  to  the  impor- 
tance of  high  literary  attainments  in  all  who  have  the  ministry  in  view,  and  to  the 
necessity  of  possessing  these  attainments  as  a  condition  of  securing  and  retaining 
the  scholarships. 

The  scholarships  are  intended  to  express,  on  behalf  of  the  candidates,  the  equi- 
valent returned  to  the  Church  in  the  form  of  adequate  literary  and  theological 
preparation  for  the  sacred  office. 

Art.  2.  No  student  shall  receive  the  avails  of  a  scholarship,  until  the  testimonials 
of  his  Presbytery  are  received  by  the  Board;  and  new  testimonials  will  always  be 
required  at  the  commencement  of  the  theological  course. 

Art.  3.  Every  person  on  a  scholarship  shall  forward  or  cause  to  be  forwarded, 
quarterly,  a  report  from  his  teacher,  showing  bis  standing  for  piety,  talents,  dili- 
gence, scholarship,  prudence,  economy,  health,  and  general  influence,  and  no 
remittance  shall  be  made  to  any  until  such  report  is  received. 

Art.  4.  Appropriations  shall  be  made  quarterly  on  the  first  Friday  of  February, 
May,  August,  and  November.  When  any  one  is  recommended  by  a  Presbytery  at  a 
period  intervening  between  the  quarter-days,  his  first  appropriation  shall  be  a  pro- 
portional part  of  the  quarterly  allowance. 

Art.  5.  The  maximum  of  scholarships  shall  not,  in  ordinary  circumstances, 
exceed  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  to  theological  students,  one  hundred  dollars 
to  collegiate  students,  and  eighty  dollars  to  academical  students. 

Art.  6.  No  payment  shall  be  made  in  advance. 

Art.  7.  Tuition  and  boarding  shall  always  be  first  paid  out  of  the  appropriations, 
and  the  Board  will,  in  no  case,  be  responsible  for  debts  of  students. 

Art.  8.  As  the  scholarships  of  the  Board  necessarily  fall  short  of  the  entire 
■wants  of  the  students,  so  the  friends  of  each,  and  the  student  himself,  will  be 
expected  to  make  all  proper  exertions  in  assisting  to  defray  the  expenses  of  his 
education. 

III.    GKXERAI,    RULES  AND    DIRECTIONS. 

Art.  1.  Every  student  shall  be  considered  as  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  of  the  Associate  Secretary  and  General 
Agent. 

Art.  2.  Every  student  is  required  to  pursue  a  thorough  course  of  study,  pre- 
paratory to  the  study  of  theology;  and  when  prepared,  to  pursue  a  three  years' 
course  of  theological  studies. 
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Art.  3.  If,  at  any  time,  there  be  discovered  in  any  student  such  defect  in 
capacity,  diligence,  prudence,  and  especially  in  piety,  as  would  render  his  intro- 
duction into  the  ministry  a  doubtful  measure,  it  shall  be  considered  the  sacred 
duty  of  the  Board  to  withdraw  their  appropriations.  Students  shall  also  cease  to 
receive  the  assistance  of  the  Board  when  their  health  shall  become  so  bad  as  to 
unfit  them  for  study,  and  for  the  work  of  the  ministry ;  when  they  are  manifestly 
improvident,  and  contract  debts  without  reasonable  prospects  of  payment ;  when 
they  marry;  when  they  receive  the  assistance  of  any  other  Educational  Board  or 
Society ;  when  they  fail  to  make  regular  returns,  or  cease,  by  a  change  of  circum- 
stances, to  need  aid. 

Art.  4.  If  any  student  fail  to  enter  on  or  continue  in  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
unless  he  can  make  it  appear  that  he  is  providentially  prevented,  or  cease  to 
adhere  to  the  standards  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  or  change  his  place  of  study, 
contrary  to  the  directions  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  continue  to  prosecute  his 
studies  at  an  institution  not  approved  by  them,  or  withdraw  his  connection  from  the 
Church  of  which  this  Board  is  the  organ,  without  furnishing  a  reason  which  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Executive  Committee,  he  shall  refund,  with  interest,  all  the 
money  he  may  have  received  of  this  Board. 

Art.  5.  When  any  student  shall  find  it  necessary  to  relinquish  study  for  a  time, 
to  teach,  or  otherwise  increase  the  means  of  support,  he  shall  first  obtain  the  consent 
of  the  Executive  Committee;  and  if  he  shall  not  be  absent  from  study  more  than 
three  months,  his  appropriations  will  be  continued;  but  if  longer,  they  will  be  dis- 
continued, or  continued  in  part,  according  to  circumstances. 

Art.  6.  The  periodicals  of  the  Board  shall  be  sent,  gratis,  to  all  students  who 
desire  to  receive  them. 

Art.  7.  When  the  official  relation  between  the  student  and  the  Board  ceases,  or 
is  about  to  cease,  he  is  expected  to  notify  the  Board  in  due  time,  stating  the  reason. 

Art.  8.  When  a  student  has  ceased,  for  a  period  longer  than  a  year,  to  receive 
aid  from  the  Board,  he  shall  be  required  to  present  new  testimonials  from  his 
Presbytery,  or  its  Education  Committee,  before  his  name  can  be  restored  to  the  roll. 

Art.  9.  The  reception  of  an  appropriation  by  a  student  shall  be  considered  as 
expressing  a  promise  to  comply  with  all  the  rules  and  requisitions  of  the  Board. 

Art.  10.  As  all  intellectual  acquisitions  are  of  comparatively  little  value  without 
the  cultivation  of  piety,  it  is  affectionately  recommended  to  every  candidate  to  pay 
special  attention  to  the  practical  duties  of  religion,  such  as  reading  the  Scriptures, 
secret  prayer  and  meditation,  attendance  on  religious  meetings  on  the  Sabbath  and 
during  the  week,  endeavours  to  promote  the  salvation  of  others,  and  the  exhibition, 
at  all  times,  of  a  pious  and  consistent  example. 

Art.  11.  No  appropriation  can  be  made  to  a  beneficiary  for  a  second  or  subse- 
quent year,  without  a  report  and  renewed  application  from  the  Presbytery  under 
whose  care  the  beneficiary  is  placed. 

Art.  12.  Every  person  on  a  scholarship  shall  forward,  or  cause  to  be  forwarded, 
annually,  a  report  from  his  teacher,  or  teachers,  to  the  Presbytery  under  whose  care 
he  is,  slaowing  his  standing  for  piety,  talents,  intelligence,  scholarship,  prudence, 
economy,  health,  and  general  influence. 

IV.    ON    AUXILIARIES. 

Art.  1.  Every  Presbytery  is  considered  an  auxiliary  to  the  Board,  so  far  as  that 
relation  is  implied  by  the  transmission  of  an  annual  report  of  their  Education  opera- 
tions to  the  Board,  as  the  organ  of  the  General  Assembly.  [This  is  according  to  a 
standing  order  of  the  Assembly,  of  long  continuance,  and  is  made  with  the  view  of 
embodying  in  the  Annual  Report  to  the  Assembly  all  that  is  done  by  the  Church  on 
the  subject  of  Education.] 

Art.  2.  Those  Presbyteries  which  co-operate  directly  with  the  Board  by  the 
adoption  of  these  regulations  and  in  the  collection  of  Funds  for  the  general  treasury, 
shall  be  entitled  to  claim  aid  for  all  the  Candidates  regularly  received  under  their 
care,  however  much  the  ajypropriations  necessary  may  exceed  the  contributions  of 
said  Presbytery. 
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6cnci;al  onirjstiau  Education. 

Under  the  following  rules  and  regulations,  the  aid  extended  by  the  Bodrd  to  insti- 
tutions of  learning,  shall,  in  all  ordinary  cases,  be  applied  to  assist  in  making  up  the 
deficiency  in  the  salaries  of  the  instructors. 

I.    PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

On  the  Organization  of  the  School. — 1.  Every  school  applying  for  aid  to  the 
Board  of  Education,  must  be  under  the  care  of  the  Session  of  a  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  be  subject  to  the  general  supervision  of  the  Presbytery. 

2.  In  addition  to  the  usual  branches  of  elementary  education,  the  Bible  must  be 
used  as  a  text-book  for  daily  instruction  in  religion,  and  the  Shorter  Catechism 
must  be  taught  at  least  twice  a  week. 

3.  The  teacher  must  be  a  member,  in  good  and  regular  standing,  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

4.  The  school  must  be  opened  with  prayer,  and  reading  of  the  Bible,  and  singing, 
as  far  as  practicable,  must  be  taught  in  the  school,  and  united  with  the  other  devo- 
tional exercises. 

On  Application  for  Aid. — 1.  All  applications  must  be  apj^rovcd  by  the  Presby- 
tery, or  its  Education  Committee. 

2.  Such  applications  must  state  to  the  Board  of  Education  what  amount  has  been 
raised,  or  is  expected  to  be  I'aised,  for  the  purposes  of  the  school,  and  what  amount 
is  needed  from  the  Board.     Also  the  number  of  scholars  in  the  school. 

3.  The  application  must  be  renewed,  through  the  Presbytery,  annually,  if  aid  is 
needed. 

Appropriations. — 1.  The  maximum  of  appropriations  from  the  Board  shall  not, 
in  ordinary  cases,  exceed  §75  per  annum,  and  it  is  expected  that  in  many  cases  a 
less  amount  will  be  suiBcient. 

2.  An  annual  deduction  will  be  made  on  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  according 
to  the  prosperity  of  the  school. 

3.  Appropriations  shall  be  paid  semi-annually,  on  the  reception  of  a  report  from 
the  Session  of  the  church,  giving  the  statistics,  and  stating  the  financial  and  general 
condition  of  the  school. 

II.  academies. 

The  above  rules  shall  apply,  mutatis  mutandis,  to  academies  under  the  care  of 
Presbyteries.  The  amount  of  appropriations  to  academies  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 

III.  colleges. 

1.  Every  College  applying  for  aid  to  the  Board  of  Education,  must  have  an  eccle- 
siastical connection  with  the  Presbyterian  Church;  and  the  Bible  and  the  standards 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  must  be  used  as  books  for  instruction  in  the  truths  and 
duties  of  religion. 

2.  Appropriations  shall  be  paid  semi-annually  on  the  reception  of  a  report  from 
the  Trustees,  giving  the  statistics,  and  stating  the  financial  and  general  condition  of 
the  College.  The  amount  of  appropriations  shall  be  determined  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 

IV.  miscellaneous  and  teachers'  department. 

When  the  aid  of  the  Board  is  desired  for  students  in  schools,  academics,  or  col- 
leges, not  having  the  ministry  definitely  in  vieiv,  it  shall  only  be  granted  on  high 
testimonials  from  two  ministers  and  an  elder  of  the  Presbytery,  1st,  of  previous 
religious  training;  2d,  of  moral  character;  3d,  of  intellectual  capacity;  4th,  of 
diligence  and  desire  of  knowledge.  The  rules  of  th6  Board  relating  to  persons  who 
have  the  minisvry  in  view,  shall  apply  to  these  cases,  so  far  as  the  diflcrencc  of  cir- 
cumstances will  admit.  The  amount  of  aid  usually  granted  in  this  department  is 
^50  per  annum. 
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CHARTER  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

To  all  to  whom  these  Presents  shall  come: 

Kxow  Yb,  That  whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  have  a  Board  of  Education,  composed  of  ministers  and 
Laymen,  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  the  design  of  which  is  to  afford  aid 
to  poor  and  pious  young  men  of  good  talents,  to  procure  a  liberal  education,  as  pre- 
paratory for  the  Gospel  ministry  in  the  Presbyterian  Church;  and  whereas,  the 
aforesaid  Board  of  Education  labours  under  serious  disadvantages  as  to  receiving 
donations  and  bequests,  and  as  to  the  management  of  funds  intrusted  to  them  for 
the  purposes  designated  in  their  Constitution,  and  in  accordance  with  the  benevolent 
intentions  of  those  from  whom  such  bequests  and  donations  are  received : 

Therefore,  Matthew  L.  Bevan,  Stephen  Colwell,  Joseph  B.  Mitchell,  Joel  Jones, 
Alexander  W.  Mitchell,  John  McDowell,  Francis  McFarland,  Henry  A.  Boardman, 
and  Thomas  L.  Janeway,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  which  shall  henceforth  be  known  by  the  name  of  "T'Ae 
Trustees  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America;"  and  as  such,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be 
sued  in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere ;  and  to  purchase  and  receive,  take  and 
hold,  to  them  and  their  successors  for  ever,  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  money, 
goods,  and  chattels,  and  all  kinds  of  estate  which  may  be  demised,  bequeathed,  or 
given  to  them,  and  the  same  to  sell,  alien,  demise,  and  convey;  also  to  make  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  their  pleasure ;  and  also  to  make 
such  rules,  by-laws,  and  ordinances,  as  may  be  needful  for  the  government  of  the 
said  Corporation,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  State:  Provided  always,  that  the  clear  yearly  value  of  the  real 
and  personal  estate  held  by  the  said  Corporation  shall  not,  at  any  time,  exceed  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

The  Trustees  above-named  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  from  the  date  of 
this  incorporation,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified  to  take  their  places, 
who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  aforesaid  Board  of  Education,  at  such  times,  and  in  such 
way  and  manner,  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  said  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America:  Provided,  that  not  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  removed  in  any  one  year. 

The  Trustees  hereby  incorporated,  and  their  successors,  shall,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  said  Board  of  Education,  have  full  power  to  manage  the  funds  and 
property  committed  to  their  care,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  deemed  most  advan- 
tageous, not  being  contrary  to  law.

2.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  take, 
receive,  and  hold  to  them  and  their  successors  for  ever,  lands,  tenements,  heredita- 
ments, moneys,  goods,  and  chattels,  and  all  kinds  of  estate  which  may  be  devised, 
bequeathed  or  given  to  them,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  Schools,  Academies,  and 
Colleges,  or  the  cause  of  Education  generally:  Provided,  that  the  clear  yearly  value 
of  the  real  and  personal  estate  held  by  the  said  Corporation  shall  not,  at  any  time, 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

Approved  the  tenth  day  of  April,  A.  D.,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty  two,  as  the  same 
remains  on  file  in  this  oflice.

EEPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  lay  before  the  Board  of  Foreign 
!^^i.ssions  the  following  report  of  tlie  missionary  work  under 
their  charge  for  the  year  ending  April  30th,  1862. 

FINANCES. 

The  Receipts  from  all  sources  have  been  $170,939  47  ;  the 
Expenditures,  $177,892  19 ;  leaving  a  balance  against  the 
Treasury  of  the  Board  of  $952  72.  Full  particulars  of  these 
accounts  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.  Consid- 
ering the  extraordinary  and  most  painful  state  of  our  public 
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affairs  during  the  year,  the  Committee  regard  this  exhibit  of 
the  financial  state  of  the  Board  with  great  gratitude  to  God. 
Instead  of  ending  the  year  with  a  heavy  debt,  as  was  seriously 
feared,  the  Board  has  been  enabled  by  the  liberal  gifts  of  the 
friends  of  this  cause  to  support  the  missions  in  nearly  all  cases 
in  their  usual  vigour,  to  send  out  new  labourers,  to  occupy 
new  ground  in  some  instances,  and  to  close  the  year  in  a  satis- 
factory condition.  The  Committee  take  great  pleasure  in  re- 
cording these  statements  to  the  praise  of  the  grace  given  to 
their  Christian  brethren  in  this  year  of  trial.  The  gifts  of  the 
rich  and  of  the  poor  have  been  cast  into  the  Treasury  with 
willing  hands,  and  have  been  the  means  of  saving  this  cause 
from  great  embarrassment. 

It  is  considered  expedient,  in  the  view  of  the  public  distress 
still  continuing,  and  its  apprehended  effect  on  the  missionary 
cause,  to  advert  here  briefl}^  to  some  particulars  in  the  financial 
history  of  the  year,  especially  with  reference  to  questions  of 
duty  now  pending  and  calling  soon  for  positive  action.  It  will 
be  seen  from  the  Treasurer's  report  that  the  sum  of  about  $5,600 
less  was  received  from  Legacies  last  year  than  in  the  year  before. 
In  other  waj^s,  also,  the  aggregate  income  of  the  Board  last 
3'ear  was  reduced:  among  these  may  be  specified,  1st.  the 
withdrawal  of  contributions  from  churches  in  the  so-called  Se- 
ceding States;  and  2d.  the  smaller  sum  received  from  the  Gov- 
ernment on  account  of  schools  among  the  South- Western  Indi- 
ans. The  amount  of  the  former  was  nearly  $21,000  less  this 
year  than  last;  of  the  latter,  about  $7,000  less.  These  last 
causes  of  diminished  income  are  deeply  to  be  deplored;  but 
the  Committee  forbear  to  make  any  comments  on  them.  They 
would,  however,  express  their  sincere  thankfulness  that  it  was 
by  no  act  of  theirs,  or  of  the  Church  for  which  they  act,  that 
these  things  have  taken  place,  and  that  such  immeasurable  evils 
as  they  indicate  have  been  brought  on  the  poor  Indians  of  the 
South- West,  and  on  the  common  missionary  movements  of  our 
body. 

Turning  now  to  the  case  as  it  stands,  the  Committee 
recognize  with  great  thankfulness  the  fact,  as  shown  in  the 
financial   returns   of  the  year,    that   the   churches   on   tvhom 
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t/iis  cause  noio  rests  have  extended  to  it  such  a  liberal  sup- 
port. The  year  has  been  one  of  severe  ordeal  in  respect 
to  this  matter,  but  the  church  collections  have  been  kept  u}) 
remarkably  well.  Hence  the  hope  may  be  indulged  that  a  not 
less  vigorous  support  of  this  work  will  be  afforded  in  the  coming 
year.  The  trying  discipline  of  divine  providence,  and  especially 
the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  may  lead  our  churches  to  reach 
a  still  higher  standard  of  giving.  Earnestly  do  the  Committee 
hope  that  there  will  be  a  more  general  and  in  many  instances  a 
more  liberal  support  given  to  this  cause.  Unless  such  should 
be  the  case,  and  taking  the  collections  of  the  year  now  ending  as 
the  standard,  they  cannot  but  look  with  much  concern  on  the 
prospects  of  the  missions.  The  current  expenses  of  the  exist- 
ing missions  are  not  met  by  the  current  income  from  ordinary 
sources,  as  these  were  proved  in  the  year  now  closing.  Without 
an  addition  of  over  one-fourth  part  to  the  aggregate  amount  of 
the  collections  of  the  churches,  or  about  $26,000,  they  do  not 
see  how  the  missions  can  be  maintained  in  their  present  extent; 
a  somewhat  larger  increase  is  needed  in  order  to  send  out  the 
new  missionaries  now  under  appointment.  On  the  other  hand 
they  do  not  see  how  the  missions  can  be  reduced  without  re- 
sults every  way  disastrous,  nor  how  new  missionaries  can  be 
kept  at  home  without  great  injury  to  the  missions.  In  reality, 
the  present  condition  of  this  matter  is  most  serious  and  even 
critical.  It  involves  the  existence  of  some  of  the  missions,  no 
less  than  a  negative  answer  to  brethren  who  ai'c  asking  to  be 
sent  out  as  missionaries. 

The  liand  of  God  for  great  good  to  this  cause  is  to  be  recog- 
nized in  the  signal  liberality  of  a  few^  Christian  friends,  $20,000 
having  been  received  from  two,  and  $2G,000from  three, — making 
about  one-fourth  of  the  whole  income  of  the  year.  But  for  these, 
no  new  labourers  could  have  been  sent  forth,  and  the  Board 
would  now  be  heavily  in  debt.  This  example  will  be  considered 
by  other  Christian  friends  possessing  large  means.  The  Committee 
must  not  conclude  that  large  gifts  will  not  hereafter  reach  the  mis- 
sion treasury ;  but,  nevertheless,  it  is  wise  to  rely  mainly  on  the 
regular  contributions  of  the  churches.  Cannot  these  be  largely 
increased?     Must  the  Church  believe  that  all   her  means  are 
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exhausted  in  the  support  now  given  to  this  cause  ?  It  is  a 
question  to  be  answered  before  our  blessed  Lord  and  before  a 
perishing  world. 

Having  thus  ver}^  briefly,  but  they  hope  clearly  presented  the 
condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Board,  the  Committee  would 
only  express  further  their  continued  interest  in  the  gifts  of  the 
Children  of  the  Church,  amounting  to  $6,595.  On  the  intelli- 
gent, s\'stematic,  and  whole  hearted  co-operation  of  their  be- 
loved young  friends  in  this  work,  more  and  more  from  year  to 
year,  their  hopes  of  its  success  very  largely  depend. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

The  publications  of  the  Board  are  the  same  as  heretofore  re- 
ported. Of  these,  the  Foreign  Missionary  has  a  monthh^  circu- 
lation of  3,200  copies ;  and  the  little  newspaper  of  the  same  title, 
which  is  made  up  from  the  larger  work,  and  sent  free  to  Sunday 
school  children  who  contribute  to  the  Board,  circulates  29,000 
copies  monthly.  Of  the  last  Annual  Rejoort,  3,500  copies 
octavo,  and  14,500  copies  as  an  extra  number  of  the  Record^ 
were  published.  The  Record^  still  the  organ  of  all  the  Boards, 
is  published  by  the  Board  of  Publication,  by  whom  its  circula- 
tion will  be  reported.  After  the  suspension  of  the  mails  to  the 
so-called  Seceded  States,  the  Foreign  Missionary  could  not  be 
forwarded.  The  number  of  copies  of  the  newspaper  edition, 
taken  in  the  rest  of  the  country,  was  somewhat  larger  than  in 
the  preceding  year ;  of  the  ^^amphlet  edition,  about  the  same.

UNDER  APPOINT3IENT. 

It  gives  the  Committee  great  pleasure  to  report  a  larger  num- 
ber than  usual  of  approved  Christian  men  as  being  now  under 
appointment  as  missionaries,  if  the  Lord  will.  The  exact  num- 
ber will  be  given  in  the  concluding  part  of  this  report.  In  this 
place,  the  Committee  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board 
and  of  the  Church  to  the  question  of  sending  these  brethren 
out.  This  is  a  question  of  urgency  as  to  most  of  them ;  a  speedy 
answer  is  desired.  The  following  report  will  show  that  their 
services  are  greatly  needed  in  different  fields  of  labour.  They 
have  been  inclined  by  divine  grace,  as  they  trust,  to  say  to  the 
Church,  Here  are  we,  send  us.  It  may  reasonably  be  expected 
that  the  same  grace  will  incline  the  people  of  God  to  provide 
the  means  of  sendins;  them  forth.  But  without  a  sufficient 
supply  of  funds,  or  a  good  prospect  of  obtaining  them,  the 
Committee  hesitate  to  take  the  rcsponsibilitj^  of  sending  them 
out,  and  they  are  anxious  to  follow  the  leadings  of  Providence 
in  this  important  matter.  They  hope  it  may  gain  the  earnest 
consideration  of  the  General  Assembly  at  its  approaching  ses- 
sions. And  they  would  merely  add  here,  that  the  correspon- 
dence with  these  brethren  and  other  Christian  friends,  in 
reference  to  their  appointment,  has  required  considerable  time, 
and  has  received  the  best  consideration  of  the  Committee. 
They  regard  the  appointment  of  missionaries  as  one  of  the  most 
important  parts  of  the  work  entrusted  to  their  charge. 
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CHIPPEWA    AND    OTTAWA    MISSION. 

Grand  Traverse. — Rev,  Peter  Dougherty,  superintendent,  and  Mrs.  Douglier- 
ty  ;  George  Craker,  farmer,  and  Mrs.  Craker,  (formerly  Mrs.  Mary  MeConnel,) 
superintendent  of  domestic  afiairs;  Miss  M.  C.  Gibson  and  Miss  Henrietta 
Douglierty,  teacliers,  Miss  C.  Gibson,  assistant. 

Little  Travehse. — Mr.  Andrew  Porter,  superintendent,  Mrs.  Porter  ;  Miss  Ann 
Porter,  teaciier ;  Mr.  D.  Rodd,  interpretei-. 

Gkand  Traverse. — Some  changes  have  takeij  place  in  the 
force  of  this  mission  during  the  year.  After  six  years  of  faith- 
ful labors,  jiart  of  the  time  as  teacher,  and  part  of  the  time  as 
faruter,  -with  the  care  of  the  boys  Avhen  out  of  school,  Mr. 
John  Porter  resigned  his  connection  Avitli  the  mission,  lie 
carried  with  him  the  best  wishes  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
He  is  settled  with  his  family  near  these  Indians,  and  his  ex- 
ample and  good  offices  will  still  be  of  service  to  his  former 
pu])ils  and  to  their  parents.  Mr.  George  Croker,  who  for 
several  years  was  in  the  employment  of  the  mission,  Avas  ap- 
pointed farmer. 

No  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  missionary 
work  during  the  past  year.  Whilst  the  regular  religious  ser- 
vices have  been  continued  in  the  church  as  usual,  no  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  members.  Preaching  services  on  the 
Sabbath,  in  the  moi-ning  and  the  afternoon,  have  been  regularly 
held;  Sabbath-school  and  prayer-meeting  on  Friday;  and  also, 
a  prayei-meeting  on  Wednesday',  cc)nductcd  by  the  chief,  and 
other  leading  members.  There  has  not  been  any  special  re- 
ligious interest  in  the  church  or  among  the  scholai'S  in  the 
school.  But  the  meetings  have  been  regularly  attended,  and 
the  membei's  of  the  church  have  conducted  themselves  well. 
The  congregation  is  small ;  from  eighty  to  one  hundred,  includ- 
ing the  scholars,  are  usually  })resent,  and  are  regular  in  their 
attendance. 

To  limit  the  expense,  the  school  was  reduced  to  twenty-five 
scholars.  For  most  of  the  year  there  have  been  fonrteen  boys 
and  eleven  girls  in  the  school.  There  has  been  some  sickness 
and  one  death  among  the  scholars.  A  bright  little  girl  of 
seven  years  died  in  tlie  institution.  Iler  death  appears  to  have 
been  much  blessed  to  hei- parents,  esi)ccially  to  her  father,  who 
was  the  slave  of  strong  drink.  Both  ])arents  now  attend 
religious  services.  All  the  scholars,  except  two,  read  the  bible  ; 
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eleven  study  gcograpliy,  ami  have  quite  a  correct  knowledge 
of  it.  Besides  the  usual  studies  of  reading,  writing  and  spel- 
ling, attended  to  by  the  elementary  class,  the  higher  studies 
of  grammar,  history,  ])hysiology,  and  book-kecjiing,  have  been 
studied  l)y  others.  "  Altiiough  the  number  of  the  scholars  is 
limited,  the  school  is  exerting  a  salutary  influence  on  the 
scholars,  and  on  the  families  to  which  they  belong.  Every 
care  is  taken  of  their  religious  instruction,  and  also  of  training 
them  in  habits  of  industry  and  labor  suitable  to  their  position 
in  after  life. 

The  prospect  of  these  Indians  is  not  very  encouraging,  and 
their  increase  is  not  equal  to  that  of  their  white  neighbors 
among  whom  they  reside.  Yet  a  portion  of  them  are  so  far 
advanced  in  civilization,  in  education,  and  in  the  i)ractical 
knowledge  of  the  alfairs  of  life,  that  they  can  stand  beside 
their  white  neighbors.  If  the  stated  preaching  of  the  gospel, 
and  the  efficient  agency  of  the  school  be  continued,  this  num- 
ber will  be  increased  and  strengthened  from  year  to  year. 
Their  faitliful  missionary,  after  years  of  labor  among  them, 
thus  pleads  on  their  behalf: 

''Will  you  inform  the  churches  that  here  are  yet  immortal 
minds  needing  instruction — famishing  souls  needing  the  bread 
and  water  of  life.  Shall  the  cup  of  salvation  be  withdrawn  from 
the  li]>s  of  those  perishing  people  ?  Tell  God's  people  that  the 
work  tliey  sent  us  here  to  do  in  the  wilderness  is  still  in  ])ro- 
gress — where  twenty  years  ago  all  was  a  barren  waste  of  pa- 
ganism and  spiritual  death,  the  desert  blossoms — plants  of 
holiness  are  seen — fair  bh>ssoms  and  pleasant  fruits  are  found. 
Immortal  ones  gathered  into  a  church,  and  living  according 
to  the  precepts  of  the  Saviour.  Tell  them  on  the  flrst  Sabbath 
of  this  new-year,  some  forty,  most  of  them  natives  of  the  forest 
gathered  around  the  memorials  of  the  Saviour's  suffering,  and 
commemorated  the  death  of  the  same  Saviour  they  love.  Ask 
if  we  shall  leave  them  ?  Ask  them  to  remember  these  ]>ei"ish- 
ing  ones,  lest  the  Master  have  occasion  to  say,  'Inasmuch  as 
ye  did  it  not  to  these  the  least,  ye  did  it  not  to  me.' " 

LriTLK  Tkavkkse. — This  station,  also  known  as  Bear  River, 
is  fifty  miles  distant  from  Grand  Traverse,  lower  down  on  Lake 
Michigan,  and  the  missionary  work  was  commenced  eigiit 
years  ago.  The  church,  formed  at  flrst  by  a  few  native  mem- 
bers from  Grand  Traveise,  increased  during  the  last  Ave  years 
to  thirty-six.  Four  of  these  have  removed  to  other  localities, 
two  have  been  removed  by  death,  one  has  been  suspended, 
and  during  the  ))resent  year,  eight  liave  withdrawn,  and 
joined  the  Methodist  Church,  leaving  the  number  of  church 
members  twenty-one.    These  are  active  and  consistent  in  their 
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Christian  walk  and  deportment,  and  although  their  number  was 
reduced  by  the  unexpected  withdrawal  of  so  large  a  number, 
the  condition  of  the  church  is  encouraging  and  full  of  promise. 
Mr.  Porter  conducts  weekly  and  Sabbath  services  among  them, 
which  are  well  attended. 

The  children  attending  the  school  are  boarded  in  part,  re- 
ceiving one  meal  a  day  at  the  institution  ;  but  lodging  with 
their  parents  at  night.  The  school  during  the  year  has  been 
smaller  than  nsual,  there  being  thirty-seven  scholars  on  the 
roll.  The  pupils  are  orderly  and  well-behaved,  in  their  deport- 
ment, and  pursue  their  studies  with  good  success.  These  con- 
sist of  I'eading,  spelling,  writing  and  arithmetic  :  some  of  the 
more  advanced  study  grammar  and  geography.  Religious 
instruction  is  also  carefully  attended  to,  as  well  on  the  week 
days  as  on  the  Sabbath. 

l^our  of  the  tracts  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  have  been 
translated  by  Mr.  Porter  and  Mr.  Rodd,  and  amounting  to 
8,000  pages,  have  been  printed  in  New  York.  These  will 
supply  both  stations  for  a  time.  These  tracts  in  their  own 
language,  as  well  as  the  New  Testament  in  Ojibway,  furnish- 
ed by  the  Bible  Society,  have  been  most  thankfully  received 
by  such  of  the  Indians  as  can  read  their  own  language. 

Except  in  size,  this  station  resembles  Grand  Traverse,  in  its 
wants,  its  prospects,  and  its  encouragements,  as  well  as  its  dis- 
couragements. Their  faithful  missionary  pleads  for  them  also, 
that  the  means  of  grace,  and  the  advantages  of  the  school  may 
be  continued  with  them. 
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Blackbird  Hills. — Rev.  Robert  J.  Burtt,  and  Mrs.  Burtt ;  Mr.  Isaac  Black, 
teacher,  and  Mrs.  Black;  Mr.  Joseph  Befz,  farmer,  and  Mrs,  Betz;  Miss  Ellen 
Smith,  assistant;  Mr.  John  Springer,  interpreter. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  force  of  tliis  mission  during 
the  year,  excepting  the  appointment  of  Mr.  John  Springer  as 
interpreter,  and  Miss  Ellen  Smith  as  assistant  to  Mrs.  Burtt. 

The  church  as  yet  consists  of  white  members  only,  although 
there  is  a  good  degree  of  religious  feeling  manifested  by  some  of 
the  most  intelligent  of  the  Indians.  Religious  services  are  held 
on  the  Sabbat h''at  the  mission,  and  at  one  of  the  two  villages 
alternately.  A  portion  of  the  tribe  are  regular  in  their  attend- 
ance, and  the  audience  frequently  numbers  one  hundred,  who 
are  always  most  orderly  and  attentive. 
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The  school  during  the  year  has  been  more  than  usually 
prospei'ous.  It  now  numbers  thirty-one  boys  and  twcnty-tive 
girls.  They  have  l)een  most  carefully  instructed  by  Mr.  Black, 
in  the  ditt'erent  branches  of  a  good  English  education.  They 
have  also  made  some  progress  in  learning  vocal  music.  Out  of 
school  the  boys  spend  a  portion  of  each  day  in  manual  labor, 
under  the  careful  instruction  of  their  teacher  and  farmer.  Two 
of  the  larger  boys  spend  their  time  in  the  government  black- 
smith shop,  learning  the  trade.  The  girls  also  are  taught  by 
the  female  members  of  the  mission  the  different  branches  of 
housewifery,  and  the  care  and  management  t>f  the  dairy.  As 
at  other  mission  schools,  the  religious  instruction  is  carefully 
maintained. 

Mr.  Burtt  bears  his  cordial  testimony  to  the  elBciency  of  the 
government  agent  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  properly 
belonging  to  his  office,  as  well  as  in  his  example  as  a  consistent 
Christian,  and  in  the  interest  he  manifests  to  promote  the  good 
of  these  Indians. 

Mr.  Burtt's  full  report  to  the  Indian  Bureau  is  published  in 
the  Home  and  Foreign  Record  for  March.  It  will  repay  a 
careful  perusal,  and  be  the  means  of  opening  the  hearts  of 
God's  ])eople  to  pray  for  these  missionaries,  and  these  be- 
nighted Indians,  as  well  as  everj'  missionary  effort  to  promote 
the  Saviour's  glory  in  the  salvation  of  perishing  men. 

"  Before  closing  this  part  of  the  report,"  writes  Mr.  Burtt, 
"I  may  say  that  there  is  a  growing  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the 
Omahas  to  educate  their  children.  Of  this  there  is  ample 
evidence  in  the  former  portion  of  this  paper.  Long  since  have  I 
been  satisfied,  by  a  residence  and  labours  among  the  Choctaws, 
as  well  as  my  experience  among  the  Omahas.  that  if  the 
Indians  are  ever  to  be  brought  into  a  state  of  civilization,  it 
must  be  by  means  of  such  schools  as  this. 

"  In  regard  to  my  labours  as  a  missionary,  I  have  few 
words  to  say.  Every  Sabbath,  services  are  held,  not  only  at 
the  mission,  but  at  either  of  the  two  villages  alternately.  We 
are  not  without  hope  ;  the  good  seed  has  been  sown  ;  it  will 
spring  up,  grow,  and  produce  its  fruit.  As  a  missionary,  I 
am  encouraged  ;  as  a  superintendent,  I  am  encouraged  ;  as  a 
labourer  for  the  civilization  and  Christianizing  of  this  people, 
I  am  encouraged." 
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Highland. — Mr.  James  Williams,  superintendent,  and  Mrs.  Williams;  Miss 
Margaret  A.  Patterson,  teacher. 

Mrs.  Cora  A.  Sheilds,  mentioned  in  the  last  annual  report 
as  one  of  the  teachers,  by  mutual  consent  left  the  mission  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year.  She  carried  with  her  the  entire 
esteem  and  contidence  of  her  associates  in  the  mission. 

The  number  of  scholars  mentioned  in  the  last  annual  re- 
port was  thirty-four.  Of  these  one  has  died,  and  ten  who  were 
not  orphans,  and  whose  parents  refused  to  assist  them,  were 
dismissed.  Four  new  scholars  have  been  added,  so  that 
the  school  now  consists  of  twenty-seven.  Of  these,  twelve  are 
girls  and  fifteen  are  boys.  These  are  from  the  following  tribes 
— the  lowas,  the  Sioux,  and  the  Blackfeet.  Should  the  funds 
of  the  Board  permit,  it  will  be  easy  to  double  the  number  of 
these  orphan  Indian  cliildren,  who  will  thus  have  given  to 
them  an  English  education,  and  habits  of  practical  industry, 
and  what  is  above  all,  a  careful  religious  training  and  instruc- 
tion in  God's  holy  word.  The  return  of  the  Indian  youth,  thus 
qualified,  to  their  respective  tribes,  with  the  blessing  of  God, 
would  be  to  them  as  life  from  the  dead. 

In  relation  to  the  school.  Miss  Patterson  writes :  "  Since 
Mrs.  Sheilds  left,  I  have  the  charge  of  the  whole  school.  One 
of  the  girls  assists  me.  Some  of  the  pupils  improve  rapidly, 
others  get  along  very  slowly.  Most  of  them  are  good  readers 
and  spellers  in  English,  and  are  learning  to  write.  They  com- 
mit verses  of  Scripture  very  readily.  We  are  not  permitted  to 
see  much  fruit  of  our  missionary  labours,  but  we  hope  and 
trust  that  all  has  not  been  in  vain.  AVe  meet  with  many  dis- 
couragements and  troubles  by  the  way,  and  sometimes  ahnost 
sink  under  them.  But  Christ  is  our  strength.  He  bears  us 
up  and  cheers  us  on  our  way." 

Tliere  are  regular  religious  services  on  the  Sabbath  at  High- 
land, which  is  so  convenient  to  the  mission,  that  the  families  and 
scholars  can  attend.  Services  are  also  conducted  in  the  mission 
chapel  in  the  institution. 

The  disturbed  state  of  the  country,  growing  out  of  the  pre- 
sent war,  has  given  the  brethren  at  tliis  mission  some  uneasi- 
ness. But  they  have  been  preserved  in  peace,  even  when 
danger  Avas  near  their  doors. 

The  number  of  orphan  children  among  the  Indian  tribes  is 
large,  and  many  of  them  sink  under  the  suffering  and  hard- 
ships to  which  'they  are  exposed.  This  institution  is  the  only 
one  of  the  kind,  and  holds  out  the  only  encouragement  to  these 
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orphan  children  of  tlic  foi'cst,  or  the  i)rairie.  The  buildinfj  is 
hirije  luul  well  suited  for  a  hoarding-school.  The  farm  is  large, 
well  (Opened,  and  well  stocked,  and  the  soil  is  rich.  Thus  a 
large  portion  of  the  expense  will  be  drawn  from  these  sources. 
The  Committee  again  recommend  this  institution  to  the 
liberality  and  prayerful  remembrance  of  God's  people.

The  missions  among  the  Chickasaws,  Choctaws,  Creeks 
and  Seminoles  were  continued  in  their  usual  efficienc}' and  in- 
terest until  the  months  of  June  and  July,  when  by  the  influence 
of  the  late  government  Indian  Agents  among  these  tribes,  and 
the  active  interference  of  the  highest  civil  and  military  authori- 
ties of  Arkansas,  as  well  as  lawless  bodies  of  men  from  Texas, 
all  the  councils  of  their  tribes,  yielding  to  this  pressure,  joined 
the  Confederate  States.  These  proceedings  were  disastrous 
to  the  schools  established  among  these  Indians,  and  also  greatly 
interfered  with  the  regular  preaching  of  the  Gospel.  The 
schools  were  at  once  broken  up,  and  more  than  four  hundred 
youths  and  children  were  sent  to  their  homes.  Six  male  teacli- 
ers  and  seventeen  female  teachers  returned  to  their  homes  in 
the  North.  Of  the  ordained  missionaries  four  returned,  while 
ten  remained,  some  of  whom  were  detained  by  sickness  in  their 
families.  Seven  native  ministers  and  licentiates  also  remain- 
ed. All  the  male  and  female  teachers,  with  the  exception  of 
one  of  each  class,  returned.  In  the  month  of  July  the  com- 
munication with  these  missions  was  su6i)ended,  and  funds 
from  the  Xorthern  States  could  not  be  sent  to  these  Southern 
tribes.  The  Committee  ])resume,  however,  that  the  mission- 
aries who  remain  have  secured  assistance  from  funds  raised 
for  that  purpose  in  the  Southern  States. 

"When  the  Indian  Councils  disbanded  the  schools,  they  also 
took  possession  of  all  the  property  of  the  Board  at  the  differ- 
ent stations.  This  consisted  of  stock,  farming  utensils,  fur- 
niture, school  books  and  apparatus.  They  also  took  j.ossession 
of  the  supplies  for  the  year  commencing  the  1st  of  July,  of 
groceries,  clothing,  hardware,  books,  etc.,  which  had  just  ar- 
rived. All  this  property,  by  a  former  decision  of  the  Depart- 
ment, belonged  to  the  Board,  and  a  claim  has  been  presented  to 
the  government  for  remuneration  for  the  property  thus  unlaw- 
fully taken. 

Other  expenses  also  attended  the  changed  condition  of  these 
missions.      The  travelling  expenses  of  the  missionaries  and 
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teacliers  returning  borne,  had  to  be  paid.  And  for  tbese  devoted 
labourers,  thus  thrown  out  of  employment,  the  Committee  could 
not  do  less  than  make  an  allowance  of  six  months'  salary,  thus 
giving  them  time  to  engage  in  other  employments. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  such  an  interruption  of  the  missionary 
work,  and  such  a  disastrous  change  are  contemplated.  Among 
these  tribes  the  labours  of  the  missionaries  and  teachers  had 
been  eminently  successful.  A  few  years  more  of  such  efficient 
labours,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  would  have  resulted  in  the 
education  of  so  many  of  the  youth  of  both  sexes,  thus  qualify- 
ing them  to  be  teachers,  that  the  community  might  have 
been  left  to  this  supply  chiefly  for  their  wants ;  and  also  for  a 
supply  of  ministerial  labourers.  With  the  present  native  minis- 
try, and  the  number  who  in  a  few  years  more  would  have  been 
added  to  them,  only  a  few  evangelists  would  have  been  wanted 
to  supply  the  great  and  important  agency  of  a  preached  gospel. 
But  tliese  additional  means  of  missionary  training  have  been 
cut  off.  Instead  of  the  peaceful  progress  of  the  missionary 
work,  blessing  these  Indians  and  their  children,  they  are  en- 
gaged in  a  cruel  and  savage  war  among  themselves,  and  it  is 
impossible  to  tell  what  the  result  of  this  state  of  things  may  be 
to  them. 

At  present  it  is  impossible  to  foresee  what  will  be  the  duty 
of  the  Board  in  regard  to  them,  even  when  the  present  troubles 
are  over.  It  was  only  after  years  of  laborious  and  patient 
eftbrt,  that  the  system  of  boarding-schools  was  established,  and 
the  qualified  missionaries,  and  male  and  female  teachers  were 
obtained.  A  part  of  these  missionaries,  and  all  these  teachers, 
have  been  obliged,  at  much  expense  to  the  Board,  to  leave  their 
missionary  work.  It  is  not  likely  that  any  effort  will  be  made 
to  reconstruct  these  missions  on  the  same  plan.  Indeed,  the 
advance  of  civilization  among  these  tribes,  renders  boarding- 
schools  much  less  necessary  than  they  were  among  them  fifteen 
years  ago.  It  may  be,  however,  that  a  system  of  measures, 
simple  in  their  form,  and  resting  chiefly  on  a  native  agency, 
may  be  adopted,  that  in  the  future  will  meet  and  supply  the 
wants  of  these  poor  Indians.  In  the  meantime,  let  the  church 
remember  them  daily  at  the  throne  of  grace.  God  has  much 
people  among  them,  and  may  his  grace  and  mercy  overrule 
their  present  aifliction  and  trial  to  their  best  and  lasting 
interests.

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BoGOT.c — Rev.   Messrs.  William  E.  McLaren  and  Tlioraas  F.  Wallaco,  and 
their  wives;  in  this  country.  Rev.  Horace  B.  Pratt  and  his  wife. 

In  the  list  of  labourers  the  name  of  Mr.  Pi-att  is  retainep 
as  a  matter  of  propriety,  ii:^  he  lias  not  been  formally  releasep 
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from  his  connection  witli  the  Board.  lie  has  not  been  sup- 
ported from  its  funds,  liowever,  since  his  i-eturn  from  Bogota, 
and  he  is  now  in  the  so-called  Seceded  States.  Mrs.  Sliarpe 
entered  into  the  marriage  relation  with  a  gentlemen  in  Bogota, 
and  is  no  longer  connected  with  the  mission,  though  she  is 
still  a  member  of  the  mission  church  in  that  city.  Mr,  and 
Mrs.  AVallace  embarked  for  New  Granada  on  the  11th  of 
January,  and  arrived  at  Bogota  on  the  19th  of  March.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  McLaren  were  the  onlj  missionaries  on  the  ground 
during  most  of  the  year. 

The  political  condition  of  the  country  continues  to  be 
greatly  disturbed.  The  civil  war  is  not  jet  ended,  and  it 
stands  much  in  the  way  of  efibrts  for  the  evangelization  of 
the  people.  Great  progress  has  been  made,  however,  by  this 
war  towards  religious  liberty,  and  with  the  success  of  the 
Liberals  the  prospects  of  missionary  labour  will  be  most  en- 
coui aging.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Conservative 
or  Jesuit  party  held  the  capital  of  the  country.  In  July, 
General  Mosquera,  after  a  severe  conflict,  gained  possession  of 
Bogota  and  the  reins  of  government.  Soon  afterwards  the 
Jesuit  priests  were  banished  from  New  Granada,  the  arch- 
bishop was  exiled,  and  the  monastic  orders  were  placed  under 
restrictions,  while  a  large  amount  of  mortmain  property  was 
seized  for  the  use  of  tlie  government.  This  is  not  the  place 
for  narrating  the  progress  of  events,  but  this  brief  statement 
will  show  how  greatly  the  best  interests  of  the  country  will 
be  advanced  by  the  triumph  of  the  Liberal  party. 

The  continued  study  of  the  Spanish  language  occupied 
much  of  Mr.  McLaren's  time,  and  his  proficiency  in  it  was 
such,  that  he  was  prepared  in  December  to  preach  to  the  people 
in  their  own  tongue,  and  he  had  made  arrangements  for  this 
purpose.  These  were  interrupted  by  a  serious  illness,  and  on 
his  recovery  the  disturbed  state  of  public  .affairs  rendei'ed 
further  delay  expedient.  He  has  prepared  a  Tract,  entitled 
£^l  Protestantismo,  or,  What  is  Protestantisrn,  which  came 
from  the  press  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It  may  be  ex- 
pected to  render  good  service  to  the  cause  of  religion,  but  for 
the  present,  Mr.  McLaren  deems  it  advisable  to  distribute  it 
only  in  a  quiet  way.  In  the  same  ma?)ner  copies  of  the  Scrip- 
tures are  put  into  circulation  ;  the  effort  to  keep  a  small  de- 
pository for  the  sale  of  the  Bible  and  religious  publications, 
in  the  hands  of  a  native  agent,  was  moderately  successful.  In 
existing  circumstances,  the  missionaries  will  embrace  oppor- 
tunities of  conversation  with  individuals,  and  of  placing  the 
Scriptures  in  the  hands  of  those  who  are  likely  to  prize  tliem; 
they  may  have  to  wait  for  more  settled  times  before  entering 
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fully  on  the  usual  kinds  of  missionary  work.  In  the  mean- 
time, A[r.  ^[cLaren  has  conducted  public  worshij)  in  Enolis.h, 
which  has  been  attended  with  encouragin*^  results.  An  ex- 
ani|)le  of  conversion  at  the  eleventh  hour  was  of  remarkable 
interest.  The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  adminis- 
tered in  Xoveniber  last,  when  a  church  was  constituted  con- 
sisting of  six  members  ;  it  was  expected  that  some  others  would 
be  received  at  the  next  communion. 

The  future  course  of  this  mission  seems  at  present  likely  to 
be  much  influenced  by  the  success  or  the  defeat  of  the  Liberal 
party  in  the  state  ;  not  much  encouragement  could  be  ex- 
pected, even  if  toleration  were  granted,  under  the  govern- 
ment if  controlled  by  Jesuit  counsels.  The  danger  now  ap- 
parently most  imminent  is  that  the  ignorant  masses  of  the 
people,  at  the  instigation  of  bigotted  priests,  may  be  excited 
to  a  fanatical  oj^position  to  the  Liberal  government.  If  this 
should  not  be  tlic  case,  it  would  still  seem  doubtful  whether  a 
settled  state  of  public  affairs  will  soon  be  witnessed  ;  but  there 
are  men  of  enlightened  views  in  the  country,  who  understand, 
its  evils,  and  who  understand  also,  in  some  degree,  their 
remedy.  Commercial  interests,  moreover,  will  always  advo- 
cate the  restoration  of  order  and  peace.  But  whatever  may 
be  the  issue  of  the  existing  troubles,  the  Church  of  Christ 
must  be  ready  to  enter  such  doors  as  ai"e  open,  and  to  make 
the  gospel  known  to  many  oi-  to  few,  as  oj>])ortunity  may  per- 
mit. The  leaven  of  gospel  truth  may  be  implanted  in  very 
limited  measure,  indeed  the  kingdom  of  God  does  not  often 
come  with  observation,  and  in  most  missionary  fields  the  mis- 
sionaries must  be  content  to  pursue  their  great  work  amongst 
small  congregations,  in  the  face  of  opposition  ;  but  they  pur- 
sue it  in  the  exercise  of  faith — knowing  that  in  tlie  end  suc- 
cess is  sure. 

MISSION  IN  BRAZIL. 

Rio  DE  Jankiro. — Rev.  Aslibel  G.  Sinionton,  Rev.  Alexander  L.  Blackford  and 
his  wife. — San  i\vLi,o. — Rev.  Francis  J.  C.  Schneider. 

This  mission  has  been  marked  with  tokens  of  the  favour  of 
God  during  the  last  year.  The  bi-ethren  have  enjoyed  good 
health,  and  have  been  engaged  in  their  work  M'ithout  inter- 
ruption. Their  number  has  been  increased  by  the  arrival  of 
Mr.  Schneider  on  the  7th  of  December.  His  station  at  San 
Paulo,  or  at  some  place  in  that  vicinity,  was  chosen  with  ref- 
erence to  the  settlements  of  German  immigrants  in  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  empire.  lie  will  be  able  at  once  to  seek  the 
salvation  of  these  neglected  people,  numy  of  Avhom  are  Pro- 
testants ;  but  he  will  learn  the  Portuguese  language  with  a 
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view  to  missionary  labours  amongst  tlie  Brazilians  as  his  main 
sphere  of  duty.  His  work  among  the  Germans  will  be  essen- 
tially missionary,  as  they  are  mostly  very  poor.  It  is  con- 
sidered a  matter  of  much  moment  that  they  should  be  brought 
under  the  power  of  the  gospel ;  their  habits  of  industry,  thi-ift, 
and  energy  will  give  them  great  influence  eventualh^  over  the 
less  enterprising  natives  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Blackford  has  not  yet  bad  time  to  learn  the  language 
of  the  country  thoroughly,  but  he  is  already  able  to  engage 
in  missionary  work.  "  With  the  double  purpose,"  it  is  stated 
in  the  report  of  the  mission,  "  of  making  more  rapid  progress 
in  the  Portuguese  language,  and  of  furthering  the  dissemina- 
tion of  the  Bible  and  Tracts,  he  took  a  journey  into  the  prov- 
ince of  Minas,  leaving  Rio  early  in  IS^ovember  last,  and  re- 
maining absent  a  couple  of  months.  He  met  personally  with 
kindness  on  the  part  of  the  people,  and  was  able  to  put  into 
circulation  a  number  of  Tracts  and  a  few  copies  of  the  Sacred 
Scriptures.  Perhaps  Minas  is  the  most  important  province  in 
the  empire,  partly  on  account  of  its  extent  and  natural  ad- 
vantages of  various  kinds,  but  principally  because  of  the  in- 
dustry and  energy  of  its  population.  Mr.  Blackford  saw, 
however,  many  proofs  of  the  slavish  subjection  of  the  people 
to  their  priests,  and  of  the  hostility  of  this  class  to  the  gospel 
of  the  grace  of  Christ."  These  men  are  described  as  feared, 
rather  than  respected  or  loved.  An  example  is  mentioned  of 
their  successful  opposition  a  few  years  ago  to  an  agent  of  the 
Bible  Society,  and  of  the  burning  of  Bibles  "  which  dared  to 
say  blasphemously  that  Jesus  Christ  was  the  Primogenito 
instead  of  the  Unigenito  of  Mary." 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  Mr.  Simonton  completed  the 
tour  in  the  southern  part  of  the  country,  which  was  referred 
to  in  the  last  Annual  lieport,  and  of  wliich  an  interesting  ac- 
count was  published  in  the  Record.  He  was  able  on  this 
journey  to  distribute  some  copies  of  the  Scriptures  and  to 
make  arrangements  for  their  further  circulation,  as  well  as  to 
acquire  valuable  information  for  the  use  of  the  mission. 
After  his  return  to  the  capital,  Mr.  Simonton  resumed  his 
work  of  religious  instruction  among  the  natives  as  opportunity 
permitted,  and  English  preaching  was  kept  up  by  the  breth- 
ren. The  number  of  persons  in  attendance  at  any  of  these 
services  was  never  large.  The  day  has  not  yet  come  when 
larffe  cone^reerations  can  be  collected  to  hear  the  preaching  of 
the  gospel,  but  some  doors  are  nevertheless  open  lor  declarmg 
the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  some  hearts  have  also  been 
opened  to  receive  the  love  of  the  truth  that  they  might  be 
saved.     The  brethren  say  in  their  report :

"On  the  12Hi  of  Jannarv,  the  Sal)bath  occnmng  at  the 
close  of  the  Concert  for  Prayer,  we  organized  a  mission 
churcli,  receiving  to  onr  communion  two  persons  on  profes- 
sion of  their  faith.  One  of  tliese  is  an  American  merchant, 
■whose  conversion  is  a  pleasing  token  of  God's  favour  upon 
our  Plnglisli  service  ;  and  the  other  is  a  young  man,  a  native 
of  Portugal,  hut  long  a  resident  of  Brazil,  who  gives  good 
promise  of  usefulness  in  bringing  others  of  his  countrymen  to 
the  faith  of  the  gospel.  .  .  .  One  or  two  othei'S  would  prob- 
ai)l_v  have  made  an  open  profession  of  their  faith,  had  they 
not  been  hindered  by  opposing  circumstances." 

The  missionaries  have  under  their  direction  a  colporteur, 
who  is  supported  by  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
Avhose  labours  have  been  useful.  They  speak  of  "a  wide  and 
inviting  held  of  usefulness  open  to  them  in  the  free  Press  of 
this  country,"  through  which  access  may  be  gained  to  the 
public  mind  ;  and  "  there  is  great  need  of  printing  and  circu- 
lating suitable  religious  Tracts,  and  of  creating  a  religious 
literature  in  the  Portuguese  language."  \Yith  a  better  know- 
ledge of  the  language,  and  a  lai-ger  supply  of  funds,  they  will 
be  able  to  do  their  part  in  this  province  of  Christian  duty. 

This  brief  statement  of  the  work  in  progress  and  in  con- 
templation, will  serve  to  show  that  there  is  in  Brazil  an  im- 
portant field  of  missionary  hibour.  This  is  the  opinion  of  the 
brethren  on  the  ground.  They  say,  "  We  feel  authorized  to 
speak  encouragingly  of  our  work.  The  experience  of  the 
past  year  may  be  said  to  have  solved,  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
all  reasonable  doubts  respecting  the  possibility  or  the  expe- 
diency of  missionary  labour  in  Brazil.  It  has  been  proved, 
greatly  to  our  joy,  that  the  liberal  Constitution  of  the  empire 
M-ill  receive  a  liberal  interpretation,  and  in  addition,  a  practi- 
cal enforcement  to  an  extent  that  augurs  well  for  the  future. 
Not  only  in  the  capital,  but  also  in  one  of  the  northern  prov- 
inces, where  a  most  estimable  missionary  [of  another  church] 
is  labouring,  the  people  are  being  familiarized  to  a  system  of 
religious  toleration  uncommonly  simj)le  and  broad  in  its  pro- 
visions.  AVhen  the  extent  of  the  emj^ire  and  the  stability  of 
its  government  are  recollected,  so  satisfactory  a  solution  of 
the  question  of  religious  freedom  is  of  encouragement." 

Tiiere  are  difficulties,  and  these  may  become  greater  than 
they  are  now,  in  the  presence  of  numerous  ecclesiastics  of  a 
fallen  church,  and  their  power  over  ignorant  people,  such  as 
constitute  the  greater  part  of  the  population  ;  and  perhaps 
still  more  in  the  general  prevalence  of  indifference  to  all 
matters  of  spiritual  and  eternal  concern.  The  ^od  of  this 
world  will  not  surrender  his  place  and  power  witliout  a  con- 
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test.  But  mightier  is  He  who  has  sent  forth  these  few  mis- 
sionaries than  all  the  powers  o^'  the  Evil  One,  and  his  king- 
dom shall  yet  be  established  over  all  this  vast  empire. 


LIBERIA   MISSION. 

Monrovia, — Kev.  Amos  Herring;  Mr.  B.  V.  R.  James,  teacher  of  the  English 
school;  Rev.  Edward  Blyden,  I'rincipal  of  tlie  Alexander  High  School;  Rev. 
Edwin  T.  Williams,  in  this  countrj'. 

Kentucky. — Rev.  H.  W.  Erskine ;  Mr,  James  Evans. 

Harrtsburg. — Simon  Harrison,  licentiate  preacher ;  F.  A.  Melville,  teacher  in 
native  boarding-school. 

Mount  Coffee. — Rev.  Armistead  Miller. 

SiNou. — Rev.  James  M,  Priest;  ilrs.  Mary  Parsons,  teacher. 

Settra  Kru. — Washington  McDonogh,  teacher.

Monrovia. — Mr.  Williams'  health  has  not  permitted  his  re- 
turn to  Liberia,  though  it  has  somewhat  improved.  Although 
his  connection  with  the  Board  is  still  continued,  he  is  at  no  ex- 
pense to  it.  His  former  labors  in  Africa  were  greatly  blessed, 
and  his  anxious  desire  is  to  return  and  resume  them. 

The  church  reports  no  addition  for  the  last  year — the  num- 
ber of  members  still  continuing  at  fifty-four.  The  sabbath- 
school  has  forty  scholars,  a  part  of  whom  are  the  re-caj^tured 
Africans, 

The  English  school,  taught  by  Mr.  James,  contains  sixty  pu- 
pils, and  is  reported  as  in  good  operation,  and  the  scholars 
making  respectable  progress. 

The  Alexander  High  School  has  been  conducted  with  the 
usual  efficiency.  As  mentioned  in  the  last  annual  report,  Mr. 
Blyden  was  allowed  a  few  months'  vacation,  during  which  he 
visited  England,  Scotland,  and  the  United  States.  The  school, 
in  the  meantime,  was  under  the  care  of  M.  M.  Witherspoon, 
a  former  pupil  of  the  school — a  good  classical  scholar,  with  a 
fair  knowledge  of  the  different  branches  of  mathematics.  The 
various  studies  have  been  pursued  with  the  usual  success — the 
number  of  scholars  varjnng  from  twelve  to  fifteen.  No  young 
men  in  any  institution  of  learning,  perhaps,  can  be  more  dil- 
igent in  their  studies  and  in  their  desire  to  obtain  a  thorough 
education.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  scholarships  induces 
those  who  are  so  privileged  to  make  the  best  use  of  their  ad- 
vantages. 

The  Kev.  Edward  W.  Blyden,  after  several  years'  service  as 
principal  of  the  Alexander  High  School,  resigned  his  connec- 
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tion  with  the  Board,  and  accepted  the  appouitmcnt  of  professor 
of  lanfjuages  in  the  Liberia  College— an  institution  located  in 
^[onrovia,  under  the  direction  of  an  incorporated  society  in 
Boston.  The  establishment  of  this  institution  in  Monrovia 
made  it  doubtful  whether  tlie  High  School  should  be  continued 
in  the  same  place.  "When  first  established,  Monrovia  was  the 
most  suitable  place  for  it;  but  the  advance  of  the  population 
and  the  increase  of  the  settlements  on  the  rich  lands  of  the  St. 
Paul's  River  make  a  change  of  place  desirable. 

In  view  of  procuring  a  more  suitable  location  for  the  institu- 
tion, and  especially  in  view  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  funds 
of  the  Board  being  sufficient  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of 
the  different  missions,  early  in  last  summer  it  was  decided  to 
suspend  the  operations  of  the  school  after  the  81st  of  Decem- 
ber. It  is  now  believed  that  the  funds  of  the  Board  will  jus- 
tify the  continuance  of  this  important  agency ;  and  early  in 
April  it  was  decided  to  open  the  school  as  heretofore.  In 
the  meantime,  measures  will  be  taken,  as  the  way  may  open,  for 
carrying  out  the  contemplated  changes.  This  wil.l  cause  no  loss 
of  property  to  the  Board.  The  large  school-house  in  Monrovia 
for  a  number  of  years  past  has  been  occupied  by  the  English 
school,  for  which  it  is  well  suited — a  smaller  building  being 
found  sufficient  for  the  high  school. 

This  institution,  though  struggling  with  many  difficulties, 
has  already  been  a  great  blessing  to  Liberia.  Some  of  these 
difficulties  will  not  again  occur;  for  qualified  teachers  can  now 
be  obtained,  as  they  have  been  for  some  years  past,  from  its 
former  pupils.  This  school  has  already  furnished  some  of  the 
best  officers  of  the  civil  government.  Two  of  its  pupils  are  in 
the  ministry,  and  others  are  preparing  for  the  same  important 
office.  It  has  furnished  qualified  and  Christian  teachers  for 
our  own  schools,  and,  to  some  extent,  for  the  schools  of  other 
denominations. 

Kentucky. — Mr.  Erskine  has  three  places  of  preaching: 
Clay  Ashland,  Caldwell,  and  Congo  town.  The  native  villages 
in  reach  of  his  labors  are  also  frequently  visited.  No  additions 
to  the  church  are  reported.  At  Clay  Ashland  there  was  serious- 
ness, two  applications  for  church  privileges,  and  a  general  at- 
tendance. At  the  communion  season,  large  numbers  of  the  re- 
captured Africans  were  present  at  nearly  all  the  meetings.  A 
great  many  inquiries  were  made  b}'  them  as  to  the  meaning  of 
the  sacrament,  which  of  course  was  explained  to  them.  These 
re-captives  are  reported  as  fast  acquiring  the  habits  and  customs 
of  civilized  life.  They  are  seen  in  the  churches  and  sabbath- 
schools,  well-clothed,  and  intent  on  acquiring  a  knowledge  of 
letters. 
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The  school  was  taught  the  first  half  of  the  year  by  George 
M.  Erskine,  a  pupil  of  the  Alexander  High  School.  He  then 
received  a  free  scholarship  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
Scotland.  The  school  is  now  taught  by  Jaines  Eden,  also  a 
pupil  of  the  High  School.  It  is  reported  to  be  full,  although 
the  number  of  scholars  is  not  stated.  The  good  behavior  and 
progress  of  the  scholars  are  noticed  with  approbation,  both  by 
Mr.  Erskine  and  Mr.  James. 

Harrisburg. — There  is  a  small  church  here,  to  which  Mr. 
Harrison  preaches  statedly,  and  with  which  is  connected  a  large 
sabbath-school,  taught  by  Mr.  Harrison  and  F.  A.  Melville,  a 
former  pupil  of  the  Pligh  School.  The  boarding-school,  con- 
sisting of  twenty  boys  from  the  native  villages  and  twelve 
boys  of  the  re-captured  Africans,  has  been  continued  through 
the  year :  Mr.  Melville  has  the  entire  instruction  of  these  boys. 
Having  a  new  language  to  learn,  their  progress  in  education 
cannot  be  very  rapid,  at  first;  but  they  form  an  interesting 
class  of  boys,  and  are  well-behaved  and  obedient.  The  African 
races  are  noted  for  the  facility  with  which  they  learn  the  En- 
glish language.  A  few  years  of  such  training  and  instruction 
as  they  receive  will  give  each  of  them  a  plain  education  and 
habits  of  industry,  which  will  fit  them  for  the  privileges  in  store 
for  them  as  citizens  of  a  free  and  civilized  community. 

SiNOU. — This  is  one  of  the  principal  settlements  of  Liberia. 
It  is  about  one  liundred  miles  south-east  from  Monrovia,  con- 
tains from  four  to  five  hundred  inhabitants,  with  a  large  native 
and  friendly  population. 

The  church  is  reported  as  neither  increasing  nor  diminishing, 
though  the  attendance  is  regular,  and  the  sabbath-school  well 
kept  up  in  numbers  and  attendance. 

Mrs.  Parsons'  school  is  larger  than  usual,  on  account  of  some 
other  schools  being  suspended.  It  numbers  forty-nine,  includ- 
ing two  girls  of  the  re-captured  Africans. 

Settra  Kru. — The  small  native  boarding-school  at  this  sta- 
tion is  still  kept  up,  though  often  with  much  embarrassment, 
on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  reaching  it  with  the  usual  and 
necessary  supplies.  It  lies  between  Sinou  and  Cape  Palmas, 
and  is  settled  mostly  by  the  Kroos :  hence,  few  ships  stop  at 
this  point  on  the  coast,  and  the  native  trade  is  small.  These 
natives  have  a  high  regard  for  Mr.  McDonogh.  They  claim^ 
him  as  their  judge  to  settle  the  disputes  among  themselves,  and 
to  aid  them  should  they  be  oppressed  by  others.  The  school, 
at  the  last  account,  had  fourteen  children,  four  of  whom  were 
Congos.     Feeble  as  the  agency  has  been  at  this  station,  it  has 
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not  been  without  fruit.  The  habits  of  the  people  arc  partially 
civilizeil,  and  there  has  been  much  knowledge  of  gospel  truth 
made  known  to  both  the  young  and  the  old. 

Mount  Coffee. — ^This  station  is  about  fifty  miles  east  of 
Monrovia.  The  situation  is  deemed  the  best  for  health  of  any 
in  Liberia.  Mr.  Miller,  with  much  labor,  has  finished  the 
buihlings,  and  his  family  is  now  residing  at  the  station.  The 
buildings  are  well  adapted  for  the  work  of  the  mission;  and 
although  they  cost  more  than  was  expected,  the  improvements 
will  be  needed  in  carrying  forward  the  necessary  work.  Mr. 
!Nfackey  and  Mr.  James,  who  visited  the  station,  report  the  loca- 
tion as  being  most  suitable.  A  number  of  villages  of  the  Golah 
tribe  are  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  Tiiey  are  pleased  with  the 
prospect  of  having  their  children  educated. 

Four  of  the  re-captured  Africans  are  in  Mr.  Miller's  family 
receiving  instruction.  Ten  orphan  children,  whose  parents 
were,  either  one  or  both,  American  born,  are  extremely  anxious 
to  come  to  the  mission  school.  Also  sixteen  from  native  families 
are  equally  desirous  to  be  received.  The  impression  prevailed 
that  a  manual  labor  school  was  to  be  established,  and  all  these 
expressed  their  willingness  to  work  on  the  farm  for  their  sup- 
port. When  the  farm  is  opened  there  is  no  doubt  but  an  effi- 
cient boarding-school  could  be  sustained  at  a  comparatively 
small  expense. 

Mr,  Miller  has  regular  service  in  English,  on  the  Sabbath 
forenoon,  at  the  mission  station,  at  which  a  number  of  the  na- 
tives attend,  although  their  attendance  is  not  very  regular.  In 
the  afternoon  he  visits  some  of  the  adjacent  villages,  and 
preaches  through  an  interpreter.  The  attendance  is  various, 
and  generally  the  attention  is  very  good. 

NiFFAU. — The  commencement  of  this  station,  situated  half- 
way between  Sinou  and  Cape  Palmas,  was  mentioned  in  the  last 
Annual  Keport.  At  first,  the  attendance  of  the  natives  at  re- 
ligious service  on  the  Sabbath  was  good,  between  two  and  three 
hundred  being  usually  present.  In  Januarv,  1861,  a  boarding- 
school,  with  twenty-four  scholars,  was  commenced.  In  March, 
the  school  was  reported  as  containing  twenty  scholars,  and  the 
aspect  of  the  field  as  still  hopeful.  In  April,  it  was  found  to  be 
very  difficult  to  keep  tiie  boys  in  the  school,  the  religious  ser- 
vices were  not  well  attended,  the  head  men  were  unwilling  to 
protect  the  property  of  the  mission,  and  no  redress  could  be 
obtained  for  articles  stolen. 

In  July,  these  brethren  made  a  tour  into  the  interior.  They 
found  the  country  very  populous,  the  inhabitants  kind  to  them, 
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but  most  profoundly  ignorant  of  divine  things.  It  was  their 
opinion,  that  for  a  hundred  miles  inland,  if  these  tribes  could  be 
reached,  the  field  of  missionary  labor  would  be  far  more  encour- 
aging than  among  the  tribes  on  the  coast. 

On  their  return,  thej  found  their  prospects  still  more  discour- 
aging and  embarrassing.  They  describe  the  natiyes  as  outlaws, 
thieyes  and  robbers — fraudulent,  perfidious  and  avaricious ;  and 
that  even  the  traders  cannot  live  among  them,  and  seldom  call 
at  the  settlement.  Later  accounts  stated  that  not  a  single  head- 
man was  friendly  to  them  or  to  their  work,  and  that  the  chil- 
dren were  all  taken  away  from  the  school ;  that  the  health  of 
Mr.  James  Amos  had  for  months  been  saifering  with  fever,  and 
the  health  of  Mr,  Thomas  Amos  was  suffering  also ;  that,  in 
this  state  of  things,  they  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was 
best  to  suspend  all  further  effort  at  that  station  for  the  space  of 
two  3'ears. 

In  these  circumstances,  the  Committee  authorized  the  return 
of  Mr.  James  Amos,  on  account  of  his  health.  The}^  advised 
that  a  further  trial  be  made  of  the  mission  under  the  charge  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Amos,  assisted  by  a  competent  teacher  from  Mon- 
rovia, one  of  the  former  scholars  of  the  Alexander  high  school. 

CORISCO    MISSION. 

Es'ANGASiMBA. — Rev.  James  L.  Mackey  ami  Mr?.  Mackey ;  Charles  L.  Loomis, 
M.  D.,  licentiate  preaelier,  in  this  country  ;  Rev.  Robert  H.  2vas?au,  M.  D.,  Miss 
Mary  C.  Latta,  and  Mrs.  G.  McQueen,  widow  of  the  Rev.  George  McQueen,  Jr., 
formerly  of  this  mission. 

Ugovi — Rev.  Cornelius  De  Heer. 

Alongo. — Rev.  William  Clemens ;  Mrs.  Clemens,  in  this  country ;  Rev.  Wal- 
ter H.  Clarke;  Mrs.  Clarke,  in  this  country. 

Out-stations. —  Cape  Exteriax — Andeke  Inenji,  licentiate  preaclier;  llovi 
Island — Ibio  Ikenge,  licentiate  preacher;  Komhe — Belevi,  Bible  reader;  Jlavica, 
— Native  teacher  ;    Ulembana, — Native  teacher. 

Some  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  force  of  this  mission 
during  the  past  year.  On  the  12th  of  May  the  Eev.  Thomas 
S.  Ogden  was  removed  by  death,  and  his  wife  and  child  some 
months  afterwards  returned  to  this  country.  On  the  20th  of 
August,  Mrs.  E.  II.  Loomis  was  also  removed  by  death,  and 
her  husband,  the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Loomis,  M.  D.,  on  account  of 
want  of  health,  returned  to  this  country  in  November.  On  the 
1st  of  January,  Miss  Maria  M.  Jackson  was  united  in  marriage 
to  the  Eev.  Walter  H.  Clarke,  of  the  Gaboon  mission  of  the 
American  Board.  Mr.  Clarke  has  since  been  appointed  a  mis- 
sionary of  the  Board  at  Corisco.  Mrs.  Clarke,  on  account  of 
the  want  of  health,  returned  to  this  country  for  a  season  in 
November.     On  the  2d  of  July   the  Rev.  James  L.  Mackey, 
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Mrs.  Mackey,  the  Rev.  Robert  H.  Nassau  and  Mrs.  G.  McQueen 
sailed  for  Corisco,  where  they  arrived  on  the  1st  of  September. 

EvANGASiMBA. — As  stated  in  the  last  report  there  is  but  one 
church  organization  on  the  island,  and  the  communion  is  cele- 
brated at  this  station.  At  the  other  stations  religious  services 
are  maintained,  but  here  the  missionaries  and  native  Christians, 
from  all  the  stations  meet  together  once  in  three  months  for 
commemorating  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  other 
religious  exercises,  and  at  these  seasons  the  attendance  is  large, 
filling  to  overflowing  the  largest  chapel. 

Embracing  all  the  stations,  nineteen  adults  have  been  receiv- 
ed into  the  church  on  profession  of  their  fiith  and  baptism. 
Two  have  been  restored  who  were  under  suspension.  Three 
infants  have  been  baptised.  Two  persons  have  been  excom- 
municated, and  ten  have  been  suspended  from  church  privi- 
leges. Whole  number  of  church  members,  adults,  eighty-two, 
of  whom  seventy-five  are  natives;  irifimts,  nine.  In  Sai3bath 
schools  one  hundred  and  sixty.  Sums  contributed  to  the  Boards 
of  the  Church  $150,  and  to  miscellaneous  objects  $48.  The 
general  attendance  of  the  inhabitants  is  not  so  large,  nor  is 
there  the  same  evidence  of  an  active  work  of  grace  as  at  some 
previous  times.     Still  there  is  much  that  is  deeply  interesting 

at  the  different  stations,  and  much  to  encourage  the  laborers  in 
1    •       •    • 
their  missionary  work. 

At  this  station  there  has  been  preaching  twice  on  the  Sab- 
bath, and  generally  once  during  the  week,  besides  daily  morn- 
ing and  evening  services  at  the  two  dwellings  of  the  missiona- 
ries, accompanied  by  familiar  exposition  of  the  scriptures  ; 
these  services  are  well  attended  by  the  neighboring  people.  The 
native  converts  hold  a  weekly  prayer-meeting  by  themselves. 
The  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  sometimes  others  collect 
the  people  together  on  the  Sabbath  for  exhortation  and  prayer. 
The  Sabbath-school,  with  the  exception  of  three  Sabbaths,  has 
been  regularly  sustained,  the  number  of  scholars  varying  from 
thirty  to  sixty- five,  ages  from  six  years  to  sixty.  Two^  bible 
classes  have  been  formed  of  those  who  can  read.  A  class  of 
inquirers  meet  at  the  close  of  the  Sabbath-school.  Two  can- 
didates for  the  ministry,  and  three  native  assistants  for  the  main 
land,  besides  a  few  other  promising  youth,  receive  special  in- 
structions from  one  of  the  missionaries. 

The  female  boarding-school  contains  twenty-four  pupils.  It 
is  justly  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  important  agencies  of  the 
mission.  There  has  always  been  much  difficulty  in  obtaining 
female  pupils,  though  the  difficulty  is  less  now  than  formerly. 
All  the  habits,  prejudices  and  superstition  of  the  people  were 
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against  any  instruction  being  given  to  females.  The  religious 
training  of  the  pupils,  as  in  all  the  mission  schools,  is  of 
course  carefully  attended  to.  Besides  the  common  school 
lessons,  they  are  taught  sewing  and  other  domestic  duties. 
!Mr.  Nassau  has  now  the  general  superintendence  of  the  school. 
Miss  Latta  has  labored  with  much  patience  and  ability  in  their 
instruction,  and  with  much  success,  ^[rs.  McQueen  has  the 
general  charge  of  the  indoor  work,  and  assists  in  the  care  of 
the  girls  when  out  of  school. 

The  labors  of  Dr.  Loomis  as  a  physician,  in  the  absence  of 
Mr.  Mackey,  were  found  to  be  most  important.  Among  the 
people  there  was  an  unusual  amount  of  suffering.  Maladies  of 
a  malignant  type  have  prevailed.  Their  frequent  wars  have 
furnished  many  gunshot  wounds,  and  severe  wounds  by  knives. 
Besides  there  were  thirty-two  cases  of  intermittent  fever,  re- 
mittent five,  malignant  five — two  of  which  proved  fatal.  These 
were  the  devoted  and  beloved  members  of  the  mission,  Mr. 
Ogden  and  Mrs.  Loomis. 

Ugovi. — This  station  is  on  the  south  side  of  the  Island,  and 
is  under  the  care  of  Mr.  De  Heer.  It  includes  a  chapel  for 
regular  preaching,  a  Sabbath- school,  and  a  boarding-school  for 
boys.  Religious  services  have  been  held  twice  every  Sabbath, 
Tiie  attendance  has  not  equalled  that  of  former  years,  the  aver- 
age number  being  sixty,  including  all  belonging  to  the  station. 
This  is  only  about  half  the  number  reported  last  year  as  the 
usual  attendance.  Three  meetings  for  prayer  and  instruction 
are  held  during  the  week,  and  a  female  prayer  meeting.  The 
Sabbath-school  is  attended  by  forty-seven  scholars,  old  and 
young.  After  the  Sabbath-school  a  meeting  is  held  for  a  class 
of  inquirers,  consisting  of  eight  members.  During  the  year 
four  were  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  church,  making  the 
number  of  members  at  this  station  eighteen.  Mr.  De  Heer  bears 
full  testimony  to  the  good  standing  and  careful  conduct  of  the 
native  converts,  although  they  were  exposed  to  many  tempta- 
tions. They  give  evidence  of  their  growing  in  grace,  and  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  Saviour,  and  are  regular  and  punctual  in 
their  attendance  on  all  the  religious  meetings. 

The  boarding-school  numbers  twenty-seven,  and  there  are 
besides  a  few  day  scholars.  Their  studies  are  the  same  as  stated 
in  the  last  Annual  Report.  Their  progress  in  learning,  and 
their  good  behaviour  are  specially  noticed.  Two  of  the  oklest 
scholars  are  members  of  the  church.  One  of  these  has  been 
employed  as  an  interpreter,  and  the  other  in  teaching,  and  both 
are  exerting  a  good  influence  on  the  other  scholars. 

Alongo. — This  station  is  on  the  north  side   of  the  Island, 
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under  the  care  of  Mr,  Clemens  and  Mr.  Clarke.  Their  mission- 
ary labors  are  substantially  similar  to  those  at  the  other  stations 
— preaching  the  gospel  to  the  people  around  them,  and  conduct- 
ing a  boarding-school  for  boj^s  belonging  to  the  tribes  on  the 
main  land,  with  the  view  of  raising  up  a  native  ministry  for  the 
benighted  regions  from  which  the  scholars  of  the  school  are 
received. 

Regular  preaching  of  the  gospel  has  been  maintained  through 
the  year.  The  congregations  have  very  much  diminished,  com- 
pared with  the  attendance  of  last  year.  There  are  between 
thirtj'  and  forty  living  at  the  station,  including  the  scholars  of 
the  school.  These  are  regular  in  their  attendance.  Of  those 
living  outside  of  the  station,  sometimes  as  man}^  as  forty  attend, 
but  often  a  less  number.  The  Sabbath- school  is  composed 
almost  exclusively  of  those  at  the  station. 

Without  the  agency  of  a  native  ministr}^  no  means  seemed 
to  be  practicaVjle  to  reach  the  tribes  on  the  main  land.  Hence 
the  plan  was  adopted  of  having  a  school  on  Corisco  composed 
of  children  and  youth  from  those  tribes.  From  infancy  the 
school  has  grown  to  be  a  centre  of  interest  to  those  around  the 
mission.  Whilst  the  tribes  on  the  main  land  have  shown  no 
signs  of  distrusting  the  missionaries,  to  whom  they  have  com- 
mitted their  children  for  instructions,  the  people  on  the  Island 
have  never  withdrawn  their  protection.  This  is  the  more  remark- 
able, as  they  have  several  times  been  at  war  with  tribes  whose 
children  were  in  the  school. 

The  school  proper  contains  twentj^-five  scholars.  Of  these 
sixteen  have  been  two  years  in  the  school,  and  nine  have  been 
four  years.  There  have  also  been  six  irregulars,  making  in  all 
thirty-one  under  instruction,  from  six  different  tribes,  including 
the  Benga.  The  first  class  of  sixteen  have  advanced  in  the 
elementary  branches  to  the  English  Readers,  and  the  English 
New  Testament,  and  in  Benga  to  the  gospel  by  Matthew  and 
the  Shorter  Catechism.  A  part  of  this  class  memorise  a  verse 
daily  in  the  English  Testament,  and  several  are  taking  their 
first  lessons  in  penmanship.  Two  of  this  class  are  members  of 
the  church. 

Of  the  second  class,  who  have  been  five  years  in  school, 
three  have  been  employed  as  assistant  teachers,  one  is  a  candi- 
date for  the  ministry  under  the  care  of  the  presbytery,  and 
three  are  assisting  in  translations.  The  secular  studies  of  the 
class  have  been  philosophy,  astronomy  and  composition.  Seven 
are  members  of  the  church,  three  of  whom  were  received 
during  the  year. 

The  six  irregulars  are  young  men  who  designed  to  devote 
themselves  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  as  Bible  readers.     Two

have  discontinued  their  studies,  and  one  is  temporarily  absent. 
Two  of  the  others  are  from  the  Kombe  tribe,  and  one  from  the 
Benga.  These  are  educated  in  the  vernacuhar  merely.  The  two 
from  the  Kombe  tribe  have  already  spent  six  months  on  the 
Muni  river:  one  among  the  Mbikos,  forty-five  miles,  and  the 
other  near  the  mountains,  cightj'-five  miles  distant  from  Corisco. 
Africa  is  the  land  of  the  colored  race,  and  they  must  bear  the 
lamp  of  life  to  their  kindred.  The  two  here  mentioned  are  pre- 
paring to  return  to  their  respective  fields,  to  give  themselves 
permanently  to  their  work. 

Out-stations. — The  Island  of  Ilovi  is  near  the  main  land, 
in  the  bay  of  Corisco.  The  labors  of  Ibio  have  been  continued 
during  the  year,  and  he  has  retained  the  fall  confidence  of  the 
people  of  this  island.  Cape  Isterias  is  on  the  main  land  south 
of  Corisco.  The  inhabitants  there  have  given  a  cordial  invita- 
tion to  Andeke  to  labor  among  them,  and  the  church  of  Corisco 
have  engaged  to  furnish  his  support  as  their  missionary.  The 
work  on  the  main  land  at  these  out-stations  is  exceedingly  in- 
teresting and  full  of  promise  to  these  dark  and  benighted  re- 
gions. In  October  last,  ^fr.  Clemens  wrote:  "Our  work  has 
greatly  enlarged  among  the  natives  living  on  the  main  land. 
This  is  a  part  of  the  work  which  greatly  rejoices  our  hearts — not 
so  much  for  what  has  been  already  done,  as  in  the  preparation 
for  occupying  the  field  in  future.  One  licentiate  of  our  presby- 
tery now  resides  permanently  on  the  Island  of  Ilobi,  and  breaks 
the  bread  of  life  to  his  countrymen.  lie  has  spent  some  time 
in  building  a  house,  on  ground  purchased  by  the  mission,  at  a 
cost  of  $14.45.  One  precious  soul  has  already  been  gathered 
from  his  field.  A  Bible-reader  has  been  living  in  the  Kombe 
tribe,  north  of  Corisco.  His  aim  is  to  read  and  explain  the 
sacred  page  according  to  his  humble  ability.  The  Lord  has 
graciously  been  present  with  him,  though  none  have  yet  been 
received  into  the  church — he  being  too  far  separated  to  attend 
with  his  candidates  at  the  church  on  Corisco.  He  has  likewise 
completed  a  bamboo  house,  at  the  small  expen.se  of  $15.52, 

sufficiently  large  to  hold  his   congregation There  are 

others  also  ready  to  be  sent  out  to  gather  souls  to  the  kingdom 
of  God.  These  young  laborers  take  up  their  cross  for  Christ's 
sake,  for  there  are  perils  among  the  heathen  ;  yet,  with  the  love 
of  Christ  sustaining  them,  they  are  willing  to  give  themselves 
to  the  work.  ...  As  a  mission,  we  are  endeavoring  to  place 
these  laborers  at  suitable  intervals  among  the  tribes.  As  far  as 
our  explorations  have  extended,  little  opposition  is  anticipated 
from  the  heathen.  The  country,  with  its  unhealthy  climate, 
still  spreads  out  before  the  heralds  of  the  Cross.     But  the  glo- 
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rious  gospel  of  the  Son  of  God  sliall  triumph ;  for  the  oath  of 
the  everlasting  God  stands  pledged  for  its  fulfihnent :  ^'■And  in 
thy  seed  shall  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  he  llessedy  As  late  as 
December  last,  Mr.  Mackey  wrote:  "Our  work  on  the  main 
land  assumes  more  and  more  interest.  Our  little  church  has 
undertaken  to  support  Andeke,  one  of  our  licentiates  on  the 
main  land.  He  has  been  a  week  or  two  at  Cape  Esterias,  and 
was  warmly  welcomed  by  the  people.  The}^  expressed  great 
desire  to  have  him  stay  among  them,  and  he  will  most  likely 
be  sent  there  by  the  presbytery.  At  Kombe,  forty-five  miles 
north  of  Corisco,  we  have  Belevi,  not  yet  licensed,  but  a  Bible 
reader.  He  has  great  ability  as  a  speaker,  and  his  labours,  in 
holding  pra3^er  meetings  and  exhorting  the  people,  have  been 
greatly  blessed.  Pie  has  a  class  of  incpiirers  numbering  twelve. 
Mr.  Clemens  has  been  twice  to  see  him,  within  a  few  months 
past ;  and  he  and  I  expect  to  go  together,  in  a  few  days,  to  ex- 
amine several  of  the  inquirers  with  reference  to  their  baptism." 

The  proposed  visit  to  Kombe  of  these  two  brethren,  accom- 
panied by  two  of  the  elders  and  some  members  of  the  church 
of  Corisco,  the  former  as  a  committee  of  the  session,  took  place 
in  January.  A  full  account  of  this  visit  is  given  in  the  inter- 
esting journal  (jf  ]\rr.  Mackey,  published  in  the  Home  and  For- 
eign litcord,  of  May.  They  were  most  cordially  received  by 
the  community,  and  spent  several  daj'S  in  preaching  and  other 
religious  services  among  the  people.  The  inquirers  were  most 
carefully  examined,  and  six  of  them  were  received  into  the 
communion  of  the  church.  The  audience  on  the  Sabbath  was 
large,  and  all  appeared  to  be  deeply  interested.  After  sermon, 
these  six  young  men  were  baptized,  and  sat  down  with  the 
brethren  from  Corisco  at  the  table  of  the  Lord. 

In  view  of  such  tokens  of  the  Divine  presence,  let  the  people 
of  God,  in  their  churches  at  home,  praise  the  Lord  for  his  won- 
derful grace  to  those  hitherto  sitting  in  the  region  and  shadow 
of  death  ;  and  let  them  not  cease  to  pray  that  these  native  con- 
verts may  be  preserved  blameless  in  the  midst  of  the  surround- 
ing heathenism,  and  that  even  there  they  may  be  as  lights  shin- 
ing in  a  dark  place,  in  this  benighted  land. 


LODIANA  MISSION.

Rev.  Messrs.  Levi  Janvier,  D.  D., 
and  Adolph  Rudolpli  and  their  wives ;  Mr.  Reese  Thackwell,  licentiate  jireacher 
and  teacher,  and  his  wife  ;  Miss  Catharine  L.  Beatty,  teaclier  ;  native  Christian 
assistants — two  Scripture  readers.

Roorkhee:  20  miles  south-east  of  Saharun|air;  mission  staticm  commenced, 
1856;  missionary  labourers,  Rev.  Joseph  Caldwell  and  his  wife;  native  Chris- 
tian assistants — one  catechist,  and  one  Scripture  reader. 

Mor- 
rison.

Agra:  on  the  river  Jumna,  798  miles  north-west  of  Calcutta;  mission  station 
commenced,  1846  ;  missionarj'  labourers.  Rev.  Joseph  Owen  and  las  wife  ;  native 
Christian  assistant — one  catechist. 

Myxpl'rie:  80  miles  east  of  Agra;  mission  station  conmienced,  1843;  mis- 
sionary labourers.  Rev.  Augustus  Brodliead  and  his  wife  ;  native  Christian  assis- 
tants— one  catechist,  one  teaclier,  one  Scripture  reader. 

Futtehglrh:  on  the  Ganj^es,  713  miles  north-west  of  Calcutta;  mis.sion  sta- 
tion commenced,  1838;  missionary  labourers.  Rev.  Messrs.  James  L.  Scott, 
Julius  F.  Ullmann  and  Robert  S.  Fullerton  and  their  wives ;  native  L  hristiau 
assistants — five  catechists,  ten  teachers,  of  whom  four  are  females,  two  Scripture 
readers,  and  two  probationers. 

Fitteiu'ore:  587  miles  north -west  of  Calcutta;  mission  station  commenced, 
1853;  missionary  labourers.  Rev.  William  F.  Johnson  and  his  wife;  native 
Christian  assistants — two  catechists,  two  teachers,  and  two  Scripture  readers. 

Allahabad  :  at  the  junction  of  the  Ganpjes  and  Jumna,  500  miles  north-west 
of  Calcutta;  mission  station  commenced,  1836;  missionary  labourers,  Rev. 
Messrs.  John  J.  Walsh,  and  Benjamin  1).  Wikotf,  and  tlieir  wives:  native  Chris- 
tian assistants — two  catechists,  one  teacher,  and  one  Scripture  reader. 

*  Names  of  missionary  labourers  printed  in  iUilic  denote  natives  of  tiic  country. 
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The  list  of  missionary  labourers  is  nearly  the  same  as  was 
reported  last  year.  One  name  is  no  longer  found  on  the  roll, 
that  of  the  Kev.  Gopeenath  Nundy,  who  was  removed  by  death, 
after  a  short  illness,  on  the  1-ith  of  March,  1861.  lie  had  been 
connected  with  the  mission  for  more  than  twenty  years ;  first 
as  a  teacher,  and  since  1846  as  an  ordained  minister.  The  Com- 
mittee need  not  give  a  history  of  his  labours,  which  have  been 
described  in  their  former  reports,  but  they  would  pay  their  cor- 
dial tribute  to  his  memory,  as  an  able  and  faithful  minister  of 
the  gospel,  and  one  whose  labours  for  tlie  salvation  of  his  coun- 
trj'men  were  marked  with  the  blessing  of  God.  He  has  en- 
tered into  his  rest,  and  his  works  do  follow  him.  The  Eev.  R. 
M.  Munnis  has  removed  from  Ambala,  and  engaged  in  mis- 
sionary and  educational  work  supported  by  the  rajah  of  Kapur- 
thala,  having  his  sphere  of  labour  in  districts  belonging  to  the 
rajah  in  the  province  of  Oude.  Messrs.  Morrison  and  Barnes, 
and  Mrs.  Barnes,  arrived  in  this  country,  the  latter  in  August, 
the  former  in  October  last,  and  they  have  received  benefit  from 
the  voyage  and  change  of  climate.  They  both  hope  to  return 
to  India.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Janvier  embarked  on  their  return  to 
their  missionary  work,  in  October,  and  arrived  at  Calcutta  in 
January.  They  were  accompanied  by  Miss  Catharine  L.  Beat- 
ty,  an  esteemed  member  of  the  Third  Presbyterian  Church, 
Trenton,  X.  J.,  who  goes  to  India  as  a  teacher,  having  her 
home  in  the  family  of  the  friends  with  whom  she  went  out. 
Another  lady  joined  the  missionary  company  last  year,  Miss 
Wigfall,  an  esteemed  member  of  the  church  of  Abington, 
Penn.,  as  the  wife  of  Dr.  John  Newton,  Jr.  On  the  death  of 
Mr.  Nundy,  Mr.  Johnson  was  requested  by  the  brethren  to 
take  charge  of  the  station  of  Futtehpore.  Several  cases  of 
sickness  occurred,  making  it  necessary  for  some  of  the  mission- 
aries to  visit  the  hills  during  the  hot  months  ;  and  Mr.  Walsh 
was  compelled  to  go  down  to  the  Sand  Heads,  the  pilot  station 
of  Calcutta,  in  the  hope  of  becoming  free  from  repeated  attacks 
of  fever.     In  all  these  instances,  benefit  was  gained. 

The  Committee  watch  with  deep  interest  the  native  mission- 
ary labourers  in  this  country.  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that 
the  number  of  these  labourers  should  be  largely  increased,  but 
the  Church  should  be  grateful  for  those  who  have  been  obtain- 
ed, and  for  their  promise  of  usefulness.  In  their  qualifications 
for  the  work  of  evangelization,  there  is  no  doubt  need  of  a 
higher  degree  of  progress.  Both  of  these  points  should  be  re- 
membered in  the  prayers  of  the  churches ;  they  are  both  mat- 
ters of  deep  interest  to  the  spread  of  the  gospel  in  India. 

In  these  missions  the  work  of  our  brethren  has  been  steadily 
prosecuted,  as  in  former  years.  Preaching  the  gospel,  in  stated 
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services  on  the  Sabbath  and  during  the  vreek,  by  the  missiona- 
ries and  by  their  native  assistants,  stands  foremost  amongst  their 
labours  ;  and  at  times  and  places  reducible  to  no  stated  order, 
this  main  work  is  also  performed — often  on  journeys  made  for 
this  purpose.  At  most  of  the  stations  there  are  schools,  in 
•which  instruction  is  given  to  the  scholars  in  the  ordinary 
branches  of  education,  but  mostly  in  its  lower  or  primary  stu- 
dies ;  and  this  instruction  is  carefully  leavened  with  gospel  truth. 
The  translation  of  the  Scriptures  and  the  preparation  of  Chris- 
tian tracts,  occupies  the  time  in  greater  or  less  degree  of  some  of 
the  missionaries  ;  the  circulation  of  these  issues  of  the  Press,  by 
colportage  and  in  other  ways,  is  not  neglected.  Ministering  to 
the  wants  of  the  poor,  through  the  liberal  charity  of  European 
friends,  has  received  attention ;  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  a 
terrible  famine  in  large  districts  of  Upper  India,  this  service 
required  much  time  and  labour,  and  accomplished  great  good 
in  many  ways. 

The  Committee  refer  for  satisfactory  and  interesting  particu- 
lars of  these  varied  labours  to  the  reports  of  the  stations,  so  far 
as  received,  as  published  in  the  periodicals  of  the  Board.  They 
will  only  enumerate  here  some  statistical  returns  of  the  churches 
and  schools,  and  follow  these  with  brief  notices  of  the  stations. 

Chiirches. 
The  number  of  communicants  was  reduced  by  death  in  a  few 
cases;  by  several  removals,  particularly  from  Futtehpore  ;  and 
by  the  exercise  of  discipline  in  some  instances ;  and  the  num- 
ber of  persons  added  to  the  church  on  a  profession  of  their 
faith  was  not  large,  indeed  at  several  stations  no  converts  were 
baptised.  At  a  few  stations,  however,  hopeful  converts  were 
received — at  Lodiana,  two;  Ambala,  five;  Eoorkhee,  two;  Fut- 
tehgurh,  ten  ;  and  Allahabad,  four.     The  returns  now  stand:

Orphan  and  Girls'  Schools. 

The  orphan  schools  are  not  included  in  the  above  returns. 
In  these  the  scholars  are  supported  entirely  by  missionary 
funds,  of  which  a  considerable  portion,  in  some  cases  the  much 
greater  part,  is  given  by  European  friends  in  India.  At  Lo- 
diana, 25  girls  were  reported  last  year  in  the  orphan  school,— 
owing  to  the  famine  the  number  is  now  52  ;  at  Saharunpur,  the 
number  of  orphan  boys,  for  the  same  cause,  increased  from  10 
to  70,  but  some  died  from  the  effects  of  previous  starvation, 
and  a  few  ran  awa}',  leaving  54  at  the  end  of  the  year  ;  at 
Dehra  25  girls  are  reported  in  the  school  for  the  daughters  of 
native  Christians,  not  orphans,  but  all  excepting  four  boarded 
on  the  mission  premises,  at  the  expense  of  their  parents  ;  at 
^fynpurie,  9  <)rf)han  children;  at  Futtehgurh,  27  boys  and  11 
girls,  all  orphans;  at  Allahabad,  9  orphan  boys  and  girls, — mak- 
ing in  all  1S7.  The  parental  oversight  of*  these  orphans  de- 
volves on  the  missionaries  who  have  the  charge  of  these 
schools,  and  it  is  a  heavy  burden.  A  large  pecuniary  ex- 
])enditure  is  required  for  the  support  of  these  poor  chih 
dren,  which  has  been  provided  to  a  considerable  extent  by 
benevolent  persons  in  India.  It  is  remarkable  that  Provi- 
dence has  placed  so  many  of  the  Hindu  children  under  Chris- 
tian training — the  number  in  the  various  orphan  schools  in 
Upper  India  being  several  hundred,   and  the   Church  should 
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pray  that  many  of  these  scholars  may  become  qualified  for 
missionary  labour  among  their  own  people.  The  school  at  Dehra, 
for  the  daughters  of  native  Christians,  is  one  of  peculiar  inte- 
rest; in  some  respects  it  is  on  a  different  basis  from  the  other 
schools,  and  under  the  efficient  charge  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herron, 
it  has  been  attended  with  great  success.  It  is  based  on  the 
principle,  that  the  native  Christians  should  give  their  daughters 
the  advantage  of  an  education  not  inferior,  their  differing  cir- 
cumstans  being  considered,  to  that  enjoyed  by  boys  in  the 
mission  schools ;  and  they  are  taught  the  duty  of  defraying  the 
expense  of  this  education  as  far  as  practicable.  In  each  of  the 
girls'  schools  at  Dehra  and  Lodiana,  the  missionaries  have  ob- 
tained the  services  of  an  accomplished  European  teacher,  to 
whose  labours  much  of  the  efficiency  of  these  schools  is  at- 
tributed. In  the  schools  at  Futtehgurh,  under  Mrs.  Scott's 
charge,  115  of  the  scholars,  and  at  Futtehpore  25  more,  are  girls. 
In  a  country  where  the  education  of  women  is  so  generally 
neglected  and  even  opposed,  all  schools  for  girls  must  be  re- 
garded with  deep  interest.  It  is  a  decisive  mark  of  progress  in 
the  part  of  India  where  these  missions  are  established,  that 
such  schools  can  now  to  some  extent  be  maintained.  Nothing 
of  this  kind  could  have  been  planted  there  twenty  years  ago. 

Notices  of  Stations. 

The  Committee  add  to  these  returns  brief  notices  of  the  sta- 
tions, beginning  at  Peshawar  and  proceeding  to  the  other  sta- 
tions as  they  are  met  with  in  geographical  order. 

Peshawak. — This  city  is  occupied  for  the  present  as  afford- 
ing some  measure  of  access  to  the  Afghan  people.  Mr.  Loe- 
wenthal  is  still  the  only  missionary  of  the  Board  engaged  in 
the  Afghan  department  of  the  Lodiana  Mission.  The  report  of 
his  work  during  the  last  year  has  not  been  received.  He  is  still 
engaged  chiefly  in  translating  the  Scriptures  into  Pushto.  He 
had  nearly  completed  the  translation  of  the  New  Testament 
several  months  ago,  and  he  was  advised  to  proceed  with  that  of 
the  Old  Testament,  Mr.  Loewenthal's  gifts  fitting  him  for  this 
important  service.  The  Committee  consider  it  a  matter  of  mo- 
ment that  another  missionary  should  be  added  to  this  depart- 
ment of  the  mission.  The  Afghan  people  cannot  yet  be  gene- 
rally reached  by  missionaries,  but  opportunities  exist  for  making 
known  the  way  of  life  to  many  of  them,  and  the  door  may  soon 
be  opened  for  visiting  them  with  safety  in  their  own   country. 

Rawal  Pindi. — The  number  of  communicants  at  this  sta- 
tion was  diminished  by  removals,  while  there  were  no  members 
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added  to  the  church.  The  number  of  scholars  was  considerably 
increased.  Mr,  Orbison  spent  between  two  and  three  months 
at  Murree,  in  the  hills,  on  account  of  his  health  and  that  of  his 
family.  A  church  at  that  place  for  European  soldiers  and 
others  was  dedicated  and  services  conducted  in  it  by  him,  as 
well  as  among  the  natives  by  him  and  his  assistant.  In  the 
absence  of  Mr.  Morrison,  another  missionary  is  greatly  needed 
at  Rawal  Pindi. 

Lahor. — The  report  of  this  station  shows  that  besides  their 
daily  services  in  preaching  and  other  labours,  the  brethren  are 
carrying  forward  with  vigor  the  Christian  education  of  native 
3'outh.  After  giving  information  concerning  the  studies  of  each 
class  in  the  principal  school,  which  has  a  daily  attendance  of 
about  400,  the  report  adds,  "  This  school  affords  us  the  very 
best  opportunities  for  communicating  religious  instruction. 
Besides  the  instruction  given  in  the  classes,  the  whole  school  is 
assembled  every  day  for  worship,  when  a  portion  of  the  Bible 
is  read  and  explained,  and  prayer  in  the  vernacular  is  offered. 
It  would  seem  hardly  possible  for  any  pious  man  to  see  the 
school  assembled  to  hear  God's  word,  without  exclaiming,  as  a 
Christian  friend  did  a  few  days  ago,  '  AVhat  a  charge  !  What  a 
responsibilit}' !'  "  The  Committee  quote  this  striking  extract 
with  pleasure,  as  fairly  showing  the  religious  influence  exerted 
in  and  by  the  missionary  schools  generally.  They  are  glad  to 
observe,  also,  that  the  missionaries  enjoy  the  warm  co-operation 
of  European  friends  at  this  city  in  their  various  laboui's.  A 
special  example  of  this  will  be  referred  to  in  a  subsequent  part 
of  this  report. 

Jalandar. — No  report  has  been  received  from  this  station. 

Kapurthala. — The  missionary  operations  at  this  city  are 
supported  mainl}'  by  the  rajah  of  Kapurthala,  whose  two  sons, 
their  cousin,  and  two  sons  of  the  chief  minister,  are  under  Mr. 
Woodside's  instruction.  This  enlightened  prince  "  continues  to 
manifest  the  same  kind  interest  in  the  missionaries  and  their 
work  as  at  the  beginning."  lie  has  placed  $5000  at  their  dis- 
posal for  the  erection  of  a  church,  and  the  building  will  be 
constructed  under  tlie  highly  valued  and  gratuitous  superin- 
tendence of  a  gentleman  in  the  rajah's  service,  as  "  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Works."  A  Hospital  and  Dispensary  will  also 
be  erected  by  the  aid  of  a  bequest  of  $1600.  While  the  exter- 
nal circumstances  of  the  brethren  at  this  station  are  thus 
marked  with  favour,  they  desire  still  more  to  be  favoured  with 
the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  without  which  they  labour 
but  iu  vain. 
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LoDiANA. — From  this  station  no  report  has  been  received. 
In  their  letters  the  missionaries  mention  the  increase  of  girls  in 
the  orphan  school  from  twenty-five  to  fiftj-two,  and  speak 
warmly  of  the  valuable  services  of  a  teacher  obtained  from 
Germany.  Several  persons  are  referred  to  in  these  letters  as 
inquirers. 

.  The  Committee  regret  particularly  that  no  report  of  the 
printing  press  at  Lodiana  has  been  received.  That  it  has  been, 
kept  in  active  work  they  have  reason  to  believe ;  the  report  of 
the  station  at  Labor  mentions  that  Mr.  Newton  gave  "  much  of 
his  time  to  proof-reading,  and  both  of  the  missionaries  were 
engaged  in  revising  books  and  tracts  for  the  press."  An  addi- 
tional supply  of  type,  and  many  cuts  or  engravings  for  illus- 
trating school  books,  etc.,  were  sent  out  during  the  year,  the 
expense  being  defrayed  from  the  remaining  funds  received  for 
losses  at  this  city  during  the  mutiny. 

Ambala. — No  report  has  been  received  from  this  station. 
The  letters  of  the  missionaries  mentioned  the  peaceful  death  of  a 
member  of  the  church,  and  the  baptism  of  five  converts.  Warm 
commendation  is  expressed  of  the  native  catechist,  who  has 
long  maintained  an  exemplary  Christian  character,  and  who  is 
described  as  an  efficient  religious  teacher. 

Sabathu. — This  station  is  virtually  suspended  since  the  re- 
moval of  Mr.  Newton  to  Labor.  It  is  one  of  the  best  places 
from  which  to  reach  "the  hill  people."  The  comparatively 
sparse  population '  of  the  hills,  or  lower  Himala3\as,  and  the 
difficulty  of  visiting  the  people  in  their  mountain  hamlets  and 
gathering  them  together,  account  perhaps  sufiiciently  for  the 
fact  that  this  place  has  seldom  been  occupied  long  by  a  mission- 
ary. It  is  twenty-five  3' ears  since  it  was  first  occupied,  and  it  has 
witnessed  frequent  changes  of  labourers,  besides  being  left  at 
limes  without  any.  Under  such  cultivation,  much  fruit  could 
-hardly  be  expected.  It  is  not  surprising  that  missionaries 
should  feel  called  to  labour  chiefly  in  the  plains,  amongst  the 
•vastly  greater  population;  nevertheless,  it  is  much  to  be  re- 
gretted that  permanent  and  systematic  efforts  could  not  be 
■made  for  the  conversion  of  the  people  dwelling  in  the  hill 
states.  The  number  of  inhabitants  in  these  states,  between  the 
Sutlej  and  Nepal,  has  been  estimated  at  250,000. 

Saharunpur. — The  health  of  Dr.  Campbell  was  seriously 
affected  for  several  months,  but  a  residence  at  Landour  jn  the 
hills  during  the  hot  season  was  of  great  benefit  to  him.  The 
charge  of  this  station,  in  his  absence,  rested  on  the  .native  min- 
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ister,  Mr.  Wvlie,  and  was  very  satisfoctorily  fulfilled.  The 
marked  feature  of  the  year  was  the  large  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  orphan  boys,  as  already  reported.  This  orphan  school 
bas  been  the  means  of  bringing  forward  several  valuable  na- 
tive missionary  labourers ;  with  the  greater  number  of  its  schol- 
ars there  is  reason  to  hope  that  there  will  be  an  increase  of  its 
usefulness  in  this  respect. 

Dehra. — The  letters  of  Mr.  Herron  concerning  the  school 
for  the  daughters  of  native  Christians  have  contained  most  sat- 
isfactory accounts  of  this  school.  Its  success  has  depended 
largely  on  Mrs,  Ilerron's  ftiithful  labours,  assisted  by  an  esteemed 
and  competent  teacher  from  Scotland.  Suitable  buildings  for 
its  use  have  been  erected.  An  interesting  sketch,  of  this 
school  was  published  in  the  Foreign  Missionary  of  September. 
The  school  for  boys  has  an  increased  attendance.  The  peace- 
ful death  of  two  native  members  of  the  church  is  reported. 
It  was  expected  that  three  inquirers  would  soon  be  baptized, 

EooRKHEE. — Two  converts  admitted  to  the  church  by  Mr. 
Caldwell  were  Brahmans,  both  of  them  aged  men.  The  health 
of  Mr.  Caldwell  was  so  much  impaired  as  to  make  it  necessary 
for  him  to  spend  some  months  at  Landour — the  duties  of  the 
station  being  left  in  the  charge  of  the  native  catechist, 

Agra — No  report  has  been  received  from  this  station. 

Mynpurie, — More  than  one-third  of  the  scholars  belonf^  to 
the  Brahmanical  order,  a  foct  which  indicates  great  opposition 
to  the  Christian  religion  in  the  native  communit}^,  but  which 
also  shows  one  of  the  agencies  for  removing  this  opposition. 
Eight  orphan  children  were  received  during  the  famine,  whose 
support  is  provided  from  funds  obtained  in  India. 

FuTTEHGURir. — At  this  Station  a  new  dwelling  house  has 
been  erected  by  the  aid  of  funds  received  from  the  government 
for  the  destruction  of  property  in  the  late  mutiny.  The  vari- 
ous labours  of  the  brethren  have  been  attended  with  encour- 
agement, but  the  report  of  Mr.  Scott  is  the  only  one  that  has 
been  received.  lie  mentions  the  admission  of  ten  new  com- 
municants to  the  branch  of  the  church  under  his  care.  A  few 
eases  of  discipline  had  occurred.  The  number  of  scholars  in 
the  girls'  school  is  a  pleasing  feature  of  this  station  ;  Mrs,  Scott 
has  taken  a  warm  interest  in  these  schools,  which  owe  much  of 
their  success  to  her  efficient  supervision.  Mrs,  Fullerton  was 
compelled  to  spend  the  warm  months  with  her  children  at 
Landour.  Mr.  Fullerton  remaining  at  Futtehgurh.     At  none  of 
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tlie  stations  occupied  by  the  missionaries  from  this  country  was 
there  so  large  a  work  of  charity  performed,  during  the  late 
famine,  as  at  this  place,  imder  the  admirable  supervision  of 
Mr,  Ullmann.  An  account  of  this  labour  of  love  was  published 
in  the  Foreign  Missionary  of  November. 

FuTTEHPORE. — The  lamented  death  of  Mr.  Nundy,  and  the 
transfer  of  Mr,  Johnson  to  this  station,  have  been  already  stated. 
The  number  of  church  members  reported  is  not  so  large  as  last 
year.  Some  of  the  members  had  gone  to  other  stations,  but 
several  had  not  walked  according  to  their  profession,  and  had 
brought  reproach  on  the  Christian  name.  The  communicants 
now  at  this  place  enjoy  the  confidence  of  their  missionary 
friends. 

Allahabad. — Repeated  attacks  of  sickness  prevented  Mr. 
Walsh  from  fully  accomplishing  the  work  of  his  hand,  but 
the  general  condition  of  this  station  appears  to  be  satisfactory. 
The  school  is  well  attended  and  well  conducted.  Four  adult 
members  were  added  to  the  church  by  baptism,  A  venerable, 
aged  member  was  called  to  his  rest.  The  brethren  speak 
warmly  of  the  cordial  interest  of  the  Scotch  chaplain,  Mr. 
Williamson,  in  the  success  of  their  labours.  Through  his  in- 
fluence, in  a  good  degree,  liberal  donations  had  been  made  by 
European  friends  at  this  city  in  aid  of  the  school. 

Passing  from  these  brief  notices  of  the  stations,  the  Committee 
desire  to  record  here  their  warm  acknowledgment  of  the  co- 
operation of  European  friends  in  India  with  our  missionary 
brethren.  An  example  of  this  has  just  been  given  at  Allaha- 
bad ;  and,  as  in  former  years,  the  same  kind  and  Christian  feel- 
ing has  been  manifested  at  man}'-  of  the  stations.  At  Labor, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Sir  Robert  Montgomery,  prepared  a 
Minute  calling  upon  his  countrymen  to  make  up  whatever  defi- 
ciency might  occur  in  the  support  of  the  missions  from  this 
country,  in  this  time  of  our  national  distress.  Happily  our 
brethren  were  not  compelled  to  accept  this  truly  kind  and 
Christian  offer  of  assistance,  but  they  and  the  church  at  home, 
represented  by  them,  are  not  the  less  gratified  at  this  liberal 
purpose.  It  is  of  the  greater  interest,  because  it  shows  the 
appreciation  of  the  missionary  work  of  our  church  in  that 
part  of  the  world  by  Christian  men  of  the  highest  standing, 
who  are  themselves  witnesses  of  this  work.  It  is  indeed  their 
privilege  to  be  fellow  labourers  with  the  missionaries  and  with 
our  blessed  Lord  in  the  promotion  of  his  cause  and  kingdom 
in  India. 
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The  field  of  missionary  labour  in  the  part  of  India  extend- 
ing north-westward  from  Allahabad,  has  been  brought  })ronii- 
nently  before  the  Christian  Church  by  very  marked  j^rovidential 
events,  since  the  missions  of  the  Board  were  established  there 
in  183-1.  The  war  of  the  British  with  the  Afghans,  and  of  the 
Sikhs  with  the  British,  the  Sepoy  mutiny,  the  subjection  of  the 
Punjab  and  of  Oude  to  British  rule,  were  all  events  of  great 
moment,  and  such  as  have  resulted  in  widely  opening  the  door 
of  entrance  to  the  gospel.  The  number  of  ordained  mission- 
aries in  this  north-western  part  of  India,  in  1834,  was  but  four 
or  iive ;  now,  there  are  not  less  than  eighty.  Nearly  one-third 
of  these  are  connected  with  the  Board.  This  increase  of  labour- 
ers is  a  cause  of  thankfulness,  and  the  agencies  under  their 
direction  for  calling  forth  native  missionary  labourers  is  an- 
other cause  of  thankfulness.  Nothing  in  the  work  of  evangeli- 
zation in  India  is  more  vital  to  its  success  than  the  obtaining 
of  native  pastors  an^  evangelists;  Christianity  will  have  no 
sure  foothold  in  the  country  until  a  native  ministry  is  called 
into  existence  by  the  Head  of  the  Church.  Looking  to  the 
number  of  missionaries  employed  in  the  missions  of  the  Board, 
as  compared  with  the  number  employed  in  China, — a  country 
of  much  greater  population,  and  also  of  far  greater  missionary 
destitution, — or  as  compared  with  the  number  employed  in  some 
smaller  fields,  but  of  greater  relative  need  of  missionaries, 
and  considering  the  special  claims  of  the  Hindus  upon  the 
Christian  people  of  Great  Britain,  claims  which  are  fully  recog- 
nized, it  may  be  considered  inexpedient  to  aim  at  a  large  in- 
crease of  our  missionary  force  in  this  country.  This  view  may 
be  accepted  the  more  readily,  if  the  present  number  should  be 
considered  in  some  good  degree  adequate  to  the  work  of  calling 
forth  and  preparing  native  missionary  labourers.  But  these 
considerations  do  not  fully  determine  the  question  of  duty.  The 
door  peculiarly  opened  and  still  open,  the  past  history  of  these 
missions  and  the  events  which  have  marked  their  course  even 
from  the  beginning,  the  good  work  in  progress  calling  for  more 
men  by  its  advance,  the  feeble  and  uncertain  health  of  some 
of  the  brethren,  the  great  multitudes  still  unevangelized,  still 
perishing  for  lack  of  vision,  all  justify  the  sending  out  of  more 
labourers  to  this  field.  At  the  very  least,  the  present  stall"  of 
missionaries  should  be  maintained;  and  in  order  to  this,  new 
missionaries  should  be  sent  forth  at  an  early  day. 
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|tlissi0n  in  ^lam* 

Bangkok. — On  the  river  Meinam,  about  twenty  five  miles  from  its  moutli ; 
occupied  as  a  mission  station  in  1840  to  1844,  and  from  1847  to  the  present 
time ;  missionar}'  labourers — the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stephen  Mattoon,  Samuel  R. 
House,  M.  D.,  Noah  A.  McDonald,  Samuel  C.  George,  and  their  wives,  and  the 
Rev.  Jonathan  Wilson :  one  native  Christian  teacher. 

Petchaburi. — On  the  western  side  of  the  Gulf  of  Siam,  about  one  hundred 
miles  south-west  from  Bangkok;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in  18*il ;  mission- 
ary labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Daniel  McGilvary  and  Samuel  G.  McFarland  and 
their  wives. 

The  brethren  of  this  mission  in  making  their  annual  report 
on  the  1st  of  last  October,  were  permitted  to  speak  of  abun- 
dant reasons  of  thanksgiving.  Their  lives  and  health  had 
been  preserved,  a  new  station  had  been  commenced  under  most 
favourable  circumstances,  and  their  work  in  all  its  departments 
had  been  steadily  prosecuted  and  had  received  tokens  of  the 
blessing  of  God.  To  these  may  be  added  the  arrival  of  an- 
other missionary  and  his  wife — Mr.  and  Mrs.  George,  who  em- 
barked in  November,  and  arrived  at  Bangkok  on  the  6th  of 
February. 

The  forming  of  a  station  at  Petchaburi  is  a  marked  event 
in  the  course  of  missionary  labour  in  Siam,  it  being  the  first 
station  at  a  distance  from  the  capital  which  has  been  occu- 
pied since  missions  were  commenced  in  that  country.  The 
centralizing  influences  of  commerce,  of  religion,  and  espe- 
cially of  the  government,  have  made  Bangkok  more  to  Siam 
than  Paris  is  to  France ;  that  city  is  obviously  the  most  impor- 
tant station  for  evangelizing  labours.  Nevertheless  it  is  expe- 
dient to  occupy  stations  in  the  interior  of  the  country  ;  and  for 
health,  convenience  of  access,  cordial  reception  by  the  chief 
local  authorities,  and  particularly  for  a  door  of  entrance  to  the 
native  population,  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  better  place 
than  Petchaburi,  It  is  a  small  city  of  15,000  souls,  and  the 
chief  place  in  a  province  or  district  of  about  half  a  million  of 
inhabitants.  Arrangements  having  been  made  for  their  resi- 
dence, for  which  they  were  much  indebted  to  the  kindness  of 
the  Lieut.-Governor,  Messrs.  McGilvary  and  ]\fcFarland  re- 
moved to  this  new  station  early  in  June.  It  had  been  settled 
by  the  missionaries  that  Dr.  and  Mrs.  House  should  commence 
this  station,  giving  to  it  the  prestige  of  medical  skill ;  but  the 
doctor  was  hindered  from  executing  this  plan  by  a  fall  from 
his  horse,  causing  a  lameness  that  prevented  his  travelling  for 
some  months. 

Full  accounts  have  been  published  in  the  periodicals  of  the 
Board  concerning  the  missionary  work  at  this  new  station. 
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Eegular  servicos  are  com! acted  by  ^fr.  McGilvary,  which  are 
attended  witli  ajiparent  interest,  and  visits  have  been  made  by 
the  bretlireii  to  neighboring  phices  for  tlie  distribution  of  the 
Scriptures  and  Tracts ;  a  cUiss  of  boys,  the  sons  of  respectable 
persons,  enjoy  the  benefits  of  ^Irs.  McFarland's  instructions, 
and  afford  a  most  interesting  and  promising  sphere  of  inlhience 
for  Christ;  Mrs.  ^NfcGilvary,  possessing  admirable  knowledge  of 
Siamese,  has  translated  the  three  E})istles  of  John,  assisted  by 
her  husband  and  Air.  McFarland.  The  s})iritual  fruit  already 
apparent  will  be  referred  to  in  a  later  part  of  this  report. 

At  Bangkok,  "  preaching,  teaching,  printing,  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  Scriptures  and  Christian  tracts,"  the  mission- 
aries report,  "  are  the  principal  instrumentalities  used  to  make 
known  the  gospel  among  the  people," — the  well  matured  plans 
of  former  years  being  still  vigorously  carried  into  effect.  Daily 
w^orship  at  the  station,  attended  by  the  scholars  and  others  con- 
nected with  the  mission,  and  regular  services  on  the  Sabbath, 
have  been  conducted  ;  the  brethren  report  from  sixty  to  one 
hundred  persons  attending  the  Sabbath  services,  who  gave  "  a 
respectful  and  in  a  few  cases  apparently  an  interested  attention  " 
to  the  gospel  message.  The  report  of  the  mission  says  of  a 
very  interesting  service, — "  During  the  last  part  of  the  year 
Mrs.  Mattoon  has  given  an  hour  every  Sabbath  morning  to  the 
instruction  of  a  number  of  females,  several  of  whom  are  moth- 
ers with  young  children,  wlio  cannot  well  attend  preaching  ser- 
vices. Fourteen  of  these  are  adults  not  able  to  read,  who  have 
no  other  means  than  these  oral  lessons  of  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  gospel.  A  few  are  young  girls,  who  are  also  learning 
to  read.  She  finds  these  women  wholly  ignorant  of  the  sim- 
plest truths  of  revelation,  but  is  encouraged  by  the  hope,  that 
by  perseverance  and  the  blessing  of  God,  she  may  be  useful  to 
some  of  them." 

The  Scriptures  and  Christian  tracts  have  been  distributed 
accompanied  with  oral  instruction.  So  many  of  the  Siamese 
people  are  readers,  that  this  means  of  doing  good  is  regarded 
as  peculiarly  important,  and  it  has  been  signally  blessed.  Chris- 
tian books  are  given  at  the  houses  of  the  missionaries  and  on 
their  journeys  ;  the  native  teacher  in  Bangkok  took  })art  in 
this  good  work,  and  the  converted  native  at  Petchaburi — him- 
self a  remarkable  witness  to  its  usefulness.  Several  mission- 
ary tours  were  made  by  Mr.  Wilson,  during  which  he  preached 
in  many  places  in  the  interior,  and  distributed  many  Christian 
books.  The  journeys  to  and  from  the  new  station  were  made 
occasions  of  similar  service. 

The  boarding-school,  under  Mr.  Wilson's  Rn|)crintendence, 
assisted  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  House  and  Air.  McDonald,  has  re*

ceived  and  rewarded  the  earnest  labour  of  the  brethren.  Forty 
names  are  on  its  roll,  but  some  did  not  remain  long,  and  the 
average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  was  twenty-seven ;  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  twenty-three  boys  were  in  the  school,  be- 
sides three  little  girls  under  Mrs.  House's  care.  These  scholars 
have  made  good  progress  in  their  studies,  and  their  religious 
instruction  has  received  particular  attention.  A  better  school- 
room has  been  provided  for  the  use  of  this  school.  A  class  of 
five  or  six  girls  has  been  taught  by  a  native  young  woman,  a 
member  of  the  church,  under  Mrs.  Mattoon's  direction — whose 
improvement  does  credit  to  their  young  teacher.  The  report  of 
the  mission  does  not  speak  of  the  hopeful  conversion  of  any  of 
the  scholars,  but  the  good  seed  of  the  word  which  has  been  so 
carefully  implanted  in  their  minds  may  be  expected  to  bear 
fruit,  though  it  may  be  after  many  days  ;  it  may  also  be  with- 
out long  delay. 

The  printing  press  is  now  at  work  on  the  premises  of  the 
mission,  and  gives  promise  of  being  an  invaluable  auxiliary  to 
our  brethren  in  their  labours  for  the  enlightenment  of  the 
Siamese.  The  works  printed  during  the  year  ending  October 
1st,  were  as  follows  :

The  want  of  materials  and  also  of  funds  prevented  a  larger 
issue  of  the  publications  of  the  press,  which  is  a  matter  of 
deep  regret.  As  yet  there  are  but  few  Christian  books,  and 
indeed  but  few  books  of  any  kind,  in  the  Siamese  language ; 
while  there  is  among  the  people  "  a  very  general  ability  to 
read,"  and  a  willingness  to  accept  such  books  as  may  be  offered 
to  them. 

These  varied  labours  of  the  missionaries  in  Siam  have,  doubt- 
less, been  of  very  great  use  in  leavening  the  corrupt  minds  of 
the  people  with  gospel  truth.  The  brethren  have  not  yet  been 
permitted  to  see  many  persons  turning  from  the  religion  of 
Budh  to  the  worship  of  the  true  God,  and  yet  they  have  not 
been  without  precious  encouragement  in  the  reception  of  two 
persons  into  the  church  in  Bangkok,  and  especially  in  their  be- 
coming acquainted  with  a  true  follower  of  our  Lord  at  Petcha- 
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buri.  His  conversion  was  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  accom- 
panying the  reading  of  portions  of  the  Scriptures  and  a  few 
Christian  tracts ;  he  had  never  received  any  instruction  from 
missionaries  or  other  disciples  of  Christ.  Full  accounts  of  this 
remarkable  case  have  been  publislied  in  the  periodicals  of  the 
Board  ;  the  missionaries  speak  of  him  the  more  highly  as  they 
become  better  acquainted  with  liim.  lie  is  already  an  eflicient 
helper  of  their  work. 

The  Church  should  feel  encouraged  to  support  and  extend 
her  labours  for  the  conversion  of  the  Siamese.  In  no  other 
country  is  the  door  more  fully  open,  in  no  other  are  the  fields 
more  white  unto  harvest.

CANTON   MISSION. 

Can'tox  :  on  the  Canton  river,  about  seventy  miles  from  its  mouth ;  occupied 
as  a  mission  station  in  1845  ;  missionary  laliours  suspended  by  the  war  in 
November,  1856,  and  partly  transferred  to  Macao,  a  Chinese  Island  under  Por- 
tuguese authority,  near  the  month  of  the  Canton  river;  resumed  at  Canton, 
1858  ;  missionary  labdurers, — the  Rev.  Messrs.  Andrew  P.  Ilapper,  M.  D.,  Charles 
F.  Preston,  and  Ira  M.  Condit,  and  their  wives ;  John  G.  Kerr,  M.  D,,  and  his 
wife ;  one  native  Christian  assistant. 

NINGPO   MISSION. 

NiN'GPO :  on  the  Ningpo  river,  about  twelve  miles  from  the  sea ;  occupied  as  a 
mission  station,  in  1844;  missionary  labourers, — IJev.  Messrs.  II.  V.  Rankin, 
William  A.  P.  Martin,  D.  D.,  David  D.  Green,  William  T.  Morrison,  John  S. 
Roberts,  and  their  wives;  Rev.  Samuel  Dodd;  native  Christian  assistants,— five 
catechists,  seven  teachers,  and  two  colporteurs. 

Three  Out-statioxs,  in  the  Sanpoh  district:  occupied  by  native  labourers, 
enumerated  above. 

In  Japan:  D.  B.  McCartee,  M.  D.,  and  his  wife. 

SHANGHAI  MISSION. 

Shanghai  :  on  the  Woosung  river,  fourteen  miles  from  the  sea ;  occupied  as  a 
mission  station  in  1850;  missionary  labourers, — Rev.  Messrs.  M.  Simpson  Cul- 
bertson,  Charles  R.  Mills  and  John  M.  W.  Farnliam,  and  their  wives ;  William 
Gamble,  printer. 

IN   SHANTUNG. 

ToNGcnow:  occupied  provisionally  in  1661;  missionary  labourers, — Rev. 
Messrs.  John  L.  Nevius  and  Samuel  R.  Gaylej',  and  their  wives,  and  Rev.  Joshua 
A.  Danforth. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  McCartee  and  Mrs.  H.  V.  Rankin  have  been 
compelled  to  seek  health  by  a  change  of  climate.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
McCartee  had  embarked  for  this  country,  but  their  ship  having 
touched  at  Kanagawa,  Japan,  and  Dr.  AlcCartee's  health  having 
suffered  severely  from  the  voyage,  they  were  induced  to  remain 
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at  that  place,  hoping  to  regain  health  there,  and  to  be  able  to 
return  to  China.  Eighteen  years  of  faithful  and  successful 
labour  by  Dr.  McCartee,  as  the  first  missionary  at  Ningpo,  de- 
serve grateful  record,  and  give  ample  reason  for  desiring  that  he 
may  be  permitted  to  resume  his  work  among  the  Chinese. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rankin  feel  deeply  their  separation,  while  yet 
consenting  to  it  as  a  temporary  measure  from  love  to  their 
missionary  work.  Mrs.  Rankin  arrived  in  August,  with  her 
children  ;  her  health  gained  benefit  from  the  voyage,  and  she 
expects  to  be  able  to  return  before  long  to  Ningpo ;  if  not,  Mr. 
Rankin  will  rejoin  bis  family  here,  but  still  cherishing  the  hope 
of  their  being  permitted  eventually  to  return  to  China.  It  is 
with  much  regret  the  Committee  have  to  record  here  the  re- 
moval by  death  of  Mrs.  Danforth,  wife  of  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Dan- 
forth.  She  departed  this  life  at  Tungchow,  September  13, 
1861,  deeply  lamented  by  all  who  knew  her.  In  her  death 
the  heathen  lost  a  devoted  missionary,  but  for  herself  it  was 
gain  to  die.  An  obituary  sketch  of  this  excellent  lady  was 
published  in  the  Record  of  February.  The  missionaries  at 
Ningpo  report  the  death  also  of  a  native  catechist,  Kong 
Kwung-neau,  "leaving  behind  him  good  evidence  of  his  faith 
in  Christ."  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nevius  returned  to  China  from 
Japan,  a  measure  referred  to  in  the  last  annual  report  as  likely 
to  be  ado})ted,  and  they  resumed  their  labours  at  Ningpo;  but, 
on  Mrs.  Nevius'  health  again  giving  way,  they  removed  to  the 
northern  province  of  Shantung.  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Gayley,  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Danforth,  had  previously  gone  to  the  same  prov- 
ince, the  health  of  Mr,  Gayley  and  of  Mrs.  Danforth  making 
this  change  of  climate  expedient.  Excepting  the  case  of  Mrs. 
Danforth,  this  removal  has  been  attended  with  much  advantage 
to  these  invalid  friends.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ctilbertson  were  called 
to  part  with  two  of  their  children  by  death.  The  health  of 
Mrs.  Culbertson  and  of  another  daughter  having  become 
much  impaired,  and  recovery  not  having  resulted  from  a  short 
visit  to  Japan,  Mr.  Culbertson  accepted  the  generous  offer  of  a 
friend  to  defray  the  expense  of  their  visit  to  Shantung.  He 
and  his  family  embarked  on  a  Siamese  vessel,  bound  to  Chefoo, 
in  Shantung,  late  in  August,  but  soon  encountered  a  severe 
gale,  and  made  a  most  narrow  escape  from  death.  The  account 
of  this  remarkable  deliverance  was  printed  in  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary of  February.  The  ship  landed  her  passengers  after- 
wards at  Amoy,  and  after  spending  some  weeks  there,  enjoying 
the  warm  hospitality  of  missionary  brethren  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  they  returned  to  Shanghai  in  November,  with 
health  much  improved. 

Mr.  Dodd  arrived  at  Ningpo  in  October,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
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Roberts,  at  Shanghai,  on  their  way,  on  the  1st  of  February. 
^Ir.  and  Mrs.  Inslee,  whose  connection  witli  the  Ningpo  mis- 
sion was  mentioned  in  the  last  annual  report  as  having  been 
dissolved,  have  since  returned  to  this  country. 

The  Committee  expected,  early  last  summer,  to  have  sent 
out  two  new  labourers  to  Canton,  and  three  to  Ningpo,  but 
several  of  the  men  under  appointment  were  not  able  to  go. 
Two  new  brethren,  however,  have  been  sent  out  to  the  Ningpo 
mission — as  just  stated,  and  the  Rev.  "W.  A.  P.  Martin,  1).  l)., 
and  his  wife,  are  expecting  to  sail  on  their  return  to  Ningpo 
before  the  end  of  A])ril.  The  health  of  Mrs.  Martin  has  been 
benefited  by  her  visit  to  this  country,  though  it  is  yet  delicate. 
They  leave  their  two  oldest  children  at  school,  taking  the  two 
youngest  with  them,  and  they  will  receive  the  sincere  S3^m- 
pathy  of  Christian  friends  in  the  severe  trial  caused  by  this 
separation  of  parents  and  children. 

Upon  the  removal  of  the  printing-press  from  Ningpo  to 
Shanghai,  Mr.  Gamble,  its  superintendent,  was  transferred  to 
the  latter  place. 

-  Canton. — The  report  of  the  Canton  mission  M'as  published 
in  the  Record  of  March,  and  may  be  referred  to  for  particular 
statements.  Preaching  was  regularly  maintained  in  the  three 
chapels  of  the  mission,  daily  service  having  been  held  in  one 
of  them  during  most  of  the  year.  Street  preaching  was  not 
neglected,  though  not  conducted  to  the  same  extent  as  formerly. 
Encouraging  accounts  are  given  of  the  attendance  on  these  ser- 
vices, and  in  some  cases  of  the  apparent  interest  awakened  by 
them  among  the  hearers;  yet  the  brethren  greatly  desire  to  see 
more  fruit  of  their  labour.  For  this  they  cease  not  to  pray. 
After  the  report  of  the  mission  was  closed,  Mr.  Ilapper  had  the 
privilege  of  baptizing  a  Chinese  woman  on  the  profession  of 
her  faith,  and  four  pei-sons  were  baptized  afterwards.  A  church 
was  organized  with  seven  native  members,  on  the  9th  of  Janu- 
ary last.  '^ 

The  schools  at  Canton  are  two  day-schools  for  boys,  under 
Mr.  Ilappers  charge,  and  one  for  girls,  under  Mrs.  llapper's 
care;  two  boarding  pupils,  also,  enjoy  the  advantage  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  llapper's  instruction,  and  seem  to  be  near  the  king- 
dom of  God.  The  number  of  girls  in  the  day-school  is  21  ; 
of  boys,  not  reported,  but  probably  the  same  as  last  year,  70. 
These  scholars  learn  the  simpler  lessons  of  Chinese  education, 
and  enjoy  the  great  benefit  of  careful  Christian  instruction. 
The  importance  and  the  encouragt'ment  of  the  missionary 
labour  expended  on  them  will  be  seen  in  the  report  of  the 
superintendent,  as  published  in  one  of  the  missionary  journals. 
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In  medical  missionary  work,  more  time  lias  been  spent  than 
usual,  owing  to  the  hospital  of  the  London  mission  having 
been  placed  under  the  charge  of  the  Eev.  A.  P.  Happer,  M.  D., 
in  the  absence  of  the  physician  of  the  London  Missionary  So- 
ciety. Mr.  Happer's  medical  duties  were  highly  appreciated 
by  the  supporters  of  this  hospital ;  they  no  doubt  tended  to  in- 
crease his  influence  and  usefulness  among  the  Chinese,  andthus 
repaid  him  well  for  much  additional  labour.  Hospital  work 
under  the  care  of  Dr.  Kerr  has  been  conducted  as  formerly. 
The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  in  the  hospital  at 
Canton  during  the  year  was  12,456,  of  whom  2,631  were  fe- 
males. The  number  of  in-door  patients  was  203.  An  important 
part  of  Dr.  Kerr's  duties  was  performed  at  Fat-shan,  where  the 
number  of  patients  treated  was  6,720.  Visits  were  made  to  this 
city  once  a  week  during  most  of  the  year.  "  These  hospitals," 
the  report  of  the  mission  says  with  obvious  propriety,  "  cannot 
but  be  a  wide  door  opened  for  gaining  the  confidence  of  thisjDco- 
ple."  The  benevolent  purposes  of  the  missionaries  are  not  only 
shown  by  these  medical  services,  but  precious  opportunities  are 
thus  gained  for  preaching  the  gospel  to  large  numbers.  At  Fat- 
shan,  the  brethren  hope  the  way  is  now  prepared  for  the  resi- 
dence of  two  mission  families,  and  this  has  been  effected  in  a 
good  degree  by  these  medical  labours  in  that  city.  The  im- 
portance of  having  two  missionaries  stationed  at  Fat-shan  ought 
not  to  be  overlooked.  The  Committee  hope  another  year  will 
not  elapse  without  this  being  done. 

Mr.  Condit,  not  being  prepared  yet  to  enter  fully  on  mission- 
ary labour  in  the  native  language,  has  assisted  regularly  in 
supplying  the  seamen's  chapel  at  Whampoa,  twelve  miles  be- 
low Canton ;  and  he  has  also  aided  in  conducting  religious 
worship  amongst  about  one  hundred  Scotch  soldiers  of  the 
British  army  now  stationed  at  Canton. 

In  reviewing  their  work  for  the  year,  the  brethren  say,  "  Our 
hearts  are  strengthened  to  go  forward  in  the  blessed  work  be- 
fore us.  The  way  has  never  been  so  thoroughly  opened  into 
the  regions  back  and  beyond  this  city."  And  after  adverting 
to  the  general  opening  of  the  empire  to  foreign  influence,  they 
make  an  urgent  call  for  more  labourers :  "  China's  future  pros- 
pect is,  in  itself,  a  powerful,  though  silent,  appeal  to  every 
church,  and  every  Christian  heart  at  home." 

NiNGPO. — The  report  of  the  Ningpo  mission  was  published 
in  the  Record  of  April,  and  it  may  be  consulted  for  a  general 
statement  of  the  growing  work  of  this  mission.  The  changes 
in  its  list  of  labourers  from  this  country  have  been  already 
mentioned.  The  native  missionaries  are  still  in  the  earlier 
stages  of  training  for  their  work,  but  they  are  highly  com-

mcndccl.  In  their  report  the  brethren  speak  of  these  native 
helpers  as  "earnest  and  devoted  to  their  work.  .  .  There  are 
in  all  fourteen,  of  whom  five  are  catechists,  seven  are  school- 
teachei's — of  these,  three  being  females,  and  two  colporteurs." 

Preaching  services  have  been  maintained  regularly  in  Ning- 
po ;  and  at  several  sub-stations  native  catechists  have  given 
religious  instruction,  directed  and  seconded  b}^  the  brethren 
from  Ningpo,  who  have  made  visits  to  these  places  almost 
ever}''  month.  The  apparent  interest  in  these  services  has 
varied  in  different  places,  and  has  not  always  been  encouraging. 
At  one  of  the  out-stations,  Dziang-'o,  the  native  assistants 
preached  daily  for  three  weeks,  and  the  preaching  place  was 
thronged  wnth  hearers.  By  these  services  and  the  distribution 
of  religious  tracts,  the  gospel  has  been  widely  disseminated. 
Ningpo  being  a  centre  of  considerable  trade,  persons  from 
places  far  distant  have  here  received  some  knowledge  of  the 
way  of  salvation. 

The  missionaries  mourn  over  the  little  fruit  yet  visible  from 
their  labours,  but  they  were  permitted  to  receive  sixteen  new 
members  into  the  church  in  the  year  ending  on  the  1st  of  Oc- 
tober, ten  of  whom  were  from  different  out-stations.  Among 
these  hopeful  converts  were  two  women,  one  seventy,  the  other 
eighty,  years  of  age.  In  a  prison  at  one  of  the  stations  in  the 
interior,  the  humble  agency  of  a  carpenter,  a  member  of  the 
church,  who  was  employed  to  make  some  repairs,  became  the 
means  of  the  hopeful  conversion  of  a  man  who  exerts  much  in- 
fluence on  his  fellow-prisoners,  and  several  of  them  were  re- 
garded as  inquirers  after  the  way  of  life.  The  authorities  granted 
our  brethren  free  access  to  the  prison  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
ministering the  sacraments  of  baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper. 
In  consequence  of  the  increasing  number  of  communicants  in 
the  San-poh  district,  where  two  or  three  of  the  out-stations  are 
situated,  the  Presbytery,  upon  the  application  of  the  church 
members,  organized  a  new  church  there.  It  included  thirty- 
two  communicants,  leaving  in  the  mother  church  in  Ningpo, 
eighty-four,  of  whom  all  but  eight  are  natives.  For  the  present 
these  churches  are  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Rankin,  as  Stated 
Suppl}',  but  the  Committee  observe  with  great  satisfaction,  that 
the  brethren  hope  at  an  early  period  to  see  these  churches  under 
the  charge  of  native  pastors.  They  say  in  their  report,  "The 
growing  importance  of  native  pastors  is  recognized  by  the 
brethren,  and  strenuous  eff"orts  are  made  to  supply  the  want. 
At  present,  six  candidates  for  the  ministry  are  under  the  charge 
of  Presbytery."  And  tliey  proceed  to  give  information  as  to 
the  studies  of  these  candidates,  specifj-ing  also  the  need  of  suit- 
able text  books  for  their  instruction.  Some  progress  had  been 
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made  in  preparing  these  books,  and  the  first  volume  of  a  work 
on  theology,  by  Mr.  Nevius,  had  been  issued  from  the  press.  A 
large  service  of  this  kind  urgently  requires  attention,  affording 
here,  as  in  the  other  missions,  a  sphere  of  influence  of  great  im- 
portance to  the  brethren  who  have  been  longest  on  the  ground, 
and  who  have  best  mastered  the  language.  To  complete  this 
account  of  the  native  church,  it  must  be  added,  that  five  of  its 
members  were  removed  by  death,  concerning  all  of  whom  there 
was  good  reason  to  think  that  they  died  in  the  faith  and  hope 
of  the  gospel. 

The  boarding-schools  contain  thirty-six  boys  and  twenty-six 
girls ;  three  day-schools  for  boys  in  the  out-stations,  and  two  day- 
schools  for  girls  in  Ningpo  have  been  conducted,  but  the  num- 
ber of  scholars  is  not  reported,  excepting  in  one  of  the  girls' 
schools  under  Mr.  Eankin's  charge,  in  which  there  were  about 
twenty  scholars.  The  progress  of  the  boarding  pupils  in  their 
studies  was  satisfactory,  and  their  conduct  was  good.  The  re- 
ligious condition  of  the  girls'  school  gave  much  encouragement 
to  its  superintendent;  in  the  boys'  school  less  earnestness  in 
religious  life  was  manifest  than  in  some  former  years,  but  four 
members  of  the  senior  class  are  looking  forward  to  the  work  of 
the  Christian  ministry,  and  two  scholars  in  each  school  were 
received  into  church  communion.  It  is  mentioned  as  a  pleas- 
ing evidence  of  religious  interest,  that  the  girls  had  formed  "  a 
missionary  society  among  themselves,  under  Mrs.  Lu's  direc- 
tion, and  have  cleared  some  tens  of  dollars  during  the  year, 
the  fruit  of  embroidery  made  by  their  own  hands."  In  the 
day  schools  the  pupils  do  not  remain  long,  but  they  enjoy  the 
opportunity  of  learning  much  Scripture  truth,  which  may  be 
of  priceless  advantage  to  them. 

Looking  with  deep  interest  on  the  extension  of  their  work 
"in  the  regions  beyond,"  the  missionaries  have  been  anxious 
to  place  some  of  their  number  at  stations  in  the  interior,  and 
arrangements  were  in  progress  for  thus  settling  Messrs.  Morri- 
son and  Dodd  in  the  San-poh  district.  A  house  was  eventually 
secured  on  lease,  but  before  it  was  occupied  rumours  of  the 
approach  of  the  insurgents  led  to  the  postponement  of  their  re- 
moval from  Ningpo.  The  out-station  department  of  this  mis- 
sion is  one  of  its  most  interesting  and  encouraging  features, 
especially  in  connection  with  the  labours  of  the  native  assist- 
ants. The  Committee  fully  concur  with  the  brethren  in  desir- 
ing to  see  this  part  of  their  work  greatly  enlarged.  In  the 
province  of  Che-kiang,  of  which  Ningpo  is  but  one  of  several 
large  cities,  the  population  is  estimated  at  26,000,000,  though 
the  entire  province  is  not  as  large  as  the  State  of  New  York. 
There  are  many  cities  and  towns  in  this  province  where  mis- 
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sionaries  should  be  stationed  as  soon  as  the  way  is  prepared, 
and  where  native  hibourers  could  even  now  do  a  good  work 
under  the  supervision  of  the  missionaries. 

The  most  serious  event  of  the  year  occurred  in  December, 
just  at  the  end  of  the  period  thus  far  under  review.  The  city 
of  Xingpo  was  taken  by  the  insurgents  on  the  9th  of  that 
mouth.  The  loss  of  life  was  much  less  than  usual  on  the  cap- 
ture of  cities  by  the  rebels,  but  many  of  the  inhabitants  had 
fled  from  their  homes.  The  city  was  given  up  to  be  plundered, 
and  great  distress  was  endured  by  the  people.  The  mission- 
aries and  other  foreigners  were  not  considered  to  be  in  danger, 
but  much  solicitude  was  felt  for  the  native  Christians.  Two  of 
them  were  at  first  seized  as  captives,  but  were  soon  released, 
and  all  were  kept  in  safet}'.  Special  interpositions  of  Provi- 
dence in  their  behalf  were  acknowledged  with  devout  grati- 
tude by  their  missionary  friends  and  themselves.  They  will 
be  subject  to  much  suffering,  however,  in  common  with  their 
own  people,  from  the  interruption  of  business  and  the  anarchy 
of  the  times.  We  are  not  yet  sufficiently  informed  as  to  the 
progress  of  events,  to  judge  of  their  full  bearing  on  our  mis- 
sionary work  at  Ningpo.  In  some  respects,  this  work  may  be 
much  embarrassed  by  the  new  state  of  things.  On  the  other 
hand,  this  state  of  affairs  may  not  last  long ;  or,  it  may  be  the 
means  of  enlars^ing  the  usefulness  of  the  mission.  Time  will 
show. 

Shanghai. — The  removal  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gayley  to  Shan- 
tung has  been  mentioned  already;  before  leaving  Shanghai 
they  were  called  to  part  with  one  of  their  children  by  death. 
With  the  transfer  of  the  printing  press  from  Ningpo  to  this 
station,  Mr.  Gamble,  its  superintendent,  also  removed  to  Shang- 
hai. The  labourers  now  at  this  city  arc  Messrs.  Culbertson, 
Mills,  Farnham  and  Gamble. 

Mr.  Culbertson's  principal  work  has  continued  to  be  the 
translating  of  the  Scriptures.  In  this  important  work  he  has 
been  associated  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bridgeman,  long  a  respected 
missionary  in  China  of  the  Ameiican  Board,  who  was  called 
to  his  rest  last  autumn,  greatly  lamented  by  the  missionary 
body.  Their  joint  work  was  well  advanced  towards  comple- 
tion, the  New  Testament  having  been  printed,  and  the  Old 
Testament  translated  to  the  end  of  Ezekiel.  Mr.  Culbertson 
will  continue  the  translating  of  the  remaining  books,  and  with 
the  favour  of  God,  this  translation  of  the  sacred  volume  will 
be  completed  at  an  early  day,  and  will  prove  an  unspeakable 
blessing  to  the  people  of  China. 

In  preaching  the  gospel,  the  brethren  say,  "  We  make  use  of 
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every  means  within  our  reach  to  bring  these  poor  deluded  peo- 
ple to  a  knowledge  of  the  Saviour,  Preaching,  exhortation, 
private  conversation,  translation,  printing  and  distribution  of 
books  have  each  received  a  share  of  our  time."  At  each 
chapel  regular  services  have  been  maintained.  The  chapel  in 
the  city  has  been  attended  by  a  varying  audience,  giving  little 
encouragement  by  attention  to  the  word  spoken — many  coming 
evidently  out  of  mere  curiosity.  At  the  other  chapel,  the 
scholars  and  others  connected  with  the  mission  attend  with 
apparent  interest.  Four  of  the  workmen  connected  with  the 
printing  press  were  members  of  the  church  in  Ningpo  ;  they  are 
now  members  of  the  church  at  this  station.  Besides  these,  the 
church  received  another  member  on  the  profession  of  his  faith, 
and  five  children  were  baptized — three  of  them  of  native  par- 
ents, and  two  the  children  of  missionaries.  Several  persons 
professed  to  be  inquirers,  one  of  whom,  a  teacher,  is  regarded 
with  much  interest  on  account  of  his  intelligence  and  sincerity ; 
his  great  hinderance  is  the  opposition  of  his  mother,  but  he 
seems  to  be  under  the  instruction  and  discipline  of  God.  He 
is  spoken  of  with  warm  feeling  in  the  report  of  the  mission, 
which  is  published  in  the  Record  of  May,  and  earnest  prayers 
on  his  behalf  are  requested  by  the  missionaries. 

The  brethren  have  continued  their  labours  of  love  for  the 
refugees  at  Shanghai,  to  whom  reference  was  made  a  year  ago. 
Money  has  been  obtained  for  them  to  some  extent,  and  em- 
ployment for  them  sought ;  the  book-binding  of  the  printing 
press  is  done  by  them.  They  attend  regularly  at  the  chapel 
services  on  Sabbath,  and  give  good  heed  to  the  word  spoken. 
It  is  hoped  that  many  of  them  may  be  converted,  and  may 
carry  a  knowledge  of  the  gospel  with  them,  if  they  should  be 
able  to  return  to  their  homes  in  the  interior  of  the  country. 

Three  schools,  embracing  forty  boys  and  twenty  girls,  are 
under  the  care  of  this  mission  ;  and  five  boys  have  been  taken 
into  the  families  of  the  missionaries,  who  attend  the  day-schools, 
thus  enjoying  great  advantages  at  a  small  outlay.  One  of  these 
boys,  who  formerly  lived  by  begging,  is  now  an  eflScient  assist- 
ant in  the  printing  office.  "  Two  of  the  others  are  motherless, 
and  two  are  orphans,  good  scholars  and  promising  boys." 
Others  still  could  be  taken,  if  means  were  provided.  Careful 
religious  instruction  is  given  to  these  boj-s,  and  also  in  the 
schools. 

The  printing  press  is  now  an  important  part  of  the  means 
of  doing  good,  which  is  supported  by  the  Board  at  Shanghai, 
It  was  removed  to  this  city  in  December,  1860.  The  rooms 
occupied  by  it  at  first  were  too  small,  but  measures  are  in  pro- 
gress for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  on  land  that  has 
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been  purchased  for  the  use  of  tlie  mission.  A  power  printing 
press  has  been  sent  out,  which  will  greatly  increase  the  efficiency 
of  this  means  of  doing  good.  Mr.  Gamble  continues  to  super- 
intend this  establishment  with  energy  and  success.  He  is  also 
making  good  progress  in  preparing  matrices  for  a  new  font  of 
type,  which  will  add  largely  to  the  convenience  of  the  press. 
His  report  of  works  printed  exhibits  an  aggregate  of  11,748,096 
pages.  Of  these  6,16-1,000  were  pages  of  the  sacred  Scrip- 
tures, 1-,381,7-10  were  pages  of  Christian  tracts,  mostly  re- 
prints, though  a  Compendium  of  Theology,  by  Mr.  Nevius,  is 
a  new  work  of  much  importance  to  the  native  Christians,  and 
especiallj"  to  those  of  them  who  are  in  training  for  the  min- 
istry. 

The  number  of  pages  issued  from  the  depository  was 
3,284,950,  besides  the  copies  put  in  circulation  by  the  Shanghai 
and  Ningpo  missions  not  enumerated.  It  is  expected  that  the 
publications  of  this  press  will  be  widely  sent  forth  in  future 
years.  Alread}-  they  have  been  distributed,  Mr.  Gamble  says, 
"in  many  places  never  hitherto  penetrated.  Grants  were  made 
to  various  missionaries,  who  distributed  them  at  Nanking,  Han- 
kow, and  other  places  high  up  the  Yang-tze  river;  at  Pekin 
also,  and  Tien-tsin  many  were  distributed ;  our  own  mission- 
aries at  Tungchow  distributed  a  great  many  in  the  Shantung 
province;  some  also  were  sent  to  California  and  Japan;  and 
it  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  the  Japanese  have  reprinted  our 
Geography,  which  is  now  sold  in  the  bookstores  of  Yedo. 
Thus  by  means  of  book  distribution  multitudes  may  have  ob- 
tained some  knowledge  of  Christianity,  which  they  never 
could  have  possessed  in  any  other  way." 

The  building  of  a  chapel,  with  rooms  in  a  second  story  for  a 
family  residence,  is  spoken  of  as  in  good  progress.  This  stands 
on  land  adjoining  the  lot  occupied  by  the  printing  office.  The 
site  of  these  buildings,  for  the  purposes  of  the  mission,  is  every- 
way eligible.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  funds  requii'ed  for 
obtaining  this  property  was  acknowledged  in  the  last  Annual 
Report  of  the  Committee  as  having  been  given  by  foreign  re- 
sidents at  Shanghai,  on  the  application  of  the  late  Kev.  Reuben 
Lowrie ;  and  two  gentlemen  of  New  York  have  recently  made 
most  liberal  donations  towards  completing  the  buildings  for  the 
printing  press.  One  of  the  best  sites  at  Shanghai  and  build- 
ings well  suited  to  their  j)urpose,  are  thus  in  the  possession  of 
the  Board,  free  from  all  encumbrance. 

The  report  of  the  mission  mentions  the  organization  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Shanghai. 

TuNGCHOU'. — The  missionaries  from  Ningpo  and  Shanghai 
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who  visited  this  place  in  March,  1861,  for  health,  as  referred  to 
above,  desire  to  remain  permanently  in  the  province  of  Shantung, 
of  which  Tungchow  is  a  city,  making  this  province  their  lield  of 
labour.  They  speak  of  the  climate  as  healthful  in  a  high  de- 
gree, and  of  the  inhabitants  as  marked  by  unusual  absence  of 
prejudice  against  foreigners.  In  respect  to  both  the  climate 
and  the  people,  they  represent  this  part  of  China  as  preferable 
to  the  southern  provinces  as  a  sphere  of  missionary  labour. 
They  are  not  yet  prepared  to  recommend  the  place  that  should 
be  first  occupied  as  a  station ;  the  large  population  of  Shan- 
tung, about  29,000,000,  and  the  numerous  cities  and  large 
towns,  make  it  no  easy  matter  to  determine  this  question. 
Tungchow  itself  is  supposed  to  have  a  population  of  150,000 
souls.  The  brethren  are  particularly  desirous  that  a  medical 
missionary  should  be  associated  with  them. 

Their  intercourse  with  the  people  has  been  friendl}-,  indeed 
they  have  been  treated  with  marked  respect.  This  has  aided 
them  not  a  little  in  their  missionary  plans  and  labours.  They 
w^ere  able  to  secure  houses  at  a  moderate  rent,  and  a  building 
which  tliey  fitted  up  for  a  chapel,  accommodating  from  eighty 
to  a  hundred  hearers.  "  There  is  already,"  says  Mr.  Nevius, 
"  much  to  encourage  us  in  our  work.  Many  seem  to  be  more 
or  less  interested  in  the  truth,  and  there  is  one  inquirer,  an  old 
man  over  eighty,  whom  we  expect  to  baptize  soon." 

The  invasion  of  a  part  of  this  province  by  a  large  band  of 
banditti,  in  October,  was  attended  with  great  loss  of  life  and 
destruction  of  property  among  the  native  inhabitants,  and  for  a 
time  our  missionary  friends  were  in  great  peril.  Two  respected 
missionaries  of  other  sections  of  the  church,  Messrs.  Parker  and 
Holmes,  of  the  Episcopal  and  Baptist  missions,  met  with  a  vio- 
lent death  at  the  hands  of  these  robbers,  in  an  attempt  to  visit 
them.  It  is  supposed  that  these  bands  have  some  connection 
with  the  Taiping  insurgents.  They  threatened  to  return  after 
a  few  months,  but  there  was  a  later  report  that  they  had  been 
defeated  by  the  government  troops. 

In  concluding  a  paper  written  on  behalf  of  the  three  breth- 
ren in  Shantung,  Mr.  Nevius  says,  "  Other  fields  on  every  side 
of  us,  perhaps  not  less  important  and  promising  than  this,  are 
ripe  for  the  harvest.  The  opening  of  China  to  missionary 
labour,  so  far  as  the  reigning  dynasty  is  concerned,  is  now  a 
fact.  The  unsettled  state  of  the  country  on  account  of  the 
rebels  is  the  great  obstacle  to  the  indefinite  extension  of  our 
work,  and  we  trust  that  this  will  before  long  be  removed,  or 
overruled  for  good.  We  need  a  large  force  to  enter  in  and 
possess  the  land.  What  is  the  Church  willing  and  able  to  do 
in  responding  to  this  call  ?  " 
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g^issiou  ill  Jfapan. 

Kanagawa. — On  the  bay,  a  few  miles  below  Yedo ;  occ\ipied  as  n  mission- 
Btation  in  1S59;  missionary  labourers,  James  C.  Hepburn,  M.  D.,  and  his  wife. 

The  return  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ncvins  to  China  is  mentioned  in 
a  previous  part  of  this  report.  The  Committee  desired  last 
summer  to  send  out  a  new  missionary  to  this  country,  and 
were  in  correspondence  for  this  object  with  two  of  the  brethren 
who  were  under  appointment  as  missionaries,  but  they  were 
both  led  to  decline  the  offer  of  being  sent  to  this  field  of  labour. 
The  Committee  then  appointed  Mr.  R.  J.  Moore,  a  student  in 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Alleghany,  to  proceed  to  this  mis- 
sion early  in  the  ensuing  summer,  and  his  choice  gifts  and 
earnest  piety  led  them  to  expect  the  happiest  results  from  his 
labours;  but  he  was  called  to  depart  from  this  life  in  March, 
deeply  lamented  by  his  friends  and  Christian  brethren.  Of  the 
brethren  under  appointment,  another  will  be  chosen  for  this 
field,  who  it  is  expected  will  go  out  at  an  early  day. 

Mrs.  Hepburn  is  at  present  on  a  visit  to  this  country,  in  ref- 
erence to  the  education  of  their  son — the  expense  incurred  for 
her  journey  and  visit  being  defrayed  from  their  own  funds; 
she  expects  to  go  back  to  Japan  in  a  few  months. 

The  few  missionaries  in  Japan  have  been  kept  in  safety, 
though  foreigners  were  supposed  to  be  in  danger  from  the  hos- 
tility of  a  portion  of  the  governing  classes,  and  an  assault,  at- 
tended with  loss  of  life,  was  made  on  one  of  the  foreign  em- 
bassies.    The  government,  it  is  believed,  intends  to  fulfil  the 
treaties  which   have  been  made  with    foreign   powers  ;    but 
whether  it  can  withstand  the  opposition  of  some  of  the  daimios, 
or  nobles,  who  wish  to  maintain  the  old  exclusive  policy  of  the 
country,  is  a  question  which  may  yet  be  answered  in  blood. 
The  missionaries  are  hopeful  as  to  the  future  course  of  events, 
and  for  the  year  under  review,  Dr.  Hepburn  begins  his  report 
with  grateful  acknowledgment  of  uninterrupted  peace,  and  the 
quiet  pursuit  of  his  great  object.     His  main  work  has  still  been 
tiie  learning  of  the  language,  in  which  he  has  made  consider- 
able progress,  "both  in  speaking  and  in  reading,"  he  says,  "as 
well  as  in  ability  to  understand  the  conversation  of  the  peo- 
ple."    This  knowledge  he  employs  in  conversation  with  the 
people,  as  opportunity  serves,  and  in  the  attempt  to  translate 
the  sacred  Scriptures  into  Japanese,  though  this  he  is  not  pre- 
pared to  undertake  except  in  a  limited  way.     A  few  copies  of 
the  Scriptures,  and  some  Tracts  in  Chinese,  have  been  given  at 
their  request  to  persons  belonging  to  the  educated  classes,  who 
can  usually  read  that  language. 
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An  interesting  sphere  of  usefulness  was  occupied  for  three  or 
four  months  in  Hospital  and  Dispensary  practice.  A  temple 
was  rented  for  this  purpose,  and  it  was  thronged  with  patients, 
about  3,500  prescriptions  having  been  made,  and  a  few  sur- 
gical cases  treated.  The  poor  people  were  very  grateful  for 
the  relief  thus  obtained,  and  would  have  loaded  the  Doctor 
with  presents  according  to  their  means,  if  he  had  deemed  it 
expedient  to  accept  them.  This  good  work  was  arrested  by 
the  government,  who  did  not  formally  prohibit  it,  but  required 
permits  to  be  obtained  by  all  Avho  would  resort  to  the  Dis- 
pensary. The  obtaining  of  this  permission  was  made  so  diffi- 
cult, that  the  attendance  of  patients  came  at  once  to  an  end. 
The  temple  was  given  up,  and  latterly  not  more  than  two  or 
three  patients  each  day  were  prescribed  for.  This  measure 
shows  the  complete  power  of  the  government  over  the  people, 
and  perhaps  also  its  jealousy  of  foreign  influence.  It  is  sup- 
posed, however,  that  it  was  adopted  partly  in  order  to  induce 
the  foreigners  living  at  Kahagawa  to  remove  across  the  small 
bay  to  Yokohama,  the  nobles  wishing  to  have  the  former 
place  free  from  the  presence  of  strangers. 

The  missionary  now  on  the  ground  is  anxious  to  have  an- 
other labourer  associated  with  him.  He  thus  states  the  case — 
"Although  there  is  no  opening  for  direct  missionary  labour 
amongst  the  people  publicly,  something  may  be  done  in  private, 
and  there  is  a  very  great  work  to  be  done  in  the  study.  The 
country  is  famishing  for  the  want  of  good  books,  on  every  sub- 
ject. Here  is  a  wide  field.  The  people  can  almost  all  read  books 
written  in  their  own  character,  and  they  are  fond  of  reading. 
They  are  anxious  for  knowledge,  particularly  about  other  coun- 
tries, and  geographical,  historical  and  scientific  subjects.  But 
above  all,  the  Scriptures  and  Christian  Tracts  have  to  be  trans- 
lated and  written  before  there  can  be  much  if  any  progress  in 
the  way  of  teaching  Christianity  to  this  people.  This  is  a  dif- 
ficult language  to  learn,  and  having  no  helps  we  have  found  it 
slow  and  up-hill  work.  Those  that  come  after  us  may  not  find 
it  so  difficult.  There  should  be  another,  at  least,  working 
with  me." 

In  the  opinion  of  the  esteemed  missionar}^,  it  is  doubtful 
whether  "  Christianity  can  make  any  progress  in  Japan,  until 
permission  is  given  to  its  propagation  by  the  government,"  but 
he  is  convinced  that  this  permission  will  be  eventually  ob- 
tained. "  The  prejudices  of  the  government  against  foreigners, 
and  their  spirit  of  exclusiveness,  are  fast  dissolving  away.  They 
are  freely  adopting  every  thing  foreign  that  they  find  useful  or 
can  adapt  to  their  own  customs,  particularly  in  naval  and  mili- 
tary matters,  mining,  medicine,  tools,  etc."     The  purchase  of 
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sbips,  one  of  tbem  a  steamer,  in  order  to  engage  in  foreign 
trade  on  their  own  account,  is  cited  as  anotlier  example,  and 
the  missionary  adds,  "I  feel  sure  that  as  soon  as  the  govern- 
ment knows  what  the  spirit  of  true  Christianity  is,  they  will 
give  it  free  toleration."  At  present,  the  Japanese  are  too 
likely  to  gain  a  very  erroneous  idea  of  the  Christian  religion 
from  the  conduct  of  too  many  nominally  Christian  sailors, 
merchants,  and  others ;  but  they  will  gradually  learn  the  dif- 
ference between  them  and  the  pure  religion  they  so  much  mis- 
represent. The  old  law  of  the  country  against  Christianity 
remains  unrepealed,  but  it  will  give  way  before  the  progress  of 
correct  and  liberal  views.  In  the  end  it  will  probably  appear 
that  no  country  affords  a  better  field  of  missionary  labour,  and, 
pej'haps,  amongst  no  other  people  will  the  gospel  achieve  more 
rapid  triumphs. 

fission;  io  tlj^  Cbmcsc  in  Califontm. . 

San  Francisco. — Rev.  Augustus  W.  Loomis  and  his  wife. 

The  Committee  are  happy  to  report  that  this  mission  still 
enjoys  their  confidence  as  one  well  planned  and  well  conducted. 
It  is  almost  the  only  Christian  agency  for  the  instruction  of 
the  tens  of  thousands  of  Chinese  strangers  in  California.  Its 
work,  and  the  discouragements  attending  it,  as  well  as  its  signs 
of  promise,  and  the  widely-spread  influence  which  it  is  exerting 
in  China  itself  no  less  than  am.ong  the  Chinese  in  this  country, 
will  be  seen  from  Mr.  Loomis'  report,  which  is  here  given  as  it 
was  made  in  February  of  this  year : 

"During  the  past  year  services  have  been  conducted  without 
interruption,  in  the  chapel,  on  the  Sabbath  afternoon  and 
Thursday  evening.  We  were  absent  three  Sabbaths  during 
the  summer,  but  the  services  were  continued  as  usual  by  the 
teacher  and  a  few  Christian  Chinamen. 

"  Our  Sabbath  mornings  have  been  occupied  variously,  ac- 
cording as  circumstances  seemed  to  direct.  If  many  strangers 
were  in  town  we  sought  them  at  their  lodging-places,  discours- 
ing to  few  or  many  as  we  found  opportunity.  For  a  time  we 
procured  the  use  of  a  room  in  a  Chinese  restaurant,  where  we 
discoursed  and  read  to  such  as  were  pleased  to  assemble.  At 
other  times  we  have  gone  to  a  settlement  a  mile  or  more  distant, 
in  search  of  people  to  whom  to  talk :  again  we  have  found  au- 
diences in  the  caravansaries  and  boarding-houses  nearer  home. 
Frequently  during  the  week,  daytime  or  evening,  have  we  gone 
out  through  the  city  on  the  same  errand ;  and  always  supplied 
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■with  tracts,  prepared  to  give  if  advisable,  or  to  send  into  the 
country  when  an  occasion  offered.  Recently  we  have  held  a 
prayer-meeting  on  Sabbath  evening  in  a  private  room.  It  has 
been  pleasant,  and  we  trust,  profitable ;  though  attended  by  few. 

"The  average  congregations  in  the  chapel  have  been  larger 
than  during  previous  years,  and  uniformly  the  audiences  have 
been  respectful  and  attentive.  Many  heads  have  bowed  with 
ours  while  prayer  has  been  offered  to  him  who  seeth  in  secret ; 
but,  like  those  whom  Paul  found  at  Athens,  the  worship  of 
many  of  these  has  been  to  an  unknown  God.  This  God  we 
have  endeavoured  to  declare  unto  them ;  and  have  prayed  God 
to  reveal  himself  to  them.  It  has  oftentimes  been  encouraging 
to  notice  the  earnestness  with  which  some  have  listened  to  the 
message ;  and  yet  we  know,  and  experience  has  shown,  that 
unless  the  Lord  open  the  heart,  our  preaching  profits  nothing. 

"At  different  times  during  the  year,  Mrs.  Loomis  has  had  a 
few  pupils,  either  children,  or  young  men,  wishing  to  learn 
English. 

"  Since  our  last  report,  one  man  has  made  a  public  profession 
of  faith  in  Christ;  another  gives  evidence  of  being  a  Christian, 
and  is  endeavouring  to  lead  others  to  forsake  evil  and  choose 
good  ;  still  another  has  applied  for  baptism  ;  his  motives  seem 
to  be  correct,  and  his  appearance  recommends  him  in  every  re- 
spect, but  his  knowledge  is  rather  limited. 

"  Within  the  year  we  have  parted  with  four  men  who  were 
professing  Christians,  who  were  wont  to  take  part  in  our  meet- 
ings for  social  worship,  and  who  were  capable  of  lending  us 
much  assistance.  They  have  gone  back  to  China:  we  pray  that 
God  may  enable  them  to  witness  a  good  confession.  Others 
who  gave  evidence  of  having  profited  by  what  they  had  heard, 
have  already  left  this,  or  are  soon  to  leave ;  some  for  the  interior 
of  the  State. 

"  We  are  not  able  to  report  itinerant  missionary  labours 
amongst  the  mining  districts ;  and  for  reasons  which  will  ap- 
pear presently.  In  the  spring  and  early  summer,  immigrants 
were  coming  in  from  China,  and  we  were  fully  occupied  in 
visiting  them.  Instead  of  needing  to  travel  from  village  to 
village,  it  was  as  though  the  villages,  one  after  another,  had 
come  to  us.  A  shipload  arrived,  tarried  a  few  days,  then  dis- 
persed to  different  places  throughout  the  State;  some  with, 
books  in  their  baskets ;  and  others,  we  hope,  with  a  few  words 
of  truth  stored  in  the  memory.  After  a  few  days,  another 
ship  would  arrive,  then  another,  and  another;  and  thus  we 
were  fully  occupied  till  the  season  was  too  far  advanced,  and 
the  weather  in  the  mining  districts  had  become  too  hot  to  admit 
of  comfortable  travelling  in  the  way  it  must  have  been  done  in 
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order  to  reach  many  of  the  miners,  who  are  to  be  found  in  the 
gulches  and  in  by-places  off  from  the  wagon  roads,  and  often 
in  places  inaccessible  except  on  foot.  Being  disa])pointed  thus 
in  our  projected  summer  campaign,  we  had  purjKtsed  to  carry 
out  the  j^lan  during  the  winter ;  but  the  unprecedented  heavy 
rains  and  floods  prevented,  and  now  once  more  the  year  has 
run  its  round,  and  again  tlu;  spring  immigration  has  commenced. 

"Not  only  have  we  attended  to  those  arriving  from  China 
(who  were  the  representatives  of  twenty-five  or  more  Keen  dis- 
tricts, in  each  of  which  are  many  villages,  and  all  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Canton),  and  the  greater  part  of  these  people  being 
such  as  had  never  before  heard  of  the  Saviour  of  lost  men, 
but  the  people  about  returning  to  China  have  engaged  our  at- 
tention, together  with  many  from  British  Columbia,  who  have 
passed  through  this  port  on  their  way  back  to  their  native  land. 
We  endeavour  to  meet  these  people  with  the  offer  of  salvation 
as  the}''  come  ashore  from  their  heathen  country,  and  we  press 
that  offer  upon  them  again  as  they  are  about  embarking  once 
more  for  the  land  of  their  birth.  The  seasons  for  arriving  are 
the  spring  and  summer ;  the  seasons  for  returning  arc  the  fldl 
and  winter.  Thus  it  may  be  seen,  that  though  we  should  not 
travel  at  all  amongst  the  mines,  yet  we  never  need  be  at  a  loss 
for  work  to  do.  The  shipping  returns  give  the  number  of 
Chinese  that  arrived  during  the  year  at  8,434,  the  number  that 
returned  at  3,594  ;  the  city  census  gives  the  number  of  Chinese 
residents  in  San  Francisco  at  3,000  and  more.  But  if  through- 
out the  country,  from  north  to  south,  there  arc  50,000  or 
60,000  of  these  people,  there  is  sufficient  reason  why  efforts 
should  be  made  to  reach  them,  so  that  every  person  in  this 
Christian  land  may  at  least  once  in  his  life  hear  of  Jesus. 
They  sicken  and  die  like  other  people :  like  other  people  their 
souls  are  precious.  Many  (some  say  hundreds)  perished  by  the 
floods  and  mountain  torrents  which,  during  the  past  winter, 
came  suddenly  and  swept  away  their  camps  in  the  narrow 
ravines. 

"  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  every  returning  Chinaman 
carries  back  to  his  native  land  a  large  amount  of  knowledge 
of  various  kinds,  which,  but  for  this  sojourn  in  some  such  land 
as  this,  he  never  would  have  had.  How  many  have  learned 
that  which  will  prove  to  them  a  savour  of  life,  we  shall  not 
know  till  that  day  when  the  Lord  of  hosts  makes  up  his  jewels. 
By  this  coming  and  going,  and  commingling  of  the  peoples  of 
the  earth,  influences  are  produced,  or  set  in  motion,  which 
eventually  may  work  a  moral  revolution  throughout  the  entire 
empire  of  China. 

"  In  the  labours  of  which  I  have  been  speaking,  we  still  rely 
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very  much  upon  the  assistance  of  the  Chinese  teacher,  who  has 
been  with  us  from  the  first.  We  have  also,  from  time  to  time, 
availed  ourselves  of  the  temporary  assistance  of  other  Christian 
Chinamen  when  they  have  been  in  the  city ;  taking  thein  with 
us  in  our  missionary  tours  through  the  city,  asking  them  to  tell 
their  countrymen  what  they  knew,  and  how  they  felt  in  regard 
to  this  religion  of  Jesus. 

"  We  are  sorry  to  be  still  obliged  to  report,  that  Chinamen 
are  treated  by  many  in  this  country  very  unkindly,  and  often 
cruelly;  and  laws  continue  to  be  enacted,  the  avowed  design 
of  which  is  to  make  their  lot  so  hard  that  they  will  leave  the 
country.  All  this  stands  in  the  way  of  bringing  them  to  love 
us  as  a  nation,  or  to  think  favourably  of  the  religion  which  we 
proffer  them. 

"  Thus  we  have  endeavoured  briefly  to  spread  out  before  you 
the  operations  of  this  little  mission  station  on  the  Pacific  coast 
during  the  year  now  drawing  to  a  close :  but  could  we  read  the 
record  made  by  the  recording  angel,  we  would  doubtless  find  a 
history  quite  unlike  this  which  I  have  given.  He  could  tell  of 
words  which  might  have  been  spoken,  but  were  not ;  of  works 
which  might  have  been  performed,  but  were  not.  He  could 
also  report  the  effects  produced,  by  words  spoken  and  by  books 
given,  upon  persons  whom  we  may  never  see  again  on  earth. 
But  only  He,  who  knows  all  things,  understands  fully  what  the 
past  year's  labours  will  amount  to  in  the  end  ;  and  whether  any 
particles  of  seed  committed  to  the  soil,  will  be  like  the  handful 
of  corn  on  the  mountain,  the  fruit  of  which  shall  shake  like 
Lebanon.  We  labour  in  hope ;  for  the  people  to  whom  we 
preach  are  no  worse  in  any  respect  than  were  those  to  whom 
the  Apostles  first  carried  the  gospel,  and  whom  they  afterwards 
addressed  as  dearly  beloved  and  longed  for,  their  joy  and  crown, 
fellow-labourers,  and  fellow-heirs.  We  preach  the  same  gospel 
they  preached,  are  ambassadors  for  the  same  Lord,  and  have 
the  promise  of  the  same  Holy  Spirit.  We  frequently  meet 
with  people  who  but  recently  were  entirely  ignorant  of  God 
and  of  the  way  to  heaven,  but  who  now  possess  a  knowledge 
of  the  important  outlines  of  Christian  doctrine.  Leaven  has 
been  hid  in  the  meal,  and  it  will  work ;  and  the  whole  will  be 
leavened. 

"  In  looking  back  over  the  year,  we  call  to  mind  much  for 
which  to  be  thankful.  More  have  attended  our  services  than 
we  expected,  and  our  message  has  been  listened  to  with  respect ; 
neither  war,  flood,  fire,  nor  famine  have  interrupted  our  work ; 
we  have  had  no  severe  and  protracted  illness ;  we  were  only 
promised  that  bread  should  be  given  us,  and  that  water  should 
be  sure,  but  we  have  had  a  much  greater  variety ;  and,  more- 
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over,  God  gives  iis  many  friends  whose  ])rayers  we  have,  and 
whose  society  and  sympathy  we  enjoy.  Therefore,  here  do  we 
once  more  set  up  our  Ebenezer,  saying,  Ilitherto  hath  the  Lord 
helped  us."

Stations. — In  Italy,  France,  Belgium,  etc. 

No  part  of  the  missionary  work  under  the  care  of  the  Com- 
mittee can  be  surveyed  with  greater  satisfaction,  in  some  re- 
spects, than  that  which  is  now  to  be  considered — the  missions 
in  some  of  tlie  Roman  Outhohc  countries  of  Europe.  This 
missionary  field  is  at  once  important  and  difficult.  It  is  difticult 
to  occupy  it  successfully,  because  everj-where  the  llonianist 
clergy  of  various  orders  oppose  the  preaching  of  the  gospel, 
and  their  opposition  is  fortified  by  the  ignorance  and  supersti- 
tion of  ages — the  result  as  well  as  the  strengtli  of  Papal  influ- 
ence. On  the  other  hand,  the  continent  of  Europe  as  a  field 
of  Christian  mission  yields  to  few  others  in  its  importance, 
whether  the  large  number  of  its  people  be  considered,  or  their 
widely  extended  influence  over  other  nations; — in  this  latter 
respect  they  at  present  constitute  the  main  pillars  of  the  semi- 
idolatrous  religion  of  Rome.  As  compared  with  heathen  or 
Mohammedan  missionary  fields,  the  European  possesses  an  ad- 
vantage of  the  highest  moment  in  its  Evangelical  churches, 
with  their  organized  agencies  for  the  sjiread  of  the  true  religion. 
These  churches  are  indeed  feeble  in  number  and  pecuniaiy  re- 
sources, but  their  influence  is  above  all  estimation:  they  are 
lights  shining  in  dark  })laces.  Their  evangelizmg  agencies  are 
conducted  by  Christian  brethren,  who  deserve  and  enjoy  the 
confidence  and  sympathy  of  our  Christian  people.  It  is,  indeed^ 
the  happiness  of  our  churches  to  be  associated  in  missionary 
labour  with  these  Euro[)ean  brethren;  and  it  is  not  unworthy 
of  remark,  that  this  cociperution  is  at  once  simple,  inexpensive 
and  efiective.  Since  "it  was  commenced  in  1845,  over  $1(^0,000 
have  been  expended  in  these  countries  by  the  ]3oard,  at  the  cost 
of  an  insignificant  sum  for  postage. 

There  is  ample  reason  to  believe  that  great  good  has  thus 
been  accomplished.  The  fruits  of  this  expenditure  are  already 
visible  in  churches  planted,  missionaries  and  colporteuis  aided, 
schools  established,  the  word  of  God  disseminated, — in  short, 
as  the  end  of  all,  in  souls  saved  and  Christ  therel)y  glorified. 
The  chief  regret  which  the  Committee  feel  in  regard  to  this 
part  of  their  work  is,  that  they  have  not  been  enabled  to  remit

much  larger  sums  to  strengthen  their  brethren  in  their  various 
missionary  labours. 

These  general  views  of  the  European  missions  being  satisfac- 
tory, it  is  the  less  to  be  regretted  that  minute  details  concerning 
their  progress  are  not  here  given.  To  some  extent  these  have 
been  furnished  in  papers  published  in  the  periodicals  of  the 
Board.  A  few  things,  chiefly  statistical,  may  be  added  in  this 
report. 

Italy. — In  connection  with  the  Yaudois  synod,  there  are 
missionary  labourers,  mostly  ministers  of  the  gospel,  in  some 
of  the  chief  cities  and  at  places  less  conspicuous.  There  are 
also  a  few  other  evangelists,  not  in  connection  with  this  vener- 
able church,  but  the  whole  number  of  gospel  labourers  in  this 
country  would  not  exceed  a  few  scores.  It  is  in  aid  of  the 
Waldensian  missions  and  Theological  Seminary,  which  form 
at  present  the  main  instrumentality  for  the  conversion  of  the 
Italians,  that  the  Committee  have  been  permitted  to  send 
remittances  of  funds.  These  missions  have  met  with  discour- 
agements, but  have  nevertheless  made  good  progress.  The 
Theological  Seminary,  since  its  removal  to  Florence,  has  found 
its  home  in  a  palace  which  once  belonged  to  a  cardinal,  but  which 
has  been  purchased  for  its  present  use,  and  its  prospects  of  use- 
fulness continue  to  encourage  the  hopes  of  its  friends.  Twelve 
students  were  in  attendance  this  year,  some  of  whom  were  for- 
merly Romanist  priests.  An  excellent  report  is  made  of  these 
students,  both  as  to  their  Christian  deportment  and  their  im- 
provement in  qualifications  for  the  work  before  them. 

The  political  questions  of  Italy  are  not  yet  settled,  though 
their  issue  still  looks  in  the  direction  of  liberty.  The  Roman 
court,  as  a  civil  power,  is  still  losing  influence,  and  this  tends 
to  the  lessening  of  its  authority  as  a  religious  body ;  but  the 
end  of  its  sway  is  not  yet  come,  and,  as  a  religion.  Popery  is 
deeply  intrenched  in  the  land.  It  may  survive  the  loss  of  po- 
litical power,  and  continue  to  exert  a  disastrous  influence  on 
the  souls  of  men  in  Italy,  as  in  other  countries  where  it  has 
no  connection  with  the  state.  There  are-  signs  of  promise  in 
many  things :  in  the  measure  of  toleration  and  liberty  now  ac- 
corded to  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  colporteurs  throughout  a 
large  part  of  the  Italian  peninsula,  under  a  government  of 
marked  enlightenment  and  liberality  ;  the  introduction  of  many 
thousand  copies  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures  and  of  religious  Tracts 
— the  immense  circulation  of  some  of  these  being  truly  remark- 
able ;  the  gospel  leaven  placed  in  the  minds  of  men  at  many 
places;  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Florence,  and  its  well-pro- 
portioned instructions  and  example ;  the  churches  which  have 
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been  organized  in  some  of  the  towns  and  cities,  and  the  price- 
less souls  gathered  into  the  fold  of  Christ.  But,  after  all,  the 
chief  ground  of  hope  for  the  future  conversion  of  the  Italian 
people  is  found  in  the  Word  of  God. 

France. — In  this  country,  the  three  Evangelical  Societies 
continue  their  efforts  to  advance  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 

The  EcanycUcal  Society  of  Geneva  supports  missionary  labours 
in  Switzerland,  and  its  noble  Theological  Seminary  educates 
ministers  and  missionaries  for  several  countries ;  but  its  col- 
porteur and  other  missionary  agents  are  chiefly  employed  in 
France.  In  its  last  report  twenty  colporteurs  are  enumerated 
— nine  during  the  wintei",  three  for  three  months,  and  eight  all 
the  year — who  distributed,  mostly  by  sale,  1,07-i  bibles,  4,255 
new  testaments,  and  87,200  tracts.  Twelve  ministers,  six  evan- 
gelists, fourteen  teachers,  and  six  female  teachers,  are  reported 
at  thirty-two  stations,  with  over  a  hundred  sub-stations.  In  con- 
nection with  these  are  19  schools,  807  scholars,  27  churches, 
1,137  communicants,  and  about  5,000  attendants  on  public  wor- 
ship. The  School  of  Theology  at  Geneva  was  referred  to  by 
the  Directors  of  the  Society,  at  the  end  of  1861,  in  these  terms: 
"  The  students  come  from  different  countries :  you  are  aware 
this  characterizes  the  school.  Nine  Swiss  students,  including 
three  Genevese,  seventeen  French,  two  Italian  or  Vaudois  of 
Piedmont,  five  Belgian,  one  Irish,  one  Prussian,  four  Canadian, 
are  now  in  the  school — in  all,  thirty-nine.  Other  young  Chris- 
tians have  sought  admission,  but  in  vain  ;  because  we  could  give 
them  no  aid,  and  they  were  not  able  to  support  themselves. 
We  note  among  these  a  student  of  the  Keformed  Church  of 
Bohemia,  the  son  of  a  pastor  near  Prague,  the  city  of  Jerome 
and  of  John  Huss,  and  who  has  already  awakened  our  deep  in- 
terest for  himself."  The  pecuniary  outlay  of  this  Society  last 
year  was  151,318  fr.,  or  about  1^30,000  —  over  one-third  of 
which  was  received  from  Christian  friends  in  Great  Britain  and 
this  countr}^,  but  mainl}^  from  Great  Britain.  The  Annual  Ke- 
port  of  the  Society  contains  abundant  evidence  that  this  money 
has  been  well  employed  in  the  service  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  Chitixd  Protestant  Sociatij  of  Evangelization  has  its  seat 
of  operations  in  Paris,  but  extends  its  aid  to  evangelistic  labours 
in  twenty-six  of  the  Departments,  in  Algiers  and  in  Guade- 
loupe. About  seventy  labourers  are  supported  in  whole  or  in 
part,  and  the  number  of  churches  and  schools  aided  last  year 
was  twenty-eight.  A  "  school  preparatory  of  theology,"  estab- 
lished by  the  Society,  in  which  youtlis  of  piety  and  of  a  pre- 
scribed stage  in  their  education  receive  instruction,  to  lit  them  for 
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entering  the  Theological  Institute  at  Montauban  or  elsewhere, 
sent  forth  eight  graduates  last  year;  sixteen  young  men  in  this 
school  have  the  ministry  in  view,  and  have  received  pecuniary 
aid.  An  itinerant  preacher  was  employed  to  visit  at  large  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  country,  holding  religious  services  in  the 
churches.  The  expenditure  of  the  Society  on  these  different 
objects  was  140,040  fr. ;  of  its  income,  about  a  fourth  part  was 
received  from  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  but  chiefly 
from  the  former. 

IJie  Evangelical  Society  of  France^  whose  seat  of  operations  is 
also  in  Paris,  is  now  in  the  twenty-ninth  year  of  its  useful 
course.  The  Annual  Report  of  this  Society  has  not  been  re- 
ceived ;  but  the  Committee  learn  from  a  Bulletin  lately  issued, 
that  its  good  work  is  prosecuted  steadily  and  with  encourage- 
ment. The  expenditure  of  this  Society  for  the  year  just  ended 
was  estimated  in  February  at  122,633  fr.  For  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  means  to  meet  this  expenditure,  its  Directors 
would  have  to  be  indebted  to  their  friends  in  Great  Britain 
and  America. 

The  general  aspect  of  the  work  of  evangelization  in  France 
is  certainly  encouraging.  The  opposition  of  the  priests  is  still 
vigorous  and  unscrupulous;  but  their  influence  on  the  govern- 
ment of  the  country  is  diminishing.  Restrictions  on  Protest- 
ant schools  and  places  of  worship  have  been  in  some  instances 
removed,  and  permission  readily  granted  in  other  cases  for  hold- 
ing religious  services;  in  some  places,  however,  fresh  hinder- 
ances  have  been  interposed.  In  the  Protestant  Church  itself,  as 
supported  by  the  State,  there  is,  unhappily,  a  rationalistic  and 
Unitarian  element,  which  has  not  yet  been  eliminated,  but 
which,  it  is  believed,  is  losing  ground.  And  the  word  of  life 
held  forth  by  faithful  men  receives  the  seal  of  heaven,  in  the 
conversion  of  souls  unto  God, 

Belgium  and  Holland. — In  each  of  these  countries  an 
evangelical  agency  is  engaged  in  supporting  missionaries, 
teachers  and  colporteurs.  About  fifty  of  these  labourers  are 
employed  in  the  former  and  less  than  a  dozen  in  the  latter 
country — nearly  one-half  of  these  being  ministers  of  the  gos- 
pel. This  small  but  efficient  staff  of  labourers  has  to  contend 
with  the  difficulties  and  discouragements  usually  found  in  a 
Romanist  population :  the  ignorance  of  the  masses  as  to  spirit- 
ual things,  and  the  bitter  opposition  of  the  priesthood.  Never- 
theless, progress  is  made  in  the  right  direction.  The  truth  is 
disseminated  in  various  ways ;  inquirers  appear;  converts  are 
brought  into  the  gospel  church.  It  is  stated  that  250,000  copies 
of  the  Scriptures  have  been  put  in  the  hands  of  Belgian  read- 
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CTs;  and  out  of  the  twenty-six  congregations  in  connection 
with  the  Belgian  Mi.ssioniiry  Churcli,  many  arc  composed 
largely  of  converted  Roman  Catholics ;  one  congregation  of 
five  hundred  persons  is  made  up  almost  exclusively  of  such 
converts.  The  operations  of  the  Belgian  brethren  are,  to  a 
great  extent,  among  the  poor,  while  the  resources  of  their 
Church  are  very  limited  ;  so  that  their  more  favoured  friends  in 
other  countries  should  take  the  deeper  interest  in  strengthening 
their  hands.

New  York. — Rev.  John  Xeander. 

No  new  phase  appears  in  the  aspect  of  this  mission.  The 
only  labourer  is  still  pastor  of  a  German  church  in  Williams- 
burgh,  and  pursues  the  same  labours  for  the  conversion  of  his 
kinsmen  according  to  the  flesh  who  live  in  this  city  and  its  vi- 
cinity.    He  thus  reviews  the  year: 

"  in  the  midst  of  excitement  and  deep  lamentations  about 
our  national  troubles  and  calamity,  I  was  favoured  by  God's 
blessing  to  proclaim  the  message  of  peace  and  safety  to  hun- 
dreds of  Jews  and  Gentiles — to  the  rich  and  the  poor,  the  old 
and  young,  to  the  healthy^nd  to  the  sick  and  the  dying,  to  the 
free  and  to  the  prisoners.  During  a  few  weeks  I  was  laid  up 
with  sickness,  and  the  Lord  gave  me  grace  to  be  still  and  to 
wait  for  his  help. 

"My  mission  among  the  Jews  was  carried  on  during  this 
year  as  formerlv,  quietl3^  I  was  allowed,  with  only  a  few  ex- 
ceptions, to  enter  stores,  shops  and  private  I'esidences  of  Jews, 
to  give  testimony  to  tbe  trutbs  of  Christianity.  In  some  fami- 
lies I  spent  hours  at  repeated  times,  when  I  could  display  the 
excellence  of  our  holy  religion,  and  show  them  how  happy  the 
true  believer  in  Christ  really  is. 

"  Over  fivdthousand  jiages  of  religious  pamphlets,  periodicals 
and  tracts  I  distributed  amongst  the  Jews,  and  also  several 
copies  of  the  New  Testament. 

"During  the  last  summer,  I  visited  several  regiments  of  sol- 
diers in  their  encampments  in  New  York  and  on  Staten  Island  ; 
amongst  them  I  found  quite  a  number  of  Jews.  I  conversed 
with  them  and  i)reached  to  them  Christ,  the  captain  of  our  sal- 
vation. I  ])reached  once  on  a  Sunday  afternoon  to  a  regiment, 
and  some  Jews  expressed  their  friendly  feeling  towards  me. 
The  future  will  tell  the  result  of  this  missionar}-  woi'k.  I  think 
there  are  some  among  the  Jews  with  whom  I  was  brought  in 
contact,  who  are  inclined  to  search  the  Scriptures  "to  see  if 
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these  tilings  were  so."  One  Jew,  now  a  soldier  at  the  Potomac, 
called  on  me  for  a  New  Testament.  He  was  very  glad  when 
he  was  furnished  with  that  precious  book. 

"I  know  that  there  are  Jews  in  New  York  who  read  and 
closely  examine  the  Bible.  The  glorious  period  is  approaching 
when  large  numbers  of  Jews  shall  rally  around  the  Saviour, 
and  give  glory  to  King  Jesus.  The  present  is  the  seed  time  ; 
and  may  the  Lord  give  us  grace  to  proclaim  his  name  to  them, 
who  are  still  beloved  for  their  fathers'  sake! 

"In  the  City  Prison  I  continued  my  weekly  visits,  and  was 
gladly  received  by  the  German  prisoners,  amongst  whom  I  dis- 
tributed tracts,  and  directed  them  to  Jesus,  who  alone  can  lib- 
erate the  captives  and  slaves  of  sin.  Some  of  the  sick  and  dy- 
ing Germans  in  the  Broadway  Hospital  listened  with  tears  to 
the  words  of  consolation. 

"  The  German  field  in  Williamsburgh  [a  part  of  Brooklyn, 
across  the  river  from  New  York]  becomes  more  interesting 
every  year.  A  larger  number  of  our  young  and  older  men — 
members  of  the  church  and  regular  hearers  of  the  preached 
word — have  left  for  different  fields  of  battle, — nearly  forty,  in 
all.  Some  of  them  are  officers ;  one,  a  converted  Jew,  is  a 
lieutenant-colonel — a  pious  man,  who  will  no  doubt  exert  a 
good  influence  upon  many  of  the  soldiers.  Others  have  left  us 
by  removal  to  the  city  of  New  York.  Yet  the  church  was 
crowded  on  many  Sundays,  especially  in  the  morning.  There 
is  a  hunger  for  God's  word.  Some  persons  have  been  hope- 
fully converted  ;  and  they  all,  old  and  young,  become  more  at- 
tached to  me  as  their  spiritual  father.  They  are  all  hard- 
working people — some  of  them  very  poor ;  and  all  feeling 
deeply  the  pressure  of  the  great  calamity  of  war,  they  can  do 
little  for  the  support  of  the  church.  The  Master's  words,  '  To 
the  poor  the  gospel  is  preached,'  give  me  great  comfort. 

"The  Sunday  School  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The 
Parochial  School  is  struggling  hard  for  want  of  support. 

"  I  am,  when  health  enables  me,  every  day  out  of  the  house, 
from  early  till  late  at  night ;  but  I  find  it  a  great  pleasure  to 
be  occupied  in  our  Master's  cause.  Oh,  may  he  sustain  me, 
and  bless  his  work  !" 

The  labour  thus  described  with  simplicity  will  not  be  in  vain 
in  the  Lord  ;  and  the  Church  may  well  be  grateful  for  the 
faithful  service  of  this  esteemed  missionary  for  so  many  years. 
The  Committee  caimot  but  regret,  however,  that  more  labour- 
ers are  not  employed  in  seeking  the  salvation  of  the  ancient 
people  of  God.  They  are  now  sadly  fallen  into  irreligion,  error 
and  scepticism,  by  reason  of  their  great  sin  of  rejecting  the 
Messiah  ;  but  to  them  still  pertain  the  promises,  and  these  are 
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manv  and  precious.  The  Committee  arc  not  able  to  add  any- 
tliing  to  the  views  and  sngfrestions  contained  in  former  reports 
concerning  the  work  of  )nissions  among  the  Jews  ;  but  they 
would  again  connnend  this  people  to  the  earnest  prayers  of  the 
Church  of  Christ. 


The  foregoing  Report  gives  abundant  reasons  for  thanksgiv- 
ing to  God.  The  year  under  its  review  commenced  in  the 
midst  of  deep  discouragement,  which  was  set  forth  in  the  Spe- 
cial Report  of  the  Committee,  directed  by  the  Board  to  be  laid 
before  the  last  General  Assembly.  At  the  risk  of  repeating  some 
remarks  in  the  introductorj^  pages  of  this  report,  the  Committee 
now  desire  to  place  on  record  their  acknowledgment  of  the  great 
goodness  of  God  to  this  cause.  Many  of  their  fears  have  been 
disappointed,  many  of  their  hopes  have  been  exceeded.  Their 
grateful  conviction  now  is,  that  this  work  of  their  hands  has  never 
been,  all  things  considered,  more  highly  favoured  of  God  than 
during  this  most  trying  year.  The  Missions,  with  the  lamented 
exception  of  those  among  the  southwestern  Indian  tribes,  are  all 
in  the  field.  Nearly  all  of  the  missionary  labourers  have  been 
spared  in  health  and  life ;  and  the  two  respected  ministers  and 
the  three  excellent  wives  of  missionaries,  w^ose  departure  from 
this  life  is  lamented,  were  faithful  unto  death,  and  were  sup- 
ported in  their  last  hours  by  a  good  hope  through  grace.  Sev- 
eral new  missionaries  have  been  sent  out.  The  good  work  of 
the  Lord  lias  been  steadily  carried  forward,  by  the  usual  means. 
Souls  have  been  hopefully  converted  in  Africa,  South  America, 
India,  Siam,  and  China.  Some  of  the  former  converts,  includ- 
ing an  excellent  Hindu  minister  of  the  gospel,  whose  praise 
was  in  the  churches,  have  finished  their  earthly  course,  and  in 
their  death  were  cheered  by  the  hope  of  eternal  life. 

To  these  causes  of  gratitude  abroad — omitting  otliers — must 
be  added  the  liberal  pecuniary  support  given  to  the  missions 
by  our  Christian  peo{)le,  in  a  year  of  unj)recedented  calamities. 
The  Committee  would  mention,  as  a  marked  reason  of  thank- 
fulness, that  they  were  enabled  to  send  out  all  the  missionaries 
under  appointment  last  year,  who  were  ready  to  go ;  not  one 
was  detained  at  home  for  want  of  funds  to  send  him  forth. 
They  refer  to  this  with  great  plea.sure  ;  the  liberal  offerings  of 
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a  few  Christian  friends  for  this  purpose  were  honoured  in  this 
liappy  result.  They  are  at  liberty  to  refer  only  in  general  terms 
to  the  lar^e  donations  of  these  and  other  friends  of  missions 
to  the  general  objects  of  the  Board ;  and  they  record  with  not 
less  grateful  emotion  the  gifts  of  many  who  "beyond  their 
ability  "  came  forward  in  aid  of  this  cause.  They  have  already 
expressed  their  high  sense  of  the  generous  sympathy  of  English 
friends  in  India  in  behalf  of  the  missions  in  that  country. 

The  Committee  would  mention,  further,  that  a  large  company 
of  brethren  have  been  moved  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  as  they  them- 
selves believe,  to  offer  themselves  as  labourers  in  the  missionary 
field,  and  have  received  appointments  as  such — subject  to  the 
condition  of  pecuniary  means  being  furnished  by  the  churches 
for  sending  them  out ;  no  less  than  thirteen  are  thus  appointed, 
not  including  brethren  who  desire  to  return  to  their  stations, 
and  three  others  have  applied  for  similar  appointment.  Besides 
these,  one  was  appointed  who  has  already  been  called  to  a  higher 
service,  in  the  presence  of  our  Lord.  All  but  three  of  the  six- 
teen can  be  ready  at  an  early  day,  if  the  Lord  will,  to  go'  out  as 
missionaries.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  missionary  candi- 
dates ever  reported  *by  the  Committee  as  waiting  to  be  sent 
forth.  And  in  this  they  see  the  good  hand  of  God  upon  this 
cause.  It  is  of  his  great  grace  that  so  many  approved  and 
choice  men  have  been  led  to  desire  this  good  work,  notwith- 
standing its  great  cross, — separation  from  friends  and  country, 
an'd  its  many  other  severe  trials  of  life  and  faith.  Indeed,  the 
Committee  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Church  to  this  state- 
ment as  a  special  cause  of  thanksgiving,  and  as  furnishing  an 
answer  to  many  prayers ;  while  in  this,  and  in  the  other  par- 
ticulars specified,  and  hardly  less  in  man}-  things  which  can 
not  here  be  enumerated,  but  which  a  careful  reading  of  this 
Report  will  bring  to  view,  they  rejoice  to  see  the  fulfilment  of 
our  Lord's  promise  to  his  disciples :  "  Lo,  I  am  with  you  alwaj^s, 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

If  this  Report  give  reasons  for  thanksgiving,  it  must  also  be 
regarded  as  containing  an  earnest  call  to  onward  movement  in 
the  missionary  work.  This  work  remains.  Multitudes  of  men 
in  these  missionary  lands  are  yet  sitting  in  the  shadow  of  death. 
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Many  more  labourers  could  at  once  find  employment  in  this 
harvest.  Here  is  need  of  prayer ;  here  is  room  for  Cliristian 
liberality.  Both  are  called  for  by  the  Word,  the  Providence, 
and  the  Spirit  of  God.  The  Committee  cannot  doubt  that  in 
both  the  members  of  our  Christian  body,  generally,  might  make 
large  advances  on  their  ])ast  efforts.  To  refer  particularly  to  the 
pecuniary  means  required  for  increased  labours,  the  Committee 
do  not  doubt  that  the  churches  which  now  support  these  mis- 
sions could  really  double  their  gifts,  in  a  great  number  of  in- 
stances; and  the  churches,  which  have  made  no  offering  in 
aid  of  this  cause,  might  surely  do  something  for  its  support. 
Let  this  Report,  with  its  many  and  varied  statements  of  what 
God  is  doing  by  his  servants,  be  regarded  as  an  earnest  call  to 
the  consideration  of  Christian  duty.  This  will  also  lead  to  great- 
er hopefulness  in  the  missionary  work  of  our  beloved  Church, 
The  Committee  are  closing  this  Report  in  the  midst  of  times 
that  are  filling  the  minds  of  men  with  apprehension.  Kingdoms 
are  shaking.  Our  own  country  was  never  in  such  awful  ca- 
lamity. But  the  Church  need  not  fear,  her  members  being 
found  in  their  lot,  at  the  post  of  duty.  The  kingdom  that  shall 
never  be  moved  is  rising.  He  that  has  all  power  in  heaven 
and  in  earth  is  now  on  its  throne.  His  Almighty  Spirit  is  now 
in  the  world,  as  the  great  agent  of  converting  the  souls  of  men. 
His  power  may  be  witnessed  by  the  Church,  in  answer  to  her 
prayers,  on  Corisco,  at  Canton,  at  Bangkok,  at  all  the  mission- 
ary stations,  as  at  Jerusalem  on  the  day  of  Pentecost.  This 
hope  may  well  cheer  the  hearts  of  all  who  are  praying.  Thy 
kingdom  come !  It  is  for  Christ  and  his  kingdom  this  work  of 
missions  is  performed.  At  his  feet  the  Committee  would  lay 
down  this  narrative  of  another  year's  services  of  their  Chris- 
tian brethren  and  themselves  in  this  cause,  feeling  assured  that 
their  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.

TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  was  held  at  the  Mission 
House  in  New  York,  May  5,  1862,  at  4  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  following  members  were  present :

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Treasurer's  Ac- 
counts, and  the  Minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee,  were  laid 
before  the  Board.  These  were  referred  to  sub-committees  of  the 
Board,  and  afterwards,  on  their  recommendation,  Avere  approved. 

Dr.  Spring  expressed  his  desire  to  decline  a  re-election  as  Presi- 
dent, on  account  of  his  sight  still  continuing  imperfect ;  where- 
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upon  Dr.  Imbrie  and  Mr.  Rankin  were  appointed  a  coniniittee  to 
draft  a  suitable  minute, — which  is  as  follows  : 

"It  is  with  regret  that  the  Board  has  heard  of  Dr.  Sjiring's  de- 
termination to  decline  any  further  nomination  to  the  olllce  of  the 
Presidency.  They  take  this  occasion  to  record  their  sense  of  his 
fiiithfulness  in  the  regular  discharge  .of  his  duties  for  the  last  ten 
years,  during  which  he  has  been  unanimously  elected  to  this  office." 

On  motion,  the  Board  agreed  to  elect  but  one  Vice-President 
hereafter.

The  Board  agreed  to  accept  the  Charter  obtained  from  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  during  its  late  session. 

The  Board  adjourned,  to  meet  at  the  Mission  House,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  18G3,  at  half-past  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 
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On  Friday,  the  16  th  of  May,  the  Report  of  the  Board  was  pre- 
sented to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  that  body  on  Foreign 
Missions,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D., 
.Job  F.  Halsey,  D.D.,  John  M.  Stevenson,  D.D.,  David  Irving,  and 
James  Anderson,  and  Messrs.  J.  F.  Janvier,  Jonathan  "Woodrufl", 
David  R.  Breeze,  and  James  E.  Bell. 

On  Wednesday,  May  21st,  this  Committee  reported  a  series  of 
resolutions,  which  were  considered  and  adopted,  as  follows,  viz : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Assembly,  having  learned  from  the  Board's 
report  the  undiminished  contributions  of  the  churches  notwithstanding 
the  pecuniary  embarrassment  of  the  times,  and  the  blessing  of  God  upon 
the  labours  of  our  missionaries  in  the  foreign  field,  in  the  conversion  of 
souls  and  in  the  enlargement  and  strengthening  of  our  mission  stations,  so 
that  the  work  of  the  Board  in  all  its  departments  is  as  encouraging  as  in 
any  former  period  of  its  history,  we  do  hereby  record  our  devout  grati- 
tude to  the  great  King  and  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  merciful  favour  by 
which,  in  tliis  time  of  general  reljuke,  he  has  evinced  his  approbation 
of  our  efforts  to  "  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature." 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  proffer  and  acceptance  of  the  thirteen 
young  men,  whom  God  has  raised  u])  in  his  Providence  and  influenced 
by  his  grace  to  undertake  the  work  of  missions  at  this  trying  crisis,  as  a 
significant  fact,  calling  u2)on  us  in  the  exercise  of  a  more  liberal  benevo- 
lence and  a  higher  fiiith  to  send  forth  these  new  labourers  ;  in  the  confi- 
dence that  his  past  mercies  are  but  the  earnest  of  larger  favours  as  the 
reward  of  increased  exertions  for  the  glory  of  his  name. 

3.  Resolced,  That  in  view  of  the  greatly  increased  pecuniary  lialjilities 
of  the  Board  involved  in  this  new  accession  of  labourers,  we  call  upon  all 
the  members  of  our  churches  to  carry  this  responsibility  upon  their  hearts ; 
ujDon  all  our  pastors  to  present  this  call  of  Divine  Providence  distinctly 
and  pungently  to  the  people ;  ujjon  all  our  sessions  to  carry  out  such  an 
efficient  system  of  contribution  as  shall  leave  no  tythe  ungatliered ;  and 
uijon  all  our  congregations  to  make  united  and  continuous  supplication 
to  the  great  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  so  bless  the  work  and  the 
workers,  that  we  shall  have  reason  to  say  as  each  year  of  increased  efibrt 
terminates,  "  We  have  trusted  in  the  Lord,  and  are  not  made  ashamed." 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  present  state  of  the  world  and  the 
encouragements  hj  which  a  Divine  Providence  is  beckoning  us  onward 
in  the  pi'osecution  of  this  great  work,  we  express  to  the  churches  our 
increased  sense  of  the  im2)ortance  of  the  claims  of  this  Board  ujjon  their 
Christian  liberality  ;  as  its  field  is  the  world,  and  its  operations  involve 
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sncli  multiform  pecuniary  cxpciuliturcs,  requiring  in  addition  to  the  out- 
tit  and  salaries  of  the  missionaries  large  outlaysfor  the  suj)port  of  schools, 
the  l)uil(ling  of  houses,  and  the  pul)lication  of  the  I5il)le  and  other  hooks 
and  tracts  in  a  variety  of  foreign  languages. 

5.  Jiesohrd,  Tliat  we  heartily  approve  the  effort  of  the  Board  to  circu- 
late the  "  Foreign  AfixKiorKtri/"'  among  the  Sal)hath-schools  and  families 
of  our  Church ;  and  that,  under  the  strong  conviction  of  the  im])ortance 
of  training  all  our  children  and  youth  to  feel  a  deep  interest  in  the  mis- 
sionary work,  we  earnestly  commend  this  sulycct  to  the  attention  of  pas- 
tors and  jjarents,  and  Sabbath-school  teachers,  in  the  hope  that  they 
will  make  the  inculcation  of  a  true  missionary  spirit  one  of  the  principal 
features  of  their  plans  for  Christian  instruction  and  nurture. 

6^  Resolved,  That  this  Assembly  takes  great  pleasure  in  commending 
the  wisdom  and  lidelity  with  which  the  aliairs  of  the  Board  have  lieen 
conducted,  and  our  appreciation  of  the  cheerfulness  with  which  its  exe- 
cutive otiicers  have  performed  the  increased  labours  of  the  present  year. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Board  be  approved,  and  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee  for  publication. 

A  })ul)lic  meeting  in  behalf  of  the  Missions  of  the  Board  was 
held  on  the  next  evening,  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Colum- 
bus, O.,  Avhich  was  attended  by  many  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  others. 

A  sermon  for  the  Board  was  preached  in  the  Church  on  Fifth 
avenue  and  Nineteenth-street,  New  York,  on  Sabbath  evening, 
May  4th,  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  from  1  Thess.  ii.  16, 
Luke  xi.  52,  Matt.  xxvi.  8,  9,  by  the  Rev.  John  M.  Krebs,  D.D.

Passed,  April  12tii,  18G2. Chapter  18V. 


The  Peojyle  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1. — Walter  Lowrie,  Gardiner  Spring,  Wm.  W.  Phil- 
lips, George  Potts,  Wm.  ]]annard,  John  D.  Wells,  Nathan  L. 
Rice,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Lebbeus  B.  Ward,  Robert  Carter,  John 
C.  Lowrie,  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  such  others  as 
they  may  associate  with  themselves,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  forever,  by  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
IMissions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  conducting  Chris- 
tian ^lissions  among  the  unevangelized  or  Pagan  nations,  and  the 
general  dilFusion  of  Christianity ;  and  by  that  name  they  and  their 
successors  and  associates  shall  be  capable  of  taking  by  purchase, 
grant,  devise  or  otherwise,  holding,  conveying  or  otherwise  dis- 
posing of  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  purposes  of  the  said 
corporation,  but  which  estate  within  this  State  shall  not  at  any 
time  exceed  the  annual  income  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2. — The  said  corporation  shall  possess  the  general 
powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  liabilities  and 
provisions  contained  in  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  so  far  as  the  same  are  ajtplicable,  and  also 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  cha])tcr  three  hundred  and  sixty  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty. 

Section  3. — This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

ACTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  1862. 


Aftjer  the  opening  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  the  city 
of  Columbus,  Ohio,  the  following  Standing  Committee  on 
the  Board  of  Publication  was  announced  by  the  Modera- 
tor, viz. — Rev.  Samuel  B.  McPheeters,  D.  D.,  Rev.  James 
Sloan,  D,  D.,  Rev.  J.  G.  Ralston,  Rev.  R.  J.  L.  Matthews, 
and  ruling  elders  C.  0.  Waters,  W.  L.  Sutton,  and  H.  R. 
Kennedy. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  was  afterwards  pre- 
sented by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  William  E. 
Schenck,  D.  D.,  and  referred  by  the  Assembly  to  the  above 
Committee. 

On  Saturday  morning,  May  17th,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee brought  in  their  report,  when  the  Secretary,  by  invita- 
tion of  the  Assembly,  addressed  the  body.  The  discussion 
of  the  report  continued  until  the  hour  of  adjournment  at 
noon,  and  again  came  up  as  an  order  of  the  day,  on  Mon- 
day afternoon. 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion,  Rev.  L.  R.  Mc  Aboy,  D.  D., 
moved  as  an  addition  to  the  report,  that  the  Board  be 
directed  to  inquire  into  the  possibility  of  reducing  the 
expensiveness  of  its  working  machinery,  and  report  to  the 
next  Assembly.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  was  again 
heard;  and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  he  earnestly 
requested  the  Assembly  to  appoint  a  special  committee  of 
inquiry  in  regard  to  the  afi'airs  and  operations  of  the 
Board — after  which,  on  motion  of  Dr.  S.  B.  McPheeters,  the 
following  resolutions  were  adopted  unanimously : 

Resolved,  1.  That  in  view  of  criticisms  made  in  this  and 
former  General  Assemblies,  a  committee  of  nine  ministers 


and  ruling  elders,  of  whicli  the  Moderator  of  this  General 
Assembly  shall  be  chairman,  be  appointed  to  make  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  affairs  of  the  Board  of  Publi- 
cation, and  report  to  the  next  general  Assembly. 

Resolved,  2.  That  said  committee  shall  meet  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  at  the  call  of  its  chairman ;  and  the  Board 
is  hereby  directed  to  give  free  and  full  opportunity  to  the 
committee  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  its  appointment, 
and  any  information  the  committee  may  desire  to  procure. 
And  all  persons  from  any  part  of  the  church  shall  have 
fall  opportunity,  and  are  requested,  either  in  person  or  by 
writing,  to  present  to  the  committee  any  objections  or 
doubts  they  may  entertain  in  regard  to  the  plans  and  ope- 
rations of  the  Board. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  directed 
to  pay  the  travelling  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the 
members  of  the  committee,  from  its  treasury. 

The  original  Eeport  was  then  finally  adopted,  as  follows, 
without  further  amendment. 

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  on  the  Board  of 

Publication. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Publication,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  having  carefully  examined  the  Report  of  the  Board, 
together  with  the  minutes  of  the  Board,  and  the  minutes  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  they  recommend  the  approval  of 
these  minutes,  as  far  as  written,  and  would  respectfully 
submit  the  following  resolutions  to  the  Assembly,  for  its 
adoption : 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  General  Assembly  continue  to 
regard  the  Board  of  Publication  as  a  most  important  and 
efficient  agency  of  the  church,  in  disseminating  and  defend- 
ing divine  truth,  and  approves  of  the  wisdom,  prudence, 
and  energy  with  which  the  affairs  of  the  Board  have  been 
conducted  during  the  past  year. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Assembly  is  especially  gratified  to 
learn  that  the  Board  has  entered  with  so  much  zeal  and 
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efficiency  upon  tlie  most  important  work  of  supplying  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  also  prisoners  of 
war,  with  suitable  religious  reading;  and  that  notwith- 
standing the  troubles  of  the  country,  it  has  been  enabled 
to  employ  so  many  colporteurs,  who  devote  themselves  to 
their  new  and  exceedingly  interesting  fields.  And  the 
Assembly,  in  view  of  the  magnitude  and  urgency  of  their 
work,  earnestly  recommend  the  churches  under  its  care  to 
sustain  the  Board  by  liberal  contributions  to  its  Colportage 
and  Distribution  Funds. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  Assembly  is  pleased  to  find  that 
the  Board  is  actively  engaged  in  publishing  books  of  suita- 
ble character  for  juvenile  reading  and  Sabbath-school 
libraries;  and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  Board,  in 
view  of  the  present  exigencies,  of  the  church,  to  furnish  a 
still  cheaper  edition  of  Sabbath-school  books. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Assembly  renews  its  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Sabbath- School  Visitor  to  congregations,  as  a 
most  efficient  aid  in  the  work  of  School  instruction. 

The  Committee  of  nine,  appointed  by  the  Assembly, 
under  the  first  of  the  above  resolutions,  is  as  follows : 

Chairman,  Rev.  Charles  C.  Beatty,  D.  D.,  Moderator  of 
the  Assembly ;  Rev.  S.  B.  McPheeters,  D.  D.,  of  the  Synod 
of  Missouri;  Rev.  L.  H.  Atwater,  D.  D,,  of  the  Synod  of 
New  Jersey ;  Rev.  John  M.  Lowrie,  D.  D,,  of  the  Synod  of 
Northern  Indiana ;  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.  D.,  of  the 
Synod  of  Pittsburgh ;  Hon,  H.  H.  Leavitt,  of  the  Synod  of 
Cincinnati;  Mr,  James  Donaldson,  of  the  Synod  of  New 
York;  Mr.  Charles  Crosby,  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago;  and 
Mr.  B.  Whitely,  of  the  Synod  of  Baltimore. 

The  Moderator  was  empowered  to  fill  all  vacancies  in 
the  Committee. 
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Another  year  of  its  history  having  closed  witli  tlie  last 
day  of  February,  tlie  Board  respectfully  submits  to  the 
General  Assembly  the  follomng  report  for  that  period. 

The  twelve-month  to  be  reviewed  has  been  a  momentous 
one  in  the  history  of  our  beloved  country  and  of  our  Church. 
Civil  war,  for  the  first  time  since  we  have  been  a  nation,  has 
arrayed  brother  against  brother,  and  crimsoned  the  soil  of 
this  highly-favoured  land  with  the  blood  of  her  own  sons. 
The  ploughshare  of  division  has  likewise  passed  through 
our  hitherto  harmonious  Church,  and  many  who  in  past 
years  have  shared  our  councils  and  our  toils,  have  expressed 
their  fixed  resolve  to  do  so  no  more.  All  these  events, 
political  and  ecclesiastical,  have  of  course  had  an  immedi- 
ate and  powerful  effect  upon  the  operations  of  this  Board. 
It  has  been  suddenly  and  totally  excluded  from  carrying 
forward  its  accustomed  work  in  the  whole  Southern  portion 
of  our  land,  containing  nearly  one-half  the  area  over  which 
its  sales  and  colportage  labours  have  heretofore  extended. 
At  the  same  time,  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  country, 
the  general  disturbance  and  depression  of  business;  the 
unusual  scarcity  of  money;  the  universal  disposition  to 
avoid  parting  with  money  wherever  its  expenditure  could 
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possibly  be  avoided;  and  tlie  new,  numerous,  and  extraor- 
dinary claims  upon  tbe  sympathies  and  charities  of  our 
people,  have  all  tended  to  reduce  greatly  the  receipts  of 
the  Board,  both  from  its  sales,  and  from  the  contributions 
of  the  churches. 

Notwithstanding  all  these  perturbations,  struggles,  and 
deficiencies  of  the  past  year,  the  Board  finds  cause  for 
sincere  thankfulness  and  gratulation  in  the  fact,  that  by 
the  exercise  of  unremitting  care  and  prudence,  it  has  been 
enabled  to  adhere  without  deviation  to  its  rule  of  former 
years,  to  owe  no  man  anything.  Through  the  darkest 
months  of  the  year  it  has  continued  to  conduct  all  its  busi- 
ness upon  the  principle  of  making  cash  payments.  By 
the  help  and  blessing  of  God  it  has  reached  the  end  of  this 
extraordinary  and  trying  year,  not  only  without  borrow- 
ing or  running  in  debt,  but  with  a  balance  of  money  in 
its  treasury ;  a  balance  much  smaller  than  usual,  it  is  true, 
but  enough  to  enable  it  to  enter  hopefully  and  without 
embarrassment  upon  the  work  of  the  new  year.  Not  only 
so,  but  amidst  all  the  convulsions  and  troubles  of  the 
times,  the  Board  has  as  yet  suffered  no  pecuniary  loss,  save 
such  as  has  arisen  indirectly  from  the  decrease  of  sales  and 
contributions.  And  it  now  stands,  with  its  resources  un- 
impaired, and  its  arrangements  complete,  ready  not  only 
fully  to  resume,  but  greatly  to  enlarge  its  operations  just 
as  soon  as  God  shall  bless  us  with  renewed  peace  and 
national  prosperity. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Assembly  the 
Board  has  lost  by  death  two  of  its  members,  the  Rev.  J. 
W.  McKennan,  of  Frankfort  Springs,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Alexander  W.  Mitchell,  M.  D.,  formerly  of  Philadelphia. 
In  Dr.  Mitchell  the  Board  lost  one  of  its  earliest  and  most 
steadfast  friends.  He  was  one  of  the  little  company  who 
originated  the  society  which  was  the  germ  of  this  Board. 
For  a  long  course  of  years  he  was  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  and  a  member  of  its  Executive  Committee,  through- 
out which  time  he  devoted  to  its  interests,  entirely  without 
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pecuniary  compensation,  a  large  portion  of  his  time  and 
efforts*

*  At  a  meeting  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication,  held  February 
18,  1862,  the  following  paper  was  unanimously  adopted: 

It  becomes  the  sorrowful  duty  of  the  Board  to  record  the  decease  of  their 
late  esteemed  friend  and  associate,  Alexander  W.  Mitchell,  M.  D.,  who 
dejjarted  this  life  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  on  the  18th  of  January,  1862,  in  the 
seventy- fourth  year  of  his  age. 

Dr.  Mitchell  having  retired  from  his  professional  duties,  with  a  compe- 
tent fortune,  devoted  himself,  with  much  single-heartedness,  to  tlie  interests 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  never  ceased  to  manifest  his  firm  attach- 
ment to  its  doctrines  and  polity.  He  was  a  Presbyterian  from  principle, 
and  uncompromising  in  what  ho  believed  to  be  essential  to  the  vitality, 
purity,  and  preservation  of  the  great  system  of  truth,  as  expressed  in  the 
Westminster  Standards.  As  a  ruling  elder  in  the  Tenth  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Philadelphia,  he  was  not  only  an  active  and  useful  officer  for 
many  years,  but  a  faithful  attendant  on  the  various  Church  judicatories, 
and  especially  on  the  General  Assembly,  of  which  body  he  was  frequently

before  published,  and  is  alone  worth  the  price  of  the 
volume.  Those  who  knew  Dr.  Yan  Kensselaer  will  be 
rejoiced  to  possess  the  admirable  likeness  prefixed  to  the 
volume. 

III.  the  soldier's  pocket-book. 

Probably  no  work  ever  published  by  the  Board  has  had 
a  more  extended,  important,  and  useful  mission,  than  this 
small  and  unpretending  book.  Thousands  upon  thou- 
sands of  copies  have  been  poured  forth,  and  have  been 
everywhere  received  among  the  soldiers  with  the  utmost 
delight  and  eagerness.  Large  supplies  have  been  for- 
warded to  all  the  military  stations,  and  as  far  as  possible  to 
all  the  regiments  on  the  Atlantic  coast  and  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico,  as  well  as  to  the  camps  and  armies  in  Virginia, 
Maryland,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  and  elsewhere.  But  one 
opinion  in  regard  to  it  has  ever  reached  the  Board.  This 
has  come  from  chaplains,  pious  officers  and  privates,  and 
from  all  who  have  had  the  spiritual  interests  of  our  brave 
soldiers  at  heart ;  and  the  constant  entreaty  has  come  up 
that  still  larger  numbers  of  this  "blessed  little  book" 
might  be  distributed  among  the  soldiers. 

That  it  has  not  only  been  received  with  avidity  by  the 
soldiers  in  every  part  of  the  wide  field  of  military  opera- 
tions, but  has  been  accompanied  and  blessed  by  the  influ- 
ences of  the  Divine  Spirit,  we  have  had  the  most  abundant 
testimony. 

An  army  chajDlain  wrote  recently  as  follows:  "Six  pri- 
vates of  one  company,  in  one  tent,  by  its  perusal  have 
been  led  to  establish  worship  in  their  tent,  and  I  hope  very 
soon  to  sit  at  the  communion  table  with  them  all.

thousands  in  the  army  hospitals;  and  the  Board  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  it  has  carried  peace  and  joy 
to  many  a  soul. 

THE  soldier's  LIBRARY. 

Seventy  choice  and  suitable  volumes  have  been  selected 
to  form  a  "  Soldier's  Library/'  which  is  famished  at  $20, 
or  $15  when  the  cash  accompanies  the  order.  Many 
regiments,  while  in  camp,  have  been  furnished  with  this 
library,  which  has  been  everywhere  found  interesting 
and  useful  to  its  readers. 

THE   sailor's   companion. 

This  is  an  admirable  volume,  prepared  for  the  use  of  those 
"  who  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships."  It  contains  forms  for 
prayer,  for  burial-service  at  sea,  a  selection  of  hymns,  reli- 
gious instruction,  advice,  &c.,  and  has  elicited  the  warmest 
testimonials  from  naval  of&cers  and  chaplains,  by  whom  it 
is  regarded  as  meeting  a  great  want,  and  as  being  one  of 
the  most  valuable  books  ever  issued  for  the  use  of  seamen. 
Great  efforts  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  to  place 
this  work  on  board  of  as  many  as  possible  of  our  ships. 
Thousands  of  brave  sailors  have  read  it  with  delight  and 
profit.     The  price  of  the  book  is  60  cents. 

THE   HOME   AND   FOREIGN  RECORD. 

The  circulation  of  the  So'rae  atid  Foreign  Record,  as  re- 
ported to  the  last  General  Assembly,  was  15,400  copies. 
The  stoppage  of  the  Southern  mails  early  in  the  year  under 
review,  caused  a  decrease  of  about  5000  copies;  so  that, 
on  the  first  of  March  last,  the  number  issued  was  10,400. 
Of  the  number  thus  discontinued,  a  considerable  propor- 
tion were  gratuitous  copies  sent  to  ministers  and  licentiates 
in  the  South.  Limited  as  is  the  number  now  issued,  the 
Boards  all  regard  the  Record  as  an  indispensable  organ  for 
communicating  with  the  pastors  and  churches,  and  must 
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continue  so  to  regard  it  until  a  substitute  shall  be  found 
to  accomplisli  better  the  ends  which  it  now  subserves. 

THE   SABBATH-SCHOOL   VISITOR. 

The  Sabbath- school  Visitor  continues  to  be  appreciated, 
and  is  warmly  welcomed  by  our  Sabbath-schools  wherever 
it  is  taken.  It  has,  however,  very  numerous  and  active 
competitors  to  encounter  in  its  peculiar  field,  and  it  is 
much  to  be  lamented  that  many  of  our  Sabbath-schools 
turn  away  from  this  paper,  issued  by  their  own  Church,  to 
receive  papers  no  better  or  cheaper,  coming  from  other 
sources.  Every  effort  is  made  to  furnish  in  the  Visitor 
such  matter  as  shall  both  entertain  and  instruct  the  chil- 
dren. Constant  care  is  also  exercised  to  keep  up  to  the 
highest  standard  the  quality  of  the  paper,  typography,  and 
engravings  used ;  and  in  all  these  respects  it  has  received 
warm  commendation  from  competent  judges  outside  of  our 
own  denomination. 

The  number  of  subscribers  reported  to  the  last  General 
Assembly  was  75,000.  Owing  to  the  stoppage  of  the 
Southern  mails,  and  the  severe  scarcity  of  money  in  the 
North  and  West,  the  subscription  list  declined  to  40,000. 
After  remaining  at  this  low  point  a  very  short  time,  it 
again  began  to  increase,  until,  on  the  first  of  March,  the 
number  issued  was  55,000  copies. 

The  Board  would  once  more  solicit  the  aid  of  pastors, 
and  Sabbath-school  superintendents  and  teachers,  to  intro- 
duce the  Visitor  into  their  respective  schools. 

II.  DEPARTMENT  OF  DISTRIBUTION. 

1.   SALES  IN   THE   DEPOSITORY. 

The  sales  during  the  year  in  the  Depository  have  been 
110,976  volumes,  and  646,951  pages  of  tracts.  The  net 
value  of  the  books  and  tracts  thus  sold  is  $16,979.17. 
The  amount  sold  last  year  was  $85,714.37.  This  is  a 
large  decrease  from  the  amount  of  bookstore  business 
done   in   the  preceding  year.     But  from  the   best  infor- 
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mation  derived  from  publishers,  especially  from  those 
heretofore  trading  largely  with  the  South,  it  is  believed 
that  they  have  generally  suffered  quite  as  large  a  tempo- 
rary decrease  of  business  during  the  past  year.  The  above 
amount  is,  of  course,  exclusive  of  sales  and  other  distri- 
butions made  by  colporteurs,  which  may  be  found  stated 
elsewhere  in  this  Eeport.  The  catalogue  value  of  works 
sent  to  Theological  Seminaries,  authors,  and  editors,  has 
been  3650.25.  The  catalogue  value  of  the  above  issues 
from  the  Depository  during  the  year  has  been  $23,289.14. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  all  donations  and  sales, 
however  made  subsequently  through  colporteurs  and 
others,  are  originally  made  in  the  Depository;  ^.  e.,  the 
books  are  selected,  invoiced,  and  packed  there,  just  as 
are  other  sales,  although  not  included  in  the  above 
amount. 

2.   DISTRIBUTIONS   BY  THE   EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

All  grants  of  books  and  tracts  made  by  the  Executive 
Committee  are  made  from  a  special  fund,  entitled  the  Dis- 
tribution Fund.  This  is  supplied  by  contributions  from 
individual  sources,  in  response  to  appeals  made  for  this 
specific  use.  The  demands  made  upon  this  fund  through- 
out the  year  have  been  numerous  and  urgent.  The  Com- 
mittee has  taken  pleasure  in  responding,  so  far  as  it  has 
been  in  its  power,  to  every  appeal  which  has  seemed  to  be 
well-founded  and  deserving.  Its  grants  have  been  as 
follows :

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The  amount  received  for  this  fund  during  the  year  was 
$2624.05.     The  value  of  tlie  above  grants  was  $1818.58. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  considerably  more  than  half 
of  the  amount  above  granted  has  been  given  to  soldiers 
and  sailors;  yet  this  includes  but  a  small  part  of  what  this 
Board  has  really  done  for  these  very  interesting  and  impor- 
tant classes  of  men,  during  the  year.  The  principal  part 
of  the  distributions  made  among  them  has  been  made 
through  the  agency  of  those  engaged  in  the  colportage 
work ;  and  whenever  this  has  been  the  case,  their  distribu- 
tions are  included  in  the  statistics  of  colportage  distri- 
butions, which  are  hereafter  to  be  given. 

Early  in  the  year  it  became  very  evident,  that  in  the 
present  state  of  our  country  the  providence  of  God  was 
directing  this  Board  in  a  special  manner  to  do  what  might 
be  in  its  power  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors.  It  accordingly 
addressed  itself  to  the  undertaking — an  undertaking  of 
such  magnitude  as  speedily  to  exhaust  its  limited  Distribu- 
tion Fund.  Appeals  issued  to  provide  money  for  this 
special  work,  were  met  by  numerous  and  hearty  contribu- 
tions, chiefly  however  in  small  sums.  These  donations 
were  often  accompanied  by  requests  from  the  donors,  that 
their  contributions  should  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  par- 
ticular camps,  regiments,  or  ships.  In  every  case,  such 
directions  have  been  carefully  obeyed. 

The  next  largest  amount  appropriated  from  this  fund 
has  been  for  "  Mission  and  other  needy  Sabbath-schools." 
An  incalculable  amount  of  encouragement  and  benefit  has 
thus  been  conferred  upon  many  a  Sabbath-school,  which 
might  otherwise  have  either  languished  in  feeble  life,  or 
even  have  soon  died  out.  And  we  especially  invite  the 
attention  of  our  Sabbath-schools,  in  every  part  of  the 
church,  to  this  mode  of  doing  good,  as  one  peculiarly 
appropriate  for  them.  Are  there  not  many  of  our  older 
and  abler  Sabbath-schools,  which  can,  in  the  course  of  the 
coming  year,  send  us  a  contribution,  thus  to  aid  some  mis- 
sion or  struggling  Sabbath-school?

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3.   DISTRIBUTION  BY   COLPORTAGE. 

The  year  was  begun  with  a  heavy  balance  against  onr 
Colportage  Fund,  while  the  prospect  of  receiving  the  usual 
amount  of  funds  for  the  work  was  extremely  doubtful, 
owing  to  the  perturbed  political  and  financial  condition  of 
the  country.  In  such  circumstances,  the  Board  deemed  it 
a  measure  of  ordinary  prudence  not  only  to  avoid  increas- 
ing the  balance  against  the  fund,  but  to  secure,  if  possible, 
its  gradual  decrease.  It  was  also,  very  soon  after  the 
beginning  of  the  civil  war,  found  that  our  colporteurs 
could  not  accomplish,  among  the  masses  of  the  people  in 
their  homes,  as  much  as  in  ordinary  times,  because  of  both 
the  intense  pre-occupation  of  their  minds,  the  scarcity  of 
money,  and  the  consequent  general  indisposition  to  pur- 
chase books.  The  Board  therefore  formally  determined 
not  to  add  to  the  list  of  colporteurs  any  new  names,  except 
under  very  special  circumstances.  Some  of  its  colporteurs, 
before  in  the  service,  engaged  in  other  avocations.  Hence 
the  number  of  colporteurs  in  commission  during  the  year 
has  been  one  hundred  and  fifty,  which  is  a  smaller  number 
by  ninety-two,  than  was  reported  for  the  year  previous. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  table  of  colportage  statistics, 
as  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Eeport,  is  this  year 
unusually  defective,  some  forty-seven  colporteurs  not  hav- 
ing reported  during  the  year.  This  is,  in  most  cases,  an 
effect  of  the  civil  war  and  stoppage  of  Southern  mails. 
When  the  war  began,  the  Board  had  a  large  number  of 
colporteurs  in  the  Southern  and  Southwestern  States,  with 
supplies  of  books  and  tracts  in  their  hands.  These  colpor- 
teurs were  authorized  to  retain  their  compensation  from 
the  proceeds  of  their  sales,  such  amounts  to  be  charged  to 
themselves  in  making  their  reports  to  the  Board.  What 
amount  of  labour  and  distributions  have  been  accom- 
plished by  these  labourers  we  are  of  course  uninformed, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  them  at  least  were  able  to 
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continue  their  work  in  their  respective  fields  until  their 
stocks  of  books  and  tracts  were  exhausted. 

From  the  103  colporteurs  who  have  reported,  we  give 
the  following  summary  of  results. 

They  have  performed  within  the  year  10,191  days,  or 
(allowing  313  working  days  to  a  year)  32  years,  181  days 
of  labour. 

They  have  sold  73,318  volumes  in  the  course  of  their 
itinerations. 

The  number  of  volumes  given  away  has  been  44,311, 
which  is  nearly  double  the  number  gratuitously  distri- 
buted last  year. 

The  tracts  sent  out  to  colporteurs  for  gratuitous  distri- 
bution have  amounted  to  3,275,825  pages,  an  increase  of 
903,809  pages  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  persons  visited  by  colporteurs  has  been 
479,698. 

While  the  above  figures  indicate  that  the  amount  of 
sahs  by  colporteurs  had  largely  decreased  this  year,  the 
number  of  volumes  and  tracts  distributed  gratuitously 
shows  that  a  smaller  number  of  men  have  done  a  far 
larger  missionary  work  than  in  any  former  year  of  the 
Board's  history. 

A  large  proportion  of  these  gratuitous  distributions 
have  been  made  among  our  soldiers  and  sailors.  Encour- 
aged and  enabled  to  go  forward  by  the  contributions  of 
individuals  and  churches  made  with  especial  reference  to 
these  classes,  the  Board  has  sent  large  quantities  of  books 
and  tracts  to  Fortress  Monroe,  Ilatteras,  Port  Royal,  Fort 
Pickens,  Pensacola  and  Ship  Island,  on  our  coast.  It  has 
furnished  large  supplies  to  the  camps  and  regiments  in 
Maryland,  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Tennessee,  and 
elsewhere.  It  has  had  its  colporteurs  at  Philadelphia, 
Cairo,  Louisville,  and  other  cities,  ready  to  furnish  regi- 
ments passing  through  towards  the  seat  of  war.  It  has 
sent  its  labourers  to  the  Navy  Yards  and  on  board  the 
national  ships  wherever  accessible,  and  supplied  officers 
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and  men  with  suitable  religions  reading.  In  short,  in  this 
season  of  inactivity  in  ordinary  business,  the  Board  has 
striven  to  enter  heartily  and  earnestly  into  that  field  which 
the  providence  of  God  had  spread  before  it,  and  to  do  there 
all  that  the  limited  amount  of  means  at  its  command  enabled 
it  to  do.  Many  hospitals  for  the  sick  and  wounded  sol- 
diers have  been  visited,  in  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  AVash- 
ington,  Cairo,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  and  elsewhere,  and 
religious  books,  tracts,  and  cards,  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  sufferers  found  therein. 

The  prisoners,  too,  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States 
government,  have  not  been  neglected.  The  prisoners 
taken  at  Hatteras  were  abundantly  supplied,  while  impri- 
soned in  the  forts  in  New  York  and  Boston  harbours,  and 
they  sent  a  letter  of  earnest  thanks  to  the  Board,  because  it 
had  thus  remembered  them.  The  thousands  of  prisoners  in 
Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois,  taken  at  Forts  Henry  and  Don- 
elson,  have  also  received,  eagerly  and  thankfully,  sup- 
plies of  religious  reading.  It  is  believed,  upon  the  best 
summing  up  which  the  circumstances  of  the  case  will  ad- 
mit of,  that  not  less  than  300,000  soldiers  and  sailors  have, 
by  the  aid  of  generous  contributors,  received  from  the 
Board  religious  books  and  tracts,  adapted  and  sufficient  to 
lead  them  to  the  knowledge  of  Christ  and  his  salvation. 
And  from  the  reports  which  have  already  come  to  us,  we 
have  reason  to  hope  and  believe  that  in  the  last  Great 
Day  it  will  appear  that  through  these  pages  of  religious 
truth  many  a  soldier  and  sailor  has  been  led  to  that  gra- 
cious Redeemer,  and  through  him  to  the  possession  of 
eternal  life  and  happiness.  However  small,  then,  in  some 
of  their  aspects,  may  seem  to  be  the  results  of  the  last 
year,  as  presented  in  this  report,  the  Board  would  grate- 
fully record  its  belief,  that  in  no  previous  year  has  it  been 
permitted  to  do  so  great,  so  noble,  and  so  blessed  a 
work. 

In  California,  the  Rev.  S.  T.  Wells  has  continued  in  the 
service  of  the  Board  as  its  Superintendent  for  the  Pacific

coast.  The  troubles  of  tlie  times,  and  the  deficiency  in 
our  Colportage  Fund,  have  prevented  us  from  placing  in 
tliat  field  a  numerous  band  of  colporteurs,  as  the  Board 
had  hoped  before  this  time  to  have  done.  But  Mr.  Wells, 
having  in  his  hands  a  full  supply  of  the  Board's  publica- 
tions, renewed  from  time  to  time,  has  been  enabled,  by 
sales  and  through  the  cooperation  of  clerical  brethren, 
many  of  them  of  other  Christian  denominations,  to  circu- 
late in  California,  and  place  in  its  families  and  Sabbath- 
schools  a  large  number  of  our  books  and  tracts. 

In  the  Northwest,  Dr.  C.  0.  Waters,  (whose  address  is 
Muscatine,  Iowa,)  has  continued  his  very  useful  labours. 
For  some  months  Dr.  Waters  has  been  personally  active 
in  visiting  camps  and  hospitals  in  Cairo,  Mound  City, 
New  Madrid,  St.  Louis,  Paducah,  and  other  places,  and 
has  performed  large  and  valuable  services  among  the 
soldiers,  sick  and  well.  He  has  also  laboured  among  the 
prisoners  in  his  field. 

The  Eev.  M.  C  Knight  has  continued  to  superintend 
the  work  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  and  Mr.  H.  B. 
Shields  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Michigan.  Besides  attend- 
ing to  the  usual  duties  of  former  years,  both  of  them  have 
personally  performed  most  useful  and  valuable  services  in 
the  many  camps,  and  among  the  prisoners,  and  in  the 
military  hospitals  in  their  respective  fields. 

The  Synods  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny  continue,  as 
in  former  years,  to  perform  their  work  in  this  department 
through  a  Synodical  Board  of  Colportage,  which  is  under 
their  own  supervision  and  control.  Much  to  our  regret, 
we  have  received  no  report  from  this  Synodical  Board, 
and  can  therefore  state  nothing  as  to  its  operations  during 
the  year. 

A  tabular  statement,  although  unusually  defective, 
owing  to  causes  already  alluded  to,  may  be  found  in 
the  Appendix  to  this  Report,  and  will  give  the  details  of 
colportage  during  the  year,  so  far  as  it  is  in  the  power  of 
the  Board  to  furnish  them.

III.  DEPAETMEKT  OF  SUSTENTATION. 

The  aggregate  receipts  of  the  Treasury  from  all  sources, 
excluding  of  course  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  have  been  $68,036.00.  The  aggregate  expen- 
ditures have  been  $70,700.55.  The  amount  of  cash  re- 
ceived from  sales  of  books,  tracts,  and  periodicals  has  been 
$40,371.96.  The  balance  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  $6,086.36. 

THE   COLPORTAGE   FUND. 

The  amount  received  for  Colportage  during  the  year  has 
been  $23,171.81,  which  is  less  by  $5,262.16  than  the  sum 
received  last  year.  Last  year,  however,  the  Board  re- 
ceived for  Colportage  the  sum  of  $6,473.63  from  the 
Southern  and  Southwestern  States,  from  which  it  has  this 
year  received  nothing.  Deducting  this  amount  from  the 
receipts  of  last  year,  we  find  that  there  has  been  no  loss  but 
a  small  gain  in  this  year's  receipts  from  those  States  with 
which  the  Board  has  been  able  to  hold  correspondence. 
And  if  we  further  remember  that  the  condition  of  Mis- 
souri, Kentucky,  and  a  large  part  of  Maryland,  has  been 
such  that  almost  nothins;  has  been  thence  received,  we 
reach  the  very  gratifying  fact,  that  during  this  year  of 
severe  political  and  jfinancial  trouble,  the  remaining  States 
have  not  only  fully  come  up  to  their  contributions  for  this 
cause  in  former  years,  but  have  gone  beyond  them. 

The  number  of  contributing  churches  has  this  year  been 
507.  From  468  Southern  churches  which  contributed  last 
year,  nothing  has  been  this  year  received.  Therefore  over 
one  hundred  churches  have  contributed  this  year  to  our 
Colportage  Fund  for  the  first  time. 

The  expenditures  for  Colportage  during  the  year  have 
been  $18,687.96.  The  sum  of  $4,483.85  has  been  paid 
upon  the  balance  reported  last  year,  thereby  reducing  it 
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from  $12,983.51  to  $8,499.66,  at  wMch  it  stood  at  the 
close  of  the  year.

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STATEMENT  OF  EECEIPTS

FROM  MAECH  1,  1861,  TO  MARCH  1,  1862. 


The  work  of  jmUisJiing  Books  and  Tracts  is  carried  forward  upon  a  capital  contributed, 
several  years  ago,  for  that  specific  purpose,  to  which  it  is  wholly  and  sacredly  devoted. 
The  churches  are  called  on  to  contribute  nothing  for  the  publislmif/  department  of  the 
Board ;  but  as  nothing  can  be  drawn  away  from  the  publishing  department  for  other  uses, 
the  Board  is  obliged  to  depend  wholly  on  the  contributions  of  the  churches  and  benevolent 
indivifluals  for  the  supply  of  its  Colportage  Fund.  These  contributions,  therefore,  are 
indispensable  for  the  following  uses,  viz. 

1.  To  pay  the  Salaries  and  Expenses  incident  to  Colportage. 

2.  To  pay  for  the  large  amount  of  Books  and  Tracts  gratuitously  distributed  by  Colpor- 
teurs. 

Just  in  proportion,  and  only  in  proportion,  as  the  Churches  annually  contribute  to  this 
Fund,  is  the  Board  able  to  do  these  things.

The  Assembly  held  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  in  1855, 

Resolved,  That  our  ministers  and  elders  be  earnestly  exhorted  to  secure  a  wider  circula- 
tion to  the  "  Home  and  Foreign  Record,"  now  published  at  so  reduced  a  price  as  to  make  it 
accessible  to  the  poorest  members  of  our  church. 

The  "Home  and  Foreign  K,ecord"  is  sent  free  to  every  minister, 
licentiate,  and  candidate,  so  far  as  their  address  is  known;  and  they  are 
respectfully  solicited  to  give  notice  of  any  failures  to  receive  it,  and  of 
changes  of  their  address.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  discover  an  omission, 
unless  apprized  of  it. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  in  1857, 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Assembly  is  highly  gratified  at  the  increasing  patronage 
extended  from  every  part  of  the  church  to  the  '■  Home  and  Foreign  Record,"  and  the 
"  Sabbath  School  Visitor,"  yet  it  regrets  to  learn  that  there  is  still  a  large  proportion  of  its 
families  and  members  who  do  not  receive  these  periodicals.  The  Assembly  would  therefore 
earnestly  recommend  its  ministers  and  sessions  to  use  all  practicable  means  to  extend  the 
circulation  of  these  important  papers  in  their  respective  vicinities. 

Moreover,  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  every  month,  or  on  other  occasions,  and  from 
time  to  time,  let  the  people  hear  from  their  minister  a  detailed  account  of  our  various 
Foreign  Missions  in  succession,  with  a  description  of  the  religious  condition  of  the  people, 
and  the  beginning  and  progress  of  the  church's  work  among  them.  That  to  this  end  our 
ministers  take  pains  themselves  carefully  to  read  the  "  Home  and  Foreign  Record,"  and 
the  "  Foreign  Missionary,"  so  far  as  to  know  what  is  being  done  by  our  missionaries;  and 
that  they  also  further  the  circulation,  and  encoui-age  the  reading  of  these  publications  in 
their  congregations.

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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 


EOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION 


In  presenting  our  Seventh  Annual  Statement  to  the  General  As- 
sembly, wc  arc  compelled  to  report  that  the  work  of  Church  Extension 
lias  shared  largely  in  the  disasters  o£  the  country.  As  compared  with 
the  previous  year  the  receipts  for  the  last  twelve  months  have  fallen 
off  forty-six  per  cent.;  the  number  of  applications  forty-four  per 
cent.,  and  of  appropriations  twenty-seven  per  cent.  While  these 
not  unexpected  results  are  to  be  deplored,  there  are  not  wanting 
facts  full  of  encouragement.  The  simple  fact  that  the  work  of 
church  building,  from  its  very  nature  peculiarly  susceptible  to  the 
paralyzing  influences  of  civil  war,  has  suffered  no  more  in  the  midst 
of  our  tremendous  struggle,  clearly  indicates  its  necessity,  and  the 
permanent  value  of  the  Church  Extension  scheme. 

Again,  though  nearly  one-third  of  the  churches  enrolled  on  tliC 
minutes  of  the  last  General  Assembly  have  this  year  refrained  from 
supporting  its  enterprizes,  the  number  of  giving  churches  named  in 
the  usual  statement  of  receipts  herewith  submitted,  is  four  hundred 
and  eight,  being  within  twenty-six  per  cent,  of  last  year,  while 
the  amount  contributed  by  churches  falls  short  less  than  twenty 
per  cent. 

Indeed,  if  the  decrease  in  the  contributions  for  tlio  Children's 
Church  and  in  legacies  be  taken  into  the  account,  the  receipts  from 
the  ucher  and  less  fluctuating  sources  are  somewhat  in  advance  of 
the  previous  year. 
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In  presenting,  therefore,  the  usual  details  of  our  work  during  the 
last  twelve  months,  we  feel  that  we  have  abundant  reason  to  thank 
God  and  take  courage. 

APPLICATIONS. 

The  number  of  applications  for  aid  put  on  file  from  April  1, 
1861,  to  April  1,  1862,  was  sixty-nine.  These  applications  were 
from  churches  in  the  bounds  of  twenty- three  Synods,  forty-three 
Presbyteries,  and  twenty- one  States  and  Territories.  These  sixty- 
nine  churches  ask  for  aid  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  ^24,572  45, 
averaging  $356  12  each. 

Besides  these  new  applications  filed  during  the  year,  there  were  on 
file  and  undisposed  of,  April  1,  1861,  ninety-four  applications,  call- 
ing for  $36,116  75.  The  Board,  therefore,  had  before  them  during 
the  twelve  months  under  review,  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  appli- 
cations, asking  for  $60,689  20. 

During  the  year,  thirty-five  applications,  calling  for  $14,400,  were 
stricken  from  the  file,  because  the  requisite  information  had  not  been 
furnished  in  the  two  years  allowed  for  that  purpose. 

There  remained  on  file,  and  undisposed  of,  April  1,  1862,  appli- 
cations from  sixty-one  churches,  calling  for  $24,991  75. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

During  the  year  ending  April  1,  1862,  appropriations  amounting 
to  $13,866  10  were  made  to  fifty-five  churches,  in  the  bounds  of 
twenty  Synods,  thirty-nine  Presbyteries,  and  seventeen  States  and 
Territories.  The  average  amount  appropriated  to  each  of  these 
fifty-five  churches  was  $252  11,  or  leaving  out  of  view  the  special 
donations,  $172  58. 

Appropriations  from  the  general  fund,  amounting  to  $1,550, 
were  during  the  year  withdrawn  from  five  churches,  to  two  of  whom, 
however,  new  appropriations  were  soon  after  made. 

The  names  and  localities  of  all  these  churches  may  be  found  in 
the  appendix  to  this  report. 

From  April  1,  1861,  to  April  1,  1862,  fifty-eight  churches  re- 
ceived their  appropriations.  The  amount  paid  on  their  account  was 
$17,777  45. 
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In  view  of  the  peculiar  state  of  public  afiairs,  the  Board  during 
the  year  refrained  from  anticipating  its  income,  and  made  no  appro- 
priations until  the  funds  were  in  the  treasury  to  meet  them. 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXrENDITURES. 

The  appropriated  balance  in  the  Treasury  April  1,  1801,  was 
$13,874  55.  The  receipts  during  the  year  were  $17,004  17,  of 
which  sum  $11,177  40  was  from  churches.  The  available  means 
of  the  year  were,  therefore,  $30,038  72. 

The  expenditures  of  the  year,  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  state- 
ment in  the  appendix,  were  $20,182  43.  The  balance  in  the 
Treasury  April  1,  1862,  was,  consequently,  $10,750  29.  There 
were,  however,  unpaid  at  that  time  appropriations  amounting  to 
$10,060  48,  leaving  as  the  unappropriated  balance,  April  1,  1802, 
^095  81.  This  sum,  though  contributed  during  the  the  fiscal  year, 
was  not  reported  to  us  until  after  its  close,  and  was  appropriated 
soon  after  its  receipt  was  known. 

COST  OF  CHURCH  EDIFICES. 

Remembering  that  the  Board  was  created  to  aid  feeble  churches 
in  new  and  destitute  regions,  we  have  continued  to  use  our  influence 
in  favor  of  economy  in  church  building.  Since  the  organization  of 
the  Board,  July  1855,  appropriations  have  been  made  to  four  hun- 
dred and  forty-seven  different  churches.  Of  these  sixty-one  were 
aided  by  special  appropriations,  for  which  the  Board  took  no  respon- 
sibility. As  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained  the  remaining  three  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six  churches  cost  $701,577,  or  $1,973  apiece. 

When  the  average  cost  of  materials  during  the  last  seven  years, 
the  vast  expanse  of  country  over  wliich  the  funds  Avere  disbursed, 
and  the  peculiarly  heavy  outlay  for  building  required  in  those  prairie 
regions  where  the  larger  part  of  the  work  has  been  performed,  arc 
considered,  no  reasonable  man  will  regard  $1,973  as  an  extravagant 
average  for  the  cost  of  the  churches  assisted  by  the  Board. 

A  number  of  churches,  whose  cost  was  far  above  the  average,  have 
indeed  been  aided,  but  these  were  cither  cases  in  which  a  small  gift 
from  the  Board  was  necessary  to  save  large  previous  expenditures 
by  the  congregations  themselves,  or  in  which  donors  took  the  rcspon- 
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sibility  of  designating  such  churches  as  the  recipients  of  their  gifts. 
If  the  special  donations  we  did  not  control  be  left  out  of  view,  the 
average  cost  of  the  churches  aided  by  the  Board  during  the  year 
was  $1,127  90. 

THE   CHILDREN'S  CHURCH. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  Annual  Report  we  confidently  expected  to 
be  able  to  report  to  the  present  General  Assembly  that  the  Chil- 
dren's Church  at  St.  Anne  was  completed.  This  expectation  has 
not  been  realized.  Causes  we  could  neither  -foresee  nor  guard 
against,  have  greatly  delayed  the  work  and  increased  its  cost.  We 
pushed  forward  the  building  as  rapidly  as  we  could  until  the  month 
of  September  last.  Then  finding  that  the  funds  contributed  for  that 
church  were  more  than  exhausted,  that  our  appeals  for  aid  were 
but  scantily  responded  to,  and  that  the  very  peculiar  state  of  things 
at  St.  xVnne  rendered  it  impossible  to  ascertain  what  it  would  cost  to 
finish  the  structure,  we  reluctantly  suspended  work  until  more  propi- 
tious times.  We  cherish  the  hope  that  God,  who  has  moved  so  mys- 
teriously in  regard  to  the  work  among  the  French  Canadians  in 
Illinois,  may  soon  open  the  way  for  the  completion  of  this  noble 
monument  to  the  liberality  of  the  children  of  our  Church. 

We  ought  perhaps  to  add  that  of  the  $1,450  received  by  the 
Board  for  this  cnterpvize  during  the  fiscal  year  under  review,  more 
than  $800  was  really  contributed  previous  to  April  1,  18G1,  though 
not  paid  over  to  the  Board  by  the  parties  who  had  received  it  until 
some  time  after  that  date. 

AMOUNT   OF  AID  NEEDED. 

In  closing  this  report  we  deem  it  not  improper  to  submit  a  few 
facts  respecting  the  amount  of  aid  needed  by  our  feeble  churches. 
Twenty  years  ago,  when  the  work  of  Church  Extension  lay  almost 
wholly  in  those  heavily  timbered  regions,  where  log  churches  could 
be  erected  and  made  to  serve  all  necessary  purposes  until  congrega- 
tions grew  strong,  one  hundred  dollars  to  purchase  nails,  glass,  and 
the  few  other  cash  articles  needed,  was  a  large  amount  of  aid  to  be 
given,  and  in  most  cases  was  amply  sufficient.  This  state  of  things 
no  longer  exists.  The  wave  of  population  and  of  church  destitution 
has  rolled  into  those  prairie  regions  where  log  buildings  are  almost 
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unknown,  and  where  nearly  every  article  used  in  tlic  construction  ol' 
churches  requires  the  outlay  ol:  money.  Moreover,  even  in  those 
localities  where  log  cahins  once  answered  every  purpose,  the  increase 
of  population  and  the  general  change  in  the  style  of  Imilding,  ren- 
ders them  now  in  most  cases  unsuitable. 

Accordingly  we  find  that  out  of  seven  hundred  and  sixty-one 
applications  filed  since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  only  one 
hundred  and  nine,  or  one-seventh,  were  for  one  hundred  dollars  or 
less  ;  and  that  of  the  four  hundred  and  forty- seven  different  churches 
encouraged  by  appropriations  of  the  Board,  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven,  or  four-fifths,  required  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  aid  to 
enable  them  to  complete  their  sanctuaries  free  from  debt. 

If  it  be  further  remembered  that  one  hundred  dollars  is  but  about 
one-twentieth  of  the  average  cost  of  the  churches  seeking  aid  from 
the  Board,  it  will  appear  still  more  clearly  that  a  larger  sum  is 
requisite  to  meet  their  necessities.  In  most  cases  more  than  double 
that  amount  must  be  given,  unless  the  process  of  church  erection  is 
to  be  made  unduly  exhaustive  to  our  feeble  churches.  While,  there- 
fore, we  have  always  been  hampered  by  inadequate  receipts,  and  have 
ever  felt  bound  to  make  the  scanty  means  put  at  our  disposal  go  as 
far  as  possible,  the  experience  of  seven  years  convinces  us  that  the 
General  Assembly  ought  not  to  expect  the  five  hundred  houseless 
churches,  still  in  its  connection,  to  secure  unincumbered  sanctuaries 
with  an  average  aid  of  less  than  two  hundred  or  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars.

SUBJECT  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 


The  Assembly  appointed  as  its  Standing  Committee  on  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension,  the  following  persons,  viz  :  Ministers— R.  Conover,  L.  R. 
McAboy,  H,  L.  Doolittle.  Ruling  Elders— W.  Blair  and  11.  Stoddard.  This 
Committee,  on  Thursday,  May  22nd,  presented  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Assembly,  viz  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  approve  of  the  careful  manner  in  which  the 
records  of  the  Board  have  been  kept  by  the  Secretary. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  report  be  approved  and  published,  together  with  the 
Rules  of  the  Board,  and  instructions  tn  churches  needing  aid. 

3.  Resolved,  That  while  the  severe  trials  of  the  country  have  greatly  retarded 
the  work  of  church  building,  yet  the  Church  has  great  reason  for  thanks  to  God, 
that  in  the  midst  of  these  trials,  fifty-five  churches  have  been  aided  by  the  Board 
during  the  year,  in  completing  their  sanctuaries. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  highly  approve  of  the  economy  exhibited  by 
the  Board  in  the  management  of  the  funds  entrusted  to  their  care. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  approve  of  the  suspension  of  the  work  on  -'The 
Children's  Church,"  for  the  present. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Assembly  be  directed  to  alter 
all  blank  reports  for  statistics  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Minutes  of  the  Assembly, 
so  as  to  transfer  the  item  o^  "  Contingent  and  Commissioner's  Fund,"  from  the 
column  of  Church  Extension,  to  that  of  "Congregational " 

7.  Resolved,  That  all  our  3Iinisters  and  sessz'orjs  of  vacant  Churches  be  earnestly 
requested  to  present  this  cause  to  their  respective  Churches  for  their  contributions 
annually,  and  as  far  as  practicable  on  the  First  Sabbath  of  July,  the  day  designated 
by  the  Assembly  of  1861. 

8.  Resolved,  That  all  churches  needing  aid  for  building  houses  of  worship,  and 
all  churches  and  individuals  contributing  funds  for  this  purpose,  are  hereby  earn- 
estly requested  to  make  this  Board  the  agency  of  their  favors  and  benefactions.
